S I R^ Berlin, fune 6^ '72^- 

FROM Brefiaw to Berlin 'tis 40 German 
Miles of very evtn Goundy, well peopkd 
and cultivatsa. There ue I know no€ 
how many U^e Towns in the Road, not 

worth mentioning. 

The firft Place of any Importance is Crosse k. 
This Qty is the Capital of the Dutchy from whence 
it has its Name, which formerly made a Part of 
SUifiai but is nbw amex'd to the EleAoiate of 
Bra$tdenbaurg. TherePsaBridgeatCro^;?, by which 
we pafs the River Oder^ dekndcd by Fortifications. 
The Town is fituate in a pleafant fruitful Country. 
The Houfes, which are all of Brick, are uniform, and 
the Stxceti as ftnut ss a Line. The chief of them 

Vob<I» B tenniaaid 
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terminatse in a great Square in the middle of th€ 
Town, where there is a Statue of the King of Pruf" 
fta. The River Odit is of great advantage to the 
Commerce of Croffen^ which carries on a confideiable 

Trade in Linnen -Cloth and Earthen Ware. 

Going out of Crojfen^ we pafs this River by a 
Bridge, as we do a fecond time over to Francfort, 
a confiderable City of the Marquifate of Branden- 
iourg^ famous for its Fairs, and its Univerfity. This 
City has ftood the Shock of various Revolutions^ 
It was put under the Ban of the Empire by the 
Emperor Charles IV. for having difohev'd his 
Orders and the Inhabitants to make him eafy were 
forc'd to pay him down 12000 Marks of Silver^ 
which at that time was an immenfe Sum. In 1 63 1 
the Swedes beiieg'd and took it by Storm, when 
they put all the Inhabitants to the Sword in repri- 
fal for the Maflacre of 2000 Swedes^ whom the Em- 
peror's General Count Tilly had inhumanly put to 
• death in the City of Brandenbourg. By the Peace 
of Mtt^er^ or fFefipbalia^ which eftabliih'd the 
Tranquility of the Empire, Francfort was reftor'd 
' to the Klcdor of Brandenbourg its lawful Sovereign* 
Here is a Univerfity founded by Joachim 1. 
(Margrave of Brandenbourg) m 1 506, which h very 
much frequented by the Sile^fians^ and by the Hum^ 
^49n4ir Proteftants. 

There ara two Fairs a Year at Bremcfort^ which 
ixjuki it a tiadingCity, and its Commerce confifts 



*1 is ten Miles from Francfort to Eeriin^ and a 
flat fandy Country. The Road leads thro' Mun- 
chenhurg^ a little Town chiefly inhabited by the 
Defcendants of Bremb Men, who left their Countrf 

upon the Revocation of the EdiA of Nanies. 

The nearer one comes to the Capital of Branden* 
hourgy the more fandy is the Soil, yet the Country 




produces plenty of Com and fruits. 
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Berlin is the common Refidence of the King 
bf Pruffia^ and one of the largeft, beft built, and 
\adk governed Cities in allGmMijr. The Streets 
are fpadous^ ftrait, neat and well pav^d. The Si« 

tuation is advantagious \ for tho' it lies in a very 
fandy Soil^ yet *tis encompafe'd with agreeable Gar- 
dens producing Fruits and excellent PuKe, and its 
Commerce is much improved by the River Sfrit^ 
which pafles thro^ the City^ and has a Communica* 
lion with the Hofoely the Oieti and the Elhik 

The French^ who for the (ake of Religion be* 
came Refugees, have contributed in an extraordinary 
manner to the Embellifhment and Aggrandifement 
of Berlin^ by the eftablifliing of all forts of Manu- 
iadureSy and the intrbducing of Arts into it ; and k 
may be fiid of them, that they have omitted nothing 
to teftify their Gratitude to the EleAor Frederic 
IViIUam and his Pofterlty, for the generous Recep- 
tion which he gave them in his Dominions. 

Berlin is divided into five Wards exclufive of the 
Suburbs, which are very extenfive. I will run thro* 
thefe Wards in the Order of their Situation: But 
before I do this, I propofe to (hew you what is 
moft remarkable in the Suburbs *, where the Houfes 
^re generally of Timber, but fo well plaifter'd that 
they feem to be of Stone ^ mkI the Streets are 
broad, lightfome and ftrait. 

In the Suburb of ^^oiritiir the Queen hasade« 
lightfol Houle and Gardens. TheHoufe is called 
Monbijou\ a very proper Name for it, becaufe ^tis 
really a Jewel. 'Tis a Pavilion, the Apartments 
of which are laid out with Art^ and furnifti^d with 
great Judginent and El^ance. The Gardens are 
charming and he finely open to the River. Thia 
Hoofe was built by the Countefs de fFartmiergy 
Wife to the Prime Miniftcr of King Frederic I. As 
her Huiband's Power and Favour were at that time 
fo great, that he did whatever he plcas'd, all tlic 

B 2 King's 
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King's Workmen and Architedb us*d the utnioil 
Diligence to ferve her well But ihe did not eiyoy 
this fine Houfe bngj for it was {ctrce compleatied 
when the King removed the Count fhm all his 
Employments, and bani(h*d him to Fnmcfart on the 
MdiHc, However, lie fettled a Penfioii upon hini 
and his Lady of 24000 Crowns, and theCountefs 
by way of Acknowledgement gave the King this 
Houic, which of all the immenie Treafure that fho 
has anra&d, was the only Piece tliat flie cou'd not 
cairy with hen The King gave this Houfe to the 
Princefs Royal now Qaeen, who has added great 
Embellilhineuts to it, and brought it to its preiciit 
State of Perfedion. 

In the Suburb of Slralau is the Houie and Gar-^ 
deQ3 of Belvedere^ belonging to the King. Rolli 
Superintendant of the Finances to the Eledor Fre-^ 
deric tPilliam^ cau8*d this Garden to be made^ in 
which he laid out confiderable Sums i aiid as this Mi- 
nifter was at other very great Expences, it fo impaired 
his Fortune, that he was obliged to throw up ail and 
retired to Holland % and being very much in debt 
to the EleAor, his Garden was forfeited to that 
Prince^ who made a Preient of it to M. if Fuebs^ one 
of his Miniftcrs. King Frederic I. purchased it of 
the latter, and after having embcllilhed it, made a 
Prefent of it to the Queen his third Wifej but that 
l^rincefs's ill ilate ofHealth obliging her to retire 
to Mccklemhourg her Native Country, Belvedere 
. became negleAed. 

Near this Royal Houfe is the magni^cent Gar^ 
dens of Cranio who from a Boy behind the Counter 
rais'd himfcif by his Induftry to the Poft of Pay- 
inaikr General of the Army, and at length to that 
of Miniiler of State. He was to have been call'4 
to account in his laft ftage of Life, but he cunning* 
ly diverted that Storm by feigning himfelf Lunatic 1 
and dying, he left animmentoEitate, part of which 

feU 
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fell to the King by way of Reftltutuon, and the 
refl to iiis NepheWi who makes a grand Figure ax 
faris. 

I entered Berlin thro^ t]pt caH'd the Gate./J^tfA-, 
which has had that Name ever fince the Day that 
Bnderrcl. made his Entry there, after his Coro- 
nation at Koningsber^ in Prujfia^ This Gate Is de- 
fended by a Half-Moon, and two Baft ions fac'd 
with Brick, and fronts tlut called the Street /J^r^A- ; 
one of the iongef); and moft frequented in aU the 
City. There are very fine Houfes jn it» prticu * 
larly that ofM.de Catfch^ a Minifter of State, that of 
GrumkaUy and the Poft-Houfc, wliich h\i B .idling 
begun by order of the late King, for his Fa- 
vourite the boiint de Wav^cpiberg^ nsrhQ ^erc* 
ditary Poft-Mafter. 

Thro' the £itr«et Rsj^dk tlniere run fine, feacious 
and beaudful Street. The firfl: b q|ll*d id jRh^ du 
Clcitre^ in which we fee the Royal Manufadlory. 
Frederic 1, who bought it of the Heirs of the 
Marfhal de Flemmmg^ eftabfifhed an Academy of 
Nobles there j fo that,^ on the faynaent of three 
hundred Crown^ they had Lodging, Provifion,^ 
and Inftniftbn in evcr]^ tt^ngtfa^t i?s natund ^ Man 
of Quality ftiotfd feiow. This Eftablifhmcnt ex- 
ifted a few Years, but funk at laft mecrly thro' the 
Negleftof Pcrfons whofe Biifinefs *twasto tnke care 
of tt. The prcfcnt King has changM this Fabric!^ 
into a Workhoufe, and allowed Lodgings, in it foij 
feyml Woollen Manitfiidurers. , 

Adjoining to the Royal Manu&Aory, there aro 

pubhck Warchoufes, which were cilablifhed and 
built by the late Khif^; and being deftroyed by 
Fire, the prefent King caus'd them to be rebuilt. 
Oppofite to the Warehoufes ftands the Houfe of M* 
ii Creufz^ Minifi«r of State ; which has fine Apart* 
mentSi and is very neatly fumtfli\l. Higher m 
the fame Street there's the Houfe of M. Duwahu^ 
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a French Man by Birth, and L.ieuf enant-General of 
his P ruffian Maiefty's Forces : And contiguous to his 
Houfe, which makes ^ hne Appearance, is the Cal* 
*uinijts new (church, a Struiiure raised after the 
Model of Qrunier^^ an Ar^hited who had befom 
licquifed a Rqiutafion, which did not fuScr by his 
Contrivance of this great Fabrick : The Front of 
it is magnificent, but the inAde plain, as area!! the 
Churches of the Calvin ifts^ which you know don*t 
admit of Images. The iubterranean Places or Ca^ 
facombs, for intmjoe thofe that worlhtp here^ 
are worth feeing, SBvenU Perfons have beea 
interred there of great Note, particularly Cajhnir 
de Colhc^ Count de Warlcmherg^ Prime Minifter, 
Great Chamberlain, Mailer of the Horfe, Poll- 
Mafter General, Protedlor of all the Academies in, 
the dominions of the King of Pruffia^ and Knight 
of the Order of the Black £agk. Qeing ttanUhVi 
|n 171 If toProHcfart upon thRMaim^ whfas ha 
died the Year following, he ordered that hisCorpfe 
ihou'd be carry'd to Be} [in i ati4 his Will was ac- 
cordingly fulfill'd. fie was fo dear to King Fre^ 
deric I. that he was very Joth to part with him 1 
but wa$, as it were, compdPd to it by a Cabal, wha 
opposed his Miniftenal Authority % tho* he- wa^ 
proYok'd at the Inlolence of '^ariemter^^ "Wife, 
and at liis mean Subn^flion to her. The King 
made an Offer to him afterwards, by the Count 
Chrijiophle de DoJ.ma^ (who was then his Ambaflador 
§t Francforty for the Election of the Jblmp«-qr,) tci 
come and refume his Employments, on condidon 
that he • wou*d not bring his Wife iprith hin;i i bii| 
Wartemberg refused, j&ym^, he was cngagM in ho-; 
nour not to torCike her. Perhaps he w.is very glad 
of tliis Excufe for not returning, becaufe he had 
pnc^ expericnc'd ti;e Viciffitude ot Fortune, and 
]uiew well tiiat he had been too powerfUl h Man 
|io( tp be hate(^, ICing Freditriq (• who was do* 

firout 
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firous to fee h!s Funeral pafi by, cpu'd not refrain 
Tears ; which undoubte^v was the greateft Cha- 
rader that he cou*d give o/ his Minifter. 

Next to the Count de U'artcfnberg*^ Tomb, is 
that of Henrietta de Pollnitz^ Wife to Francis 
Count de Dubamelj the Venetiani Generalilimio* 
jHcr Hufband dying in theJli^n, this Lady re* 
tum'd to Vmicey propo/ing to go and end her Days 
at Berlin, where (he was bom $ but while (he was 

Serfoi niing hci Quarantain died, after defining 
er Body to be carry'd to Berlin ; which was ac- 
cordingly done by two of her Nephews, and 
one of her Nieces, whom (he made her Heirs* 
There is alfo the Tomb of the Count de Denhoff^ 
Ueutenant^General of the King's Armies, Knight 
of his Order of the Black Eagle, Minifter of State, 
Governour of Memely and Ambaflador at the 
Treaty of Utrecht^ where he acquired a high Repu- 
tation among the foreign Minifters. The Marshal 
4e ViUars, who had known him at Vienna^ when 
he the Marihal teiided there in the quality of Mi^ 
nifter, to take care of the AflFairs of Prance^ faid 
to me one day, fpeaking of the Count de Denhoff, 
that the King of PruJJia cou'd not do enough to 
reward the Gdunt's great Merit. If he wctifd have 
been rufd by me^ added he, be wai^d have ieen * in 
ibe Service ef the King my Mafier. 

The (econd Street that crofles the Street R^ale, ts 
the Jezus Street, which runs into the Square Alckke- 
March ; where the Uotd de Srbzver in makes a fine 
Appearance. Within a few Houfes lower down, 
there's a Manufa6l:ory of Gold and Silver Lace, 
which one Scbindler has eftabiiihed with good fuc- 
ceis : This Hode belonged to the Wife of M. de 
fFenferiy Marlhal of tKc Court to King Frederic I. 
but (he refign'd it as part of Payment of a Fine, 
to which her Hufband had been condemned by 
the Count de Wartpnherg^ then ptime Minifler ^

who conf5n*d M. Wcnfen in Cujtrin Caftlc, becaufc 
he had prelum'd to rcprcfent to the King that the 
Table ot the prime M in ifter, which was ferved by his 
Majefty's Cooks and Butlers, was more expenfive 
than his Majcft}'*s own Table. Wenfm however^ 
wpon thePaymcnt of this Fine, obtained his Liberty, 
and was banifh'd to his Lands in the Dutch y of Zelf, 

In the middle of Molcke-Marck is the ^latue oi 
Frederic I. Father to the prefent King, with a 
Crown on his Head, and a royal Mantle on his 
Shoulders. The Statue was can by order of Frt'^ 
dertc I. him(c!f, who intended to have it plac'd in 
the Court of the Arfenal i but dying before itcou'd 
be brought about, the King his Son caus'd it to be 
fet up where it now ftands, which is indeed a much 
better Place for it. 

The Spandau Street, which is the third that croC: 
{es the Street contains the Town-Houie, and 

otlicr fine Buildings : The Street St. Efprit is altoge- 
ther as beautiful,as is the Kay, which fronts the Caftle 
or Palace of the King. Upon this Kay wc fee the 
Houfe of the Baron de Vcrnefobre^ whofe An- 
ceftors being French Proteftant Merchants, fettled 
at Kcningjterg in Prtfffia. He was in Frsmce at the 
time of the miJHJfippy Plague, whidi, tho* fo firtal to 
others, proved fo fortunate to him thathegain'd fe- 
veral Millions of Livres, with which he came and fet 
up at Merlin^ where he has taken to building, having 
purchas'4the Edate of HcbenfiJm from MonfieurJ? 
Borfitl^ one of the beft Gentlemen of the Country, 
procured htmfelf the Title of Counfellor of State, 
cuts a Figure now among Perfons of Quality. 

The Churches of St. Mary^ St. Nnho/as, and 
that belonging to the Garrifon, are as magnificent 
9s any of the Proteftant Churches. St* Maty^ has 
« l)eautiful Spire. When Frederic I. made his 
loyal Entry here, at his letum from his CoKMUuion, 
aMan afcended (he Qlobeof (his Spice^i and iSu 
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luted the new Kmg by ikrarilhm a pabrof G>Iours. 
The Church of m Ganifim vm founded by the 

Jatc K ing, but was very much damaged fume Years 
ago by the blowing up of a Magazine of Gun- 
Powder in the Neighbourhood, juft as they were 
removing it to a iafer Place. King FrediHc fPll- 
/iMi has caused it to be rebuik with more Magnifi« 
eence than before* The Oi^ns axe very fine, and 
the Galleries very well contriv*d. 

That Ward of Berlin which I have now run 
through, is feparated from that of Coin or Cologne 
by the River Spree^ over which there are four 
Bridge whereof there is one of Stone, calfd the 
tmu-miuf. Freitric L in imitation of the Pmt- 
neuf at Paris^ famous for the Statue of Henry IV. 
caufed the Equeftrian Statue of his Father, the E- 
iedior Frederic IVilliam^ to be erefled upon this 
Bridge, with very great Pomp and Splendor j for 
no Prince In Germany ftrove more than he did to 
copy Lewis XIV. in Magnificence and every thing 
em. When this Statue was dedicated, the Count 
de Lottum, who was then Grand Marilial of the 
Court, accompanied by mod of the Courtiers on 
^rfeback, and by the Gty Companies, afTifted at 
the Ceremony, which was performed with an Ap- 
paratus^ till then unknown in Germa^ upon the 
like Occafions ; but had been pra^ied at Paris^ 
when the Statue of Lewis le Grand was ere^^led in 
that City. 

This entire Monument was defign-d by one 7^ 
cobi^ who after feveral Years Labour and conffamt 
Application to i% haabiought it to its prefent State. 
This fkiiful Operator has r^mfented the Eleftor in 

a Roman Drefs, and in an heroick Stature ; that is 
to fay, abovfe the natural Size. The Statue is placed 
on a magnificent Pedeftal of white Marble. At the 
four Comers of the Baie, are placed as many Slaves 
inficafi, wlioleeraasif they werechain'dto it. 

Whe^ 
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Whea one has pafs'd the Bridge, the Kingis P^^ 
hcc ofltrs ftfelf to view i a great and ftateljr Fa- 
bric, which Frederic h began in the Year 1699, 
^nd a worthy Monument of that Princess Magni* 
ficence, who was of Opinion, that of all the Sums 
expended by Sovereigns, thofe which they lay out 
in Buildings are leaft liable to Cenfijre. And indeed 
^lagoihcence is well beilowed, ami even Profiifioa 
leems jufttfiable in Architedhite, bec^uie grand 
Edifices are the principal Ornament of any State. 

The Palace has been the Worionanftiip ctf feveral 
Architedls v the Name of the firft was Schlut CT^ 
but he not giving Satisfadion was dirmifs'd, and. 
went into the Service pf the Czar Ptter Akxiowitz, 
Whatever he did is extremely incumbered with Or- 
naments which have not a due Proportion. His 
Succeflbr vr^s Eofander^ a Swede^ wno is a Lieu- 
tenant-General in the Service of the King of Poland: 
He was oblig'd in fome meafure to purfue what 
Schluter had begun ;, fo tliat if he has not come o!F 
well every where, he has at leaft that for his Ex^ ^ 
cufe. The third was Bot^ a Frenchmatty and now 
Geaneral Officer in PaUmd i who without diipute 
was a much better Artift than the others. Every 
thing that he has done is more fimple, yet more 
grand, noble, and complete. 

Thefe three Architcds having gone upon dif- 
ferent Plans, you wiU eafily imagine that the Fronts, 
are not perfediy regular 1 yet tor all this, had the 
Palace been fini(h*d accoiding to the Models ap- 
proved of by the late King, 5t wotfd have been iiv 
ferior to no Edifice for Grandurc and Magnificence, 
except the I.onvre of Paris, King Frederic Wil- 
Ham does not think ht to carry on this Building, 
but leaves that Honour to his Son» the Prince 
RoyaL 

As to giving you all the Particulars of this vaft 

Palace, }ou will be fo good as to excufe me : Be 

la- 
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fatisfied if I only tell you, tiiat it confiils of four 
Stories : The Apartments are large^ have fine 
CieiingSf and are royally furniih'd. In no part of 
the World did I ever lee fuch a prodigbus quantity 
of Plate, Tables, Stands, Luftc^ Chahdelicars^ 
Screens, Looldng-Glals Frsinea, Coaches, Amif- 

Chairs, all of Silver, The late King left Plate to 
the value of two Millions eight hundred thoufand 
Crowns, not red^oning the Faihion. In that call'4 
the Knights Hall, there's a Beaufet which takes 
up one intire fide of the Room, where there are 
Gftems and Baibns SUyer gilt, of an extraordinary 
Size. 

The Furniture of the grand Apartment is ^ cry 
rich ; there's a fine Gallery adorn'd with Pid:ures, 
the Cieling of which was painted by ont Peine, a 
firencknum^ who in diveiB Coiiq)artments has fidl- . 
folly reprefented tbeprmcipal Adionsof King Fri' 
deric I. At the end of this Gallery there's a Sa- 
Joon, which Avas formerly niagnilicent to the laft 
degree, being wainfcotted, if I may fo call it, with 
Amber : But the late Czar coming to Berlin in his 
return from Holland and France^ and not a little ad- 
miring this Furniture, which was tfaeonly thing of 
its kind, the King made him a Prefent of it : fo 
that what had been amafs'd with great Care and 
Cofl: by feveml Ele6^on?, fell in one Day into the 
hands of a Nation, which, no longer ago than the 
be^nning of the pre&nt Century, was reckon'd Bar* 
iNUtan. 

The Palace had fine Gardens belonging to it be- 
fore they were deftroy'd, and converted into a Place 
of Arms, and a Parade for the Guards. 

Hard by the Palace are the King's Stables, a very 
grand Building, facing the great Street. The Ar- 
^hitefture widnKmit is Gothic^ but th^ infide is more 
jfna|nifi9e|it ^ tli^ Stables a^ broad ^d ipacious, 

very 
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very lofty, aod very lightibme : The Nhngers are 
of Stone, and the Pillara which mark the Stands 

for the Horfes, are of Iron, and adorn'd with the 
King's Cypher, gilt : Over the Mangers are (cveral 
great Pidiures of the fineft Horfes that ever came 
out of his Mayefty's Studs. The Backfide of the 
StaUes projeds towards the KivotSpree^ to which 
they can lead the Horfes by a Stair-Cafe witiK>at 
Steps, built in form of a Horfe-Shoc. 

The Main Body of the Houfe contains grand 
Lx)dgings for the Mafter of the Horfe, and tlie Of- 
ficers under him. Over the Stables are great 
Rooms where they keep a deal of fine Furniture^ 
both for the Horfe and Mule; nu|;nificent 
Sleds, with convenient Hamefi, adorn'd with Bells 
of Silver, or Silver gilt ; a great number of fine 
Arms ; the rich Accoutrements of the Horfe 
which fcrv 'd Frederic I. on the Day of his pub- 
lick Entry ; ail the Ornaments of the Bridle^ the 
Breaft-Lcather, and Crupper, as well as the Bits 
and Stirrups, being of Gold, adom*d with Brilliants. 

Over the Riding-Hoafe is the great Theatre, 
where, in the kte King's time. Interludes and Co- 
medies us'd to be aded before tlie whole Court ; 
hut the Opera of Roxana and Alexander was the 
laft that was a(fled on it. It was play'd in 1708, 
upon the Marriaoe of King Frederic I. with So- 
pna of MtMmtirg. In 1 706, an Interlude was 
aAcd there, on account of the Arrival of the Prin- 
ccfs Roval, now Queen ; intitlcd, Beauty triumphing 
ever Heroes •, at which the Markgraves Frederic- 
Albert and Chrtftian-LewUy the late King's Bro< 
thers, danc'd, with all the young Courtis. . 

As we go ferther down the great St i cel , we come 
to the Fi(h Market, where is the Hotel of the City 
of Cologne^ and Dorffling's Hotel occupied by the 
Count de Finch. This Family is ablig'd for it s 
Riftf to the Marfhal Dorffiing^ who from an Appren- 
tices 
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tice to a Taylor raised himfelf by hin Valour and 
Merit to the higheft Pofts in the Army. The 
Story goes, that when he had i'crv'd his Apprentice- 
.ihip at ToMgermuude^ having a mind to go to Ber- 
littj he came to a part of the Country where he cou*d 
not proceed without crofiing the Eiie^ but not ha- 
ving wherewidial to pay his FaflagC) the Ferry-Men 

rcflis'd to carry him over ; which io vex'd him, that 
he threw his Kaapiack into the River in a Pet, curs'd 
the Trade of a l aylor, and went back to Tanger- 
munde^ where he lifted himfelf a Soldier, There beine 
a War at that time all over GermoKy^ it was no dxN ^ 
ficult matter for the young Warrior to find an Op- 
portunlty to fhew his Courage and he fignahz'd it 
in fuch a manner, that his Officers, who were all irr 
love with him, ftrove to advance him, and therefore 
made him known to the EleAor Frederic IVilUam. 
This Prince who lov'd, rewarded, and was a cood 
Judge of Valour, did not depend upon what Fame 
reported of him but in order to fee his Officers and 
Soldiers fight with his own Eyes, conducted them 
himfelf to the Enemy, and very foon took notice 
of Dorjiing, He ikw him at every part of the 
Field where there was Honour to be won : He 
&w he was a ibifible induftrious Fellow, that he 
hated Parties and Cabals, and that he had that 
Germanic Probity which was the diiUnguifh'd Vir- 
tue of our Fore tat hers, but which we now content 
our felves with adimrmg. The Eiedlor obferving 
fuch a Stock of Virtue in D^jr^/Vsy^, thought him de- 
ierving of his Favour, advimc*d him to the tip-top 
Employments, and made him very rich. Envy, 
which IS as old as the vVorld itfclf, and which like 
that, never (lands ftil!, niade les^eral ot the Courtiers 
jealous of theEortunc or rather the Merit oi Dorffling^ 
nnd there were fome who did not ftick to fay, that 
if the Marfhal came to be ever fo great a Nobleman, 
lie wou'd always retain the Air of a Taylpr. This 

being 
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being ctrry^d toDerffling, true tnougb^^d he^ / 
was a 'Taylor^ and I have cut eut Clotb\ but now^ 

faid he, clapping his Hand to the Hilt of his 
Sword, I have an Inftrument in my Ilandi, with which 
ril €Ut off the Ears of any Man that Jiandcrs me. 

This brave Fellow liv'd to a great Age, and left 
a Son who was one of the KiM of Prttfia^s Uente- 
nant-Geneials^ and Colonel of a Regiment of Dra- 
goons, hut died without IfTue. He had not quite the 
Vivacity of his Father, but he had his Honour and 
Integrity. 

Going out of the f'ifh-market^ as we turn to the 
right, one perceives the Lutheran Church of St* 
Piter \ Which isa cOnfiderable StniAnre; and then 
we come into that calPd the Frjars Street, thd 

Houfes of which are all well built, In this Street 
ftands the Palace where the Aulic Council meets^ 
which m France they call the Parlenient i ^tis here 
that all Civil Cauies are try'd, and from thenca 
there lite an Appeal to the King's Coondli 

Beyond the ralace there is a Square, <>n the 
Right (kie of which there^s a Church with a Cupola 
whicli belongs to the Calvtnijls^ and is look'd up-^ 
on as the Cathedral of Berlin : For you know that 
die late King made two Biihopsy one in Fru(fia and 
the other at Berlin^ and they were the Prelates 
that ciown'd him. They are fince dead^ and the 
prefent King lets their Sees lie vacant. In this 
Church is the Tomb of the Royal Family. There's 
a great Row of Buildings over againft it, which con- 
of feveral unitorm Houfes belonging to Mer- 

* This Church being deftroyM by UghtBine m 1730, is 
magnificndy rebuilt. I'he 2 ift of Augufl 1734, die new Spire 
of it, which had been 4 Years ere^Ung, and was carry'd up to the

chants^ 
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t)iaiit9> and fupported by ftately Arches with Shops 

under them, where are fold all forts of Goods. 
Turning round by that Piazza, brings one to a 
fecond Branch of the River, which divides the Ward 
of Crin from that of Werder. This River which 
has three wooden Bridges over it, is confin'd in a 
Canal lin^d with Free&ne» and ibnli*d by two 
fine Kays. 

The mofb confiderable Edifices in the Ward of 
IVerder are the Royai Cuftom-Houfe, fo commodi- 
oufly fituate that Boats can come up clofe to it: The 
/TTMrit School, and their Churchy which is fervid by 
able Miniflers ; fome <^ whom, as the kte M. hen^ 
font (Author of the celebrated Hiftory of the 
Council of Conflance^ &c. and Chaplain to the King 
of Pruffia) M, de Bcaufobrc and M. Jacquelot^ &c. 
haveacquir'daReputationin the Republic of Letters, 
The Royal Hunting-Houfe is a large magnificent 
Struftnrefor lodging theGreatHwitrman andall his 
inferior Oflkers: There too is the great Dog- Kennel 
and the Magazines for aiJ the Hunting Equipage. 
Near this place is the Hotel or Palace for Ambaf- 
fadors, where are hkewife entcrtain'd fuch Foreign 
Princes as are not of a Rank high enough to be 
accommodated in the King*s Fame. Tms Hotel 
belonged formerly to the Baron de Danekdf/um^ Prime 
Minifter to King Frederic when iie was only Eled:or, 
and being built by the faid Minifter at :i time when 
he was iuch a Favourite that he . did aimoft what he 
pleased, he fpar*d no Coft to render it a Manfion 
worthy of his high Station. I was afliir'd by Per* 
fons of Credit then alive, that after it was built, the 
late King had a Defirc to ke it, upon which occafion 
'M.. de Danckelman made a great Entertainment for 
him; and that while the Queen and the whole 
Court wei e dancitu;, the King retired into his Mi- 
nifter's Clofet, to mtve a private Conference with 
him % and lookmg very ^ameftly on a certain Pic- 
ture 
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tine there, M. de Banekibmin told him, that Pic<s 
tore and all that he fiiw wou'diboabehis Majefty's^ 
The King not knowing what he meant, defir'd his 

Minifter to explain himielf ; whereupon he made 
anfwer, * That he fhou*d very, fhortly inqur his 
, * Difpjeafure ; that his Fall wou'd be attended by 

* the JForfeiture of all his Eflate ; that he (hou'd be 
' arrefted and committed to the Spandau Prifon i 

* and that there hefhou^dbeconfindten Years, at 

* the Expiration of which his Innocence wou'd 

* be made to appear, his Eftate wou'd be reftor^d 

* to him, and he ihou*d he taken again into his 
^ Majefty's Favour/ The King, who was at that 
time very fend of his Minifter^ and did not think 
he ooii^d erer do without him, iidicul*d what he 
had &id as the Sunniie of a Vifionary, and was 
going to fwear by the New Teftaincnt then upon 
a Table in the Room, that this (ad Prophecy 
wou'd never come to pafs. But the Minifter held 
his Hand, and begg'd him not to take an Oath 
which it wou'd not be in his power to keep. 

I tell you this Story juil as I had it from » 
Lady of Quality to whom the King himfelf told 
it : But in ftiort, let the Story be as it will, *tis 
very certain that M. dc Dani kclman was difgrac'J, 
committed Prifono: to Spandau^ and from thence 
remov'd to PW/a;, without any Companion but his 
Wife, wh6 goieroufly defir*d to fiiller Imprifon** 
ment widi mm. Hts Confinement hfted much 
longer than he had prophefy'd-, and when at length 
he obtained his Releafe, he was not reftor'd to his 
Employments, nor even to his Eftate. 'Tis laid in- 
deed that the piefent King, who on his AcccfTion 
to the Crown Tent for M. if Damkelman to Berlin^ 
ofier'd him the Miniftry ; but that the Bsron excused 
himfelf by reaibn of his great Age and his tedious 
Imprifonmcnt, which had made him lofe the Con- 
nexion of Public Affairs. This Miniilcr died 

lately 
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btely, having lived to the Age of fourfcore. His 
yemarkable Dilgrace, and fifteen Years ConJinenient 
m a Prifon, l)ad not funk his Spirits, nor ihock'd 
his Conftancjr of Mind ; ai^d one fhali fcarce meet 
with an Inftance in Hiftory, either before or fince, of 
more Merit and more Misfortune in one and the iame 
Perfon. He was a paffionate Admirer of Learned 
Men, and a Rewarder of Virtue. In a word, by 
the Difgrace of this Great Man) the State loft a 
fkithfiil difintcyefted Minifter, and Men of Learn- 
ing loft a MtaeftaSf full of Zeal and iblid Know* 
ledge, who never faiPd to fupport by his own Au- 
thority, and to procure a Reward from his Mafter, 
for all Pedons that apply 'd to him witli any Pro- 
pofal thjit was uieful and uncommon. 

To go from the AmbafTadors Hotel to the New 
Town, one muft pa(9 before the Houfe belong- 
ing to the Govcmour of Berlin *, who is at prefent 
the Marfhal Count de IVartenJlcben^ a Noblenun 
whofe Virtues, longScrvices, and great Age, challenge 
Veneration. The Houfe he lives in was built by order 
of the Ele<5tor Frederic IVilliamy for the Reception of 
theMarihalJif&i&tfiiv^^^^whorefiga'dtheitattoon of 
die liffarihal of Franct to JjemslKX^. zhes that 
Prince h^ revok'd the Edi(5l of Nantes^ and came 
with a numerous Retinue of Gentlemen, to defire 
Employment under the Eledor. Accordingly that 
Prince c^ave him th^ Command of his Troops, but 
the Marihal quitted that Employment, to accompa- 
ny the Prince of Orange to England^ in his fa- 
n^ous Expedition igainft his Father-in-Law ; and 
he likcwiie aiicaded that Prince to Ireland^ where

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he acqnir'd great Glory, but was killed in paffmg 
the River Boyne, 

The G(yuernour*s Houfc is fcparatcd by a great 
Square from the ^i^tf/, which is one of the com- 
pleated: Fabrics in Europe^ and was built according 
to a Model defigti'd by Bot^ whom I niention'd to 
you before; which fkilful Architcd: has, upon thiii 
occafion, cquallM any thing that was eyer done by 
the famous Bernin, 

The intire Strudure confifts of 4 main Bodys of 
Building, which form a fpacious Quadrangle in the; 
middle. The lower Story is of Rmlic Architedure, 
with aich'd Windows. There are 3 great Porti- 
coes at the Entrance to each Front. Over the 
principal Gate there's the Pidlure of the late King, 
in a great M^lal of Brafs. The four Cardinal Vir- 
tues of a Gigantic Size, are plac*d on Pedeftals by 
the Portico, and ieem to loojc towards the King's 
feffigics, which is fupported by Fame and Viftory. 
The Corinthian Order prevails throughout the firfl: 
Story, and is vrry artfully executed. A Gallery 
or Ijalluftrade runs round the whole Edifice, and 
is adom'd with Trophies and Statues, particularly; 
a very pcrfecft one of Mars^ fitting upon a Heap 
of Arms of different ibrtsi and the Decoration of 
all together is noble and majeftic. Studs of Iron 
in form of Cannon arc placVl at proper Diftances, 
and fupport Iron Chiiins, hung in 1 VRoons, which 
hinder People trom clambering up to the Windows. 

The Infide of this Arftnal is as magnificent as 
(he Outfide. The lower Rooms are ftorVl with a 

« _ 

great number of Brafs Cannon. The Walls and 

Pillars that fupport the Arch arc garni iliM with 
Cuirailes and Helmets. In the upper Story there 
are fcveral Rooms full of Arms, rangU in fuch Orr 
der as can never be enough admir'd. 

Behind the Arfcnal there's the Houfe of the Ge- 
neral of the Ordnance^ which alfo contains the 
F;oundcry, 
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Foundeiy, where Men are conftnually at work, 

Befides this Arfenal^ there are feveiul others in 
Berlin^ where they keep Field-Piccos, Iron Cannon, 
and all that beloiigs to the Tnin of Artillery. 
*Twas the late Margrave Philips, Brother to Fr^^V- 
ric I» who when he was Great Mafter of the Ord- 
nance began to put the King's Arftnals into a good 
State. Bat King Frederic lVilliamh?.s^n\?i^* A what 
his faid Uncle began, and lias put the Artillery on 
fuch a footing, that 'tis a queftion if any /Irjenal in 
Eurifpe is on a better Regulation. 

A Rampart and a Ditch feparate the IVerder 
from the Dorcfby-Stadt, or New Town, which is 
for moft part inhabited by French Families. It had 
theNameof D^r(9//>)'-cSV^^/ in honour ui ihc Kledrefs 
Dorothy of Holft ein - Gluckjburg^ the fecond Wife of 
Frederic IVilliam^ who with her own Hand planted 
the firft Lime-Tree of the fcven great Rows \vhlch 
divide this Ward into two Parts. The middiemoft 
Row, which IS the W!deft,is inclosed with Balluftrades, 
and iovxvi'^ a plealknt Grafs-Walk for Foot Paii'engers. 
The Walks on each fide are pav'd, and ferve as a 
Hing for the Coaches. Nothing is more beneficial 
and agreeable than taking the A'lr in this Place, 
where you may have any thing that can be defir'd 
in a City. At the end of one of thefc Walks is a 
Gate vviiich opens to the Park, the Walks of 
whiLh being above a League in length, form a fine 
Point of View. 

On both fides the Lime-Tree Rows, are Houfcs, 
among which the Pabce of Madame the Marg^r 

♦ This Prince died at Schmjedt, Dec. 19. 171 1.^ He left two

StpbU tke King of /'r//^/i*s . fourth DaueHter, then about ftfteen

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viae, Dowager * to the Margrave Philips Brother to 
this late King, is one of the beft. The late Mar- 
grave purchas'd this Palace (which at that time was 
iriconfiderable) of the Wife of Wiiller Colonel of the 
Artillery, who had thrown up his Employments^ 
Wife, ChiLii Ln and all, to go with a Lady of Qua- 
lity, that was in love with him, to Vienna. This 
Gentlewoman pafs'd for a mod&xn Sappho^ and every 
}>ody talk'd of her Virtue and good Senfe. But 
being a Slav^ to t;he Foljip of Love, and aAiam'd 
to let them be (cen at Berlin^ where «ic was counted 
an Oracle, Ihe refolv'd to quii the Place of her 
Birth, and er^gag'd l>cr Lover to leave aU and fol- 
low her. 

' The Margrave made confiderable ^augmentations 
to this Houfe, and rendered it very commodious. 
The Furniture of the Palace alfo is rich, and wor- 
thy of the Princefs who reftdes in it. 

• Pppofite to the Margravine's Palace is a Build- 
ing which was formerly call*d the King's Little 
Stables, but has been xnetamorphos'd into Cafems 
for the Gendarmery \ they difcover the Magnifi- 
cence of Frederie L who caused them to be built 
The Apartments that run over the Stables are oc- 
cupied l)y the Academy of painters, and that of 
Arcs and Sciences. Behind the Stables there's the 
Obi^n atory, with a great nun;iber of Aftrononu- 
and Mathematical Inilruments, pf which there 
are many of a new Invention. 
• ' FrederiC'Stadt^ which is the fifth Ward of Berlin^ 
conununicatcs with the New Town and the JVerr 
dcr. This is one of the plcafantcft Wards in the 
whole Cirv, the Streets being fpacious, ilrait, and 
planted with Lime Trees. 

♦ r Name is Jean Char lot tc, nnd Hie is the youngeil Sifter 
of I 1 irce Leopold of Anhult Dt-jjau, bKing the Daughter of 
the iTince John Ceorgc H. by Henrietta Catbirine, jSaughief 

- ' Perhaps 
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fiStbafs I have dwelt too long upon the Metrb^ \ 
polfe bf the ElcAorateof Brandmburgh ; but I thought* - 

that as there had been no true Account yet given of ; 
this City, you wou'd not be lorry to have it from 
me. If I have offended, 'tis in driving to obhge ; * 
for to tel! you the plain Truth, I take no pleafiite iri 
defcribing Towers and Wails. 

> The .ndxt dtiy after my Arii^l hete^ I had the 
Honouf to fee the King, vvho was then feeing his 
Soldiers mount guJlrd. He is a Prince of a middling 
Staturv, and in very good Plight of Body: His Air 
commands Refped: yet, when he pleafes, no Prince 
in the Wbrld can be more gracious J I heard hini 
{pak to his O^&Cer^ in fuch a kindlnanneras cou'd 
not but charm them; t adnuPd hisOenmsfer mi- 
litary Difciplinc, and perceived that with the Glance 
of an Eye he cou'd dif^ovcr the Icaft Fault com- 
mitted agatnfl that wonderful ExaCtncfs which is m- 
trodudd in the Evolutions of his Troops. After 
the Guards had performed their £xerci(e, the King 
ftxfd td them file o£ I lieve^ yet &w Troops 
march with more Order and State, fo that it feem'd 
as if they were all mov*d by one Spring. All 
the Soldiers are young, of an even Stature, and the 
clevereil Fellows that Nature ever form'd: they 
W weUr.doftth^d^ >ind hanre fuch ah Air of Neat> 
ne(s, that even the private Cen&iels nu^ht all pais 
for Officers, t remember you was prgudic'd againft 
their Cioathing ; their Clcxiths vou (aid were t03 
ft rait, and too fhort. I was of your Opinion once, 
and think fo ilill, when I happen to fee one of their 
Officers and Soldiers fingly among us,, who wear 
Night-Gowimtther than Q)ats; but when I iee a 
whole Body of Pruffians together, I am of another O- 
pinion, and think their Drcfs gives them a Warlike 
Air which other Troops have not. You will tell m« 
perhaps, that the Cioathing of the Pruffians is good 

in aGanifon) butthat in ti^ Field their Gafmentsans 
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not wide enough to cover the Soldiers in the Ninrht. 
I anfwer, that the Prujfian Soldiers arc in no dan- 
ger of not being cover'd, becauie when they are in 
the Field, eyery Captain is to carry as many Cover-^ 
lids, as there are Comrades in his Company. But 
you'll fay, thismuft be a very great Incumbrance, 
and take up a deal of Equipage. *Tis true, it may 
require two Sumpter Horics in a Company, but a 
Soldier fares the better for it; becaufe when he goes 
wet into the Camp, he can get his Cloaths dry'd in 
the Night while he is under his Coverlid. After 
all) the Incumbrance is tio greater at preient, for 
tlioie Troops, than it was at the rime when all the 
Pn4ffian Infantry had Cloaks, which the Soldiers 
wore, was the Weather ever fo hot, folded over 
their Shoulders, and ty'd both before and behind by 
their Belt. If they had any hafty March to make, 
fuch as I £iw they made in Plunders in 1 708, when 
they went to attack the French near Audenarde^ the 
Prujfians Icit tlieir Cloaks behind with a Guard, 
and when the Bnttle was join'd, the Captains were 
obiig'd to fend for their Cloaks. In fliort, what 
makes me think the Pntffian Cloathiiig the moft con* 
venient for a Soldier, is^ that moftof the German 
Princes are now come into it, and like it well; 
The I'rcops of Saxony, and Brunfivic in paiDcular, 
are cloath'd like thofe of Prujfia, 

The PruJJian Troops, which are new cloath'd e-f 
very Year, have Breeches of Woollen Cloth for the 
"VWntcr, and ofLinnen for the Summer ; and the/ 
are al]ow*d Shirts, Necks and Spatterdaihes : Theif 
Pay is good and regular; the Soldier is compell*d to ' 
do his Duty, i)Lit when he dues it, enjoys more Li- 
berry than in the Service of any other Nation : fo 
that were I to carry a Mufket, I fancy it wou'd be in 
the Service of Prujfia^ where fuch aftri^ DiTcipline is 
obferv'd, that the Soldier is no Swearer^ and is not 
Allowed to garne^ and where in a word he does not; 

abandon 
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dbahdon himfelf to Licentioufneis. On Sunday* 
knd Saints Days they are rcquir'd to go twice a day- 
to hear a Sermon: The Catholicks have the liberty of 

going to Mafs, In lliort, good MaiKicrs .ire intro- 
duced and obferv'd in thofc 1 roops to fuch a Nice- 
ty, that you wou'd wonder at it. 

AU the Infantry i$ cloath^d in blye. It de|^nd9 
on Colonel of every Regiment, i to order what 
Walftcoats and Trimming he pieaies ifor theCbthes.' 
The Horfe and Dragoons wear white, but the 
Ploufhold IVoops bkie, with Campaign Coats of 
Gold Lace. The Hu liars Cloathing is red, but 
the Garbs of the Officers both of Foot and Horfe 
are plain, and only differ from the Apparel of the 
Soli liers in the fiheneis of the Cloth i tho' thtr^ are 
ibme Regiments whole Waiftcoats are bedaubed alt 
over with Gold or Silver Lace. 

The Colours, which arc imiform in all the Regi- 
xnents, are white, with the King's Device, reprefent- 
ing an Eagle flying towards the Sun with this Motto, 
f^cSoU cedil. There's fuch a Uniformity pfeierv^d 
inaU things throughout the Army, even in their 
Guns, Swords, Bayonets, Isc that in every Regiment 
tliey wear the very fame, even to their Shoe-Buckles, 

The fame Regularity is obferv'd in the Horfe and 
Dragoons, which ride both upon black Horfesj and 
indeed they are hot permitted to faiave any others, 
theOfficeisthemielves being iiot exempt from this 
Rule, when they are at t^e head of their Squa- 
drons or Companies. The Houfings and Equipage 
of the latter are of the 6me Pattern, and extremely 
rich. All the Horfe wear Buif- Coats, and under- 
neath CuirafTes. They perfbfm their Exercife on 
Foot like the Infantry, aiid with the iamt Exaft* 
nefi. The Ketde-Drunrs and Trumpets of all 
the Horfe arc of Silver. 

There is not a Captain in all the PruJJinn Ar- 
iuy but has at leaik ten iupernumcrary Men ; fq 
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that thefc included, the King's Forces amount tei 
near looooo, all pick'd Men. You couM nOtbtft 
admire if you were to lee how they behave; inlb- 
much that whenever diey take Ac Field, 'tis pty 

but Fortune fhou'd favour them. 

Not many Days after my Arrival here, the Ktng 
being gone to vifit his Kingdom, I had the Ho- 
nour of waiting on the Queen. This Princeffl^ 
whofe Name is Sophia Dorothea^ is Sifter to the 
preient Kifig of Great Briiamy being the Daughter 
of George I. the late King, and of Sophia Dorothea 
Princefs of Brunfevic-Zell, And fhe does every 
thing that is worthy of her Aiigiift Extra6bion ; for 
fureiy never did Daughter more refemblc a Father ; 
(he has the (kmc Bei^gnity and Wifdom, the iaine 
Equity and Juftice» and Sweetnefi of Tem}>er. 
Like him flie knows the Charms of a priva!te Life, 
and Friendfhip, on a Throne: Like him Ihe is a- 
dor'd by her Subje<5fe and her Domeftics, and is 
the chief Blefling and Darling of both. To ex- 
tend Goodnefs and Afikbiiitv farther, were im- 
poffible ; there being no Foreigners but what 
are charmed with the gjrwious Manner In which 
this Princefs receives them. To a thdu&id Vir- 
tues worthy of Veneration, Ihc has added the 
lingular Talent of fpeaking the Language of feve- 
ral Countries which ftie never faw, with as much 
Delicacy as if they had been her Mother Tongues. 
The French Language efpecially, is ib familiar to 
her, that one wou'd take her to be a Princefs of 
die Royal Family of France ; and the Gtandeur 
and Majefty that accompany all her Adions, induce 
thofe even who don't know her, to be of Opinion 
that fhe was born to reign. 

That which flili more endears this Queen to her 
People, is the Care Ihe takes of the Education of 
lier Family i which confifts of four Princes, and fix 
Piincefies. The ddeft of the Sons is ftiPd the 

Princi 
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Prince Reyal"^, This young Prince is handfome, 
fchaimi €verf one by his Kindnds and Good-Na-^ 
tiire ; and loves Reading, Muiick, the Arts; arid 

Magnificence : His Sentiments, his Behaviour, and 
his A{51ions, make it probable, that if he comes to 
the Crown, his Reign will be one of thofc mild 
and pcaceabk Reign6, which procure Kmgs tliat 
Lote of their People, Wherein confifts their true 
Ciorf. Thi Care of the Prince Royal's Educatxoil 
was committed firft of all to N^am de Camke^ one 
of the Queen's Ladies of Honour, and Govcrncis 
of the Children of Prujfia. But this Lady left the 
Charge of the latter to the Sub-Governeis, Madam 
dt Rocoule^ and her Daughter Mademoifelle de 
MmtbaiL Madam de Rocoule had alfo the honour 
to be Stib-Govemefs to the King ; ib that (he was 
xiQ Novice in the forming of young Princes. As fVic 
talks nothing but French^ (he has taught it to the 
King's Children who fpeak it with as much cafe 
as they do the German Language. At feven Years 
of Age the Prince Royal was taken out of the 
Hands of the Women \ and the Count de Finck of 
Finekenfiein^ Lieutenant-General of the King's Forces, 
a Knight of his Order, and Colonel of a Regiment 
of Horle, was appointed his Roval Hiehncfs*s Go- 
vemouTi and the Baron de Kalejhin was made Sub- 
Governour. The King's Choice of both thefe 
Gentlemen was univerfally applauded. 

The ddeft of th^ King's Childm is Frederica^ 
Sopbia-Wilhelmina^ the Princels Roy.;! j who w*as 
bom in 1709. I was at Berlin at the Ceremony of 
her Haptifm, which was performed m the Chapel of 
the Caftle, in prefence of Frederic \S . King of

Frincefs, and the Qrcumftance of three Kings and 
a Queen attending at her Baptifin, cave occa£on t6 
ft great many Copies of Verlcs; AU the Poets fiud 
that the Prefencc of thefe three Kings, was a Siga 
that flic wou'd one day have PoflefTion of three 
Crowns. They hid then in view the Crowns of 
Great Britain^ that were to devolve to the Family 
cf Hanover ; in which there was a young Prince % 
ivho, it was then imagin'd^ Was to be m time the 
Hufband of this Princefi, Whether this Match 
will ever lake place, and whether the Princcfs will 
be Qiiccn, I can't fay ; but if fhe is not. Fortune 
will not do Juftice to her Merit. 

The Princefs Frederica Louifa^ the King's {econd 
t)aughter, is lately marry'd to the Mamrave o/ 
Brandenburgb Anfpacb. 'lis ^d that his Majeftys 
third Daughter, the Princefs Philippina Charlotte^ 
is prorais'd to Charles ^ hereditary Prince of J5r«»- 
fwic Bevern, Nephew to the Emprefs Regent. 

The other Princes and Princefles, the King's 
Children ||, are as yet too young to furaiih any 
Particulars for their Charader. In a word, put 
them all together, they form a very fine Family. 

The Maigravme, Dowager of the Margrave

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Philips Brother to the late King, is the ftril in 
Rank at Court, next to the King*s Children : She 
was bom Princefi of AnbaU Dejfau, Her Royal 
Highnefs was lately chofc Abbefs of Herford^ aft>* 
vereign Ahh'j ii\ IVcJlpljulia^ (In a Town belonging 
to the King of Prujfia^ as part of the PrincipaUty of 
Ravenjherg \) whofe Canonefles mull be ail Princefles, 
orCountefles of the Empire. This Princds, tho* 
fhe is paft her Bloom^ is ftiil the Ornament of the 
Court ^ and no Perion can be more civil than (he is 
to L oit:igncis j To rhat 'tis as much a Pleafure as a 
Dutv to pay one's Court to her. When the King 
is at Berlin, and the Queen has no Drawing-Room, 
the whole Court repairs to the Margravine's Houie^ 
t?here her Royal Highnefe daily keeps an elegant 
Table; to which fhe admits the Quality of both 
Sexes. She is the Mother of two Princes and a 
Prmcefs \ the Sons are the Margraves Frederic and 
Henry, and the Daughter is marry'd to the heredi- 
tary Prince of IVirtemberg. The young Margrave 
Frederic refides at Schwedt upon the Oder^ whm he 
has a very fine Hotife $ and does not come to Court 
but when he can't avoid it. The young Mai^rave 
Henry refides commonly at Berlin. Both thefe 
Princes are handfome, liiflv, and well fhap'd. 

The Margrave Albert, the King's Uncle *, lives 
in his Majefty's Palace, tho' he is eight Months of 
the Yest^tFndericbsfelde^ a Pleafure^Houfe about 
a League from Berlin, He is the (econd Son of the 
£ledor Frederic ll^illiam, and Dorothy of Ilolftein

Br<jther. His Royal Highnels is Governor of Po- 
merania^ Knight, of the Black Eagle, and Colonel 
of a Regiment of Foot, and of another of Horfer 
ih flie King's Service : He has aifo k Regiment ^ 
Foot m the Service of the United Provinces ; and fa 
Grand Mafter of the fix Commanderies of the 
Order of St. John of Jerufalein^ wlio, at the 
Aheratiou of Religion in the time of Luther^ 
withdrew iromthe Grand Matter of Malta^ and af- 
fiun'd to them&lves a Right of chufing a Grand 
Matter under the Ptoteaion of the Eledof of Bran- 
denhurgh. The Margrave marry'd a Princefs oiF CmT" 
land^ Helrefs to the Freeholds of her Uncle Duke 
Ferdinand^ the laft of her Family. This Princefs,' 
tho* not reckoned a Beauty of tlic tiril Rate, has a 
great Siare of Charms and Good-nature, Modefty 
tod Politenefi. Their Royal Hkhnefles ate per- 
feftly civil to thofe who have Accels to them i which 
is tJic rcafon, that notwithftanding the Kttle Con- 
cern they have in Bufinefs, they have always a nu- 
merous Court. They have three Princes, and two 
Princeiles. The eldeft of the Sons is Charles^ 
a Prince whofe P^rfon nnd Charadef arc very 
amiable. The eldeft of the Daughters is marry'd 
to the IXike of Saxe Eyfenacb. 

The Jaft Prince of the Royal Family, is the Mar- 
grave Chrijliau Lcwis^ third Son of the Eledor Fre- 
deric William by the fecond Marriage. This Prince 
isGovemour of the City and County of Halbcrftadt% 
he has a Regiment of Foot, is Knight of the 
O^er of the Black Eagle, and Commander of that 
of St. John, He ftudied zxLejden \ after which, he 

2 feiv'd 
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fervid with diftinffion in Italy. He now fives re- 
tired from Court at Makbau^ a Houfe aboitta Mile 
frojn Berlin^ which the late King bought of th^ 

Heirs of M. di^ Fuchs^ his Minifter of State. 
There the Margrave, who has a Relilh for the Plea- 
fures of private Life, pafles his Time in Hunting, 
Reading, and every ixinocent Pleafure that an a- 
meable Coiintry ^ capable of fiirnifhing. This 
Prince t>een a faandfome well made Man ; lie 
has a grarid Air, and there's foniething heroic in 
his Phyliogiiomy : In the very Flower of his Youth 
he was a conftant Admirer of Virtue, and might 
ever be Quoted for an Example of Sobriety. He is 
fo exceeobg fat, that it's fear'd he won't live to 
be a very old Man \ 

All the Princes of the Royal Family wear the 
P ruffian Order, "j/z. that of the Bkck Eagle ; and 
receive it as foon as they are born. *Tis an Orange 
Ribbed, to which is appendauj; a Crofs enamel'd 
with blue, refembling the Crois of Aiaha. A Star 
of Silver is embroidered on the Coat ; a|nd in the 
middle of it is an Orange Eicutcheon, over why^h is a 
black Ejagle crown'd with Wings difplay'd, holding 
in one orits Talons a Crown or Laurel, and in the 
other a Thunder-bolt, with the Motto Suum cui- 
QUE, in Letters of Gold. This Order was inili- 
tuted by Frederic I. the iixth of January 1701, 
O. S* on account of his Coronation at Kmingfierg. 
He call'd it the Order of the Black Eagle, becaufe 
a Black Eagle forms the Arms of Pri^ia \ and he 
chofe an Orange Ribband, in memory oPthe Eledrefs 
his Mother, who was a Princefs of Orange ; m 
Right pf whom he pretends to be next Heir to 
WiUiam IIL King of England^ and Prince of O-

being bom liie ^th of lui j x477> ' He wa& nut iu«u:i^'a.j 
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The Princes of the Royai Family are not exempt 
horn paffing thro- the Degrees of military Service} 
and 'tis not here as in other places, where they hare 
RcgimentsandGfov^mmcnts as foonas they are bom, 

The King will have them to know how to obey, be- 
fore they come to command *, and 'tis an Kncoui-age- 
ment to the Officers to iind themlelves fo far honour'd, 
as to be on a Par in the Service, with thofe who arc 
bom to be their Sovereigns. The Prince Royal has 
a Regiment of Horfc M. de Lopel a Major- 
Gcncral, commanded that Regiment formerly, but 
tlic King preferring him to tlie Govcrnnicnt ot Cu- 
ftrin^ this Regiment has for Colonel M. del^reecb^ 
a Perfon of a good Family in the new Marquiiate^ 
His Father, who was one of the King% Lieute- 
nant-Generals, had fervid the kte Eledtor Frederic 
M^illiam^ the late King, and his prefent Majefty. 
M. de ff^reech^ whom 1 am fpeaking of, was, at 
his return from his Travels, appomtcd by the late 
King a Gentleman of his Bed-Chamber : After that 
Prince's Death, his present Majefty cntcr*d him into 
his Service, and gave him a Troop of Horfe. I'his 
Gentleman diftmguifti'd himfclf greatly in 1708, 
at the Battle of Audenarde where he was Aid de 
Camp to the Marfhal di iSciiZfi^ir^ then General of 
the Cavalry: He had a Horfe kiU*d under him, 
and was talcen Prifoner ; but the Enemy in their 
Flight not watching him very ftn^y, he found 
means to get ofF when the Night came and put an 
end to the Battle. He Liy hid in a Ditch till next 
day, in danger every moment of being knock'd on

flight Wound !n the Head. M. de fFreecb is one 
or the richeft Subjedb the King has ; but he is 
worthy of his Fortune, and ufes it like a Man of 

Quality, lie IS CLitainly a valuable Gentleman, has 
a noble Soul, and Senfe and Knowledge enough 
to capacitate him to ferve his King and Country 
both in Peace and War. 

Berlin is not a City where you ought to look for 
the moft fively Diverfions \ the King, to whofe 
Will every body conforms, not being fond of 
them himlelf. Yet when once a Man is known 
there, he will find Amufement enough -, for the 
People are affable and civil, make plentiful Enter* 
tainments, and have very good Wine. 

When the King is abient, the Queen has a Draw- 
ing-Room every Night, from fevcn o* clock till 
ten ; when her Majefty fups with the Princes and 
FrincefTes of her Family, and other Perfons of Di- 
ftin(I:l:ion of both Sexes. But when theKuigis ^tBerUn^ 
the Queen keeps no Drawing-Room, unlefs fomc 
Foreign Prince hap^ to be tnere. Then there are 
Aflemblies in the City altemadvely, among Per(bns 

of the Hrll Rank, at which they iomctinics dance 
and the King and Prince Royal frequently honour 
thefe Affemblies with their Prefcnce. When there 
is no grand Aflembly, there, are particular Societies, 
iprherethey fup, and play at fmall Game. 

The Minifters of moft coniequence at thb Court 
are Meflieurs d*Ilgen, Grumkau^ and Kniphaufen * \ 
thefe are they who treat of Foreign Affairs, and 
thro' whofe hands pafs the Secrets of State: but the 
King's Prime Minifler is the King himfelf, who is 
informed of everv thing, and is defirous to know 
every thing. He ^ives great Application to Buii- 
ne(s, but does it w^th extraordinary Eafe; and no- 
thing

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thing dcapeshi^ Penetration, nor hisMemoiys which. 
IS a very happy one. No body knows better thaoi 
iic where his Government is ftrong, and where 'tis 

weaki and no Sovereign in the World is of more 
cafy' Acce(s, his Subjcdis being adually permitted 
to write to him, without any other F'ormality than 
iiiperfcribing the Letter, To the King, By writing 
underneath} To ie, delivered into his Majejl^s own 
H^hd^j one may be lure that the King receives and 
reads it, and that the next Poft he will anf^^er it, 
either with his own Hand or by his Secretary: thefe 
Anlwers are fhort, but peremptory, and they pre- 
vent a tedious painful Attendance. The King, who 
is an Enemy to vain Pomp and Pageantry, always 

foes abroad without any Guards, with only a fmalT 
teti(iue, and (bmetimestoo walks on foot ; he makes 
his GreatiiL'fs to cunfiiV in fohd Tower, in the having 
his 1 roups well diiciplinM, his Places kept up in 
good Order, his Arlenals well provided, and his 
Trcalury full enough to enable him to oppofe his 
Ene^y in cafe he be attack'd. He never aims fb 
much as to difturb his Neighbouts, much lels to* 
rob them : I heard him fay one day, that l'^ hcid 
no Intention of atUicking any body^ nor of beginning 
a War *, but if he was attack'd^ he "sjculd defend him^ 
felf the befi be could: a Condud which he has rcli- 
gioufly obferved ever fince he has been plac'd upon 
the Throne, even towards Charles XII. King of 
Sweden^ notwithftanding what is &id of him by 
a certain Autlicr, who from lorry Memoirs, has 
wrote that P^incc'^ Life. But I will not deviate Hpm, 
my Subjed. 

There's no Town in all the King of Pruffia'^ Do- 
minions, tsiceptNeufchately where he has not been; 
no Province which he does not know fiill well; not 

a noble Family but he can tell their Revenues; nor 
a Court of Juftice but he is well acquainted with 
their chief Members* Behaviour is plain h\ 

knows 
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knows no Gallantry, and does not eafily pardon it 
in his Officer8. He is fo true to his Confort the 
Queen, that he iMoflies all Men would follow 
his E)cample, and that every Huiband would live 

only with the Woman whom God has allotted him. 
His Diverfion is Hunting ; and for this reafon, he 
refides commonly at Potzdam or JVufterbaujen^ 
which are Pleafure-Houfes four Miles from Berlin, 
Yet he generally goes on Saturdays into his Capital^ 
where he holds a Council on Sunday^ and returns 
on Monday, In the Winter he make^ a longer ii.iy 
at Berlin: but let him be either here or there, he is 
on the Farade every Day at ten o' clock, when his 
Soldiers mount the Guard j after which he gives 
Audience to his Minifters, and holds a Council, or 
goes abroad for the Air. At Noon the King ap- 
pears in a great Saloon, where are all the Generals 
and Officers, the Foreign Minifters, and all the 
Court in general: There he converies a few Mo- 
ments, and then goes into another Room, where 
ht dines with the Queen, the Princes and Prin- 
^dles of his Family, and any other Per(bns 
whom he has caufed to be invited. His Table is 
commonly fpread for eighteen Gucfts. After he 
has fate about an Hour and half at Table, he renres 
to his Clofet till lixat Night, when he appears again 
in the Room where he held his I .evce : There his 
Majefty gives Orders to the Marihal fVarterJkben 
Governor of Berlin^ and to the Marlhal NafTsmer 
Commandant of the GcndarmeiT. After this, hj 
talks a- while with thofe that are prcfent, and then 
{xdles into a Room at fome diftance from his Apart- 
metit, to which the Queen repairs fometimes with 
one or two Ladies in company. There are tirn or 
ft dtaen Officers whom the King honours with hia 
Confidence, who play here at Picqitef^ Ombrc^ and 
Bnch^amvicyi. Here thev alio fmoak, and to this 

Place the King fends for fuch as he has a miTid to 
Vol.. I. D tedk 
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talk with about fpecial iVfiairs. I have been there 
twice upon fuch an account". 1 Icre there is no man- 
ner of Rcllraint, but every body iits down, the King 
diipeniing with all the Refpcdl that is due to hun« 
and at eleven o* clock he difmiifes the Con^pany and 
retires. 

The King Iiunts when he is at Potzdam and Wuf- 
tcrhuufen \ but in other refpt^ds he leads the fame 
Life there as he does at Btrlin. At Potidam he 
hunts the Stag, having ibr that end cauled a great 
Foreft to be paled in, where he has made noble 
Roads. 

The Caftle at Potzdam^ which is very convenient, 

was built by the \ .iKictor Fredcric4Villiam^ who coin- 
nionly refided at it •, and after having run his glorious 
Race, died here the 29th of Aprils 1 5i> 8. King Frede- 
ric I. made confiderable Embellifhments to it, particu- 
larly the great GateopeningintothemainCourtof the 
Caftle, which is an admirable Piece of Archite&ure 
tliat was dengn'd by M. Bot^ my Hero for Build- 
ings, Bjt all that the Lite King did, does not come 
up to the Works that have been added to it of late 
Years. The Town oi Polzdam has been augmented 
two Thirds; the Streets are as ftrait as a Line, with 
Trees planted, and Canals cut in them afcer the man- 
ner or Holland\ the Houics are uniform and built 
with Bricks. B;::rKles a great Hofpital, which the 
King has founded here for his Soldiers Orphaii&i 
lierc is a conliderablc Fabric for Armourers, w^ho 
niake all thofe Arms for the 1 orces and Arknals^ 
which were forniei ly made at Liege, 

This Town is the Garrifon for the iirft Battalion 
of thofe Tall Grenadiers^ fo much talked of in Eu- 
rope. I protcil to you that tlicy exceed the com- 
mon Report, bcingthecompIeat.il:, thefincft, a^id 
beft-diiciplifiM Body that can be imagined. The 
Men arc of all Nations, there being fcarce a Prince

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to it. Smhe t>f thefe Grenadiers have had i 500 

Crowns Lift-Moncy i and feveral receive two Flo- 
rins per diem: Some of them arc very rich; others 
there are who trade, and have good tloufcs at Potz- 
dam. The talleft and the bcft Man amotig them 
all was one call'd Jonas^ (lately dead) who work'd 
heretofore in the Mines of Norway. The fiinious 
Huguetan^ whom Frederic IV. King of Denmark 
created Count de Guldenjlein^ took him from the 
Mines, and prcfcnted him to the King. He then 
iloop'd in the Shoulders, and hobbled in walking ; 
but by tricking him up^ they gave Kim that good 
Air which he wanted. 

*Tis certain, there are no Troofjs in the World 
where the Fcahuu iooner fhakcs off the clownifh 
Air, and more eafily afTiimcs the military one. 
This gigantic Regiment has required great Pains, 
a&d confiderable Sums to eftablifh it-, and I am af- 
flired it has coft the King more than fix other Re- 
gfanenCs. But 'tis all his Majedy takes delight iti; 
and furely this Prince cannot but be commended for 
giving into a Pleallire fo noble, and fo innocent. 

Having given you fome Account of Potzdam, I 
muft alfo mention Chariot teiibourg another Royal 
Houfe^ a Mile from Berlin. Yhis Caftle {lands on 
the Sfree^ fo that one may go to it by Water: but 
the common Way fe thro* the Park which is at the 
end of the great Walk hum the new Town. 

In the late Kini^'s time, whenever he was at Char- 
lot tenbourgy ail the Road from Berlin to this Palace 
was lighted by Lanthoms erected on both fides. 

CbarlM^^r^ was formerly calVd Lutzeniourg. 
It was a finall Village belonging to M. Dobergtnjky^ 
Steward of the Hoiilhold to the Queen, (the KingN 
Mother.) He had built a trifling lloufe there, an J 
that Queen taking the Air there one day, liked the 
Situation of the Place fo well, that fl-.e bought it, a id 
fct atoat building there 1 but ih: died before all the 
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Works flic had undertaken were finilhed. Mow- 
ever, her Huft>and King Frederic L caufed them to 
be carried on, and made confiderable Additions ta 
them; and in order to perpetuate the (^een's Name^ 
which was Sapbia-Cbarktte^ he tax&S LMtzenbaitrg 
to be called Charhttenhurg, This Caftle is one of 
the moft confiderable Strucflures in Germany\ the 
Apartments are grand and fplendid, and the 
Furniture very rich. There's a Cabinet adorn'd 
with the choiceft Porceilane, ranged in fuch older 
as is furprifingf In another Cabinet there are Liifbest 
a Tea-Table with Difties^ a CoflTee-Pot, and the 
whole Etjuipage in fhort of folid Gold. The Cha- 
pel is one of the nioft fuperb that can be •, every fide 
being adorn'd with Gold and Painting. The O- 
rangery. is one of the moft magnificent in Europe y 
not only with regard to the Beauty and Number of 
its Trees, but the Greatnels of the Building in whick 
they are kept aU the Wintcn 

I could tell vou of feveral more Houles which 
the late King had in the Neighbourhood of Berim^ 
but as they were fuffer'd to run to ruin after he died^ 
I think I had better entertain you with the Chaiac<> 
ters of the prime Nobility at this Court. . 

The Count de /TarUnJteien is the oldeft Maifhal. 
He is by Birth a Weftphalran^ and pafsM his early 
days in the Service of I'runce. I le was Commander 
in chief of the Troops of the Duke of Saxe-Gotha^ 
when Kmg Frederic L called , him. to his Service. 
Tlie Count dc' JVartembergy who was at that time 
the Chief Minifter^ wanted a Perfon to be at the 
head of the Troops, who ifhould be intirely de- 
voted to himfelf.'This was an Obedience he did not 
expe<fl to find in the Counts de Lottum^ Dhona^ and 
Denboff^ nor in the other Generals whofe long Ser- 
vices and Birth might make them afpire to this mi- 
litary Dignity. He believed the fitteft Perlbn to 
he his Tool would be a Foreigner that fliould he 
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obUg'd to him for his Fortune: Therefore hecaus*d 
the Marflmf s Batoon to be given to the Count de 

WartenJUbm<t who anfwer'd to a tittle the Inten- 
tion of the Miiiifter his Bcfnefedor. nfis true, that 
he never feconded his Revenge, but neither did 
lie oppofe it. He did the Bufindb of his OfEce» and 
meddled not with the Intrigues of the Court. It 
tnay be fiud of him^ that he never deviated fnm 
the Path of Equity, and in Juftice to him it muft 
be own*d that he always did good, when it was in 
his power. Since the Death of the late King, his 
Authority and intereft are very much le^ened* 
Befides, he is too fiur advanced in yeais to concern 
iiimfelf with abnoft any BufineA at all. 

The General whofe Power is moft revetM, » 
tlie Prince Leopold oi /h?balt-Deffau. In confidera- 
tion of his high Birth, and the Rank of Sovereign 
which he holds in the Empire, I ought to have 
nam'd him hrft *, only the Count de fVartenJUben is 
the dldeft Marihal. 

The Prince of AnbaU is Murflial, Govemour of 
the City of Magdehourg^ Coloacl of a Regiment of 
Foot, and Knight of the Order of the Black Eagle. 
This Prince, who is a Ferfon of a good Stature and 
noble Prefence, happy Features and a lively Aipeft^ 
was bom with all the Qualifications of a General and 
a Soldier, being vigilant, laborious, indefatigable, e- 
qually patient of Heat and Cold, Want and Abun- 
dance Brave even to Intrepidity, and poflibly never 
equalled in tliis refpedt, unJefs we except Charles XII. 
King of Sweden : Being a Man of unexampled Rigoujip 
in Military DifcipUne, be will be obey*d ; but then he 
rewards his Solmers when they do their Duty, and 
fometimes makes himfelf familiar with them : A 
warm and coail:ant Friend, but an implacable Enemy 
when he thinks himfelf not well us'd ; haughty 
to his Equals, civil and courteous to his Inferiors. In 
his Yotttii» he was a Wine-Bibber, and aDeboihee; 
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tmt it has been obfervM, that neither Wine nor Wo'' 
men can detain him, when he is in the Purfuit 
jjlory. He is a religious Obferver of his Promifes^ 
and never makes any but after mature RefleAion. 
He is an Enemy to the Pomp and Conftraint of the 
Lives of Great Men y an Oeconomift, perhaps 
more than becomes his Dignity i and is an abfoKite 
Matter in his Family and his Government, having 
poor, but dutiful Subjeds, an^ well regulated Fi- 
nances* 

The Care of the Prince of Anhah*s Education 

was committed to M. de Cbalifac^ a Native of 
Quiemie, This Gentleman found an ungovernable 
Temper in the young Prince which he had much ado 
to manage. The Prince liappcn*d very early to have 
a liking for Madamoifelle de Fohfen^ (whom he after-; 
wards marry 'd) which being not at all pjeafing to 
his Mother, (who was born Princefe of Orange) (ho 
tl:ought the bell v;ay to cure liim of his Fondnefs 
fur her, wou'd be to lend him abroad and tlicreforc} 
appointed M. d<* Chnlifac to tnivcl with him to Italy^ 
and accordingly they made tliat Tour. 

Chalifac^ who was my particular Friend, and. 
whofe Memory I ttonopr, told me that this Prince's 
extraordinary Vivacity and Intemperance, had oftca 
made his Heart akc; but that whenever he iiap- 
pcn'd to run ait ray, he was fure to reclaim him by 
letting the Modves of Honour and Ambition ia 
h^^ view. To this purpofe he related what hap- 
pcn'd wh^Ti they were ^t Venice^ viz, that the. 
Prince pune home one Morning very much in 
Liquor, after having fpcnt the whole Night in a 
Debauch \ and M. de Chalifqc rej-roving him, per- 
hajTs a little too fliarply, as the youac!; Prince 
^ought^ ran and fnatch'd up a PUlol, and 
returning with it to his Governour, fi^id, T(n^ 
JDcg, J mufi killyoii. M, de Cbaii/ac, without ap - 
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pearing furpriz'd, looking fternly at the Prince, 
snade him anfwer Sboct me if you /Jbh/l f^i hut think 
bcw vmthy a Figure youHl tnake in Hiftciy^ kobsn 
it ftrnU h recorded that a Prince of Anhalt, a Prince 
9f a Famify that has given Emperors to Germany, 
tnurder'd bis 'Tulor. I'hclc Words fpoke wiiii wn Air 
of Authority made fuch an Impreflion on the young 
Prince, that he laid down ins l^iftol ikying, Tou are 
indeed in ibe right i I Jhou*d have committed a vil- 
lainous A^ion. 

The Prince on his Return fixim Italy to Defau 
flicw'd that Time and Abfcnce had ivk t';it Ef- 
fcA upon him as they geacrally have upon i .overs. 
He return'd as much in love with MadamoifelJe cie 
Fobfen as he was at ietting out. l^Je marry'd her 
In 1698, and foon after, viz, in 1701, fhe was 
the Emperor acknowlefdg'd a Princefs of the 
Lmptre. He has had five Sons and two Daughters 
by her, the cldeft of whom is dead. 

But the Embraces of a tender Spoufe cou'd not 
keep him at home a Warrior he v/as born, and a 
Warrior he wouM be. The War being then kind- 
led between the Emperor and the French^ the 
Prince went to (erve m the Army on the Rbine^ 
and was prefcnt at the taking of Keifcrfioaert, Soon 
after, King l-ycdcric 1. gave him the Commativl of 
6(X)<> Men, whom lie ferit to tiie Emperor's A flif- 
tance in Iinh\ where he fignaliz'd himfelf in every 
Campaign, but efpccially at the railing of the Siege uf 
TffriJf. The Duke of Savoy^ afterwards King of 
Sardinia^ with whom the Prince had not a very 
good Underftanding, doing me the Honour to talk 
U> me about him one day, laid, I'hc Prifuc of An- 
halt has too muth Fire \ but 'ushoi he: is rip^tfd by Ajj^ 
be 'ivili be a great General. lie was born wub ibe 
Genius ef a Captain^ and he has centributed to fave 
90 Crpwn* 
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WhenaNeiitrality was agreed onfcf liafy between 
the Emp^eor^ his Allies, and FrM$€i, the Prinoa 
of AnMfms ftcaU*d,and the King gave him the 
Cojnniand of his Troops in Flanders^ where he 
maintain'd the Repuration which he had acquired in 
Itai)\ and was continued in his Coixunand till tha 
Pence ofU^recbl, 

The Obftinacy of Charles Xlh King of Sweden in 
refuitng to heatken to a Treaty for the Sequeftiation 
of Stctin^ liaving oblig'd the King of Pruff.a to 
make wnr upon him, the Prince of Anhalt fcrving 
under the King, who then commanded his Army 
inPeribn, had the Honour to defiend the lile of Ru* 
geHj againft the King of Sweden^ who came in the 
Night and attacked it with Fury; but the Swedes 
were rcpuls'd, after having loft a number of confidc- 
rable Officers in the Action. Since the Treaty with 
Sweden^ this Prince has had no occaiion to fignalize 
his Valour. He refides commonly at Dejfauy or at 
Magdeitmrgi and does not come to Court but when 
Affairs call him. He has three Sons in the King^ 
Service, of whom the two eldeft have Regiments of 
their own, and the third commands his Father's. 

ThcKing,v.ho has a great Affection for the Prince 
of Anhalt y makes no conftderable Regulation with 
regard to his Troops, or in any thing relating to the 
War-QfRce, without his Advice. His Majefty has 
given him conliderable Trafts of Land in Pruffia^ 
where 'tis faid the Prince is building not only V il- 
lages, but entire 1 owns. 

M. d^Ambeim is the third Marftial. This old 
rT jntleman, who is paft fourfcorc, learnt the Art of 
War under two Great Mafters, the £lcftor Frede- 
ric IVilUam of Brandenhurg^ and Mintecuculi the 

Rival of 'T^urcnHC. 

The Marfhal de Natzm.r is an old Soldier a ho, who 
has fcrv'd under ieveiai Commanders with very great 
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Diftinffion ; particularly the Prince of fValdeck^ Ge- 
neral of the Dutch Forces, the Prince of Orange 
afterwards King of England^ and laftly under the 
Duke of MarlSmrcugb mi Prince Ettgeiu of Snof % 
who had all an Efteem for his Valour and Military 
Experience ; this Marfhal having been in all the 
Battles which thofc Generals fought in the Nether^ 
Undsy and having been always wounded or had 
aHorie (hot under him« 

After having mentioned the chief Comnanders of 
the King^ Forces to you, I think it incumbent on 
me to give you an Account of thofe Perfons whofe 
Credit or Employments have the greateft Influence 
upon the Government; in which you will pleaie to 
excuie me, if I do not follow that Order I have 
hitherto obferv'd in my Narrative. 

The Baron d^BgM Firft Minifter of State, was 
bom of an obfcure Family in Weftpbalia. 'After he 
had finifhed his Studies, he commenc'd Secretary to 
M. de Mcindcrs^ Minifter of State to the Kle(5lor 
Fpideric iViUtaniy and to King Frederic I. His Dit- 
cretlon and his Induftry foon procured him the Favour 
of his Mafter» who put htm Govemour over his Ne* 
phew the Baron ^ //^f&^ifM. M. Sfllgen travelPd 
with the young Baron to Holland^ England^ and 
France^ m which Tour they fpent two Years. At 
his Return to Berlin^ M, de Meinders enter'd him in 
Bufinefe, and the Eledor Frederic inUiiijn dying not 
k»ngafter, he procured him the Office of Secretary to 
the new EleAor. In this Employment he behav*d 
with fuch Circumlpedioii that he is llil! continued in 
it, notwithrtanding the many Changes that have hap- 
pen'd in the Minh^ry. The Baron di Fucbs one of 
the mod able Minifters that ever Gmstfify produced, 
being charm*d with Us Genius, gave him fuch a 
Kecommendatbn to the kte King that he pre- 
terrVl him to a Seat in the Council, where Ilgen loon 
found out the way to make himfelf neceflary . The 

Count 
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Count dc irurumberg^ whole Abilities were not fb 
great but he flood in need of a Second, being then 
at the Head of the Council, confulted in all matterar- 
wkh M. d'Jlgen, who, after the Count de fVartm-- 
berg retired, had the FrovitiGe of Foreign Af- 
fairs committecl t^ htm fokly^ and has k^t it ever 

fuicc. ' • 

M. d*Ilgen has both Gaiety and Solidity in his 
Temper, a lively, fruitful Imagination, and a mod 
jplcafrng Afpe&. He is exttemdy fober, and an ex- 
cellent Oeconomifl, being as great an Enemy K» 
Pkaftire, as he is a Friead to Riches* He is bom* 
ble fomcrimcs, even to excels ; revengefuK crafty ; 
a Mailer of his I'emper, his Ccmiitc?vaiice, his 
l oiigue, and his Eyes, which he accoinniodaLes al- 
together to the Situation of his Affairs. As by hi& 
Parts he raifed himfelf, fa by his Pkrts he fupports 
himfelf. He ts the fole Kcpofitary of his own Se- 
crets, having no Confident nor Favourite to ihare 
iiicm^ He is fo indefatigable that he compofes 
:md writes all himfelf, keeping his Sccictarles only 
IX) copv. In fliort, he works iike a Day-labourer, 
;*nd makes the Miniftry, as it were, a Haiudicraft. 
He fpcaks well, but writes better v he affe<^ deuil0 
.Efrtendres in his Anfweis, and artfully has recourle,. 
when he needs it, to an ambiguous Expreffion. He. 
has fo little fcruple, in point of Oaths, that he takes 
and breaks them with equal Indifference. He never 
inade himfelf a Creature, but always removed ai\d 
humbled thofe that ever gave him any Umbrage^ 
That which heightens his Character, and proves his 
GeniuSy is, that lie has fupported liimfw a Jong 
time, without Kindred, Friends, or Creatures, and 
perhaps V itliout being too much hououicd by the 
i'avour of his. fvlafter *. , • .

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M. de Grumkm Minifter of State, Lieutenant- 
Qeneral of the King's Forces, Colonel of 9 Regi- 
inent of Foot,and iGii ght of the Orders of St. An^ 

drew of Mufcov)\ and of the White-Ragle o\ Polafhly 
is defcended of an illuftrious Family in PomenDua. 
His Father was Grand-Marftui of the Elcdor Fre- 
derk'PVilUam^ and died in that Poft, at tlic begin- 
ning of the late King's Rdgn. M. de Grumkau be* 
ing left a Minor, was fent very young to France^ 
to learn his Exercifcs, where he acquiitcj hiiiifclt 
with Diligence, and the Approbation of his Supe- 
riors. At his return to Berlin^ Frederic I, appointed 
Jiim Gentleman of his Bed-chamber, and gave hini 
a Company of Foot. Soon after which, he manied 
Madamoifelie de UCbevBtterify who was Maidof Ho- 
nour to the Queen Sopbia-Cbarlottc. It Wiis not 
long before he was advanced ; and during the lafl: 
War he ferved as ^ Brigadier in the Army in the 
Netherlands, K% the fame time he had the Care of 
the King's Affairs with my Lord Duke of Marlbo^ 
rotigi^ and Fnnce Eugene of Savoy, iivf manner of 

Be- 

neral of the K'ng'^^ Forces, lCnlo;ht of the Blade -Fn^?;1c and St. 
*yohf\ Governor of //>.', and Colonel ok a Regiment of Foot, 
'i hl^ Gentleman is defccndcil from a very good Family in Po- 
junanta^ snd fcrv«i with Dillinction in x\\c Army in Flanders. 
Since the Teace ofUtreclt^ iic iuia been twice charged with the 
King's Af&in at the Emperor'^ Court, where he was highly 
cAeemed, efpecially by Prince Et^ene of S^fWjf, Thole Foreign 
Miniften who have to do with hira, and who knew M. ^llgen^ 
ebfcrve a great Conttariety in the CharaL^cis of the two Mini- 
Hen. The one was a Man of Intrigue, Cnft, and Myilery ; 
the other, of Candour, Sincerity, and a noble Franknefs. 
M. dt Tuhlmejfr, Nephew to the late M. d*Ilgen, who is Secretary 
of State for Foreign Afuirs, was, as it were, born to the Ba- 
fmefs, having been trulled from his Youth by his late Uncle. 
The Foreign Minillers fpeak well of him : he is very affrdiiouj 
in his Ohicc, and indeed luttcfb no Uuiincla to fleep in his Jiands. 

The Perfon who has the Aiikirs Criminal in his Cognifance, is 
M. di Viehan^ Minifter of State, and Auditor-General of the Armv,' 
He fucoecded M. di Caifih $ is a Native of Cologn 1 and as he 
^ns at Berlin without RektioBs or Friends, hit Advancement ia 
CO be afcribed to his own Merit and Abilities. 
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Behavioiir fliew'd that he was fit to be empby'd in 
graat Affkm : but the Count H^artmberg^ the Fa^ 

vountc, niid Prime-Mmifter, being jealous of his 
Geniuij, kept him as much as he could out of any 
Share in Authority, and chofe rather to prefer him 
by War, than to employ him in the Miniftry, The 
Favourites (Meflieurs de Camke) who fucceeded 
Wdrtmitrgy perceiving M. de GramkoifB fuperior 
Abilities, were not more fevourable to him than 
the Count was. He was preferred to be a Major 
General at one of the laft Promotions that was made 
by the iate King ; and irrederic-fVilUam, on his 
Acceffion to the Throne, made him JUkutenant^ 
General^ and Minifter of State. 

M. de Grumkau is good-natut^d, dvili and affii<* 
ble. He has the Manners and Sentiments of a Man 
of Quality, as he really is •, he is generous, liberal^ 
loves Splendor and Pleafures, but is not fo much ad* 
didted to them as to negle^ the Afi^urs of the Mi« 
niftry. He is laborious, has a clear and quick Ap** 

frehcnfion^ a pleafiuit, lively, and penetrating 
'ancy ; and is no Enemy to Satyr, when it doee 
not attack his Neighbour's Reputation. As he is 
of a beneficent Temper, he has Friends, and makes 
himfeif Creatures. Of all the Minillcrs, he fpeaks 
to the King with the greateft Freedom ; and I be^ 
^ lieve one may iafely venture toputhim in the Rank 
of Favourites. 

The Baron de Kniphaufen *, Minifter of State, 
and Conmiander. of the Order of St. John^ is de- 
fcended of an illuftrious Family in Eaft-Friejland. 
In the late King's time, his Father was JPrefident of 
the Chamber, which is properly, Supcrintendant of 
the Finances. No Minifter has been employed ia 
more Embafllies. He was the King's Rdident in 
S^ain^ With CharUs III. the prefcnt Emperor ; he

M. de lOiiphaufen has a wonderful natural Ge- 
nius, and would have every Talent requifite For a 
Minifter, if he was not quite fo averfe to Labour ^ 
but being ns lazy as his Father- in-kw is JaboriouBy 
Affiurs fuffisr m his hands by delay. Not but that 
he knows how to diipatch them, if he ^1, for no* 
body is more lively nor more vigilant than he, when 
he fets his heart upon a thing^; but he is naturnlly 
indolent, being fond of his Kafe and gooA Cheer. 

The Baron de GAnn^ who 5s Direftor of the 
Chamber of Finances, and of the Foft-Office, is 
a Man of a good Family in the Marqui&te of 
Brandenbourg, He has not been many years in the 
Miniftry, but has the Reputation of an upright 
Man, and one not to be corrupted. He is very re- 
ferved, and a Perfon of few Words, which gives 
him an Air that thofe who are not converiaiit with 
him miftake for Haughtinels. 

M. de Creutz has a happy Phyfiopnom)', being 
a mrxture of hard Features with mild ones, that 
carry an Air of Probity and Franknefs, which 

of all external Appearances is undoubtedly the moil 
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advantageous. He is polite» and magnificent ; Iiaa 
an extiaoidinanr Vivacity, an admimUe f acilky of 

escprdTing himfeif, 9. id an tnfy^ aflfabie, and gen- 
teel Behaviour. He never proinilcs but when he 
means to perform, and his Word may be fafely ck»- 
pcnded on. I always found him very lincere, and 1 
cannot help faying, I love him. Frederic-fViliiam 
called bim to his Coundls» he having been bis Se- 
cretary wli^ he was Prince-Royal. His Aflidait^ 
and Punduality in performing the Duties of hts 
Office, had procured him the King's Affed:ion to 
fuch a degree that his Majefty continues to honour 
him with his Good* will, and gives heed to his Re- 
jprcfentations *. 

M. iii Creuiz is one of the richeft SuUeAs in the 
Country, having had a very great Eflate by his 
Wife : She has alfo brought him a Daughter, an 
only Child, who is faid to have a great deal of Wit i 
and being a rich Ueiiefs into the barg^, Aie will 
not fail of Suitors. 

M. de Vicrec is a Man of Q^ity« and a Native 
of Mitklemktrg ; hb Father was CounfeUor of State 
to the late King, and his Envoy-ExtracMrdtnary in 
Denmark. The Son, of whom I am now writings 
quitted the Service of Duke AfUhony Ulric of Brnnf^ 
ivic-lVolfemhuttle^ to be a Gentleman of the late 
King's Bed-chamber. When he came to C6urt» 
he had no Relations there, but he was £> happy as 
to ratfe himfelf Friends \ for his modeft Air^ and 
his polite and fuhmiffive Deportment, gain*d him 
the Good-uili ut the Favourites-, and as he lov'd 
Play, he foon made himick acijuaiiited with the 

Court-

good Family, and his Majefty's Aid-de-Camp and Favourite. 

'I'his Marri:'['r uas folcmnizcd vvitli a great deal of Pan^p, and 
honoured with tl)c Frcfcnce of their MajeilieSj the wiiQieKoval 
Faiai!y> and (he Duke of Lorrain^ 
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CourtALadies, who always gave him thdr good 

Word. 

In 1711, when the Count de Dohnn went as the 
King's Ambaiiador to Francfort^ for the l^ieetion 
of an Emperor, he deliPd of the King that M.* da 
Vitrecy who was reckoa'd the moft fober young 
Man at Court, might be Marflml of the Embafly^ 
whfch was pcrtorm'd at die King's Expence. 
de Vicrec acquitted himfeJf fo well in that Employ- 
ment that he had the fame Poft at the Congrefs of 
Uirechl. He had afterwards, for a while, the 
Care of the King's Aflabs at the Court of Frames 
when the Duke of Orleans was Regent ; and at hb 
Return from thence, he was employed in the Re- 
gency of Cleves \ from whence he was cali'd home 
to better Preferment, by means of Gerftorf^ whofe 
Daughter he had married. For this General's only 
Son being killed in Sicily^ his Majefty, in order to 
comfort the Father, whom he lov'd, and who he 
&w took it very much to heart, declared M. de Vie* 
r^rhisSon-in-iavv, Miniftcrof State. M.deGerJiorf^s 
Daughter dying afterwards, M. de Vierec thereby 
came poflefled of a very great Ellatc, and married 
agkin to the Daughter of the Count de Finck^ who 
was formerly the Prince-Royal's Governor. 

M. de Vierec is pcrfcAIy polite, and altogether 
as iiioueil: now as he was bclorc he was a Minl- 
fter; but he is clofe and refcrv'd, myllerious 
more than needs muft, and jealous. His Circum- 
fpe^on, which extends to the minuteft things, 
g^vis him the Air of a Minifter, before he had » 
thought, perhaps, of ever being one. What with 
his Kindred, his Eftate, and his Preferment, he is 
become powerful at Court. 

Thefe, Sir, are the Perfons cf the grcateft Con- 
fequence at the Court of Prujfwy with whom I had 
a particular Acqiulntance. I am not fb vain as to 
-thuik I have painted them in their true Colouis

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kit fuch as they appeared to be in my ejres, I faavt 
ttpiefefited them to you. Men are not always the 
iame ; nor do di^y appear ift the iame l%ht to all

1 have now toid you all the Particulars that T 
know of this Court. What remains for me is to 
mention ibme thinn to you, which axe¥Fortfa your

Such are the King's Cabinets of Medab and An- 
tiquitics j that of Natural Curiofities, in which are 
a great many things not to be ieen elfewherc; the 
Chymical Labc»:atory» with its Furnaces and In- 
ftruments of a new Invention; the magnificent 
Theatre^ which the King caufed to be bulk for 
natomical Demonftmtions, with all the Curiofities 
and Inftruments which are there kept; the Royal 
Library, one of the moil valuable and compleat in 
all Germany^ where^ befides fcarce Books and Manu- 
icrJpts, is a very curious Cbmefe Printing-Prels. 

AU th^fe things would be worth pardcuiarizing } 
but to do this, a Man muft have a larger Acauain* 
tance here than I pretend to : Befides, my Relation 
is already fpuu to iudi a length that I b^eve 'ds 
time to conclude it. 

I will, however, juft acquaint you of a Founda- 
tion by the prefent King, in £ivour of the young 
Gentlemen of his Domniions, which are the Aca- 
demies of Cadets, in Berlm^ Magdebmtrg^ and o* 
tiler Towns, where they are taught the Rudiments 
of Wari lb that 'tis a Nurlcry hum whence the 
King makes a Draught of good Officers.

fence of the Empire then attack'd by the French 
on the Ufper-Rbine, The Eleftor being iofbimVl 
of the Invafion of his own Country by the Smdes^ 
jcame away from the Rhine with his Troops, and by 
one uf the braveft Marches that ever any General 
made^ deliver'd it from the Enemy. He furpri^ed 
them in Ratenau^ sl Town in the Marquifate of 
Br^ndenb&urg^ the Garrifon pf which he made l^ri- 
foners \ imd then continuing his March» he came 
up with the Swedes near Ferbelliny at a time when 
the latter thought him ftiil upon the Rhine ^ and 
gain*d a co.mpleat Vidory. A venerable old Gen-

It depends folely upon its Ma- 
giftrates, who are chofe by the Burghers themfcivL^?. 
Its Liberty has been often contefted by the Kings 
pf Denmark^ who as Pukes of Holflein^ pretend 
that Hamkirgb is built upon their Territory, and 
idiat therefore they ought to be the Sovereigns of it. 
The Ele<5tors of Brandenbourgj and the Princes of 
the Houfe of Bruf[fwic, always oppofed the In- 
^roachments of the Danes ; nor will they fufFer any 
Power Nvhatfoever to opprefs the City of Hamburgh^ 
becauie, if it were polftble, they would be glad tt> 
annex it to their own Domains. The City being 
expofed to thefe Attacks, has taken all the Mea- 
fures poHible to be in a condition to defend its IJ-

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Garriibn^ and has an Arfenal provided with all Nc* 
ccflarics. 

The Commerce of Hamburgh is conflderabie, tho^ 
'tis veiy much kflen'd firice Frederic IV. King of 
Denmark^ prohibited the Importation of Mcrchan- 

dize from ILrr/iburgb to his Dominions *. 

The ma?iiicr of living in this City is difPerent 
from that of all the Hanfe Towns. Here is a tolerable 
Opera all the year roimd f charming Walks, 
choice Company, much ViAting, and hearty Cheer. 
There are fevenu good Houfes of the Nobility, where 
Foreigners are well receiv'd. The Merchants are 
affable and civil ; moft of them in their youth tra- 
vel to the nioi-t remarkable Coiintries of Europe^ 
where they then pals for Gentlemen of HolfteiMm 
As they are rich, they can eafily aflFord to make a 
good Appeatance where •ever they come. There 
diey learn that polite Air, and that Behaviour 
which one would willi to ice in all Gentlemen of 
good i ami]ics. The only thing for which I find 
fault with them, is, that they treat their Wives too 
much like the Levant People, where the Women 
are only fufiePd to go to the Mofques ^ (b here, the 
Women icarce go any where but to Church, or if 
they at any time take the Air, *ti» in company with

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LETTER III. 



THIS Letter is to acquaint vou of fome 
things that I remark'd in the Road from 
Hamlmrgh, and in this City itieif ^ whens 
I have now been thefe three Days, , 

I fet out from Hambttrgh the 22d of June^ and 
went by Water to Harbourg, having fent my 
Chaife thither the Day before. This Town is a 
Dependant on the Dutchy ot Luneni^ourg^ and be- 
longs to the Eledor of Brunfwic-Lunenbourg, It 
has nothing very remarkable but its Cadle, which 
k a Pentagon, lin'd with a good Covered- Way. 
Madamoifelle d^Olireufe *, whom the Duke of Zell 
marry'd, had the Title of Madame dc Harbour till 
fhe was reco^niz'd by the P.mperor a Princefs of the 
Empire, ior by the Laws of Germany^ a Prince 
of a Sovereign Family can marry none buta Prin- 
ceis, or a Counted If he weds a private Gentk« 
woman, he not only marries below nimfelf, buthk 
"Wile docs not go by his Name \ and the Children 
of fuch Marriac^e cannot fucceed, unlefs thiC Empe- 
ror declare the Mother a Princefs j as he commonly 
does in favour of Princes of antient Families, 

Between Uarhtmrgb and ZtU^ which is twelve 
Miles, there is fcarce any thing but Heath. The 
Pull-Stages, which are of four Miles, are very ill 

ferv'd,

ZiLL IS a little Town, with great Saburbs. All 

its Buildings are of Timber, except the Churches, 
the Caft-le, and the Houfe of Currcdion, which 
are of Brick. There is a Trade from hence to Bn* 
mn^ by the River Aller. 

After the Death of George fFilliamj the laft 
Duke of Zell*j this City, and its Dependency, 
the Dutch y of LunenbGui\? , devolved to his Ne- 
phew George^ Elector of Br unfwic- Hanover y after- 
wards King of Great Brttam, This Prince had a 
Regency at Zell^ which judged all Caufes, without 
any Appeal but to tfaeO>uncil of State ^xHbwoir. 
The Prefident of it at this time, is the Baron de Frief- 
berg^ a Perfon of a good Family in the Country ot 
Htldcjheim who has been a long time the Ele<5tor*s 
Envoy at the Diet of Ratijhon^ where T knew 
him, and received a world of Civilities from him. 
He is efteem'd for the prudent Management of his 
Office, and his noble manner of livii^. There 
are a great many Peribns of Quality iettfed at Zell^ 
who for a trifling Expence enjoy the Plealures 
of agreeable Society. They vifit and regale one 
anotlier very much, and are not wanting in Civi- 
lities to Foreigners.

I mention them to you^ becade they are worthy 
Gentlemen \ and whoever knows them, cannot but 
efteem them. 

Flere arc a great many French People, Catholuk 
as well as P rot eft ant ^ of whom the former have a 
Chapel, and the latter a Church*, but the Religion 
which is predominant, is the iMtberan. The laft 
Dutcheis of Zelly of die Family of Olbreufe^ being 
a i'>^;;rZ? Woman, fil I'd. her Hulliand's Court and 
Guards with her ow n Countrymen \ who were even 
preferred before the Natives of ZelL I have been 
told that thefe Frenchmen really thought themfelves 
ib much at home, that there happened to be one day 
DO lefi than a dozen of *em at Dinner at the Duke^ 
Table, who all except the Prince were Frenchmen \ 
which one of thcni obfei ving, laid to the Duke, 
My Lordy this is really verj ^uajant j there is no 
Foreigner here but you ! 

In the Neighbourhood of this Town there's the 
Caftle of Jhlen^ where, (about nine Years i^o,) 
the unfortunate Daughter of the laft Duke of Zei/^ 
by Madamoifcllc ^*0/^rff(/?, ended her Days, after 
file had been retir'd thither about thirty fix Years : 
She had been promifed in Marriage to AuguJlus-lVil- 
iiam^ the licreditary Prince of Brun/wic- Lunen^ 
hourg'WGlfembuttlc % but her Father the Duke, by 
the Intrigues of the Princeis Sophia^ Dutchefe of 
Hanover^ marry'd her againft her Will, and againft 
the Con'iL'nt of her Mother, to the hereditary Prince 
George- Leivis^ who was afterwards King of Great 
Britain^ by Right of his Mother, and who died in 

the 
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the Tear 1727, as he came to make the Tour of his 
hereditary Dominions. She was fix teen Years old

twenty two* 

Tho* theie^ a gpod 4eal of Heath between 

Zell and Hanover^ yet the Country is very well 
cultivated i for the Inhabitants not only make 
Turfs of the Heath for Fewel, but it ferves alfo 
for Paftura^e, and for Manure. 'Tis about five 
Gfrman Miles from one Town to the other, and t 
travdPd it in lefi than five Hours, 

Hanovbr, the Capital of the Eleftcnte ofBrun- 
fwic-Lunenbourg^ is bigger than 7^611. The River 
Lj£ine divides it into the old and new Towns, 
which are both encompafs'd with Kamparts that 
leasee deferve the Name. There is nothing very 
extiaofdtnary in the Falace orCaftle, which is rather 
commodious dian niagniiioent s and the Town of 
Iianovc7\ generally fpeaking, is but ill built. The 
moft remarkable Structure in it, is the Reman Ca- 
tbolick Church, which was granted to thofe of that 
Communion by Erneft-Augujim of Brunfwic-Lu- 
weiAmtrg^mmer I that being one of the Condi- 
tions which the Empemr Lit^M demanded of him 
when he honoured him with the Eledloral Dignity. 
That Prince moreover engag'd to admit of an 
Apoftoiicai Vicar in his Dominions, and to give 
him leave to refide at Hanover^ as Spiga^ who 
lately died at Francfort did for many Years* 
Pivine Service is porform'd in this Church as re- 
gularly as in a Catiiedral ; and they who officiate 
in it are Miflionaries.

When C^erf ^ L King of GmU Britmn kft his 

German Dominions, to take pofleiSon of his King^ 
dom, he was willing that all Affairs at Hanover 
fhou*d continue on the fame footing as they were 
before he was called to the Throne ; and he ieit be^* 
hind him Prince Frederic his Grandfon, now 
Frinoe of Wales ; who .not only had a Drawing* 
Room every Day, but the iame Attendance as had 
tiic Eledlor before he was King. 

HisMajefty King George II. has made no Alte- 
ration in the F.ftahliihment of the King his Father. 
When he fent for the Prince of IVaUs to England^ he 
ordePd the Courtiers to condnue their Aflemblies at 
theCaftle ; and that hi9 T^bk ihou'dalways beferv'd 
m the (ame manner as if he himietf was at Hanever. 
His Majcfty k^cps up tlic fame number of Gentle-i 
men, Pages, Domeftics, and Guards j and the fame 
number of Horfcs, Grooms, £sfr. in his Stables. 
There's a French Comedy a<5led three times a Week 
at the Palace, to which all Pe^le ate admitted 
gratis \ and there are fremently Concerts, Balls, and 
Aflemblies. The Gentlemen who do the Court 
Honours at thcfe Entertainments, and who invite 
Perfons to dine or fup at tiie King's Table, arc 
either M, de Hardenberg^ the Grand Marfhal, or, 
in his abfence, the Baron de Gortz *, Chief Stew- 
ard of the Hotdhold \ or elfe M. de Rbeden^ the 
Great Cup-Bearer. 

In the King's abfence, the Government is com^ 
pos'd of a Council of State, whereof M. de llar^ 
den berg is Chief or Prefident ; which meets every 
day in an Apartment of the Cadie. To this all 
the Courts of Jullice in the Dominions of Ha^ 
never are fitbje^ and accountable. The Council

King ; and they are countcr*figned either by the

The Count de Botbmar * is an old Gentleman, 
who for a long time refidcd in quality of the £leC'» 
tor's Envoy at the Court of England^ where, by 
his prudent Management for his Matter, he che- 
riftied the moft incontcftable Right that a Prince 
can pofTihly have to a Crown \ I mean, the Voice of 
the People. 

M. de Hattorf is not only the Minifter's Son, 
but has been his Co-a(^utor, for they had both the 
War-Office in theur Province; for which reafbn 
they were called Louvois and Barbefteux^ a Compa- 

rifon which does no Diilionour either to the one or 
to the other ; for if the two Haftorfs have not 
made fuch a Blaze in the World, *tis becaufe they 
had not a Lewis XIV. for their Mafter, for they 
were not inferior to the French Minifters in Capacity, 
and Application to Bufineis, and had not their 
Pride and Arrogance. 

M. de Munchanfen is one of thofe Miniflcrs of 
State who bears the moft Sway. He is of a 
Temper, beneficent, mild, civil, very candid|folcr, 
and religious. He lives with Dignity, and his 
Houfe is as open to Foreigners as- any in the City. 

The Marfhal Baron dt Bulau^ is Commander in 
chief of the Forces ■f.

The Duke of Blanckenbourgj Brother to the Duke

oUaincd Uic Title of one of due Kings CouniieUors of State. 
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H defcended of an illuftrious Family in Swabia : Me 
was in the Service of the Landgrave of Darmftadty 

and his Envoy at the Dyct of Ratijboii^ and feveral 
Courts, where he made himiclf confidcrabic by his 
Eloquence, the Juftneis of his Sentiments, by the 
EaTe with which heexpreifes them, and by his Po- 
litene(s. 

The Count de Delm is a Native of Mecklemhrg^ 

where he was born of a good Family, and entered 
very young a Page to Duke yhu /jo ny -Win c of Brunf- 
wic-JVolfembuttle, He had the Happinefs to pleafe 
that Prmce, but much more his Succefibr, the Duke 
AuguJlus-fV^iUiamy who of his Pige, made him his 
Favourite and Minifter, heaped Wealth and Ho- 
nours upon him, and match'd him to the Daughter 
of his Chancellor, who was one of the richcft Heir- 
eflcs in all Germany. 

The young Minifter finding himfelf rich and 
powerful, quickly thought theC^urt oi IVolfanbuttle 
too narrow a Stage for AdHon. He had chofe the 
Count de Flemings Prime Minifter of the King of 
Pdand^ fer a Model. He iaw that this Minifter, 
under pretence of important Negociations, went to 
the chief Courts of the Empire to make a Parade of 
his Kichcs j and young Debn long'd with Impa- 
tience to imitate him. He procured himielf to be no- 
minated the Duke*s Envoy Extraordinary to Holland 
and France^ where he vy*d in every refpeA with the 
Ambafladors of the chief Crowns. In fine, after hav- 
ing ibud about eighteen Months at Pdris^ he went 
away very much lamented by the Merchants and 
Workmen with whom he had dealings. He came to 
WolfcmhaiU to receive the Applaufes of his Mafter,

hntflr, till the Year i^j .}, that the King of Denmark z^^omic A 
jhim to go to P.tnJUurY, to iiil up the Poll of hi& l:m'oy £j^ua- 
orduuiry vacam Dy the l>cachoi M. if^fjipbal. 
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and to reft hinifclf after the Fatigues he had under* 
gone in his important Negociations. 

As CoMnt Fleming was honoured with the Orders 
of Denmark^ Ruffia, and Poland^ his Rival too 
thought he coul4 iM>t do without one llibbon at 
kaft i an4 thinidng the Order of Dfinntbrock the 
mod proper for him, bccaufe it was White, he de^ 
manded and obtained it of Frederic IV. the King 
o{ Denmark. When he faw himfelf thus adorn'd, 
he procured himfeif to be frnt to Vienna. What 
bufinefs he had theret I knpw not ; but he was fcarce 
ever from the Enipcror, and in order to be nearer 
to his P^on, he lodged juft by the Palace of the 
Favorita. He often relieved the Cares of the Mi- 
niftry by making fome Entertainment or Ball. He 
had an admirable Genius for Dancing, fo that every 
body thought him the Inventor of Country- Dances. 
The Empetor gave him the Title of a County with 
lyhich he return^ tp his own G>urt. 

When Glory has once fiHd a noble Soul, nothing 
can keep it within Bounds. The Count de Debti 
had loft his firft Wife, who left him the Heir of 
* three great Eftates j and he married again to an 
amiable Lady, who return'd him Love for Love, 
Tho* he was dear to his Mafter, yet he could not 
refolve to continue at ff^olfe$nbmkj becaufe he had 
Tafte for nothing but Treaties and Negochtions. 
He returned a Iccond time, as Envoy Extraordinary 
to t\\Q Slates-General., but did not ftay long at the 
Hague \ for after having had his publick Audience, 
whciein be aflured their High-Mightinefles of the 
fincere Affeftion of his Mafter for their Republic, 
and of his own pcrfonal Joy to find himfelf fcatcd 
in an Arm-Chair in their Affembly, he went over 
to Bighnd to refide at the Court of his Britannic 
Majefty. He was admired for his Grandure, as 
much in £ji^/tf»i as elfcwherc ; but the Air of that 

Country not agreeing with the Deliqicy of his Con- 

ftitution^ 
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ftitiidoti, he retum'd to Gf rm»jr and, after h%r^ 

ing made a tour to the chief Courts of the Empire, 
he is come back toH^olfernbuttle^ where he Hays in 
expe(5^:ation that fomc great Event or other will 
turn up, that he may be employed in fome remark-* 
able Embaffy, whereby Eur^pit attentive to every 
thing that relates tQ hmit may hare Mk Proo£^ pf 
his great Talents. 

The Baron de Hagen is Commander in Chief of 
the Duke's Troops, which aduaily amount to above 
4000 Men, and 'tis faid, that his Highnefs's Reve- 
nues exceed twa Millions of Crowns. His Subjei^ts 
9ure not the word uied of any in Qemanj. Tis a 
good fruitfiil CoiUntry ; the Peafiutts, who are fober 
and laborious, are as clowniih and as ftu|Md as 
thofc that herd with the Hogs in JVejlpbalia ; but 
they are robud, ftrong, and good Soldiers. 

In Brunfwic there is a CathoUck Church whicii 
js finall, but neat. The Duke AMtbony-Ulric caused 
it to be built at the time he embraced the Catholick 
Religion ; which he did, after ftijl Convu^tion^ not 
many Years before his Deadi« 

Sahzdablj a Pleafure-Houfc belonging to the 
Duke, is a League from Brunfivtc^ and from JV ?l- 
femi^uUle. It was built by DukQAnlhony-Ulrtc^ one 
of the moft magnificent Princes of his Time, and 
one who had the moft elegant Tafle. This Houfe 
is worthy of nice Obiervation. It has a great Gal-, 
iery with aCoUedionof Pidtures in it by the chief 
Painters, which is not to be met witii elfewhcre. 
In one great Cabinet there is very fine Porcellanc ; 
and in another, a vail number of Veffels and Urns 
pvnted by Raphael. In ihort, the Curious can't 
want here for bitertainment. 

The Road from Brunfivic to Wolpembuttle is 
as pleafantas moft Roads. We crofs a little Wood 

lljfough wliich thei;e are feveral Routes cut, and us 

we 
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we come near the 1 own, feveral pretty Scsits ap* 
pear in view. 

The Town of Wdfembuttle is not half ib Ug as 
Brmifwicj nor is it better built, the Houics being of 

Timber. The Fortificatiojis fcem to me to be in 
good Repair. TheCallle, or Ducal Palace, is an- 
cient, and makes no great Appearance, but 'tis com« 
modious, and has good Lodging- Rooms. That 
which moftdeferves the Attention of a Traveller, is 
the Library, which isone of thebeft chofen in EMrope^ 
and contains very (carce Books and Manu(cripts. 

As I had left the Cuuit at Bru?ijwic i did not 
ftav many hours at but came to lie 
here at Blanckenbourg, where I have all that 
Hcnrt can wifhibr. 

The Duke is as aiiable and as civil a Prince as 
any in the World. In his Youth he vifited the 
principal Qnirts of Europe^ where he contraded a 
great Politeneft, and a folid Tafte of Elegancy. 
He love*; the Belles Lcttres^ protedks the Arts and 
Sciences, and looks out for Men of Ability to ferve 
him. He Is magnificent, generous, a good Prince, 
and a kind Maflaer. He was at one and the iame 
rime, the Father of an Emprels, and the Grand-Fa- 
ther of an Emperor. As a Father, he has a con- 
fiderable Pcnfion irom the Emperor of Germany ; 
and as a Grandfather, he has been honoiir'd with 
the Order of St. Andrew of Mufcovy^ founded by 
Peur the Great, which is a Blue Ribbon, with 
St. Andrevfs Crois appendant to it, enamell'd with 
Blue. This Prince is aUb a G)mmander of Suplen- 
bcurgy a Commandery of the Order of St. Johrty 
atmcxcd to the Houic of Brunjwic. He has had 
three Daughters by his Wite Elizabttb-Qhri^im of 
Oetingtn, 

The Dutchefe, tho' advanc'd in Years, retains an 
Air of Grandeur and Majefty which ftrikes the Be- 
holders, and her Features diicover the ^brk8 of 

that 
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that (hining Beauty which flie had in her Youth» 
But what renders this Princefs more venerable than 
even her Krth) is her ibfid Piety* her jtift DiTcem- 
ment» her Uvdy Imagination, her noble and eafy 
manner of exprefling herfelf, and her Principles of 
Fluniauitvs accompany 'd wiih a Generoiity fre^ 
horn all O Mentation. 

I had the honour to pay my Duty to her at 
irir^ fome Years ago, when fhe receiV'd me with 
ftich Tokens of Goodne^ as rejoic'd my very 
Heart; and upon all Occaiions fince, fhe Ins been 
pleas'd to give me frefh Proofs of it. As I can be 
of no Service to this Princefs in any Gife, nor fo 
happy as to be able to contribute to her Glory, 'tis 
my Ambition to make every one, and you, Sir, in 
particular, fenfible of the RefpeA and Attachment 
with which I am devoted to her, and ofthe gratefiil 
Senfe I have of the Benevolence with which fhe has 

honour'd me. 

TheCourtiers of BianckeHoarr^ arc, liketheirMa- 
fter, very polite. M. de Alunchaujcn is the chief 
of the Duke's Council, and was formerly in the Ser- 
vice of the Duke of iVolfembmU. He is a Gentle- 
man of great Learning, Labour, and Vigilance, and 
has a diftinft and noble Manner of Deuvery. He 

hairtily attach'd to his Mafter •, and the Cuurticrs 
feem'd to me to have an Eftecm and Affcdion for 
him. Men ot iohd Judgment, and who have been 
more coover&nt witli this Miniiler than I, have af- 
fured me that he is one of the greateft Genius's at 
this prefent, in Gtrmany

As he had his Educa- 
tion at Court, he is vaftly polite ; and Foreigners 
cannot tut be pJeas'd with his good Behaviour, 

The Duke andDutcheis delight to fee Foroigiieii 
at their <3ouit» whomclfhey Idad with ^mUtieSi and 
will have them always 'to dine and Aip'iRnth their 
Highnefles. After Dinner, they take the Air, or 
make Vifits •, and in the Evening there's an Aflembly 
in the Dutchefs's Apartment, where they play, then 
fup, and afterwardis every one retires. We have 
hada Gomedy twice or thnee, which is aAed by the 
Voiing People <^ 'the Family » who perform their 
fentsrery wirfl -elpedally 'in the Tragedies 'OfCSpfu 
neillc and Rczcini\ tranflatcd into High-Dutch* 

The Plenfures of the Carnival are more gay, at 
which time the Duke makes Entertainments: There*« 
a Ball, Mafquerade, and Gbmedy at Godrt, -every 
Day \ and for the time-tliere^'fo great a Conconrfe 
lof Strangers -here fmn - the ^neighboiiriw Towns^ 
that fometimes *ti8 impoffiWe to get a Lodging. 

The Town of Blanckenbourg is fmall, and 
the Houfcs ill built, and inconvenient. The Duke 
has done all in his power to engage the lohabitants 
to build ; he has oiier^d them Materials gratis^ and 
has moreover endeavoui^d to infpire them with « 
Tafte for the Arts; but all without Succefi* 

I never, in my whole Life, faw People more in- 
dolent and clownifh than thok of Blanckenbourg^ 
and the neighbouring Towns. They are fo bigot- 
ted to old Cuftoms, that they fey. My FiUbir liv*4

Blanckenhaurg is a petty County which Dute 
Anthony-Ulric yielded in his Life-time to his 'fe- 

coiid Son, to make him fonic icrt of Compenfation 
for the Right of Primogeniture, which he had new- 
ly introduc'd into his iamily, to that Son's pre- 
judice : For the Princes of Brunfwic had for a 
long time been us'd to a Partition of Lands in thdr 
Families. The Hanover Branch was the firft that 
aboliihed that Cuftom, pernicious to great Families, 
puke jfntbonyUlric "w^xs only reftrain'd from it by Pr. 
hnvis^ his fecond Son, whom !ic lov'd more than 
his cideft ; and not caring to leave him witliout 
Dominions, to the Difcretiondf a Brothcrf he gave 
htm Pdieffion of this State in his Life-time ; becaule 
he was of Opinion, that aiterhis Death, his Will 
woii'd have the Fate of not being executed by his 
SucceflTor, according to the Cuilom introduced a- 
mong Sovereigns. With them 'tis a Right of Re- 
gale, but for us todofo, is a Crime. 

As the County of Blanckenbourg does not give 
Admittance into the College of Princes at the Dy6t 
of the Empire, <b it dt)e8 not give the Rank of -a 
Sovereign Prince to the Per Ton in poflefrion of it/ 
The Duke, in order to procure himfelf both thefe 
Privileges, made a Treaty with the Eledtorof Ha-* 
iiover^ whereby he got that Prince to yield him the 
Vote and Seat which he cnjoy'd in the Dyet for 
his Dutchy of Grutenbagen : And the Duke, oil 
his part, engaged never to vote at the Dyet but in 
conformity to the Sentiments ot" the Kledlor. After 
his Deceafe, or if he happens to fucceed his Brother,

FROM Blanckenhour^; wc have till'd Lands, 
and fruitful Fields j with Woods of Oak in- 
teripers'd all the way, tiJl we come to Mag- 
DEBOURG, the Capital of a Dutchy of that Name, 
formerly an Archbiflioprick^ but feculariied at 
the Treaty of H^eftpbalia^ in favour of the Houfe 
of Brandenbourg^ to whom that Dutchy was 
yielded in exchange for their refigning Hither P^- 
merania to Sweden. This City has for theie two 

Cen- 

* The Duke of Blanckenhourg being beccnu* Diikc of ';/- 
fffv.btitilc, by the Deaih of his Brother, has icarce made riny 
AiitiaLion in hi& Court. The Perrons who were hereioiorc rus 
Creacures and Favoarttes conunae in the fame Employmenu. 
The Dutcbefs Dowager ranains at BrunfwU, in the fine 
Houfe which the lace Duke caus'dto be buiJt t and of which 
the faid Prince made a Prefent to her, with all its rich Furni* 
turc. This Princefs is immenfcly rich, and lives with very 
great Dignity. Her Steward is M d^' Wederkoff, who wai 
formerly Privy Counfellor to the King of Dcnauark^ and bia 
Envoy Extraordinary at the Court of France^ 
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Centuries paft, fufFer'd very much. It was bcfieg'd 
by the Emperor Charles V. who fqucez'd confide- 
rabkSums from it.

Never dielefs, 'tis iince pretty well rccover'd, and 
has fome fine Houfes. The great Square befote the 
King's Palace has few equal to it for its Extent^ 
and for the fine Hou(es that encompais it, which 
are all uniform, three Stories high, and were 
all raifed in this Reign. In this fame Square there's 
an Arfenal, which really is not fo mag^nificent as 
that of Berlin^ but may be rank'd among tiic chief 
Arfenals in Europe. This is a populous Town» 
suid has a more flourifliing Trade than any other 
Qty in the King of Prujfia^s Dominions. 

The great Church, which was formerly the Me- 
tropolitan, is antient, and one of the largeft and 
moft rrtagnliicent Buildings in Germany, It has 
ftill fome Reliques to fhew, particularly the Bafin 
in which Pilate wafhed his Hands, after having 

Efs'd Sentence of Death upon our Saviour \ the 
mthom * which Juias made uie of when he wetit 
to apprehend him i a Thorn uf the Crown that / 
was planted on his Head \ and things of the like 
Jund. 

The Chapter of Magdebourg is ftill, bating the 
change of Religion, on the fiune footing as before 
the Reformatbn. The Canons muft all make Proof 
of their Nobility ; tho* 'ris a PunStilh with which 

the King, who confers all the Prebends and Digni^ 
ties of the Chapter, fometimes difpenfes. Tlic pre-

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feat Provoft ts the Duke of Saxe-Barht^ who fuc- 
ceeded his Father in that Dignity, which brings 
him in 12000 Crowns a-year. He lives in a fine 
Houfe on the Great Sqiiare, fronting the Palace, 
built by the Order of King Frederic I. who alfo 
caus'd ? Citnclc! to he ercdled here, on the other 
fide of the Elbc^ owr which there is a Bridge. 
That King began likcwilc' to fortify the Town •, and 
King FrederiC'lVilliamy who carried on, and finifh'd 
the Fortifications, has now made Magdebourg one of 
the moiT important Places in Europe. M. de WaU 
rane^ Chief Engineer, had the Dircdion of thofe 
Works, which are a Proof of his great Ability. 

The Margrave Albert of Brandenbourg *, Bro- 
ther to the late King Frederic L is Governour of 
the Dutchy of Mngdebourg\ as is the Prince of 
AnhaU^Bejlmu of the Town, where he has a nu- 
merous Garrif;:!! under his command. Tiic Ar- 
fenal, which is a fine Strudlure, and full of Camion, 
and fmall Arms, is worth feeing. 

The King of Pruffta having it much at heart to 
render Magdebourg a floiirlfhing Town, has tranf- 
fcrr*d the Regency of the Dutchy hither, which 
was heretofore at Halle \ and for this rcafon there 
are fcveral good I louics in the Town. The Duuhy 
of Ma^dehonr^' is one of the bcft Provinces in the 
Prufflan Dominions. It has a great Income from 
the Elbcy and the Salt- Works, l^he Cathoiicks are 
allowed a Toleration of their Religion in the 
Dutchy, and have Churches in the Town, 

The Roads from Magdebourg to Leipfic^ are (b 
bad at thisrliv.c, by rcafon'of the i<ai?i.s that have 
fallen f(>r fome Days pall, that I have been three 
Days in getting from the one Town to the other. 
Indeed 1 -.vent fame leagues out of my way, on 
purpo(e to fee Harbi and Con ten. The firft of 
thete Towns belui u^^ to a Prince of the Houfe of 

Saxony^ 
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Saxofiey^ of the Branch of /ir<»^/r/^; and has no- 
thing confiderable but the Prince's Pahce, which 
makes a good appearance, and has commodious 

Apartments, elcj^antly furnifhed. There is a Sa- 
lon, and a Clofct, the Ciehngs of which are paint- 
ed by Peiney and not the worft things he has done. 
The Falace has Gardens, delightfully fituate by the 
lide of the Elbe.

This Prince 
is a comely handfome young Man. He married

He has been in the Service of Pruffiaj and is Grand

ielf, by pretending an Indilpofition. I ha^^e ob- 
fbred tlmt petty Princes are always mote difficult 
Accefs than great ones. The Town has no 
Fortifications ; and I walk'd about a good while 
to fee if there was any thing remarkable, but ':was 
to no purpofe ; and I was obliqM to confine my felf 
to my Inn, which was one of the woril in Europe^ 

LaiFsic ftands in a fruitful Plain. This City, 
ib famous for its Fairs, and for its Univeriity, may

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juftly pafs for the Jewel of the Elcdorate of Saxony ^ 
not only for the Beauty of its Strudlures, but for 
the coniidcrable Revenue which it yields to its So- 
vereign, the King of Poland. 'Tis finally and 
fzct'd witli Ramparts, and a Ditch ; but all thcie 
Fortifications are of little coniequence. Its Caftle, 
or rather Citadel, which joins to the Town, is 
a Place of greater Iriipoitance. Hicrc is always a 
good Garrifon and Go^^crnour in it, who is at pre- 
sent General ^tfi^i^^r/c*;;. AstheCaftle pafles under 
the Denomination of the Kine*s Houfe, the Roman 
Catfaolicks have had a Chapel there ever finoe Ai^^ 
gufius II. embraced their Religion. 

llic Suburbs of L.ijjiL i^ c very large. The 
City has four Gates newly built of Free- St one, 
which are magnificent, tho' not according to the 
Rules of Architedure. 

At each Gate they have newly fet up a Mife> 
Poft, fuch as the Rmaus had formerly. Thercaiv 
the like Pofts at the Gates of all the Towns, and 
even at the Villages ia tiie Ele<iloratc of Saxony . 
From hence they count the Leagues, which are di- 
vided at the end of every Quarter of a Mile, by 
other Pofts not fo big, upon all the great Roads, 
ihewing the Diftances ot the Places, and of the 
chief Towns; which is a mighty Convenience to 
Travellers, who were heretofore often impos'd upon 
by the Poft-Mafters, as to the Length of the Roads. 

Ilie I knifes of L^:/A/7t- arc large, very high, ajid 
fubliantialiy built of iTce-Stone *, and their being 
adorn'd with great fine Windows helps to fet them 
off to the Eye. The Ground-Floors of moft of 
the Houfes are Warehoufes, in which the foreign 
Merchants ftore the Goods they fell at the Fairs, 
which are three in number every Year, viz. at 
New-year* s-day^ Eaftc)\ and Michaclmafs. The 
Concourfe of Foreigners here, at the i^air-Sealbn, 
is ib great that 'tis often a hard matter to get a 
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JUodging here for Love or Money. I myfeJf few 
in 1709, at the New-year^s Fwr, the ktcKuig of 
Prujftay the King and Queen of Poland^ and 44 

Princes or Princeflcs of Sovereign Families. The 
two Kings and the Queen lodged at the Houfe of 
jijypel^ a Merchant *, where the Kiiig of Poland al- 
ways refides when he comes to htipfic^ 

The Univerfity, formerly fo fiimous, is very much 
deca/d: That of HaUi^ its Neighbour, and its 
Rival, in the King of Pn0a*% Dominions, takes 
away a great many Students fruin it. They tiy that 
for ibme time paft there have been more able Pro- 
feflbrs at Halle^ where befides 'tis much cheaper 
Jiving than at Letpftc \ and where the Students are 
not tuch Spendthrifts, nor ib much addided to 
Expence and Gallantry. 

The Gardens of Meflieurs Appel and Pofe^ Mer-^ 
chants, in the Suburbs, are worth feeing. The 
firft is large and magnificent : In the fecond are very 
uncommon Plants, cultivated with very great Care. 
The Gardeners of LeigfiCj who are re^kon'd th^ 
Germany^ value themielves upon forcing 
Nature ; fo that I have feen h^ at Ea/terFdir^. 
the Fruits, Flowers, and Pulfe, of all the Seafens, 
The Afparagus here is delicious, and extraordinary 
large. Another Nicety at Leipjii\ is its Larks, 
which are fent over all Germany ; nay, to Poland^ 
Holland^ and Denmark. I was ailured, but I wi)l 
not vouch for the Truth of it, that^the very 
Cuftom*Duty paid for Larks at Ltipfie^ amounteq 
to 1200P Crowns a-year 1 which Sum {thought the 
more confiderable, bccaufe I think I have heard it 
feid, that 60 Larks pay but a * Grofh the Duty \ 
judge then how many there muft be to make up the 
Sum of 12000 Crowns, But be it true or falfe, 
'tis certain that thereisnotaCbuntry in the World 
where thele Birds a|t taken in iii^ quantides > for* 
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from Michaelmafs to Martinmafs^ the Fields are 
covered with *em. 

Anotker Singularity is the Multitude of Nigh- 
tlives, in the Woods near Ltiffic\ whereof 
they take great numbers^ and keep diem in Cages : 
The Innk^pePs Daughter, where I lodged, had 
feven of them \ and 1 have feena great many at 
other! JcHifes. 

'Tis iurprizing that fo plentiful a Country as 
Staxony ihou'd have no better Qrdinarys. I don't 
mean Leipjic and Drefden^ wheie^ confidering one 
is in Germafiyj we come off pretty well i tho* were 
itfi> in Holland, i3c^ Netberlands, ov in Francey we 
fiiou'd not think ourfelvcs well us'd. I mean the 
little Towns and Vilhcres in a Road fo frequented 
as that \T6mLfifJic to ui rfden. There's Pro vifion to 
be had at thefe Ordinaries, but then 'tis fo ill drefs'd, 
and the Houfes fo nafty, that 'ds enough to turn 
one's Stomach. 

Setting out from Leipjic^ at the opening of the 
Gates, 1 came betimes to Wermstorf, or l lu- 
BERTSBOURc, (St. Hubert's Palace,) a niagnifi-. 
cent Hunting-Seat, which the Elcdloral Prince of 
Saxony is building at the Entrance of a Foreft, where 
there arc fcveral Roads cut. This Houfc is five 
Miles from Ltipfic^ and eight from Drefden y and 
when *tb finiflied, will be large and magnificent : 
Men are hard at work upon it, and the main Body 
of it is already compleated. Their Royal Hig^h- 
neiles, the Prince and Priucefs, generally hunt here 
at Spring ^nd Autunm. The Equipage for the 
Stag-hunting is very fine, die Liveries being Yel- 
low, with Facings at blue Velvet, and Silver Lace at 
all tihe Seanfis. 

After I had walk'd an Hour or two at Iluhertf- 
hmirg^ I proceeded on my Journey, and came to 
Dinner at Meissen, the Capital pf Mtfnia. This 
Qty has nothing particular, beftdes its Manu£iAuie 
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of Porccllane, which is finely painted and cn- 

anitirdwith Gold, tliatit Is inoic beautiful than the 
Poi ce'Iane of 'Jupan^ and much dearer. The In- 
vention of It is owing to an Alchymift, or one 
that pretended to be iijch \ who had perfuaded a 
great many People he cou*d make Gold. The King 
of PiAand believed it as well as othets, and to make 
fure of his Perfon, caus'd him to be committed to the 
Caftle of Kuiugftein^ three Miles from Drcfden, 
There, inftead of makiric; Gold, that foJid precious 
Metal, which puts Mankind on committing lo many 
Follies, he invented Brittle Porccllane ; by which, 
in one fenfe, he made Gold, becaufe the great Vent' 
of that Ware brings a deal of Money into the Coun- 
try. 

After having pafs'd the Elbc^ over a wooden 
Bridge, going out of Mdjfeny I came in lefs than 
three Hours to Dresden, thedpital of the Llec- 
torate of Saxony. The City is pretty larg^, forti- 
fy'd with Art and Regularity i and very light- 
iome. It9 Hou(es are high and iubftantial, the 
Streets broad, ftrait, well pav'd, neat, and in the 
Night-dme well lighted. There are great Squares 
in it ; and the whole City is fo well laid out that 
Drefden may be rank'd among the iineft in the 
World. 

The Elbe divides it into two Parts ; which are di* 
jflinguilhed by Old and New Drefden^ and joined to^ 
gether by a Bridge of Stone. 

In order to give you a more perfedl Idea of this 
City, I ftiall point out to you iuch things as I took 
inoft notice of. I fhail begin with Old Drefden^ 
which is the firft that we come to from Meijfen. 
At the EntiaQce of the Town, on the right hand, 
there is a great Houie, called die Palace of the /ir-» 
diesy or Holland Houfe, which the King bought 
fome Years ago of Jiis Prime Minifter, the Marfhal 
Count fiemin^^ All the Rooms of this Palace, 
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which confills of three Stories, are fo many Clofets 
of Japan and China Wares, i don't believe that 
all tlie Warehoufes in Amfterdam put together, are 
capable of Aimiihing fuch a quantity of uncommon 
old Porcdlane, as is to be round here. The value 
of it is coinputed at a Million of Crowns. The very 
Houfliold-Goods are Indian, There is one Set of 
Furniture, the like of which I never faw elfewhere i 
It confifts of Feathers of various Colours, and all 
natural \ inlaid with fo much Art» that it might be 
takea for a fine fbwer'd Sattin* 

This magnificent Palace lias a Garden belonging 
to it, whicli louks towards the Elbe. It is adonvd 
with Statues of white Marble, which the King 
caus'd to be purchased at KomCy ot the Cardinals 
jinnibal and /Vcxandcr Albam^ Nephews to Cle- 
ment XL Thefe Statues are much more prizM here 
than they were at Rmne, 

Near the Palace of the Indies ftands that of the 
Cadets ; a magnificent Stru<5l:ure built by the States 
of Saxony^ for mnintiining two Companies of Ca- 
dets, all Gentlemen of the Country ^ who are there 
infl:nic^ed in all the Sciences fitting for Peribns of 
<^ality. 

Farther up in the (ame Street, there is an Am- 
phitheatre, or Area, Tur the Battles of wi id Btafts ; 
of which a great number is k«pt for that purpufe. 
Here are Lions, Tygers, Be trs ; in fhort, all thq 
iierced Animals from the four Quarters of the 
World. 

The Bridge over the Eiife^ which joins Old 
Dr^w tothe New, is fcarce to beparaHclrd, either 

for its Length or Suuiiance. It has lately been 
made broadt^ bv form!n<y Demv Arches which 
fupport the Riders on eacii fide. The Bar/iers are 
of Iron, well wrought. An Equeilrian Statue of 
the King is going to be ercdled upon it. 

The 
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The Palace or Caftle joins to the Brid^ at the 
£ntnuice of New jpr€/2fev« This 13 an ancient Struc- 
tme, which makes but a inean Appeanuioe $ and 

'tis faid, that the Kmg intends it ftiall be pulM 
down, and another built in its room ; and that his 
Majedyhas fet apart eight Millions of Crowns for 
the Expence of it. 

The infide of the Caftle Airpafles the outfide. 
The State-Ropm is fplendidly Aimifli'd. The 
Great Gallery contain^ feveral Curiofities, fiich as 
antique Buds, Vcflels, and Pidlures. 

This Palace has two Chapels, one of which be- 
longs to the Roman Catholicks, and the other to 
the Lutherans. The firft was heretofore the Thea- 
tre for Operas, but the King tum'd it into a Chapel, 
upon account of the Marria^ of hisonly Son with 
the Atchdutch'efs, eldeft Daughter to the Emperor 
Jcfepb \ the fecund was always the Chapel of the 
Eledlors of Saxony, The King might, if he pleas'd, 
have order'd Mafs to be celebrated in it, but he 
wou'd not give his Subjeds that Handle for Com- 
plaint i beiidesy the late Queen, his Wife, having 
always ftuck to the Lutheran Reli^on, in which 
ihe vras born, he left her that Chapel for her ufe. 

1 he Treafure of it is extremely rich, and contains 
VdTels, Chafubles, and other things heretofore con- 
fecrated and given to this Chapel by tlie Piety of 
the Eletfiors. 

The Royal Treafury, commonly called the Grune 
Giwdlbe^ (the Gieen Vault,) !s in the Palace. They 
are three arch*d Rooms, which contain immenie 
Riches, and fhine all over with Gold, Precious 
Stones, and Diamonds. 'Tis one of the fined 
Places in the World. There are feverai Sets of 
Brilhant Diamonds, Rubies, Emeralds, Pearls, 
phirs, and other Precious Stones* i^very Set is 
compleat, and confifts of Buttons for Qothes, Loops 
for Hats, Swofds, Hangers, Cants, Skcyc-But- 
" ' ' tons. 
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tons, Shoe-Buckles, MufFs, and Sword-Beits, SnufF- 
Boxes, Watches, Tweezer-Cafes, FocketrBooks i 
in ftiort) all the Jewels that can poflibly be iniagin*d» 
even to the Furniture of a Horfe; fo that were I 
to write down every Particular, I Aiou^d fumifh you 
a. Volume. And they all look the better, for be- 
ing ranged with wonderful Nicety in Cafes of Cry- 
fial. 

To theCaftle belongs a Garden, crJl'd the Zwin- 
ger Garten^ which is the Tut/ieries of Drefden^ but 
not extenfive enough to deferve the Name of a 
Garden. Tisencompafe'd with Buildings of Free- 

Stoue, wlilch arc (ji ucivl louics tor Orange-Trees, 
The Stru(5l:ure conilils but of one Floor, on which 
are rais*d fix large {^avijiong, viz. three in front at 
the Entrance, two on the fides, and one over the 
Portico at the Entrance \ which have all a Com- 
munication with one another, by a Platform that has 
Baluftrades adom'd with Statues. It wouM be hard 
to fay what Order of Arcliitedure prevails moft in 
this i Edifice, the Carv'd-Work with which it is 
decorated, being more of the Qoibic than the mo- 
dern Tafte. 

Near to this Building there^s a Palace which 
makes a great Shew« but the Apartments are by 
much too unall, and too low for the Ornaments em- 

ploy'd about them. Tiic King caus'd this I loufeto 
be built for tlie Countefs de Cofel^ at the time when 
that Lady was in high Favour. No Coft was 
fpar'd in it ; but 'tis pity that a more fkilful Archi* 
tdBc had not been pitched upon to conduA it. 

There are five or fix other Houfes, whi^h are 
here call'd Hotels^ but in Italy wou'd certainly pafs 
for Palaces. The i lotcl dc fubl in the Street of 
Pirnitz is one of this number. It was eredled by 
the Great Marfhal de i'uhl who on his Death-bed 
left it to his Wife, of whom it was purchased by 
the Count de fimiiig^ That Minifter fold it ibon 
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after to the Kin^, who made confiderable EmbeUfh-^ 
rnents in it» and fiiniiflied it richly. In this Con* 
dition his Majefty gave it in 1728, to the Mkrflial 

de Wdckerbarih^ to make him amends when lie 
had been burnt out of the Houfe he liv'd in, as 
Governour of Drejden, After this, the Cover- 
nour's Houfe being rebuilt, the King bought the 
Other Houfe i^ain of the Cotint de ff^ackerbarib^ 
and has made it a Depofitsiry pf his Medal89 Antiqui?* 
ties, and Curiofities. 

To be fure you have heard that this Fire broke 
out at the Govern our's Houfe in the Night-time, 
while the King of Pr^^a was here. His Majefty | 
a(5h]ally lodgM at the Govemour's Houfe ^ and was 
in 3ed when the Fire burft out with fucb fiiry tliat 
he had but juft time to make his Eicape in his 
Night-Gown, and to fiive a little Box in which 
there were Papers of confequence •, for the Floor of 
his Red-Chamber fell in, the moment after the King 
was gone out of it. An Officer, his Wife, and her 
Maid-Servant, perifhed in the Flames. The Count 
de H^afkerbartb onJy fav'd his Wardrobe and his 
Plate } fot his fine Library, and a noble CoUeftion 
which he had of Drawings, one of the compleatel^ 
and beft chofen Setts in Europe^ were confumed. 

The Hotel of Hoyhm is the mpft confiderable 
Building in Drefden. In about fix Years time it 
had four different Owners. . It was founded by th^ 
King^Favourite, the Count de Fttpubm hisGreat 
Chamberlaiji, and Minifter of State ; who having 
been kill'd in a Puel at Wdrfaw^ by the Count de 

St. 

• He had been in the £iiig*$ Service ever fince he wasonly 
Pfinceof Saxony, and always took care to keep in Favour ; he be 
5ng,of al! the Favourites, the Perfon that had thcgrcatt^ll Shar» 
ofthc Prince's Confidence: Neverthelcfs, he ow'd Irn, Advance- 
ment, and his illultrious Poll of Minuter of the Cabinet, to the 
Interelt oi the Countefs i^e Qofel, who caus'd the Cbuicellor 
JBiichli)^, who had always been cheFavodote Minifler, lo bs 
turned OQt« 
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St. Gilka^ a PiedniGuiefe that came to Poland to 
feek his Fortune, his Widow fold it to Marihal 
Fkmin^^ who dying at Vienna not lon^ after he had 
purcbded it, the Houfe fell to his Son, a weakly 
Child, who did not long furvive him. His Mother, 
who was a Radzivily was his Heirefe, and one of the 
grcatefl: Matches in Europe, She was foon after 
married a^^ain to a Polander whom fhe follow'd into 
|us own Country ; and when ihe left Drefden^ ihe 
fold her Houfe to the Count de Hejm^ who at pre- 
&nt occupies it. 

Not ftr from this Houfe are the King's Stables, 
which are well worth fcLing;, there being a great 
number of wonderful fine Horfe^, and feme of all 
forts of the rareft Breeds. Over the Stables, are 
Rooms full of fine Equipage, coiiliftingof fumptuou^ 
Saddles and Houfings, Sleds and magnificent Har- 
jiefi. Many of thefe Equipages are of the furkifli 
Mode, and plated with mafly Silver, adorn*d with 
precious Stones. 

The Arftnal, which is miu h boafted of here, can- 
not be reckoned a fine one by any but fuch as have 
not ieen the Arfenalof Berlin^ to which it is not to 
he comptir^d. There are feveral Rooms in it fiill of 
Arms, Brafs Cannon, Hehnets, and Cutrai&sp* 
which are theTapeftiy of Arfenals. 

Thus, Sir, you have all that I ohferved in Dref- 
den : it rem.Liiis for me to give \ou fume Account 
of its Suburbs, and of the Pleaiurc-Houfes which 
the King has in the Neighbourhood of this City. 

The Suburbs of Drefden are very extenfive, but 
have no Building of confequence, except the Palace 
in the King's great Garden, built by his Majefty*s 
Mother, and that called the TurkiJJj Palace, becauie 
it is furnifhed entirely after the \furkipj manner. 
The King gave m Entertainment at this Palace to 
the f rince& his Daughter*m-]aw, on account of 

her 
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her Arrival at Drefden^ which was (b particular , 
that I think it defer vcs a Digreflion. 

Upon the Feaft-Day^ the whole Court appeared 
at the Turki/h Pakce, in the Habits of Turks, The 
King came in the Drefs of a Sultan^ but without 
any Attendance. His Majefty was foon after fol- 
low*d by the Princcfs his Daughtcr ln-law, with her 
Ladies. Her Royal Highnefs, for whom the En-, 
tertainment was made, found a Body of Janizaries 
drawn up in the Court- Yard of the Palace. The 
King received her at theEntnmce of his Apartment^ 
and conduced her into a Hall ijpread with fine 
Tapeftry, and laid with Culhions richly em<* 
hroider*d. 

The King and Prlncefs being fcated, werefcrved 
by twenty four Negroes in fumptuous Dreffes, with 
Shedbet, Coffee, and Sweet-Meats, in great Veileb 
of mafly Silver nor were icented Waters, and per- 
fumed Handkerchiefs forgot* After this Collation^ 
they drew near the Windowsto fee the Pillau (which 
is the Rice of TurJ^ ) and the King's Bounty -Money 
diftributed to the Janizaries. This was foIIow*d 
by a Comedy, with an Entertainment of Turkijb 
Dances. Then came the Supper, the Guefts fitting 
crols-legg'd upon the Cufliioos, and theCour&s be* 
ing ienred up after the faihion of turh/j by the Ne- 
groes and young *Turks, While they were at Table, 
the Company was diverted by the various Leaps and 
Poftures of certain Tumblers and Rope- Dancers. 
Supper being over, they went into the Garden, 
which was ilium inated with feveral Thoufands of 
Cryftal Lamps. There was Tilting, and (hooting 
at the A^k, and whenever the "Msixk. was hit, a 
Sky-Rocket was fent up, which for the time feem'd 
to fprinkle Thoufands of Stars among thofe in the 
Firmament. After this, the Company rctir'd into 
the Palace, where the King and the Princefs open'd 
theBall, and there was dancingtiil five o' clock ia 
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the Morniiig, when the Ball was concluded with a 
fumptuous Breakiaft that was ferv'd at the fevcnl 
Tables, after the manner of our own Gountry *, 

which, with the leave of the Muffulmen^ is as good 
as theirs. 

The finefl: Royal Houfes, are Pilnitz and Mo- 
riizbourg. The King, who iS certainly of aU So* 
▼ereigns the moft magnificent, keeps Men continu- 
ally at woric, in embellifhing tfaofe Places. The 
Works are carried on by the Dire^on of Monf. Bot^ 
whom I think to be not inferior to Bernini, and I 
doubt not, fuch is my high Idea of him, tiiat as 
he is fupported by the Gcnerofrty ot a Great Kinci^, 
kc will accompliili fuch Works as are worthy of 
iimfelf, and of hb Mafter too« 

I have now done with the Defcription of the 
Palaces and Royal Houies, in which, I own I have 
been defedlivc, and wou'd gladly have been excns'd 
fiom giving it ; but you wou*d have it, and I cou*d 
not help gratifying you. I pafs now to foinething 
more important ; and fhall entertain you with the 
prefent State of the Royal Family, and theChanc- 
ters of the moft diftinguiihed Perfons at Court. 

Frederic-Augustus II. King of P^nd^ and 
Elcdor oi Saxony^ is the Chief of this Auguft Fa^ 
mily. This Monlrch, whom no Man furpafles in 
Strength and Dexterity, and whom few Princes e- 

2ual in Generofity, is the fccond Son of John 
*eorge III. Eledor of Saxony. He fucceeded his 
Brother Jobn George IV. in the EleAomte, and was 
chofe King of Poland after the Death of the Great So- 
biejki^ notwitli (landing the Intrigues of the Emifla- 
ries of France who declared for the Prince of Conti. 

When Fredcric-Auguftus afcended the Throne, 
he brought all the Virtues to it fitting for a Great 
King. The Agreeablenefi of his Perton, his Ma- 
jeftic Air, his heroic Strength, his Good*Nature» 
nis Politcncfs, and his well-known Valour, were 

the 
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the leaft of his Qualities. Never was any Prince 
lAore magnificent, nor did any one either give more, 
or with better Grace, As a Goieral and a States- 
man, he was never too much lifted up by Profperitv, 

nor fhock*d by Adverfity ; fo that he was ob* 
ferved, when in the Depth of his Misfortunes, to 
aft and treat, even with his Enemies, with that Air 
of Complaifance and Satis&^on, which Men inur'd 
to great Affairs know how to afliime, in the midft 
of the cruelleft Mortifications. This Prince^ in h» 
Youth, travelled to the chief Countries of Europe^ 
and wherever hu came, Wiu admir"'d for his Strength, 
hiii Air, and Dexterity. Aniongft other Adven- 
tures, a very odd one befel him in his Travels, at 
Venice, There happened to be in that City a famous 
Aftrologer, who had the Reputation of being well 
rad in the Book of Fate. The King, who was 
only Prince at that time, had a mind that he (hould 
calculate his Nativity, and for that purpofe went to 
the Artrolo2rer*s Houfe, acconipanied by two Gen- 
tlemen. 1 hey were all three drefs'd in plain Ap- 
parel, and the Prince, to difgMife himfelf ftill the 
more, had concealed his brown Hair under a fiur 
Peruke. He entered thelaftNbn, into the Aftro- 
loger*8 Houfe, and feemM to be rather as an At- 
tendant, than a Cunipaiiion uf the others. But to 
him the Aftrologer fir ft addrefs'd himfelf, calHnj; 
him by die I'itles of My Lord^ and llighnefs. The 
Prince told him that his Rank in the World was 
much too mean for fuch high Compliments *, but 
the Aftrologer made anfwer, he knew venr well 
whom he (jpoke to, and that it was in vain for him 
to thuik of concealing himfelf froni luch a Man as 
he. The Prince and his fmall Retinue were then 
conducted by him into a Clo&t, where he ihewed 
him a Looking-Glafs. Cqfi your Eye on that Mir* 
rcr, fiud he to the Prince, andtbereym mil fee ike 
frineifMl Eviftis of ym Life. The rrmee mthout 

any 
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any fcruple, lookM accordingly, and few himfetf 

at firft in the Habit of an Eleftor ; afterwards, with 
a Crown on his Head, and a royal Mantle on his 
Shoulders ; and at laft, full of Wounds, and bath'd 
in his Blood, 

This Story, which I fliou*d not give yoa for true^ 
if I had not heard it from a |reat Nobleman who 
told me he had it from the Kmg*s own Mouth, is 
however, not without a Parallel i for it is pretended, 
that a Mafon told Madam de Mainienon^ when flie 
was no more tlian Madam Scarron^ what her For* 
tune and Rank would be in France, I could men* 
tion ievend other Inftances to you of the fame na» 
turc, which all furprize me, tho^ they don't con- 
vince me. Be it as it will, two Articles of the Pre- 
d id ion made to the King oi Poland are fully ac- 
complished y as to the third, may Heaven confound 
the Aftrologer *. 

l*hc King of Poland fpends part of his time iiv 
his Kingdom, and part of it in hb £ledorate. ^Tis 
true, that he ieems to take more delight in Saxony 
than in Poland ; and 'tis in my Opinion, very na-= 
tural for hiai to do fo j Saxony being his iiereditary

/\dvice, and diod of the MortifiattM»» u the SnsfBon had 
fomoid* 
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Country, where he is (b abfelote that his Will b 

the Law of his Subjedls, by whom he is rather a- 
dur'd than bclov'd : bclides, WsSaxmy that fumifhes 
him wherewithal to fupport his Dignity, and offers 
him every thing conducive to the Fieafures of a 
Great King ; and it is there that he has a Court, the 
moft briliiant in Eurcfe^ not only for its Splendor^ i 
but for Magnificence and Pleafures $ whereas in 
Y Imd^ he has only the vain Pageantry of Royalty ; 
being under greater Limitadons than any Sovereign 
in the World (6 that the leaft Innovation, the 
Ua& ot Authority, makes the I^oUs ciamorous* ; 
and they prefently think they areexcufed from pay- 
ing him that Obedience which they owe MoL Alt 
the Gentlemen here are their own Matters; and 
the Noblemen behave fo much like Sovereigns, that 
tiiey never go to Court but to demand Favours, 
which if they obtain^ they go away ungrateful, and 
if they are deny'd, they retire with the Intendon of 
taking a Revenge on the firft Opportunity : For the 
Climate being toi^h, the People are fierce ^ and 
the King, tho* adored in SoMny^ is fcaroe beloved 
in Poland. 

1 he Eledloral Prince, this King's only Son, is 
lufty, proper, and well made, and like the King 
his Father is adroit m ail bodily iixcrciles. He 
loves Pleafure, but 'tis with Moderation, and is 
heartily attached to the Religion which he has em- 
bfuc'd. He is ftiff and referved, without being 
haughty, which is a Temper that he derives from 
the late C^ueen his Mother whom he very much 
refemblcs. To fuch as have the Honour of Accefs 
to him, and of being known to him, he is gra- 
cious, fiuniliar and very civil. His Royal Highnefr 
has been admir'd for his good Qualides in a great

Son can have more refpecS to a Parent than he has 
for the King his Father, whofe Will and Pleafure 
he never oppos'd in any one Inftance and whofe 
Perfbn he has always honour'd even in his Miniftcrs. 
Of all PJeafures he feems to bcftow moft Time in 
HuBdnp; i nevertheieft he makes itofily as an Amufe- 
irteht without bcitig p^onately fond of it* His Royal 
Highners's Confident xsSolckc^i or SuIkozr/ki*y aP^- 
/jffc Gentleman who was once his Page ; and by thus 
making him his Favourite, tor which he cannot but 
be applauded, he ftiews that he is capable of diftin* 
Riming true Merit. I had frequently the Honour 
cNp ifnaktng my Compliments to this Prince while he 
#as at Parh^ and tnis is now the fecond time that I 
have hau t;u: fanic favour at Drefden^v^htvc 1 tiiid he 
is the fame graciouf? Perfbnage as ever. The laft time 
that I had the Honour of being introduc'd to him he 
talk*d a great deal to me about Part's^ and when he 
difmifs'd me, he laid he was ferry to think tiM Drif' 
den wou'd not aiFord me fo many Pleafures as Arm, 
The feme Day that I waited on the Prince, I was 
introduced to the Princefs his Royal Flighnefs's 
Confoi i , who is the late Emperor Jofeph^s eldeft 
Daughter. The Voice of the People is unanimous 
in the Charadrter ot this Princefs. All M^kind 
agrees that (he has not her (uperiorfor Good-nature, 
Piety, Charity, Modefty, and in a word for all,

This young Prince ieems to me to be of a very deli 
catc Conftitution^ and has fo great a weaknefs in his 
Knees that he can fcarce ftand : The Phyficians 
lay it will go otY as he grows up, but their Promifes 
to no Gofpel for me. 

The two Princes of the Blood, who commonly 
iiefide at DrefieUi are John Adolpbus of Saste-We^en^ 
Jels t, a Pnncc of uncommon Merit, whoie Sen- 
tirtienis and Aiftions are no difparagement to his 
Bffth i and Maurice JVilltam of Saxe-Zeiis^ the 
lail of his Branch. He was perfimded by his Uncle 
the late Carduial de Saxe Zeus to abjure the Lutbe^ 
ran Religion and to embrace the ecclefiaftical State i 
He is Bi(hopof Kmig^atz in Bobema^ Froyoft of 
Men OiiiMgen in Bavaria^ and a Canon of Cdogm 
Liege^ and Aichfiedt^ and is defcended from fuch a 
Family that it may be prefum'd, he will fiwne day 
or other, be advanced to the Purple ||

the rl.ii J Eled:or ot Saxony\ took care of him in his 
Infancy, and imprtiVd him with thofe Sentiments 
of Pietr, Humanity and Juftice, which rerulc^r 
him at this day the Darling of his People, and the 
Pattern of Kings. 

At a proper Age» the King his Father took him 
out of the hands of the Women, and committed 
him to the Care of Monficur de MiltitZy a Gcntle- 
niauofagood Family i whom Learning, good Beha- 
viour and folid Virtue render'd woriiiy of fuch an 
Employ ment. 

The Prince, w^onl ways found Charms in Virtue, 
WAS ienfible of the Merit of his Governor : He lov^l 
him,was!nfeparablefrom him,and received his Advice 
with a Docility, which, at his tender i\gc, was a 
prefage he wouM he polTefs'd of that Fund of Wif- 
dom which now renders him worthy of his Throne. 

While tiie young Prince was under the Condu(5t 
of the Women, God was pleas'd to touch the Heart 
of the late King his Father : That Monarch, who 
happen*d to be born a Lutheran^ was converted to 
the Roman Catholick Religion, and not long af- 
ter eletfled \^\\w^ o( Poland \ and his Majefty be- 
ing conviiuM C'f the Purity of the Religion which 
he had embraced, was inclined to make a Convert 
alfo of the Prince his Son. Neverthelefs, fuch was 
the Refped the King had for her Royal Highneis 
his Mother, that he was loth that auguft Princels 
ihou?d be an Eyc-wltne& of the young Prince*a 
reiiouncini'- a R^li^ion vvhii.li Hie had lauj^liL him, 
and to which (lie was ftrenuDuflv attach'd : He 
r<i(o\y*6, therefore to remove him, and fent iiim to 
Francfort to be prefent at the Coronation of the 
Emperor Charles V I . His Companion in this Joitr- 
ney, was M. de MHtitz ; but as this Gent1eman*s 
Attachment to Luiher^ Dodhine made the King 
li^^rcLciiiivc iiiAt he wouU thwart his View.^, lie 
s recaird 
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recalPd him, and appointed the Count de Cofta^ and 
the Baron de Hagen^ to be his Sou's Governors. 

The Count who was a Pola7ider and Palatine 
of Livauia^ was not only of noble Birth, but z 
Gentleman of (olid Piety, profound Learning, great 
Probity iind as much rcfpefted for his Priiicipks as 
belov'd for his good Behaviuui and Politenefs. 

The Baron de Ha^j^cn was of a Famfly of Tome 
Diftindion in the Eiedorate ot'Iricrs i He was Am- 
bai&dor from the King at the Emperor's Eledion, 
and athts Coronation at Francfcrt: His Behaviour 
was more grave than the Count de Cqfta^Sy but he was 
not liiki iur to the Count for Learning, Integrity, 
and good Scnfe. 

Under the Condudl of thefe two Gentlemen, the 
Prince fet out to vifit a part of Germany and Ilafy^ 
where he embraced the Raman CathoHck Religion ; 
his Profeffion of which, was however tor a long time 
as private as it b now exemphry *, for he did notde* 
cJare his alteration of Religion 'tilJ after the Death of 
her moft Serene Highnefs his Grandmother, who 
died the firft of fff/y 1717. I Jui iiig this the Prince 
xnade tlie Tour of France^ where, tho' Jie travelled 
under the Name of the Count de Mifniti^ Lcui js 
XIV. caused all theHonours to be paid to htm which 
were due to the Son of a great King. ^ 

The Court of France was charm'd with that Po- 
litenefs, that noble Modefty, aiui that 1' und of Wif- 
dom which accompany'd this Prince's Acflions and 
Converfation : They admird him and were forry for 
his Deputure. He traveled a fecond time to f^aly^ 
where he acquir'd thatfine Tafte of Men and Things 
and that Knowledge of ArchiteAure, Painting, and 
other curious Arts, which is fo ufeful for great 
Princes. Germany^ upon the return of this Pnnce, 
blefs'd itfelf for having given him birth, and offet'd 
up Prayers that all its Prmces might be like him. His 
Royal Highnefs ftay *d a confiderable while at Vienna^ 

Hj where 
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-y?y\ he msuntain'd the Reputation he had acquiVd 

.:. r;.' *''vcral Countries he had feen. He returned 
a. uigtli to Saxony^ where there was an univerial 
Joy for his Arrival. The Saxons were charm'd to 
fee the l^riacc that was ddign'd by Heaven to be 
their Sovereign, {q worthy of that Command. One 
Pay <x other, they faid, wefliall lofe themoft righ^ 
teoii9 of Kings, and the 1)eft of Mafters, but we 
fhall find reftor'd in his Son, his heroic Stature, his 
majeftic Air, his Magnanimityt the fame Tem- 
jicrfor Goodnefs, Equity and Generofity ; the Spi- 
pt of the great /lugujius will be always prefent with 
US \ and aJl our Lois will be that of his Perfonal 
Appearance. 

Not long after the Prince's Return to Drefden^ Auf^ 
jrftjhff Cbrtjlopber Count defFackerhartb* treated at 
yii^iitia lor the Marriage of his Royal Highnefs to 
the mod ferene Archdutchets Maria Jofepha^ el dell 
Daughter of the late Emperor Jojefh. The Count 
it Flmmif^^ Prime Minifter and Velt-Marfliai of 
Saxmrf^ (bkmnly demanded the moft ferene Arch- 
dutchcdls in Marriage *, and the Prince repaii^d to 
Vienna to efpoufc her. The Ceremony was per- 
form'd in theChajKl of Favor iur^ with all the 
Pomp fuitaHk' to fo great a Mutch. Some Davs af- 
ter this, thur Koyai Highncfles let out for Drejdcn^ 
where they were received with an unparalleU'rl Mag- 
nificence, /fugttjtus II. the moil fpkndid of Kings, 
•and a Prince who had the bed Fancy fior ordering 
of Entertainments, outdid himfelf ; he thougiu 
nothing too good tor ccicbiaiing the Nuptials of his 
fo worth. V a Son, with a Princeli whofe Anceftors 
were all Emperors. 

The Rejoicings having Lifted 40 DiV9, the King 
iet out tor his Kingdom, leaving iht Prince Regent, 
as he always did whenever he went from his Elefto- 
rate. Ir^ 

♦ Who died, Alfufl iv '"H ^ Minifter of the Caliinet« 
Velt-Mar0ud and Govcrnour Drejatn, 
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la 17269 the Prince himlelf took a Journey to 
Poland^ to which Country he had once before ac- 
companied the King his Farther in 1711, but then 
made no Jong ftay. There he won the hearts of 
the chief Nobility, who from that moment thought 
hiih worthy of iuccoeding one day to their Gover* 
nor, the Great Auguftus. They were pleaied to 
lee, that he honoured their Cbuatryman, the Count 
Sulhwjku with hb Confidence, and they thought 
ir a happy Omen tor their Nation, blefling their 
Stars, that tlie Prince diftiiiguiflicd Virtue in one 
born among themlelves. 

His Royal Highneis being convinced that of aU 
the Sums laid out by Princes, there are none lefs li- 
able to cenfure than what they expend in Buildings, 
undertook that of ff^erm/dorff which he afterwards 
cali'd Huberijh&urg ; and he finifh'd that great Work 
in a iittie time, by the allillance of the King his Fa- 
ther : For, in ftiort, it would have been impolfible 
for his Royal Highnefs to have defray'd all the Ex- 
peooc of it himfelf. It was already very wonderful 
fte widi what Prudence he direAed his Finan- 
ces. His Revenue being fettled, his Expence was 
fui table to his Rank ; he had a numerous Houfhold, 
his Hunting- Equipage was iumptuous, yet he did 
good to all that made their necefTity known to him » 
\i\s Chariti^ were tfuly Royal, every body was 
paid i the ^obkmen and the Tradefmea receiy'd 
their Peafions and Salaries punAualljr \ and hb 
Accounts were ib regularly kept and difirharged by 
the Couut Sulko-wjkif {.hiit Prince was iicver ui 
debt. 

The Prince commonly fpe;nt tlie Seafbn for hunt*^ 
tng the Stag at Huhirtfiourg^ and employed the re- 
mainder of his time at Drijfdi^^ in all manner of 
Excrciies, Ixsing admired in ^vtry A&ion, ftur the 
Grace, Strength, and Dexterity with which he pen? 
fbrm'd it, as weii as for the Sobriety and Regularity 

H 4 of 
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' of hisMaimeis; ferhekeptittitgularHocitBdie^ 
M he does now. 

Augufius III. never knew what It was to be idle 
or vicious. Such is his Chaftity and Fidelity to his 
augufl- Spoufe, that he never gave her the ieaft Rea- 
fon fo much as to iufppft his Honour. He games 
only for amiifement, and never plays ib high that 
the lofi of the Stake can put thoie out of temper 
« who have the honour to be of hb Party. But of 
all the Virtues of Augwfius III. there is none, moil- 
certainly, which h*as made him more the Favourite of 
Heaven, tiian the inviolable ReTpccfb he always ma* 
nifeiied for the iCing his Father, who tenderly lov'd 
hun *» and never was a Son, Heir to fo powerful a 
Dominion, more'affeded for the lofs of a Father, 
than he was when he heard of the death of his* 
His Afflit5tion wasimprefe'd deeply on his Counte* 
nance, when he received the homage of his capital 
City, at his firfl appearance in publick \ and to this 
very day, he is ready to melt in tears %t the fight 
of any Objed that calls him to mind ; for which 
feaibn the People of Drefdin^ rather than renew his 
Sorrow, forbear the mention of a King whom Em^ 
rope has placed in the Rank of its greateft Men. 

Prince Frederic Augustus, when he became 
Ele(5^or, did not alter his Manners, but retain'd the 
fame Fiety, the fame Regularity. He kept moll 
of the Servants of the late Kii^ his Father, and 
iettled Penfions on thofe whom he thought fit to 
dtfmils. His firft Care, when became to the Elec* 
toratc, was to provide himfelf with Minifters, 
whofe Candor and Sincerity were above Envy it 
felf. For this purpofe, he cali'd to his Cabinet 
Council, the Count de Gabaleon-Wackerbarth'^U 
tnoury M. de Baudiffin^ the Count Sulkwojki^ and 
M. de Brubl ; to the two laftof whom he commit* 
ted the Diredion of Afiairs. 

AU 
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AH Saxony applauded this Choice, and doubted 
not of being very happy under the Reign of a 
Prince, who was capable of forming fo true a Judg- 
ment of Perfons ibr his Miniilers. But what the 
Saxons faw with extraordinar)' Satisfadion, was the 
iiite PnK>f the King gave of his Gratitudie and E» 
fteem for Virtue, in recalling M. de ACbitz^ here* 
tofore his Governor, who for fome Years paft was - 
retired to his Eftate. This Gentleman wou'd fain 
have Kern cxcu'^'d from returning to Court, nl!edq- 
ing his great Age, and his being a Stranger to Bu- 
fineis ; when Us Majefty fent him word, that he 
required no more at his hands than what his Health 
wou'd permit that he knew his Probity, his Love 
for his Country, and his Attachment to himfelf % 
that therefore he was willing he ftiou'd be near his 
Perfon, and aflift him with his Advice, which he 
knew wou'd be folid, by what he gave hjm when 
he had the charge of his Education. In this man> 
ner Frederic Augustus, by the difplay of his 
Gratitude, an uncommon Virtue (efpecially among 
Princes) encouraged his Courtiers to do what might 
alfo give them a Title to it. 

Thefe great Qualities procured him the SufFrages 
of the mod judicious Part ot the Kepubiic of Fo- 
land which chofe him for King. His Majefty ha- 
ying fent the Count de Gabalio»4Vaek€rl^artihSal- 
mcur^ and M. Baudijfm to Warfaw^ with the Cha^ 
rafter of Plenipotentiaries, to take care of his In- 
terefts, theie Miniilers found the Polijh Lords ve- 
ry much divided : Foreign Gold, with the Intrigues, 
Cabals, and enfnaring Promifes of a Minifter who 
waslavifh of its all this had corrupted a great 
number of them, and others were oppns&ds and 
muft undoubtedly have iiibmitted to Violence, if 
diey had not had a very great fhare of Coimgeand 
Love to their Country. God, who never aban- 
dons the Virtuous, was t^eir Support and their 
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|*rote<5lor, as well as the Shield of the Plenipotcn- 

tiaiies, wliofc facred Charader could not guard them 
from all manner of Outrage. And tho* the Blood 
of the Jagellonsy which flows in this Pnnce*s Veins, 
tho' his being the Son of one of the greateft Kinp 
that PeUmd ever had» as well as his own Dignity 
of a Sovereign, ought to have mocurM him the 
I^efpeft of all the Pdes^ yet every rerfon and Thing 
belonging to him at lVarJa-.i\ was maltreated. Such 
was, at that time, the unhappy Fate of Poland % 
PppreiTipn and Tyranny having fucceeded the 
glorious, mild, and peacelid Reign of ^uguftus II. 

Mean time^ tl^ofe generous Noblemen who ha4 
ib bravely ftood up in the defence of the Liberties 
and Honour of their Country, after having tried all 
their Efforts to reclaim their wandering Brethren, 
found thev could nor fiicceed, ami therefore broke 
Up » after which, they met iu the very fame Place 
where Henry de Falois had been eleAed, and ther^ 
they chofe and proclaimed Augustus EkAor of 
Saxony y King of Poland, They then (ent a Depu- 
tation to his Majefty, to in treat him to come im- 
mediately, with the Queen his Con fort, to takepof- 
feihon of the Throne. The King conipIyM with 
their intreaty, and let out from Drefden^ aiter ha? 
ving retiirn'd folemn Thanks to God, the fove-r 
tcign Difpoier of Crowns, and of the Fortune of 
Kings. 

In a few days the Queen followed the King, 
iind overtook him at Taynovitz^ where their Majc- 
fties received the gran^ Deputation from Poland 
and after giving them Audience, proceeded in their 
Tourney towards Cracow, Tb^re the King made 
his Royal Entry on the 14th of January 1734, 
and on the 17th of that Month, th«r Majdties 
were confecrated aaJ crowned by Li^/ky the Bifhop 
0f that See. 

Some 
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Some time after this auguft Ceremony, which^ 
in Ftland^ \b abfblutely neccflary and cifential for a 

King El^d, the Queen returned to Saxmiy \ but the 
King ftaid at Crac(Kv^ where he held a Diet, in 
which he made fcyera! Regulations for rcftoring the 
Tranquillity of the Kingdom. When the Diet was 
ended, his Majcfty march-d towards Dantzic^ 
which the Rt^atis^ his Allies^ had invefted, in or- 
der to drive oat tiie Primate and his Adherents^ 
who were retired thither. 

But after a March of feveral Days, which the 
Severity of the Weather rendered very painful, his 
Majefty yielded to the Infbttces that were made to 
him from Saxony^ to affift in Perfon at the opening 
of the Aifonbly of States which he was under a 
neceffity oF edling and be returned to Drtfden^ 
where his Arrival caus'd an incjqjrefllble Joy. 
Mean time the Armv, under the Command of the 
Prince of Snxe^fVdjfen/els continued its March to- 
wards Dantzu, 

The King was accompanied by a great number 
of Pd^ Noblemen, who finding themielvcs unable 
to oppofe the Rage of the Primate^ Pkrty In their 
feveriil Countries, came to feck fhclter in Saxony^ 
where his Majelly received them, and ftill entertains 
them, in a manner which cannot but convince them 
of his Gratitude, and give them greater Hopes of 
what Favours they may expeft, when the Tran- 
quillity of Poland is reftor'd. 

The King, after his return from Cracow, fiim- 
jnonM the States of his Eledorate, and open'd the 
Aflembly with the ufual Ceremonies. He was feat- 
cd on his Throne, accompanied by the chief Lords 
pf hb Court, as well the Poltjh as Saxons* M. dtr 
J^ltitZy his Privy Counfellor, iat on the Right* * 
|iand of the Throne ; and, in- die Kingfs Name, 
made a Speech to the States, wherein he declared to 
them tiiat his Maielty intended to make no Inno-

vation in the Affairs of Religion, but to let Ms 
Proteftaut Subjeds enjoy their Privileges, as they 
ha^ been granted and confirmed to them by the late 
King* Then he told them the Motives which had 
engag*d the King to call them together, and deman* 
ded the neceflary Sabfidies for defraying the extra- 
ordinary Expcnces whkh his Majefty had been ne- 
ceiTariJy i:wulvcd in thro* the Calamities of the 
Time. M. de Hcjler^ Adminiftrator of the Office 
of hereditary Marftial of Saxony^ rctum*d an An- 
fwer in the Name of the States, and ^ke with a 
Pignttv, and all the Decorum due to io auguft an 
Affemoiy. He aflur^d the King of the refpcdtful 
and mviokblc Iidchty and Attaclimcnt of liis SuL>~ 
jeds to his facred Peribn. And in truth, 'tis im- 
poffibie for a People to be better affeded to their 
Sovereign, and more difpofed to contribute to every 
thing that is capable or augmenting his Glory« 

The Kms*8 voluntary Dedaration to his States 
that he wouM make no Innovation m the Affairs of 
Religion^ won the Hearts of his Suhjcdts to fucha 
degree that there is nut a Saxon who would make 
any fcruple to facrifice his Life and Fortime for his 
Service. And the faid Declaration does equal Ho- 
nour to the Juflice of the Monard), and the Wif« 
dom of hb Mintflers, 

While the King was employed with his States in 
fecuring the Happinels and Tranquillity of Saxony^ 
his Majefty received Advice, that his Army, after 
having join'd the Rujfians^ had obliged the Dant^ 
zickers to furrender, and that the Pcl^ Lords of 
the contrary Party petitioned for leave to remove to 
iimie Place where they mi^ht pay him their ho« 
mage. The King, in imitadofi of the great Empe- 
ror Vk hofc Name he bears, after having made a con- 
queft, thought, like him, of nothing more thi^n 
to make thole happy whom the Fortune of War had 
fubmittsd to his Arms. His Majefty did not take 

•ny 
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any advantage of his Vidlory, hut forgetting paft 
Offences, repaired to the Abbey of Oltva^ near 
JDantzic, where he received the Submiffion of the 
DanfzicierSy and the Allegiance of the Lords that 
were the Primate^s Adherents. By his Modeftf 
and Goodnefe, he charm'd the Vanquilhed, and 
convincM tliem of their Obligation to pay him that 
Efteem which before perhaps they did not think 
was their Duty to grant to him. The Greatoeis 
of his Soul, which inclines him to fympathizc 
with the Misfortunes of the Unhappy, fainderM 
him from entering Dantzic^ the deibhte Sfeate cf 
that City being fo afflidling a Scene to him, that he 
cou'd not bear to fee it. The Daniztckers, by their 
fubmi/lton, were become his Subjedls ; their pre- 
fent Misfortunes, and their paii Miftakes, alFedted 
him to fuch a degree, that he was fenfid bang 
put in mind of them, and refus'd to appear a- 
mong them, crown'd widi dioTe Lanrek which he 
had reap*d by their defeat. So mudi Modcfty, 
worthy of the moft glorious Triumph, gain'd him 
the Prayers of the People, in which his Majefty 
iaw more Charms, than he wou'd have found 
in Trophies, and the moft fiately Tiiiim]^ 
Arches. 

The King having provided ibr the prefBng Na- 
ceffities of his Kingdom, retum'd to his Ele<5lo- 
Vate, where the States continued their Delibe- 
rations ever fmce his Abfence. Now that his Ma- 
jefty is rcturn'd, the Care of the State is almoil his 
conftant Employment. His RecreadOBS are either 
taking the Air on horfeback. Hunting, the Asiian 
Opera, or elle going to Concerts, which the Queen, 
who fs a great Lover of Mufic, caufes to be pcr- 
form'd in her own Apartment. Their Majeftics 
generally dine together, and admit thc Nobility of 

both Sexes to their I abk« ' 
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There, the King obferves that Temperance whicH 
lb much becomes (bvereign Princes. AU his Hours; 
as has been already ob(erv*d, arc regulated % and all 

his A^ons accompany'd with Devotion, good Or- 
der, and Equity. Never did King better difcharge 
that iacred Chara(5^:er being always firm and tran- 
quil. Danger cou'd never aiiright him. He accep- 
ted the Crown, tho' he faw he cou*d never fix it oti 
his Head without infinite Pains, Peril, and Ques« 
The Advantage he had gained over his Enemieaf 
did not fecm to have flufh'd him he was forry he 
had not been able to reclaim them by gentle Me- 
thods, and afcribes the happy Succcis of his Arms 
iblely to Providence. 

Thus have I given you a very imperfedl Account 
of the Virtues and Aftions of a Kir^, which plain- 
ly denote that the perfeft honeft MSn (a Tide not 
unworthy even of the {acred Majefty of Kings) 
forms his Cliarader. As for his Stature, 'tis fuch 
as, one wou'd think, thofe ought to have who are 
born to commaod. He has a robuft and vigorous 
Cbnftieution, a fixuid Judgment, a happy Memo-: 
ry, a generous and bene£ent Soul, the neceffiuy 
Conftkuents of die Hero and the Chriftian. His 
Condud is regulated by a great Attachment to the 
Principles of Religion. His Aim and his Appli- 
cation are to render his Siibje<5Vs happy ; and he on- 
ly longs for Peace that they may tafte the fruits 
of it. 

As to her Majesty the Qvssn, the Name of 
thsc auguft Prino^ whom Heaven has endowed 

with ail manner of Virtues, to be the worthy Wife 
of a King, is Maria Jose h ha, who was born 
the 8 th of December 1699, and is theeldeft Daugh- 
ter of Jofeph Emperor of the Romans^ and of IVil^ 
belmina Amdm of Brunfwic-lMnenbourg'Hanover. 
Her Marriage to the King, then the Prince Royal, 
was celebrated at Vienna^ the 20th of Augujl 1719, 
. . betwixt 
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betwixt 8 and 9 a Oock at Night, in the Chapel 

of the Pakce of the Favorita^ by the Popt's Nun- 
cio, who next day perform'd the folemn Mafe. 
In a few days after, this Frincefs fet out with her 
Hufband for &axmtf. It has been already ob* 
Iknred with what Pomp fhe was recctTed by the 
King her Fatfaer-iiwkw % and the Yeaeration paid 
her by the Subjeds, was equal to tlie Magnificence 
of her Reception by the King. The Returns that 
the Princefs made on her part, manifefted a Good- 
ne& which nothing cou'd refift \ fo that ihe had the 
Homage and the Hearts both of the Courtiers and 
^e eommon People. Bebg the Daughter of aPrin* 
cefs, whom the World tefoeAs even mace fat her 
Virtues than for the Splendour of that extraordina- 
ry Grandeur with which fhc is inviron'd, her Royal 
Highnefs's fole Concern was to walk, in the Steps of 
that auguft Mother, the Pattern of Pnncefles, and 
tlie Honour of Religion. She conceiv'd a Refpeft 
Ibr the King her FaSier-ui-hw, and the* Queen her 
Motheivin-^kw, ftom which flie nevep d^sarted ^ 
and now that (he is a Sovereign, ihe has no other 
Cares t!^an to render a Nation huppy which is wor- 
tliy of being lo for if<; Affedioa and Fidelity to its 
Kledlors. She is inviolably attached to her Duties, 
full of Tendernefs and Refpe6^ for her HuflDand^ 
and always wiftilf emptoy*d in what may procure 
him folid Coknibit* She contunially gives lum Ex- 
amples of Piety and Charity ; ihe is beneficent to 
all that make their ^cceffi ties known to her, and 
feems to think every unfortunate Subjed merits her 
Protediion. The Care ihe takes of her ChildrBii 
is not only the Care of a tender Mother, but of n 
Queen^ who, in lore to the Stane^ is defiraus ti» 
Ibrm their Minds, To as to raukr thm worthy of 
being its Sovereigns, ai^d to procure them the ad- 
vantage of being more refpcdsed, if p^ffiMfj foc 
their Virtues than their Birth, 

Xh? 
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The Queen, who went with the King to Cracow^ 
and there rcxeiv'd the Crown, rcturn*d after her Co- 
ronation to Saxony^ where flic is belov'd and reve* 
itnc'dby People of all Ranks. This auguft Prin- 
ce6 feems to have an Air of Gravity, as have all 
the Princes of the moft ierene HooSt of Auftria\ 
but as fhe is fcrious, fo fhe is difcreet, modeft, and 
good-natur'd. She was educated, as are all the 
Archdutchefles, in the knowledge of I hings ufefui 
for thofl- who are bom to govern States ; fhe fpeaks 
leveral Languages very readily, and particnkrly the 
Laiin^ut fudia manner as both channs and furprizes 
iSntPoks, Sheis Miftrefi of Hiftory and Geography, 
and has a fulid Tallc of Mufick, Painting, and all 
the Sciences in general: Yet never did Queen take 
lefe Pride in her Talents ; for, by kindly conde- 
icending to accommodate her felf to the Capacities 
of thofe with whom fhe converiies, ihe conceals all 
Jier Superiority. Her high Rank lerves only to reader 
her afnible ; fhe tt the Mother of the People, and 
particularly of the Poor. And to lum up the Cha- 
rader of this great Princefs, it may be faid in (hort, 
that fhe is a virtuous Wife, a faithful Companion, 
a tender Mother, and a compaiSonate Sovereign. 

His Royal Higbnefa the Prince Royal and£- 
iiSCTORAL was bomat DrefiUn^ the 5th <^ Siptmber 
1 72 2, and bapt i zed in'the Rmmn Catholick Churchy 
by the Name of Frederic Cbrijlian : He is iiand- 
fbme, and has a Countenance full of Good-nature, 
and indeed his Goodnefs charms all that pay their 
court to him. His Knowledge and Learning are 
beyond one of his tender Years $ he talks feveral 
Languages juftly, and with cafe i and his ftrong In* 
etfnation to follow the wife Counfeh of his Gover-i 
nor, the Count Gabakon-Wackerbarth-Salmoury is 
a fure Prefage that when he comes to the Age of 

Maturity, he will walk in the gl^ngu^ Steps ot the 
Kinghtt Father*

the cKlell at them, Prliicc Au gust - Albe rt- 
Chris'i iAN - Xavi ER was born the 25th of Ah- 
guft 1730. He is liandloaie, full of Life andSpi- 
nti a/id alre^y difcovers a great Inclination to eve- 
ry thing military. He is infinitely better pleafed tcf 
tee the Officers of his Regiment about him. tbaii 
the Women his Attendants. The Noife of Drums 
ami Trumpets is the mo^ agreeable Mufic to him^ 
and according to all appearance, 'tis what he will al- 
ways prefer to the Flute, When he went with 
their Majefties to Cracow^ and heard talk of the 
Rav^es committed by the. Palatine of Ki&Wf he 
isiid, be had a mind to go and iight hun^ and cut ofF 
his Head. In fine, all the Adions of this young 
Fnnce give hopes that he will add one to the 
Number of Heroes defccnded from the augufl; Biood 
of Saxony, 

Charles - Christian - Joseph came into xYit 
"Viox^dijuly 13. 1733; fo that his Royal Highnefs 
is tOQ young as yet fdf any CharaAer in Hiftory 1 
and I flmll proceed nestt to their Royal Highnened 

the rrincefTcs. 

Her Royal Highnefs Mary-Amelia, their Ma- 
jefties eldeft Daughter, was born at Drefden^ the 
24th of September 1724. She is fair, very well 
ihape'd, and has the Air of her Mother. Her Fea- 
tures are regular^ and 'tis heartily to be wilh'd that 
the Small-Pox may fpare them. The Care th<i 
Quccii takes of her Education is fo well beftow'd 
on her that (he is much better form'd than Prm- 
ccflcs of her Age generally are. 

Mary-Ann£-SophiA was born the 24th of Ju'* 
gufi 1 7 2 S . She is brown, and likely to be much ad* 
liur'd for her Beauty. There is fomething in her Phy- 
liognomy fo fubtle and witty that Ihe has already 
fecufd the Suifrages of the Courtiers.

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The Prlncefs Mary- Joseph a was born the 4th 
of Novi'niher 173 1. Heaven has been plens'd to 

frant her a ihare of Beauty with all the Princes and 
rincefles her Brothers and Sifters. 
I fhdu*d make fome mention of all the PRmcBk 
and PaiNctssEs of the Blood, viz. all the moft 
ferene Dukes, Princes and Princefles of the Family 
of Saxon}\ particularly thofe who are deriv*d from 
the Albrrtiv.e Branch, as dcfcending W?th the Kina 
from the EJedor John- George I. who torni'd the 
four Branches^ viz, the Eledotal Branch, and thofe 
of H^^eijfcnfelsj MgrJbeuYgy and Zeits. But as this 
IS only an Epitome of Auguftus tlPs Court, I (hall 
only take notice of thofe Princes who relide there ; 
iHZ. Jof^n-Adolphus Duke of Saxe-Weissem- 
FEi s pnd the Princefe Christina of Saxe- 
Weissenfels. 

The Duke, who was born September 4, 1685, 
b of a good Stature. His Ah*, Behaviour, and 
way of thinking, denote his Birth; and never 
was Prince hkhc worthy of being fo. He is be- 
neficent, generous and all the Qualities which at- 
tradl Love and Eftecm are united in his Perfon. 
After having fpent his early Days in the Service of 
HeJfe-^CaJfel^ he entered into that of the late King % 
and in the ieveral Campaigns Which he made ift Ger- 
many^ halys Flanders^ and Pdandy he always fig- 
naliz*d his Valour and particularly not long ago, 
when he fupported the Reputarion of the King's 
Arms before Dnntzic in a confpicuous manner. 
His Goodnefs, his Modefty, and his Care to diftift- 
guifti true Merit, gain him the Love and Verierti- 
tion both oftheOmcers and Soldiers. This Prince is 
adually a Lieutenant-General in the Emperor's Ar- 
my, General of the Saxon WovW and Foot, Colonel 
of the Lifc-Guards, and of a Regiment of Foot, 
and Kiiight of the Order of the if biie-EagU. He 
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IS the Widower of Cnrolini* Princefs of Saxc-Eyfc^ 
nach^ and profcfi'es the Lutheran Religion. 

The Pnncefs Christina of Saxe-Weissew- 
FEL8» who wsui bom the 27th of July 1690, ad«^ 
heres to the Rman Catholic Dodrine, Prince 
bert her Father bein^ a Convert to that Commu- 
nion. She is of a good Stature, has a grand Ma- 
jeftic Air, and her Behaviour is graceful and politei 
Her moft fcrene Highnefe receives all that draw 
hear to her with Rcfpc(5l and Kindnefsi and de- 
xnonftrates her high Birth only by difchargitig the 
Obligations of it. She is fb firmly attached to the 
Queen by the Bands of Love and Virtue that fhe 
is carefs'd and diftinguifh*d by her ; and all the 
Court honours and refpe(^ her more outi)f Inclim-^ 
tion than Duty. 

You will not perhaps be forry to knoW the 
Karnes^ of the late King^s legitimated Natural 
iiliie, who are tanked immediately after the Princei 
of the Blood. They are four Sons and three Daugh- 
ters, of whom I mall now give you an Account^ 
and who were their Mothers. 

I .Count Maurice of Saxony is the eldeft of the Jate 
king's Natural Children^ by Aurora Countefs ot 
Kmin^fmarki the moft worthy of her Sex in MMirapi 
to be the Miftrefi of a great King *, and of all the 
King's favourite Ladies, fhe kept longeft in his Fa- 
vour, fo tliat after her Retirement ihe acquitted her 
ielf fo well that fhe continued in the pofTeffion or 
his Majefty's Eileem and Regard. She is ilill liv^ 
Ing, and after having been a rriorefs of the Imperial 
iMiberan Abbey of i^.edlinhurg fhe rofe to be the 
Abbefs; The Count is a Lieutenant-General^ and 
Colonel of a Regiment of Foot iii i ^ i ( 

2.The next is tlic Q)uiit iiolujjki ox Ruto j.jkiyUi^U" 
tenant- General, and Colonel of the Crown-Guards^ 
who owes Iiis Birth to the King's tender Paf&on for 
fatima a Turki/b Lady who was taken pri&ner ve-

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ty young, and fell to the Ihare of M. Scbonin^^ a 
llieutenant-General in the Service of the Eledor of 
Brandenbimrg^ who carried her to Berlin^ aiid had 
her baptized without altering her Name, tho* fhe 

afterwards weni by tliat of iMadame de Spiegel. Ma- 
dcmoirdle de Flemmi}ig^ known by the Name of 
Brebentau^ having married the Palatine of that 
Name, took a fancj to her, obtainM her of M. de 
Schoning, and earned her with her into Polandy 
where from a Slave flie became the King's Miftrcfs, 
tho* Madame Brebeniau did not perceive it till Fati- 
7}:ei's Waift betray 'd her. She had as much Wit as 
Beauty, and every body faid fhe dcfcrv'd her For- 
tune. Nevertheieis, flie did not enjoy it long ; for 
Madame de Ltibomirjki^ who was Wife to the Great 
Chamberlain of the Crown, ftole away the King^ 
Heart from hen The Count Rut&wjki is a Major- 
General of the King's Forces, Colonel of the Life- 
Ciuards, and ol a Regiment of Foot, and Knight of 
the Order of the IVbite-Eavlc. This Nobleman 
very much refembles the late King his Father, ha- 
ving his Strength, Dexterity, Valour and Polite- 
jids. He had his Education in France^ and from 
thetice went into the Service of Vi&or Amadous thci 
late King of SdrJtnia. Then he entered for a little 
while into tlie Service of the King of Pnt/jii:^ and 
at length fix'd himfelf in that of Saxo>i\\ when he 
iignahz*d his Valour at the Siege of Dantzic^ and 
afterwards made the Campaign as a Voluntier in the 
Imperial Army on the Rhine, As for his Religion, 
he profeiles the Roman Catholic. 

3. The third of the hte King's Nafural Sons is 
George Prince de Tefchert^ othcrwife call'd the Che- 
luilicr de Saxony^ whom he had by Madame de Lu* 
bomirfiii above mentioned, who was Niece to the fa- 
mous Cardinal Radjoujki Archbifhop of Gnefna^ 
mi Primate of Poland, After this Lady had in- 
dulg'd the King's Paffion Ihe got a Divorce from 

Prince 
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Prince Lubmirjki^ and took the Title of the Prin- 

cefe de Tefcben^ which was granted to her by the 
Emperor. This Son of iiei 's was brought up in the 
Roman Catholic Religion. He is a Colonel in 
the King's Service, and Knight of the Order of 
the fVbite-Eagle. He is a well*fet Man, has a 
noble Air, and fupports his Title by a great 
fhare of Valour and good Senfe. He is perfed: 
Mafter of military Architcdhire, and has great Ta- 
lents for War, which he cultivates to fucii a degree 
that his very Amufemcnts are the Study of what a 
great Giptain ought to know. This Defire of his 
to be qtialify'd ibme day or other for the Command 
of an Army engag'd him, at his return from the 
Si^gc uf Dantzic, to repair to the Army of J-*iince 
Eugene of Sivccy to i/n prove himfelf in the Art of 
War under that Great Mailer. 

4. The fourth and youngell of tlie Natural Sons 
of the late King of Poland is the Count dt Cofely 
Knieht of the Order of the tVbite-EagU^ whofe 
Mother was the G>unte(s de Cefel\ which Lady is 
itho Mother to the Countefles of Friefland and 
Mofchinjki f . The Count i^ a tall handloinc Youth, 
modeft and refer v'd, and more prudent than might 
be expeded from his Years. This Nobleman, 
who does not difpon^ his Birth, is now making 
the Campaign upon the Riine in the Imperii 
Army. He is of the Lutheran Communion. 

Madame de Cofel is of the Fair.ily oi Bruchftorfy 
and a Native of Iloljlcin. She was Maid of Ho- 
nour to the Dutchefs of IVolfemhtUtle^ when the 
Count de Hoym Minifter of State to the King of 
foland married her: The Count (bon after the Mar- 
riage carried her ^o Drefden^ ^heye the King fell in

* She died at T>rifibm. foon after thb was written, 
f Coant MifiUn^it the Hniband oC this Lady, was Great 
Treaforerof the CAurt ia PoImJ^ and h Great Faulconer in 
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love with her, nrul no fooner made it known to

rag'd at this demanded a Divorce from her, which 
Kis Wife readily came into ; fo that the Confiftoty 
of Drefden declared their Marriage null and void. 
M. de Hoym married again, and Madame took the 
Title of the Countefs de Cofel j but this L.ady at 
once loft the Kin Favour and her Libert v into

I hc Kiiig, who knew her 
ro be a ^^'om:ln tl at aKvays kept her word, thought it his btil 
\\dy to be bclorchr.nd \vi[ii her, tho' it was not nil feme lime 
after that hccau;i'J her to bt arrclled. Madame Jc Cojtlt who 
^sretifd to Btrlia^ did not dilTemble her Chaerin ; and *tii 
iiid Oie declarM in publick that the King Ihould pay dear for 
being fo falfc to her : Threats which his Majelly wou'd 
perhaps have defpts'd, if Madame M Cofel had not refufcd co 
give him back a Promifc w hich he had made to her of mar- 
rying her in cnfc the Queen fhou'd die.

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2. The Countefs of Orfeljka^ who was born at 
IVarjaw^ of one Ktnard a French Woman, aud bred 
up in the Roman Catholic Faith : She is of a c^^ood 
Stature, and very charming. Of all the late King's 
legitimated Children his Majefty feem*d to be fond- 
eft of this. She was at fim very much negleded, 
and it did not appear that the King ever intended to 
own her. But Count Rotofjki feeing her at IFar- 
faw in a Plight too mean for her BIi th touk tiic 
freedom to mention her to the Kinn; her I\ithcr, and 
told him that ibe iperi^ed fome Kindnef$from him. 
The King thereupon defir'd to fee her, and ftie 
came into his Prefence in the /tmazonian Habit, 
which was her favourite Drefi. The King thought 
fhe refcmbled him very much, and not being able 
to refift the tender InipicfTions of Nature he cm^ 
brac'd her, and call'd ha* his Daughter.

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ment, and the Goodnefs of her Temper, have pro- 
cured her both Love and Reverence. 

Having now trjiitcd ui the Pniiccs of tl^.c Royal 
Family, I proceed to give you an account ot the 
chief Noblemen of the Court-, and in the firft place, 
of the Ministers of the Cabinet.— —-Thefe 
are, I . Waldemar Baron de Lowendahl Grand Marr 
lhal. Knight of the Saxtm Order of the fVbite Ea-^ 
gUy and of the Dtf«/y^ Order of the Elephant^ who 
by his Poi^ of Giiuid Marfhal holds the iint; Rank 
at the Court of Saxom^ hecaufe the Elcdor is Arch 
Grand- Marfhal of the Empire. 1 le is a Dane by 
birth, and defcended from a Count of Guldenlowe^ 
a natural Son of the Blood-Royal of Denmark, He 
(pent his youthful Days in the Service of the States^ 
^ General^ and was made a Captain iti the Blue Guards ; 
which he afterwards quitted, and went into the Ser- 
vice of the Emperor Leopold^ and dlflinguifh'd 
himleit in quahty of a Lieutenant-Colonel in i68 ^, 
at the raifing of the Siege of Vienna \ after which 
he return'd to Denmark^ where he ferv'd with Ho- 
nour. But leaving that Court upon (bme Difguft, 
he came into Saxtmy^ where JugnftusW. declared him 
Prelidcnt of the Cham'^er, which Oflkc Ik- hcid 
when the King of J)cnr,iark recall'd him home. It 
was with the Approbation of his Mailer the King of 
folavJ. that he returned to Copenhagen^ where his 
Danijh Majefty gave him the Command of his Army 
mNorway againft ih& Swedes % which Commiffion he 
di(charg<xl with fo muchHonour,that he was digni fv \l 
with the Order ot th.c Elephant^ iis he had alreaciy Ivecn 
by that of Darnel/roc. He might, had he plcafed, 
have ctijoy'd the greateft Offices in Denmark ; but 
he had promifed Augujlus 11. not to forfake him, fo 
that he refused all the Advantages which FredericW, 
offered him, and returned into Saxmr^, After*the 
de^h of the Count de Phlug^ the late King ap- 
pointed iiim Qrand Mariha.!, which Offic? he llill 
* " ' executes 
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executes with Honour. The* he is now a4vanca4 
in years he has a found Conftitution, an4 the Air, 
Behaviour, and Way of Thinking of a Man of his 
Quality. Being affiible and polite, he does the Hp^ 
nours of the Court in a Gentleman-like manner, for 
which the Courtiers reverence liiin, and the King 
profefTcs an cileem for him. His Majefty is the 
fixth Kin a; whom this Minifter has ferv'd. He has 
married to his fccond Wife a Lady of the Family ^ 
of Ranizauy in the Country of Helftein^ who bears 
B valuable Charader, and is as polite as can be de- 
fired, fpeaking French as well as if fhe was born at 
Verfailles, 1 he Grand IVlarflial has two Sons by 
his firft Marriage with a Lady of Revenclnu: his 
youngeft, viz, IFoldemar Baron Lcnvendahl is 
Major-General of the King's Armies, Infpedbor-Ge- 
neral of the Saxon Infantry, and Colonel of a Regi- 
ment of Foot. He was fouiteni years old when 
the Grand Marftial fent him to Denmark \ where he 
made a Campaign at Sea under Admiral Tordenfchild, 
At his returji to Drc'jdnt he carried a Mulket, and 
afterw ards pafs'd through all the fubaltern Degrees. 
When he was hut a Lieutenant he accompany'd Ge- 
neral Seckendifrf to Vienna^ where the Marihal Count 
Guido de Starernberg gave him a Company in his Re- 
ghnent, and he dill:inguifh*d himfelf in a |mrticular 
manner at the Sieges of Hemiji^aer and Bd^radCy 
and in Sicily. Since that, he enter'd ijiro the Ser- 
vice of Augtifius 11. who gave him a Regiment, 
Afterwards he made two Campaigns as a Voluntier 
with the Imperialifts in Qerjica\ and upon all 
occaiions manifefted that Valour, Skill, and Pru- 
dence, as he did lately in the Defence of Cracow-^ 
where, with a weak and fickly Garrifon, he not only 
made a vl'j^orous ftand againft the Attacks of the 
Primate's Polijh Adherents, but aifo obliged them 
to retire. This Genera! is Q> fond of iknajlzing his 
Slavery tb^t be was fcar<;^ returned uqoi Pdani^

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|)ut he went to make the Campaign as si Voluntier, 
^ith the Imperial Army on uie Rhitte» He lives 
xnagnificently, keeps a good Table, and is very d-? 

vil to Foreigners. 

2. Anthony Count de Lutzelbourgy who is by birth 
a Lorrainer^ and an exemplary Profcflbr of the Ro- 
man Githoli^: Religion, is Lieutenant-Geiieral of the 
Forces, Knight of the Order of the fVhiie-Eagle^ 
and General of the Horie. I)e is ptettv tall, and 
has a chearful Gnintenance, with a noble eafy Be- 
haviour which /hews the Man of Quality. His 
Merit procured him the Honour of being the King*s 
Governour after the Deceafe ot the Count de Co/ia^ 
which Poft he held -till his Majefty came of age, 
when he was appointed Steward of his Houihold, 
and was as much efteem*d by their Royal High- 
nefles as he is valued by the Courtiefs, and belov'd 
by the Domcilics of the Prince who are under his 
command: but his frequent Ailments oblig'd him 
to quit that Office: Ncvcrthclcis he was laft year at 
Vienna^ where he received for the King his Mafter 
the Inveftiture pf his Feudatory States of the Em- 
pire, and conchided the Treaty of Alliance ftlll fub* 
lifting between the two Courts. 

3. Henry- Frederic Count of Frieflandy is Great 
Cimmberlai!!, General of the Infantry, Lieutenant- 
Generai of the King's f orces, and Knight of the 
Order of the IVbite-Eagle, He is defccnded from 
a Family which has for a long time been of iiiuf- 
trious ^mk in Saxony. He (pent part of his Youtii 
in the Service of Peter the Great, Czar of Mufcovy^ 
and fignaliz'd his Valour very much at the Battle of 
PuUowa\ where Charles Xil. King of Sweden in a 
few Hours loft all the fruit of nine years Toil, and 
of an infinite number of Vidlories. Soon after this 
great Battle he fliew'd his Wifdom to be equal to 
his Bravery at the Battle of PrutH which riiough 
^ did not turn out lu laueh to the Cz^'o Honour, 
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was altogether as fortunate to iiiin, fince it extricated 
that Prince out of the worll fcrapc that perhaps ever 
Kin^ was reduced to. He entcr'd afterwards into th^ * 
Service of the late King; who being fenfible of hi$ 
Merit, raifed him to the greateft Dignities of his 
Court, and married him to one of the Daugliters 
mat he had by the Countcfs of CofeL The (ireat 
Chamberlain, who has the Looks and Beha\ iour of 
a Man pf Quah'ty, thinks and a(5bs too like a No- 
bleman. Few Perfons furpais him in Politeneft and 
Learning: He is perfeft Mafter of (everal Languages, 
and of every thing that forms the Minifter and the 
GcncirJ. He loves Literature and the Arts, and 
was always their Supporter. He lives hatidfomelv, 
and has fuch a Prefence as commands tjie Vgucratioa 
pf all that have to do with him. 

4, Jtfcpb Count di Gabaleon-Wackerbartb Sal- 
mmsr^ the adopted Son of the Velt-Marfhal Au- 
ptfius Cbriftopher Count de IVackerbarth who fuc- 
cceded Marilial de Flenmifi^ in the chief command 
of the Troops in Saxouy\ and was not only Mar- 
fhal, but a Miniller of State, Grand Maimer of the 
Artillery, Governoiir of Drefdetiy and Knight of 
the Order of the IVhite- Eagle. The JFather was 
born of a good Family in Mecklmbourg\ but from 
his very youth he attach^ himfelf to the Ele<5lor of 
Saxony ; and by his own Merit, and the Friendfliip 
of his PredeceHbr Cou?n Fhmmijig^ he was raifed tQ 
the chief Pods in the Army and the Court. la 
1 709 he had the Command of the Saxon Troops 
before ^mmay^ as he had in 1 7 1 5 before StrMfundy 
when *twas befieged by the Kings of Denmark and 
Priiffia^ and defended by Charles XIL King pf Swe^ 
den. M. de irackcrbartb was made Count of the 
Lmpire by the King his Mailer, while that Prince 
was Vicar of the Empire, after the death of tl\e 
pmperor Jofipb. After being grac'd wi^ this Digt 
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hity, the Count de IVackerbarth was employ'd m 
iundry important Negociations, efpecially at Vienna % 
where he itilrried a Piedmtmtefe Lady, the Dowager 
of Charles Margrave of Branienbourg^ Brother to 
Frederic I. King of Prujfta^ who when he was but 
vety young at the Univerfity of Turin^ married her 
by the Left-hand, as you know is the Fafliion a- 
mong our Princes when they marry below them - 
felves. However the Lady went by the Narhe of 
Madame de Brandenbourg td the very day that the 
Count de IVackerbarth married her, being fo proud 
of the Title that fhe was refulv 'd never to part with 
it 'till fhe was married again: Notwithftaiidifig the 
advantageous Otfers made to her from the King of 
Prujfta to engage her to renounce it, her refufal of 
which was the more generous becauie *twas at a time 
too when flie was in narrow Circumftances ; yet her 
conftant Anfwer was, that nothing in the Univerfe 
fliuuld tempt her to dcbafe herfelt and that fhe had 
rather be poor, and pafs for thcWife of the Margrave 
oi Brandenbourg^ than be rich, and pafs for his Mit 
trcfs. Before fhe became Madame de Brmidcnbaurg 
Ihe was the Widow of a certain Count de Salmmr^ 
by whom ihe hkd a Son whom fhe engaged the 
Count de IVackerbarth^ when ihe married him, to 
adopt for his own. I confefs I never faw this Lady ; 
for at the time of my former Voyage hither fhe 
was at Vienna ^ and now ihe is dead. They talk 
of her flill as one of the acuteft Women of her 
time. But to return to the Marihal ; he is very* ci- 
vil, lives with great Splendor, and his Houfe is o* 
pen to all Foreigners. He was mighty intimate with 
the Count dc Flemrning^ Prime MiniRer and Favou- 
rite of the King fo that they fully contradided the 
Proverb, Ihat tirt and IVater can^t agrees for Count 
FJemming was lively almofl to the Degree of a Fiuy, 
whereas the Count de fVackerbartb^ on the contrary,

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iiboiinds with Phlegm We go back now to hb 
adopted Son Jofepb above-mentionM» a PieJnmtefei 
at prefent one of the Minifters of the Cabinet -|-. 

He ;s alio Knight uf the Order of the IVhitf- 
Eagle^ and Governoiir of his Royal Hi^hiicGi 
the Prince Royal and Eleftoral. He bears the 
Name and Arms of Wackerharth^ by reafon of 
his being adopted as above by the Vdt-Marihal 
his Father-in-law; upon whole deaths he foc- 
cedcd to his Eftate. He took to arms betimes *, but 
having rccciv'd a Wound in the Foot, which he 
feels to this day, he was oblig'd to c^uit a Profeflion 
in which he diftinguifliy nimlcif^ and apply'd 
afterwards to Afiairs of State. The late King uuic 
liim to the Courts of Bavaria and Vienna^ where htf 
lupported the Prerogatives of his Charader with. 
Dignity, and gain'd the extraordinary Eftecm of 
their Imperial Majefties and the Miniilers. Auguf- 
lus II. rccall'd him from Viouiay and fent him to 
Romc^ to the new Pope Clement XIL The Romans f 
thofe Mafters in the Art of Politics, were loon con- 
vinced that this Minifter knew more than they could 
teach him : Thev admired the Prudence and Relblu** 
tion with whicn he behav*d when the Sbirrt pre- 
fum'd to iiivade the Franchife of his Quarter; and 
all own*d that the moft experienced Minifter could 
not iiave better fupported the Honour of hb Mafter. 
At his Return from Rme^ the late King, to the Sa« 
tisfa&on of all Men, appcunted him Govemour to 
Prince Frtdericy the pietent Prince Royal and Elec* 
toral the Count having all the neceflary Qualifica- 
tions to hil that Poll with Honour : For befides a

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good Share of Religion, he is a Gentleman of known 
Candour, great Experience in Buiinels, and abun-'' 
dance of Gdod-nature, Politenefs, and Modefty : 
Atid he k not only deeply learned, but aiimys ftu- 
dvm how to anfmw the great Tiuft repofed in him 
by their Majefties ; and as the Method he takes to 
inftruft the Prihce has won him his Royal High- 
neft's Efteem and Friendfhip, fo it catinot fail of 
procuring him one day the Pruiie and Gratitude of 
thoft w)k> m coxvocmVl for the Glory of the Royal 
Family, 

When Augvjtus III. came to the G ove rn m e n t he 

fent the Count, with M. de Baudtffin^ in Quality of 
his Plenipotentiaries, to the Republic of Poland ; 
in which Poft he anfwer*d the Expc<5lation which 
the King had of his Ca{9acky, His Wiidom got the 
better of all O{^fitioii; akid he had the advantage 
of triumphing over the intrigues and Cabals of the 
Primate^ ARo* the King had been prodaim*d die 
Count fwore, in his Ma3efty*s Name, in the Church, 
at to the 01>rcrvation of the Pai^a Conveff- 

fa drawn up by the Members of the Republic ; and 
then accompanied the Gnoid Deputation of the Po- 
Hfo Nobility to Tamwilz, 'Twas he that made 
atffwety in the Name cf their Ma^iofi) totbeUa- 
fatigues of the Bifhop of Cracow declaring the iKe^ 
public's AcknowledgemOTit of his Title, and their 
Obedience. And the Anfwer he retwm'd was iu 
the two Languages in which the Prelate addrefs'd 
him: iric fp^e iu Laim for the King, and iu^r^b 
for the Queen. 

The Count being {ietam*d to Dnfikn fmce dieir 
Majefties Coi<>ntfri<ms it wholly taken np in the E*- 

ducation ot the Prince Royal \ and his care ot him 
has been crown'd with fuch Succefs that we may 
prophefy his Royal Highnefs will one day draw

Colonel of a Regiment of Carabinicrs, and Knight 
of the Order of the White-Eagle^ and that of Dah- 
nAroc^ has all the Qualities reauiiite for a well-bom 
Gentleman, wjr. an agreeable Aipe<5t, a good Stature,* 
a noble iVir, ealy and erigaging Behaviour, approved 
Valour, a Geiierofity free of all Oftentation \ pnd 
finally what is fuperior to all thefe Qualities, he has 
a Fund of Probity and Candour which nothing can 
corrupt. He is a Native of Hoijieini and fpent his 
early Years in the Service of Sweden^ and afterwardal 
in that of the Duke his Sovereign, who gave him a 
Regiment, with which he ferv'd all the laftWar in 
the Netherlands^ in the Poft of Major-Gcnenil. Au- 
gujius II. calling him to his Service, made him Lieu- 
tenant*Genera] of his Forces, and then General of 
the Cavalry) When Augitftus III. came to the Go« 
vernment he fummon*d him to his CaHnet-Council^ 
and fent him as his Plenipotentiary to Poland^ where 
he had a hand in every Tranfadion for the Ad- 
vantage and Honour of the King. He afterwards 
commanded the Army which his Majefty was ob-. 
liped to carry into his Kingdom for the Defence of 
his opprefTed Subjeds ^ and there he fell fo danger- 
ouily ill that he was obliged to return to Germany^ to 
make ufe of the Waters of Pyrmonty by which he 
found benefit ) and he is now at Dycjutn^ where 
his Seniority gives inm the Comnxand in chief 
of the Forces. 

6. Alexander -J of cph Count de Sulkow/ki^ Staroft 
of Sokolnick^ Chief Huntfman of Liihuaniay Maf« 
ter of the Horfe, Great Mafter of the Wardrobe, 
Major-General of the King's Forces, Colonel of the 
Crown-Guards and of a Regiment of Foot, and 
Knight oi the Order of the White-Ecgk^ is a Fo- 
lander. Being taken into Service very young as 
Page to the King, then Prince Royal and Eledo-, 
laly he accompanied him in his Travels^ and there 

acquir'^ 
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acquired a ^ood Fund of Knowledge. His grea^ 
Sobriety, his Afllduity, hJs Application to the dif* 
charge of his Duties, his Senfe, and his iincerd 
Attachment to Religion, won his Mafter^s Heart, 

of which he keeps polTefTioii even to this day j 
with a Diftindion that docs him the more Honour, 
becaule he dc rives it from the iung's thorough coUf 
Yidion of his Merit. 

The Count is of a good Stature, ha^ a noble and 
modeft Air, and a Candor in his Cbttverfadon and 
his Affionsj which is very engaging. He is civile 
and makes no other Ule of b.is Favour but to do as 
much Good as he can, without prejudicing the In- 
terefts of the King whom he ferves with Grati- 
tude^ Affedion, and Zeal. He is a genero^us Mi^ 
nifter^ and his Houle is open to all Perfona of 
Diftindion. 

After he had {etv*d as a Page, he was by the kte 

King made a Gentleman of the Bed -Chamber; and 
not long after that, his prefent iMajcily, who was 
then ilill Prince Royal, declar'd him Diredor of 
his Hunting Eauipage, and truAed him with the 
Management or his Domeftic Aftairs. The late 
King alfo appointed him one of his Chamberlains^ 

At the famous Camp at Zeitbaimi the Count 
comma!ided an Independent Company, lie dif- 
covLi'd lb great Application, and fuch a happy 
Genius for the Art of War, that the late King, 
whofe Penetration nothing cou*d efcape^ took it for 
a good Omen, and gave him a Regiment of Foot. 
Thus did the Count make his way towards the 
fplendid Fortune which he now enjoys. M. deBruU 
refigning his Poll o! Gre^t Mafter of tiic Wardrobe, 
foon after the King's A ccefT'on to the Government, 
his Majefty gave that Poil to his Favourite. He 
afterwards caird him to his Cabinet Council ^ and 
at his Coronation, he made him Knight of the 
Order of the White Eagle. After the Court's Re^^

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turn from CracaWf the Count went to the Army 

before V where he gave demonftratioii of 

his being as good a Soldier as he is an able Statef- 
man. It being; not compatible with his Miniftry 
to be long ablcnt, and Dantzic being on the point 
of capitulating, he went to give the King an ac- 
count of the Succefs of its Siege, and the Ptoipe^ 
rity of his Arms. He accompanied his Majefty to 
the Abbey of Oliva^ and by his Prudence eontrl- 
buted very much to put luch Polijh Lords in mind 
of their Obedience, who had thought of being ex- 
empted fiom it. And his only View being more 
and more to deferve that Favour with which the 
King honours him* and being defirous of having 
It in his power to ferve him, as well in his Armies, 
as.in his Cabinet, he went laft of all to the Imperi il 
Army, in order to qualify himfelf for a Command 
under Prince Eugene of Savoy. 

To complete the good Fortune of this County 
he married a Lady* who, beiides her Birth and per* 
ibnal Charms^ has a Chancer which gains her the 
Applaufe and Veneration of all that know her. 
She is hereditary Baronefs of Stein \ and when he 
marry'd her, fhe was Lady of i lonour to the 
Queen. 1 hev arc both Members of the Roman 
Catholic Church. 

7. Henry Je Brubly Knight of the Orders of 
Poland md Pruffia^ a Member of the Privy-Coun« 
cil, Preiidentof the Chamber of Finances, Direc- 
tor General of the Excife, and Vice- Prcfi dent of 
the I'axes, is the Son of John de BruhU who 
was of the Privy Council to Anguftus IL and Grand 
Marfhal and Diredtor of the l^rivy Couhcil to the 
Duke Regent of Saxe-JVeiJfenfels, He is by Birth 
a Saxon^ and has a Brother who is Knight of the 
Tcutonick Order. He made great progrcfi at 
Lcijfic In the BelUs Leflresy and in the Exercifes 
£uitsibk to a Perfon of his Extradion. His Recre-

When he quitted Leipftc^ he was enter'd Page to 
the late King ; In this Poft he behaved with fo 
much Sobriety and Alliduity that his Majefty 
feoii.diftinguiih'd him from die Crowd, admitted^ 
him to Familiarity with him \ and finding he had 
a (band Judgment, a quick Apprehenfion, a Pe- 
netration beyond what might be expedlcd Irom one 
of his Age, and that he was a Perfon of Difcre- 
tionj and inviolable Secrecy, join'd with a noble 
Freedom^ and fuch a happy way of exprefTjig 
himielf as to render the mod difficult Subjedts 
eafy and pleafimt % he readily judg'd that fuch a one 
was At to be employed in great Affairs. He had a 
mind to inlb udt him \ and having nominated hira 
one of the Gentlemen of his Bsd-Chamber, he 
had him under his Eye. M. de Brubl improv'd 
ib well from the LefTons of this great Mafter, fo 
thoroughly ftudy'd his Humour, and fo exadlv 
fuited mmielf to his Genius^ that he made himfeif 
ncccflary. His Application, his Love to Buitnefs, 
and the Kale with which he dilpatch'd it, won Liiu 
the intire Confidence of Au^i{[}us 11. who declared 
Him Great Mafter of the VVardrobe, and a Privy 
Counfellor ; and to him he moreover committed 
the Dircdbion and Regulation of Affairs, Foreign 
and Domeftic. Never had the King fhewn more 
AfFeAion or Efteem for any of his Favourites i 
yet this Nobleman took nu'wi t;ie more State upon 
him for it, but living always humble, polite, atid 
ready to do Services, he made himielf Friends, 
and iccur'd himielf by that means a^inft all the 
Hatred and £nvy with which Courtiers are very 
ready to treat thoie whoarein Power*

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When the King of PruJJia went to the Camp at 
Zeithaim^ he conferral his Order of the Black 
Eagle upon M. dt Brubl: The late King aUb ho- 
noni^d him with that of the White Eagle ; but this 
was .it u time when this Miiiiiter had no Relifh for 
Honours, and wou*d have Ixe?! glad to have 
renouncM thcni fur ever, if he cou'd thereby have 
prolonged the Days of a Mafter fo worthy of Im- 
mortality. 

It was in thofe laft Moments, when the Profef- 
fions of Friendftup cannot be fo much as fufpeAed, 

til at yhi7uftus\l, gave his Favourite liis Order, as 
a certain 1 okeii that he retain'd a value for him 
even to Death. This great King having fiiiilVd 
his giorious Career, M. de Bruhly without fuiler* 
ing himfelf to be too much caft down, knowing 
that an Ocean of Tears was too little to fhed for 
the Lofs he had fuftain'd, thought of nothing more 
than paying the due Devoirs to the deceased Sove« 
reign, and to the Pnnte, his Son and Succeflbr. 
J-Iaving therefore caus'd the Corpie of the former 
to be embalm'd, and put a Seal upon all the EfFe<5ts 
which belong'd to him, beAdes tecuring the Jewels 
and Papers of Confequence ^ he came to Drejden to 
join the Elcftor, now King of Poland, who received 
him with Tuch marks of Kindnefs, as \serc enough 
to have put the deceased Monarch out of the Mi- 
niAer's I'houghts, if his Gratitude had not didated 
' to him, that fuch a King and fuch a Mafter ought 
never to be forgot. 

The King confirm*d him in all the Empk>yments 
and Honours which he had held by the Favour of 
ylugujius II. and moreover ;:|>punu^d iwAi uik- of 
the Miiiillers of his Cabinet. Some time after 
this, his Majeiiy declared him Prciident of the 
Chamber of Finances \ confequently, this greats 
this true King,, by diftinguifhing Merit, did farther 
Honour to the Memory of his auguft Father, fince 

he 
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he did what that magnaiiimous Prince wou'd have 
tindoubtedly done for his Favourite. 

At this time the Minifter refigf^'d to the King 
his Office of Great Matter of the Wardrobe, which 
his vaiious Occupations did not permit him toma-» 
nage with that Care he thought was neceflary. 
Alter the Return of the Court from Cracow^ 
whither this Gentleman had accompany *d the King, 
he marry'd the Countels de Collowrat^ one of the 
Queen's Ladys of Honour, whofe high fiirth was 
(upported with (ucH perfonal Qualities as can never 
be enough commended. Thciiiidc being z Roman 
Catlioiic, the Ceremony of the Marriage was per- 
formed at Moritxbourg^ in prefence of their Ma- 
jefties, by theBifhop of Cracow. Never was a 
Couple better match'd \ the Lady's Perfon being 
a CoUeAion of Charms, and M. de Brubl a Man 
of as noble .Prefence as one wou*d wifh to fee ; 
which he generally lets off wn'th a rich Drcfs of a 
good Fancy. No body at Court furpafles him in a 
generous way of living j for he keeps a noble Table, 
and at his Houfe Perfons of Diftinddon have their 
Ailemblies. This Minifter has fomething (b at* 
trading in his Iiooksand Behaviour that he eafily 
wins the Hearts of People who are the moft 
indifferent to liim. He is fo polite, affable, and 
engaging^ that he liftene attentively to thofe who 
lay their Wants before him, returns them courteous 
and diftind Anfwers ; and whenever he is con* 
ftrain*d to give a Denial, be does it in fuch a man* 
ner as plainly demonftrates lus Concern that *tis 
not in his power to oblige. And *tis owing to this 
Good- nature of his, and to the Kindnefs w ith which 
he treats his Inferiours, that he can boaft of poilef** 
^ng the Love and Veneration of the Public. 

In ftiort, the Count di SGlkou/ki who has the firft 
place in the Cabinet, and this Gentleman who has 
the &con49 4re the Mini Am who decide all Afiairs 

K 3 
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with the King's good Pleafure. They Jire Gentle- 
m^Ti who know nothing of Jt-nloufy nor Envy \ 
and, as they aft from one and the fame principle, 
ib they have both the fame View, which is to in- 
creafey if poffible, theGioiyof the King, and the 
Happui^^ of the Government. 

The CfEce of all the abovemcntionM, as Mi- 
pifters of the Cabinet, is io eminent at this Court 
that it gives thofe wiio arc iiivefted with it the Pre- 
cedtnce of all the Generals, both of Horfe and 
Foot. 

Bf^des thefe, there ate three other Miniftcfs of 
the Calxnet, .who, tho^ retired from Ccnirt, enjoy 

the Rai;k and Pcnfions annexM lo the Miniftry. 
1'hey are the Count de Manteuffel^ the Count <U 
promnitz^ and the Marquifs de Fkuri. 

Earncfi Count de Manteuffel^ Knieht of the 
Order of the Whke Eagle, is deicended of % Fa^ 
mily which has been for a long time of diftingaiih*4 
Rank in Prujfian Pmerania. He was Gentleman 
of the Bed "Cham bui to Frederic \, King of PruJJia. 
Certain Ballads being handed about at Court, which 
were infulting Lampoons upon the Count de fVar^ 
temkerg^ the King's Prime Miuifter and Favourite, 
M • de MatUeuffil was charged with being the Au* 
thor of *em \ who knowing that the Favourite 
wou*d not piit up with the Affront, retir'd to 

Sdxony^ where the Qoawt de F^i who then 
bore the greateit I'wav at the King of Poland's Court. 
ra;eiv*d him as liis Countryman, and employ 'd hin^ 
in foreign Affairs •, which he managed with the 
Approbation both of his Majefty and the foreign 
Minifters he had to treat with* M. de Maniev^el 
kept in with the Favourite without giving into 
the Flattery which th.at Miahler expeded from his 
Creatures; and while tlie King was Vicar of the 
Empire, he made M. de Alanteuffel a Count of the 
fmptre. His Msyefty had ibme time b^ore ho- 

nourM 
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nour*d him with the Order of the White Faglc, 
and preferr'd him to his Cabinet Council ; and after 
Marihal Flemming*^ Deaths M. de Manteuffel had 
the principal Diredipn of the foreign Alliurs, But 
this able Minifter, and one of the chief Ornaments 
and Cuiifidents of the late King's Court, retir'd from 
it in 1730, to hisFftnte in Pomeranidy and now rc- 
fides at Berlin \ where he ft ill enjoys a Penhon of 
24000 Crowns, or I2000 Kixdoilars, which was 
fecur'd to him by the preient Ele^r. It adds to 
his Chfliafter that after he was retii^d, the Want 
of him was lamented. 

' He is pretty tall, well fet, has a grand Air, and 
is one of the handiomeft Men that I have fcen. 
His Behaviour is npbie and eafy, he has a good 
Fund of Learning, an extraordinary Memory, and 
fuch a Happinefs of expidTing himfeif that when 
he talks he never fiib to ^ve Pleafuie, He lives 
nobly, and when he was at Drefden his Houfe was 
open to all Perfons of Diftindtion and Merit. He 
iiiarry'd a Baroncfs of Pludoufkay who is, as wcii as 
himfeif, of the Lutheran Religion. 

ErdmanHj Count de Promnitz^ is more at his 
|£ftatethanatCbiirt; he is alio Knight of the Order 
of the White Eagle. He mairy'd a Princeft rf 
SaMi-fVeiffenfeb. He always diftingiiilh'd himfyf 
by his Zeal, and his Attachment to the Royal Fa- 
mily of which he gave Proofs by raifing an 
Independent Company at his own Expence, for the 
Service of the late King, which he fent to re* 
infbrce his Majedy^s Troops In the Camp before 
Ziiihaim: And for the ^e y ie he hat fiaoe tais'H 
% Regiment of Horie. 

Francis Vuardd^ Marquifs de Fleuri atid de 
Beauforiy is a Savoyard* He was the King of Sar- 
dinians Minifter, and his Envoy to the Court of 
Vienna^ when the late King of Poland invited him 
into his Service» admitted him to his Cabinet Coun- 
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cil, and made him a Knight of hi«? Order. Thii 
Minitler is endow'd with all the Talents tiut can be 
deiii^d in a Man who has an Employment. He 
has an agreeable Afped, engaging Manners, a juft 
Diibemment, a quick Apprehenfion, and a verjp 
even Temper. But his' frequent Ailments difa- 
bling him from the Exercife of his Talents, he dc- 
fir*d, and obtained leave to retire to his Eftate in 
Savoy ; and the late Kmg, who had always a great 
and noble Soul, being dcfirous that he (hou'd be a 
Witneis of his Goodnefs and Royal Magnificence^ 
fecur^d the Enjoyment of his Penfions to him i 
which the prefent King basalfo been pleafed to con- 
fiim. 

Another of the Cabinet Minifters, who was al(b 
formerly Prime Miniiter to the late King of t'olaud^ 
ivas the Count de Hoym^ dcfccnded from one of 
the principal Families in S^any^ and Brother to the 
Gentleman that many'd Madame de CofeL I knew 
him intimately before he was advanced to the Mi- 
riftry, at Pnris^ and at Viennay as well as here at 
Drefden. You inuft have fcen him in Silefia^ where 
Jie has a very tine Eilate. There is not a Minifter 
at this Court more ctvil» more learned, or abetter 
Friend to learned Men. During his long Refi-. 
denpe at parts as Ambailador mim the King of 
Poland, his Houfe was open to all Men of Learn- 
ing as it is now at Drrjarn j and he had the fplenr 
did Title given hipi gr the Mec^nas of Saxony

His Jurifdidion extends not only over tliofe that I 
have mentioned, but alio over all Foreigners of 
(i^iality who happen to be at Dnfden \ and there is 
a Tribunal or Court for this purpofe, of which the 
Great Chamberlain, the Great Mafter of the Kitchens, 
the Great Cup-Beater and the Marlhd of theOwrt 

are Members. 

IL The Gr^at Chamberlain; who is at 
prelent Henry -Frederic Count of Friejiand. 'Tis he 
f hat receives the Ambafladors and other foreign Mi- 
nifters, and introduces them to an Audience of tht 
tCif^« He has under him the feveral Chaniber- 
Jains. 

III. The Mast Ell of the TIorse, A'c'xdnder* 
Jofepb Count de SnlkfAijfki^ is in poiTdriun of th^ 
pffice, which is one oi the be^ and noblefl Em* 

pbymea^' 
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ploymenft at Court, the Pcrfon who is Jnycfted 
with it being ferv'd by the King's £quipa^es and 
Lhrery, and having the difjpoial of all the inferior 

Offices appertaining to the Stables. He has under 
him the Kqucrnc^;^ the Prickers, and all the Work- 
men employM for the Service of the Stables, and 
the making of the Equipages. 

He that is the only chief Equerry Is Adolphus de 
BruUf one of the King's Chamberlains. He offi- 
ciates in the ab(ence of the Mafter of the Horfe, i| 
Brother to Henry de Brubl Miniftcr of the Cabinet, 
and refembles him in Candour and Integrity. His 
Honcfty, which is imprinted on his very Counte- 
nance, rcfleds a Luftre on all his Adions. He is 
fo lenfible of the Charms of Friend (hip that he ful- 
fils all the Obligations of it ; and befides thofe Qua- 
lities of the Mmd, he makes an agreeable Appear- 
ance, is dextrous in his Exercifes, has a (olid Relifh 
of the Arts and Sciences, is perfed Mafter of Mu- 
iic, and plavs on fcvcral Inftruments. 

He was heretofore in the ft r vice of the Dukz 
Regent of JFtijjcnfcls^ and next in that of the 
Duk^ of Saxf'fV^imar^ who had fuch an Efteem 
for his Merit that to him he referred the Diredioii 
of his Court. Neverthelefs he left this Prince, and 
ciitci'd into the fer vice of the lat^ King, v. Iio cor.- 
fen'd thofe Employments on him which he now 
enjoys« Since he came to Court, he married a 
young Lady of Quality of the Family of Opelen^ 
whofe Fortune and Charms into the bar«in made 
herTuch aconfiderableMatch that ihe did not waivt 

Suitors. 

IV . The Great Hun t s m a n . The Gentleman 
who at prefent pofTcfTcs :his Office, one of the moft 
lucrative at Court, is Charles de Leubnitz, It gives 
him the Superintendance over all the Officers of the 
Venery, in which Number are included the Ran«* 
gj^r^s the Venlurers, the Gentleqieii an4 Fkges^ 

aud 
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wd above a hundred Huntfmcn or otfaep Peribns 

depending on them. The Great Huntfman is a 
Proteftant, as well as his Lady, who is oi the Fa* 
mily of Scbaurot, 

V. The Great Master of the Kitchens is 
Adolf bus Baron de Seyffertitz^ of a Family which 
has been for a long time diftinguiflied in this Elec- 
torate. His firft Step at Court was in the Employ- 
ment of Gentleman of the Bed-Chamber. Auguflus 
II. at the rtqucll; of the late Czar PcUr the Great^ 
plac'd him Governor to the Czarowitz when that 
^ung Prince came into Germany, He continued 
xn this Poft till after the Marriage of the Czarowitz 
to the Prinoeb of BrmfmC'iy^inAuitk'Blancken' 
baurg. After his return to Saxofiy he accompanied 
the kte King to Berlin^ when his Majefty together 
' with Frederic IV. King of Denmark^ went thither 
to make a vifit to Frederic L King of Prujfia. In 
171 1, M. de Seyffertiiz was appointed Marfhal of 
the Embafly which Auguftus II. fent to Francfort^ 
ibr the EleAion of ao Emperor. His Imperial Ma^ 
jeAy Cbarles VI. at the Cdemony of his Cmona- 
ition, made him a Knight of the Empire, and at 
length the late King made him one of his Chamber- 
bins, and then Great Ma iter of the Kitchens, which 
Othce he manages with Dignity and Politenefs. 
He married a Lady of the Family of Haxtbaufen^ 
W^idow of the Coimt de Beicbltng the Great Paul- 
ooner. They are both of the Lutberan Commur 
nion. 

In the abfcnce of the Grand Mar/hal, the Great 
iVIaitcr of the Kitchens olHciiitcs, and at the grand 
Ceremonies wears like iuma Statf tipp'd with Silver 
gilt. Under his Province are the Comptrollers of 
the Kitchen and of the Houfhold, the Clerks of 
the Kitchen, the Purveyors, the Cooks and Turn- 
fpits, the Paftry- Cooks, the Purfers, Pifhrnoiigcis, 
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VT. The Great Cupbearer is John Adolphds 
de NaugwslZy a Gentleman of good Extradion. 
His Father was* Grand Marfhal to the kte King. 
He is a handrome Man, has a noble Mien, perfonns 
all fbrtaof Exercifes with a Grace and with Dexte-^ 
rity, and docs the Honours of the Court in a beco- 
ming manner. He is of the Proteftant Religion^ 
and married to a I.adv of the Family of Betfi. His 
Employment lets hmi above all the Officers of the 
Kin£*s Buttery, Cellar, and Pantry. In the abfcncpi, 
of the Grand Marfhal and the Mafter of the Kitt:h- 
ens, he officiates for thenu and at great Ceremonies 
he carries like them a StafF of Silver gilt. 

VII. The Great Faulconer is an Office 
held by Anthony Count de Mofchinjki^ a Volifl) No- 
bleman, and a Rotmn Catholic. He was formerly 
Page to the Kingj and attended his Majefty in his 
Tours to Franct and Italy^ where he acquired great. 
Politeneis, and a very engaging Deportment. At 
his return to Drefden^ he was made one of the Gen* 
tlcmen of the Bed-Cliambcr to the King, who was 
then the Prince Royal. Afterwards the Jate Kmg 
appointed him one of his Chamberlams ; and when 
the Count de Fitzthum unhappily loft hfs life at IVdr^i 
faw^ his Majefty who had given his Office of Great 
Chamberhun to the Count de Prieflani^ beftoVd 
that of Great Faulconer which was held by that 
Nobleman, upon the Count de Mofchlnfkt^ who was 
grac'J aJmoft at the fame time with the Order of 
the White-Eagle^ and the Poft of Treafurer to the 
Court of Pdand, His Majefty alio granted him in 
Marriage one of his natural Children, the Daughter 
of the Countefi d/e Cofel, Never was a Perfbn more 
deferving of Honours than the Great Faulconer, who 
Is truly magnificent, and makes fuch an Appear- 
ance, that he does an Honour to his Charader. 
By his Behaviour he engages the Friendfhip and 
Rcgjud of all that have to do with him. He has

under his command the Officers of the Faulconry or 
Mews where the Hawks are krot, the F&ulconerSf 
and in craend all thofePerfons that have any reiadcm 
to thePaulcomy. 

VIII. The Great Master of the Wardrobe 
19 /llcxander-Jojepb Count de Sulkowfii, He has 
under his Jurifdidion the Catholic Clergy, the Phy- 
JUians of the Bodyy the Footmen^ the Secretaries^ 
fyrittrs and Clerks of the Cbamier^ the Infpeefors 
of the Chamber of CurUfities^ the Ufiers of the 
Clnmber and of the Kin^s Clofef, his PenAt'maiers^ 
Surgeons and l^aylcrs^ the NegroeSy Dwarfs^ and 
Pages of the Back-Stairs^ xht ArcbUeiis^ Engineers 
and Deftgners, 

IX. The PosTM,AST£R-G£N£RAL Is Mowice* 
Cbarles Count de Linar^ who is al(b one of the 
Chamberhin^ and a Knight of the Order of St. 
John. He is defoended from a Family which has 
been of Eminence for a long time in this Ekdo- 
rate. His good Mien is anfwerable to his Birth, 
and by his Politenefe, his Manners, and his Ex- 
pences, he dcKs an Honour to the Prince that 
employs him. The King« after his Coronation, 
lent him to Mufcovy to notify the Accompltlhment 
of that Ceremony to the Emprefs of the Ri^fUms^ 
and he ftill -continues at that Princefs's Court, to 
take care of his MaftePs Interefts, which he docs in 
a way that cannot but turn to his own Advantage^* 
and the Honour of thc^King. * This Gentleman was 
alio empby'd by the late King at the Court of Pruf- 
Jiot^ and at the Britijh Court when at Hanover^ and 
always difcharg^d his Commiflions witli fuch Suc- 
cefs as was ciowii'd with his Majefty's Approba- 
tion. 

X. The Marshal of the Court is John^Geerge 
^Einjtedel^ who is alfo a Privy Counfellor, and a 
Gentleman of a good Family, his AnceAors having 

po£ 
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poficfled the chief Offices of the State. He has vi-» 
fitcd the principal Courts of Europe^ where he con- 
tni^ed that polite Turn which is feen in his Bcha* 
viour. He is a handibme Man, has a noble Air^ 
and his Demeanour is anfwerable. He knows a 
great deal, and performs all the academical Exer^ 
cifes very well. He married the Daughter of the 
General Count de Flcmmin^ Governor of Leipjic, 
who was a rich Heirels, and to be valued tor the 
Qualities of her Mind. The Marftial of the Court 
and his Lady are both of the Luthtran Comma- 
nioo« His Ofiice joins him in Commiffion with the 
Grand Marfhal, the Great Mafter of the Kitchens, 
and the Great Cup-Bi^arer and like thoie Officers 
he carries the ihori Staffof Silver gilt at the grand 
Ceremonies. 'Tis commonly he that makes the 
Court-Entertainments. 

Curt d*Ein/iedel Marihal of the Court, and one 
of the Chamberlains, is remarked for his genteel 
Mien and Extraftion. His good Qualities and De-« 
portment render him worthy of all Employments. 
He is of the eft.ibiif]\*d Religion of Saxcnj\ and late- 
ly married Madamuifelle de Siboneberg de Maxen^ 
whoie Ferfonal Charms are an Ornament to the 
Court. 

Erneft'Ferdinand d^Erdmandfdorffy Marfhal of 
the King's Houfliold, and one of the Chamberlainsy 

has procured himfelf Efteem by his Merit as well as 
his good Birth and Breeding, Befides his Knowledge 
of various kinds which qualifies him lor Bufmefs, 
he is Mafter of feveral Languages, particularly the 
French. He marry 'd a Lady of the Family of 
HeJIcKy and they are both of the Lutheran ReHgion. 

XI. The Chamberlains. Of theft there are 
too many to l)c all mentioned here, \o that I (hall 
only take notice of the twelve Penfioners who ard 
ill waitmg about their iVlajefties, and without re* 
g^ing tlie Seniority of their Admittance* They 

com-' 
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commonly attend the King and Queen, each a 
whole Week in their turn, and have the Rank of 
Major-Gencrals. The fincft Prerogative of their 

Enipfoymcnt, is t!ic I lonoiir of eating with their 
Majclli'.s when they are in Waiting, and of being 
the Ueporuaries of the Petidons which are prefented 
to the King in his Paflage. 

1 . Henry Rodolph de Scbonfeld^ Lord of Lowenitz^ 
is the King's firft Chamberlain. He has a fine Pre* 
ience and Behaviour, and a fweet and amiable 
Temper. He keeps a h.cwidfonic Table and Equi- 
page, fuitable to his Fortune. He attended the 
King, by hisMajefty's Order, to Cracow^ and iaftly 
to OUva. 

2. Helmutb de Plejk is of a Family in the Diitchy 
of llolftein^ of fome Note for their great Eftate 
there, and for the Rank they bear at the Court of 

Denmark^ where fcveral Lords ot Plc/I: are i.-i 
the Miniftrv. The Gentleman here nieniion'J is 
adlually the King's Envoy Extraordinary to the 
Court of Denmark. 

3. AugufiuS'Henry Gottloh,^ Count de Callenbcrg^ is 
of this Eledonte, where his Family has for a long 
time enjoy'd a confiderable Rank, and a fine Eftate. 
He has been tiee King's Envoy Extraordinary to 
the Courts of hrmue^ Brujjels^ Colc^n^ T*riers^ and 
the Eledor Palatine^ to notify the Death the 
late King, and the AccefTion of their prefent Ma- 
jefties to the Eledorate. He marry'd the Countefe of 
Bofe^ lives nobly, and adorns the Court by his Polite- 
ncfe. He is of the Proteftant Communion. 

4. John -George de Carlo-jjiiz is of the fame Re- 
Hry ion. He is a Scxon. and marrv'd to Madenioi- 
feile de Neitjch. He has a peculiar Talent of gain- 
ing the Love of all Mankind ; which he owes to 
his Travels, and to his natural Genius. 

5. FrederiC'AuguJlus de Brandftein^ after having 
finifhM his Studies at H^ittcnberg^ travell'd to good 
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purpofe, to the principal Countries of Eur&pe, At 
nb return the late King declared him a Gentleman 
of his Bed-Chamber, and fome time after one of 

his L'iianibcrjLiir.s. tic is well defcended, and what 
is convenient for a Courtier, he adheres to the Re- 
ligion which is upermoil in the State. 

6. Detler- Henry d^Ein/tedel^^voih^x to the MarHial 
of the Court, honours his Name by his perfonal 
Qualities. He is a handfbme tall Gentleman, has 
a grand Prefence, and few Gentlemen furpafs him 
in Good-Manners, Addrefs, and polite Literature. 
He ftudy'd at Wittenberg^ and afterwards made a 
Vifit to the pruicipal Courts of Europe : The lafl: 
he made was to that of Swedoi^ whither he was 
fent by the King to notify the Death of his kte 
Majefty, and the Acceilion of his prefent MajeAy 
to the Eledborate. 

7. Sigifmond d'Jniir}?^ is not only one of the 
Xin[i*s Chamberlains, but Colonel of a Regiment 
of Horfe. He is ot an antient Family which has 
Lands in Lufatia, His Employments are owing 
both to his Birth and perfonal Merit. He is of the 
Religion of the Country. 

8. Maximilian^Coxxnt^Herzan^ is of Bohemia. 
The late Countefs his Mother was the Q.iecn*s firft 
Lady of Honour, and attended her Majerty iiither 
from P'iemta, He is able to cut a Figure at Court, 
but is abfent above half of his time ; and is a Ro- 
man Catholic. 

o. Ck(*rles-Chrijlian de MinckwitZy is a Gentle- 
man of a ^ine Mein. As he has been a great 
Tm v clier, he has acquir'd a great fharc of Know- 
ledge and Poiitenefs. He was born a Sason^ but 
has embreac*d the li&mau Catholic Faith t!:o' he 
has defeated himfelf by it of the Revcrhon of 
a confidcnible Inheritance. 

lo. Iltttry^/Ittguftus de Breitenbaucb^ is a Gentle- 
man of finw Scnfc and Manners fuitabie to liis Ex» 
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tra&Ion. Such is his good Tafte and Skill in Mu- 
fic that he has been ftngled out for the Direcfbion 
of the King's Pleafures. He is of the Cotnmiiniuii 
of the Country, and marry'd to a Lady ot the Fa- 
mily of Schonberg. 

11. NicholasScbwszii^ is a Native of P^Aun/; 
he has valuable Qualities, and a great Attachment 
to the Roman Catholic Religion. 

12. N. N. de SebguU'SianiJiaw/ki is of a Fa- 
mily which was formerly poflelsM of a great Eftate 
in Silefia^ with the Title of the Counts de Sehguit^ 
till the Conqueft of the Country by the Teutonic 
Knights, when his Anceftors remov'd to Pti^a \ 
and fpreading afterwards in Poland^ they aflum'd 
the Name of SianiJIawJki^ as what was more agree- 
able to the Poles, This Chamberlain is a Perfon of 
ftri6t Honefty and Integrity, without any manner 
of Guile. He ipent his Youth at the Academy of 
BerUn which was ereded by Kmg Frederic I. and 
afterwards entered as Gentleman of the Bed-Cham* 
ber toAugi^HsW. who not many Yearsafter made 
him a Chamberlain of Poland^ and put him upon 
the Eftablifhment of Saxony and w hen the prefent 
King came to the Government, he continued him 
in his Employment. His Majelly alio made choice 
of him to attend him to Cracow^ and kftly to O- 
Ova. 

Xn. Of the Steward of the Qv£en*s Hous- 

HOLD. Since the Queen's Arrival at Drefden^ there 
have been four Stewards of herMajefty*s Houlhold. 
The Count de Diedrichftein was the firft that 
had this Place, which he refign'd for the Grand 
Priory of Bohemia. His Succeflbr was the Count 
4e Kmiigfegg who aftually commands the Empe- 
lor^s Army in Lmbardy, This General being re- 
callM to Vienna^ wasrcphicM by the Count di^lVra- 
tijlauy and he by the Count de IVaidftetn who 

iateiy (Quitted that PoA to go and take Poflellion of 
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the Office of Landjhauptmann^ or Inteiiciant of 5/- 
Ufia^ which was conferr*d on him by theEmperoK 
The Count de Wratifiaw^ who has the care of his 
Imperial Majefty's Af&irs at this Court, officiates 

there again as Steward. This is the Officer who 
leads the Queen, and gives Orders to all lier Of- 
ficers and Domeftics, and who muft be apply'd to 
by thofc that foiicite for an Audience of her Ma- 
jefty. 

XIIL The ^en'sfirft Lady of Htmour^ is The- 
refa Baronefi of Siein^ and Countels Dowser of 
Collowrat% who honours her Station by her Virtues, 

and by the Dignity with w inch fhe fills it. The late 
Count dc Collowrat her Hufband was Great Cham- 
berlain of Bohemia^ and one of the chief NobJe- 
men of that Kingdom. This Lady, his Keli^ is 
a Roman Catholic, and is fiich in an exemplary 
manner. Thoie Ladies who want to kifs the 
Queen's Hand, or to pay their Duty to her, muft 
apply to this Lady, who introduces and prcfents 
thcni. She has the Precedence before all other 
Ladies, and only yields it to the Frinceiies of the 
Blood. 

XIV. Of the Governefs of the Ladies of Hc^ 
nour^ and of the Ladies of Honour tbemfelves. In 
the Abfence of the firft Lady of Honour, the 

GovLincio ol the Ladies officiates. The Baronefs 
3 dowager of liohr wortliilv fills this Station, and 
has under her fix L.aaies, two of whom, viz, the 
Countefles of IVald/iein and Kokerfowitz^ are Ladies 
of the Bed-Chamber \ a Title which procures tliem 
Admittance to the Queen's Clofet. AH the Ladies 
of Honour muft always appear in the Court-Drefe. 
Tlieir manner of Living is fuch tlxat it ubligcis Ca- 
lumny itfclf to refped them. 

XV, Of the Lords and Ladies that are attached to 
the Court by their 0£ices^ or by the Favours of the King. 

Tho^ 
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Tho* the Polijb Lords cannot be put upon the 

Eftabliftiment of the Court of SiLXG}n\ that there 
may be nothing in common between the two States, 
yet it may he thought inexcufable not to mention 
in this place John 'Alexander Lip/ki^ Biihop of Cra^ 
CTJOy Duke of KitTvia^ and Great Chancellor of 
Poland i not only becaufe this Freiate, who is de- 
Icended from one of the beft Families in the King- 
dom, was appointed Bifhop of Cracow by the late 
King, but becaufe he has given (ignal Proofs of his 
Gratitude and Attachment to t^e auguft Family of 
his Bencfadtor. The Virtues of this Gentleman in- 
title him to Refpedl : He is pious without Hypo- 
crifv, generous without Oftcntation, magnificent 
without Pageantry, officious meerly for the Pleafure 
of obliging, a Courtier without Servility, a Man 
ftridlly attached to his King and his Country, learned 
without being poAtive, a great Orator, a good 
Bifhop, and a wife Minifter, always ready to em- 
brace a good Propofal, and firm to fupport it, la- 
ixxious, vigilant, aAing only outof Principle, and 
by confequence (ufceptible of Friend(hip, and icom-* 
ing Revenge. The late King, out of his Efteem 
for the Qualities of this Prelate, made him BiAiop 
of Cracow^ Great Chancellor of Poland^ and 'ho- 
noured him with his Order of the White Eagle. 
By this means he fo ri vetted him to his Intereft, and 
to that of the Prince his Son, that after his Majefty *s 
DeceaTe, his moft Reverend Highnefi direAed 
Affairs in fuch a manner that the Republic chofe 
his Son for their King. /lugujlusW. being pro- 
cl iini'd accordingly, the Prince and Biiliop was ap- 
pomted Head of the Embaliy which the States of 
the Kingdom fent to the new Monarch at Tar^ 
nawitZf to carry him the Diploma of his Eledtion. 
He fyoke upon this occafion with a noble Elo- 
quence, rendering to their Majefties all due Refi>e6ts, 
and yet maintaining the Dignity of the moll Serene 
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Republic. Having diicharg*d this Commiflton^ he 

wciu before the King to Crac<ni\ made his Entry- 
there, and took pofleHlou ot the Bifhoprick. Some 
days after ti^is, lie confecrated and crown'd their 
Majefties in his Metropolis. When the King returned 
to Saxony^ the Prelate followed Um, and attended 
him to Oliva\ and 'twas he that teceived the Al- 
legiance and Homage of the Danizickers to his 
Nlajcfty. He is fince come hither to rejoin the 
Court, is belov'd, reverenced, and every one does 
Juftice to his Virtues. 

CbarleS'Lewij^ Prince of Holfiem-Becky Colonel 
in the Service of the King, and Knight of the 
Order of the White Eagle, is the fecond Son of the 
late Lewis^Prederic Veldt-Marfhal of Pnffia^ Go* 
vemour of Koningjberg^ and Knight of the Order of 
the Elephant. This Prince marry'd Anne Countefs 
of Orfeljka^ the legitimated Daughter of the late 
JCing. 

Gecrge-IgnatirrSy Prince de iMbom'trJki^ Sword- 
Bearer of the Crown, Lieutenant-Geneial of the 
King's Forces, Colonel of the Life-Guards, and 

Knight of the Order of the White Eagle, is de- 
fccnded from a Family of very great Diftindlion in 
Poland. After he ret iirn'd from his Travel5', being 
attached to the Court of Augujlus II. he marry'd 
the Paughter of the Count ^/^ i'V/^/^.v??/, who was 
Great Chamberlain } a Lady of fuch Beauty, fuch 
perfenal Charms, and inch fine Senie, that (he en- 
gages the Veneration of all that know her. Prince 
Luhomirfki is a jolly handfome Man, very polite, 
thinks and a(5ls agreeable to his Birth, has a good 
ihare of L.iterature, and is perfe<^ Mailer of MuAc« 
]^e Uves in a handfome manner very fuitable to his 
Rank, 

The PriTtc^fs of Tefcben is a Polijb Lady, and 

ally'd lo the greateft Families in the Kingdom. 
Jier Un^le was the famous Cardinal Radjo'-jiJJ^i^ 
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ATchbiitiop Gne/nAf and Primate of the Kingdom. 
She uras tbrmerly marry'd to Prince Ijubomirjks^ 
Great Chamberlain of the Crown \ but the Mar- 
riage was diflblved, fo that ihe qidtted the Name 

of Lubomirjki for that of TeJ'chen^ which 111.: 
ftill bears, tho* (he at tci wards marry 'd Prince 
Lewis of IVirtemberg. This Princefs fupjx)rts her 
Rank with Dignity, has a grand Air, is refpeded 
for a noble diftitiguifh'd and eng^^ng Beha- 
viour, and lives in & handibme a manner, that ihe 
is one of the moft (hining Ornaments of this Court. 

Jofepha Countcls dc LagnaUo is the Daughter 
of the Count de PVallenfteui, wlio v/as Great Cham- 
berlain to the iimperor Jojeph^ and one of the moft 
worthy Noblemen of the Imperial Court, by 
leofwa Countefs of Lofenflein \ a Lady whofe Me* 
mory is widi Juftice revered by all rienna. The 
Countefs de Lagnafco was the Widow of Count 
Tbaun, when Hie marry'd the late Count de Lag* 
nafcOj Minilier of the Cabinet to Auguftus II. 
General of the Saxon Cavalry, Captain of the Horfe- 
Guards, and Knight of the Order of the White 
Eagle. Since that Nobleman's Deceafe, which 
was in April 1732, his Widow has always livM at 
Drefden \ where (he enjoys the Efteem of thdr 
Majeflies, and the \ cncratioii oi the Couitkrs. 
This Countefs is Miftrcfs of feveral Languages to 
Perfec5lion, thoroughly underftands Mufic, and 
fings wi t h Grace and Method. Her noble generous 
way of living, and her graceful and difttnguiih'd 
Behaviour cannot be expre&d, nor indeed equaled 
to any thing but the Goodncfe of her Temper. 
The late Count de Lagnafco was of a good Stature, 
jiiici Behaviour polife and civil. I think you 
know that he was of a Family in Fiednwnt of forac 
Diftindion. How, or when he firft enter'd into 
the Service of the King of Poland^ I cannot tell 
you I but I know that he preiently infinuated him- 
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felf into his Mailer's Favour, by his very great 
AlTiduity, agreeable Temper, and by a vaft Com- 
plailiincc to enter uito his PlerJures. He eftabliih'd 
Inmfelf fo firnily in the King's Favour that the 
Count de FUmmin^ look'd upon him as the only Ri- 
val hw iivL.^ to aiiu il.crctore lie i.jver much 
lik'd him. The i^ount de Lagncffco was em ploy M 
in fevcral r'mbafiies ; and when he had finifh'd that 
at Kom^ which was his laft, there was a Talk that 
he was to go Ambafiador to Vienna^ and that the 
young Count de JrVacktrbart was to go to Rme. 
I muft farther acquaint you that M. de Lagnafco 
was 1-appy in all rclpwits, cvcii in Marriage, nut 
only with K\s lu il, but his fecund Wife, who, whtii 
he marry'd her, was a young, rich, brifk Widow. 
His firft Wife was the Daughter of the Count de 
Ncyellesy Lieutcnant-General in Holland^ a Lady 
of great Virtue, efteem'd by all the People at the 
Ha^uCy and poflefs'd of a confiderable feftate, of 
which, dying young, and wuiiout Iffuc, flic made 
her Hullaiid folc Heir. 

Francis^ Count de Montmorency^ is a Name too 
•well known to fpeak of his Extraction. He was a 
Colonel in France when he went into the Service of 
Augujlus II. who received him with that De- 
monftratfon of Efteem which that King was fo 
ready to grant to Per funs of Merit. His Maiefty 
firfl: appointed him Major-General of his I'orces, 
end fume time after he declar*d him a Lieutenant- 
General, and Captain of his Horfc-Guards. At 
that time the Count marry'd Madame Potfcbin^ Wi- 
. dow of jthe Great General of Lithuania ; a Lady 
whofe Birth, Qjalities, and Fortune, recommended 
her for a very confiderable Mauh. riie Couniefs 
de Monimorency^ in the time of her former Huiband, 
went to Paris for the Recovery of her Health, 
and received extraordinary Honours at the French 

Court) wbeic ifae was admit'd for her Folitenei^ 
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the Delicacy of her Sendments, and the Eale with 

which fhe exprefs'd them in the Language of 
France \ from whence they coiiceiv'd an advan- 
tagious Idea of the Court of Augv.fius II. not 
imagining how 'twas poffible for the Manncri of a 
Foreign Lady fo much to refemble their own. She Is 
alio as much revered at Dnfdm as at Paris -> and ail 
that know her, agree flie is highly to be valued for 
her Sentiments. 

Antoinetla of Lichtenjlein^ Countefi of Wallcn- 
fteif^ is Wife to Leopold Count de WdUcnftein^ 
heretofore Great Mailer ot the Queen*s Houfhold \ 
a Lady both l>elov*d and honoured at this 
place^ for her Virtues and civil Deportment \ and 
as ihe is preparing to follow her Hufband into SU 
lefta^ (he will carry with her the Ellcem of their 
Majerties, and leave tlie Court lorry for her Ab- 
fence. 

XVL Of the tareign Minifiers who refide at 

this Court. 

FranciS'Cbarles Count de Wratifiaw^ one of 
the Emperor's Privy Council, and Knight of 

the Orders of Ruffia and Poland^ refiJcs at tills 
Court in quality of Ambaflador from his Imperial 
and Catholic Majefty. He is defcended from one 
of the greateft Families in tlic Kingdom of Bo- 
bmia^ and a Family which has given wife Mini- 
fters to the auguft Houfe of Auftria, This Gen« 
tieman has been for a long time in the Management 
of the moil important Affairs : He was Ambaf- 
fador for the Kingdom of Bohemia to the Dyet of 
the Empire at Ratijlcn : From thence he went in 
the fame Charader to Poland, where he was prefent 
at the Dyet of Grodno, The Emperor afterwards 
nam'd him Gteat Mafler of the Houfhold to the 
Princeft Royal and EleAoral, now Queen of 
Poland, The Count having worthily anjuilted 
huofelf of that Office, wa§ for icvcol Years Am- 
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baflridor at Rtiffia^ where he concluded that happy 
Alliance iuhfiilring between the two Empires, and 
acquired the Efteem of the Emprcfi, who ho- 
nour'd him with her Order of St. Andrew ; Au^ 
guftus II. having before given him that of the White 
Eagle. 

This Minlfter, fince his Return from MuJcovy\ 
has moreover been charg'd by the Emperor with 
important Commifllons to the Courts of Prujfta^ 
Brun/imCf and Holftein^ At length he is come ^ck 
again to this Court, as Ambai&dor from his Im- 
perial and Catholic Majefty ; and officiates alio as 
Great Mafter of the Queen's Hou(hold. This 
Nobleman IS of a middling Stature, of a happy Phy- 
ftognomv, is civil, beneficent, and loves Grandeur 
and Pieafures, but does not abandon himfelf to 
them fo far as to n^kd: the Interefts of his Mafter, 
whofe Affairs he negociates with a noble Candour 
which has rendered him as much efteem*d at the 
Courts where he has refided, as he is beloved for 
his Affability and Politenefs. His Wife is the 
Countefs of Ktnjki^ v. }io fc Father was Great Chan- 
cellor of Bobemiay under the KmpQVor Leopold, and 
whofe Brother is now in that Office under the moft 
Ausuft Charles VI. 

Sermann-Cbarles Keyferling^ Plenipotentiary Mi- 
nifter from the Emprefe of the Ruffians^ is of a 
Family of Note in Q//rA;;; /. I le ftudy'd at Ko- 
nin^ftjcrg in Prtfffia, After he had vifited the prin- 
cipal Courts of Germany, and returned to his own 
Countr\% he was made Gentleman of the Bed- 
Chamber to the Dutcheis of Ccurhndf Anne of 
Mufcovy, the prefent Emprefs, who cmp!oy*d him 
in feveral Commiffions to the Courts of Prujfxa and 
Poland, Nevcrthelefs he quitted her Service for 
one of the jiulicial OfTicis in that Country. 

When Anne came tt) the Throne, the States of 
C^r/tfii^ deputed ^.K^ferling to that Princefit 
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who offcr'd him an Employment at her Court, and 
appointed him Vice-Prefideat of the Chamber of 
Juftice of the Ruffian Empire. Some time after, 
Ihe made him Piefident of the Academy of Sci- 
ences at PeferfioHrg^ and ient him to this Comt, 
where he difcharges his Minifterial Office with uni- 
verfal Approbation. The Wife of tliis Minifter is 
the Daughter of the Staroft ForchSy who, foroppofmg 
the Pretenfions of a certain Power which challenged 
more Refpetfl, was aflaflinated at Mittaw. Both 
he and his Lady sre of the Ijubersn Communion. 

Jubn-Hartwig-Ernejl, Baron of Bernfdorff^ 
Gentleman of the Bed-Chamber to the King of 
Denmark^ and his Majefty's Envoy at this Court, 
is of a Family which is poflefs'd or a fine Eftate in 
Mecklembourg^ and has given an able Minifter tu 
the Houfe of Hanover. The Envoy, of whom 
mention is here made, does honour to hb Charac- 
ter, and behares with a Prudence not inferior to 
Minifters of the greatcft Experience. 

By the Detail I have now given you. Sir, you 
mufl: have obierv^d that the chief Employments 
of the Court are in the hands of Foreigners, and 
that Saxons have little to do in Affairs of State, 
fcr which they are oblig'd indeed to the Count de 
Flcmming, This vain, haughty, and imperious 
Minifter expedled every one ^hou'd truckle to 
him. He found that Foreigners were much more 
fubmifiive than the Saxons^ who are by nature 
ftately, and Enemies to Slavery in any ftiape. 
Count Fkmming being dead, it's probable that the 
Saxtms will be more employ'd than they have been ; 
and indeed they have Capacities equal to anv Na- 
tion in the World. They are well made, robuft, 
agile, laborious, good Soldiers, cunning Courtiers. 
They have naturally moreS{urit than the French^HAoyf 
ta the Qtrmans i they improve in the Sciences, and 
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in bodily Exercifes, and they have good Writers 
among them upon all forts of Subjeds ; witnefs the 
Wori^ of M* Leibnitz^ the femous Philofopher, 
and of TbomafiuSy one of the moft able Civilians of 

his time. The Saxons arc addi(5led indeed to all 
Plcafures in general, but to none fo much as the 
Bottle and Gaming. They love Pomp and Ex- 
pence, and are natiirally not very engaging, being 
exceedingly ceremonious, and aneAing more than 
all the Germans to ape the French^ with whom they 
fympathife very much, particularly in their Fond- 
nefs for new i ailiions, their Forwanlnefs to make 
new Acquaintance and Friendihips, and perhaps 
too in their Readincfs to fall out with them upon 
every trivial Occafion. 

Since I have fpoke fo much of the Men, I muft 
alfo give you (bme account of the Saxon Women. 
They are all of a fair Complexion, and there are 
among them the iinefi Faces in the World. They 
are generally well fhap'd too, which is what they 
arc chiefly taken notice of for : They are tall and 
ilender ; they dance well, and have a furprizing 
genteel Air, which they take great care to improve 
by rich Drefs. One Fault I find with *em is, that 
they are very aflfefted, and that they have too much 
Adion when they talk. As to their Tempers, 
they are reckoned to be good-natur'd •, but then they 
are fubtle and crafty. They love Drefs and Orna- 
ment more than all Women that I ever faw. They 
are livelv and gay, and paflionately fond of Dan- 
cing ana Merriment. When they are told that 
they are handfome, they are fo ftr from being fiir- 
priz'd that x\\cy louk upon it as a Coniplnricnt due 
to them. When once they love, they love with 
Tendemefsj and there are among them fuch Ex- 
amples of Conftancy as wou*d eclipfe even a Cleo^ 
patra, or a CUlia, Thefe heroic Sentiments of 
Love they learn from Romances, which they are 
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vaftly fond of : But this muft be faid to their Ho- 
nour) that Gallantry does not take up lb much of 
their Time and Thoughts as to make them n^led; 
thor Bufine&i for they are laborious, dextrous, 
and amtrfe themfelvcs widi all forts of Work. They 
do every thing too with a good Grace; and in a 
word it may be added to their Praife, that a Saxon 
Woman wants nothing more to make her amiable, 
but an Inclination to acquire that Charader. 

Pleafures and Recreadons commonly attend the 
Ladies fo clofely that in treating of the one I 
can*t but remember the other ; and the Inhabitants 
of Di'efden are fo much devoted to Pleafures, that 
I think 1 ought to put them into a feparate Article, 
"When the King is at Drefden there are Pleafures in 
abundance, iuch as Plays, Mafquerades, Balls, 
Feafts, Running at the Ring, and Races on Sleds, 
Tumaments, Hunting*Matches % but when t^e 
King is in Poland there's a very great Vacmm. 
The Eled:oral Prince and Princefs are often at 
fVermJiorff^ alias lluhertjhourg and even when 
their Royal Highncffes are in Town, they Jire 
pretty retired ; They fee Company while they are 
at Dmner, but for the red of the day none come 
near them befides the few that have the honour of 
their G>nfidence. The reft are (catter'd up and 
down the Town to the great Difappointment of 
Foreigners that happen then to be here ; for there's 
no body keeps open Houfe, they being all feledl 
Societies to which 'tis very difficult to gain admit- 
tance. If one is invited to dine with (ome Lord 
/ of the Court, one has a good Dinner 'tis true, but 
after Dinner is over a Man knows not how to be- 
ftow himfelf. One is fure of finding Company no 
where except at the Houfes of Madame de Breben- 
lau the Widow of the Great Treaiurer of Poland,^ 
and of the Counteis de l agnafco \ nor are their 
Houfes always open, for Madame Brebeniau is 
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often fick, and Majdame M Lagnafco often abroad) 
or engaged in Parties mth the £ledond Princefi^ 
and then one knows not where to go ^ forthere^sno 

Play to be feen, and as for the young People, thev 
aniufe themfelves with the common Pleafures of 
that Stage ot Life > they drink, they game, and 
do ibmething more. 

When the King is at Drefden^ the People par- 
take inmoft of the Pleailires of the Court, the ge* 
nerality of the Entertainments which the King 
gives being public. Plays and Mafqueratlcs are 
free for any People of Fafhion ; there's nothing to 
pay, and all divert themfelves as they like bcft. 
The Citizens Wives are more tradable here than 
in any Town mGermany: They love to imitate the 
Ladies of (>iality, and 'tis ibmetunes as good as a 
Comedy to lee what Airs they give themfelves. 

They are extremely fond of DrefTmg, which Luxu- 
rious Tafte extends even to Wives of the Me- 
chanics, and of the Livery fo that were a Stranger 
to come hither on a Sunday or a Holiday^ when 
every body is drefi'd, he wou'd be tempted to think 
that PUttus had fcatter^d all his Wealth amon^ thefe 
People ; and a very great Nobleman, who 'tis like 
was not acquaiiitcd with the God Plutus^ returning 
kume once from Drefdcu^ told his Wife that he was 
come from a City to wixich the Devil had carry 'd ail 
the Money. 

The Parfons here do indeed cry aloud againft 
thefe Abufes, but the worft on't is^ that like the 

Clergy in many other Places, they preach what they 
don't praflilci and whilethey are declauning again It 
Luxury and newFafhions, they fuffertlieir Wives 
and Daughters to be the firft to fet off their Charms 
with the gayeft and the neweft Patterns. 

While I am fpeaking of the PaftoiB, I muft be 
a little more particular. Thefe Gentlemen ftand 
very high ui the Opuuoa tac Lait^, aiid are 
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ttady to think themfelves Bifhops. Having fuch 
Notions as thefe in their Heads, they anathonadfe 
all that are not Lutherans: The CatMicsmiihB 

Reform' Jy or, to fpeak as they do, the PapiJisvinA 
CalvitiiftSy all Chrillians in fhort who are of a coii- 
trary Opinion to thole charitable Ecclefiailics are 
d&mnM without Mercy. Yet by the Appearance 
•f thefe fcverc Judges, one would think they 
' pieach'd only Peace and Paradife ; and they have 
fuch a meek, humble, modeft, and timorous Air, 
that you wou'd be apt to take them fur Saints. 

A few days ago I had an Adventure with one of 
thofe Clergymen, which I will acquamt you of 
becaufe I think it may give you an Idea of their 
CharaAer; for he that fees oneof them ieesaU. 

I happened to be making a V ifit to a iMtbe-- 
ran Lady, who pafles for a very devout one: 
There was already a pretty deal of Company, and 
who fhou'd come in to add to it but a Minifler that 
was a Doctor, and by confequence a Man of Im* 
portance as fuch too he was received by theMiftre(s 
of the Houfey who fiud to me as foon as ihe &w his 
Face, Tm will now fee a holy Man, The good Man, 
or Saint, as he wou'd be rcckon'd, entered the Room 
with his Kyes cait downward, making protouad 
Reverences, and proftratingliimfelf in fuch a manner 
as it he had iaid Domine non fum dignus. At laft, 
after a great many Compliments, he fitedown, ^^ as 
filent for a few Moments, and then he fpoke. His 
Words were all &cred, and his Sentences fuch as 
if the wife Man himfelf had fpoke with his Li])s : 
God be praised was in every Phrafe, and he W£S 
hearken'd to with as much Attention as an Oracle. 
I liften'd to him firft like the reft, but at length I 
thought I might as well talk to a pretty young 
Lady that fatejuft by me. The DoAor offended 
to fee the little Regard I paid to what he faid, 
wiquii'd of the Milbefsof the lloufc who I was*

She told him my Name, and withal thAt I was once a 
Cahufjifty but that I was turn'd Papifi, What si 
Thunder-ftroke was this to the Do<5tor ! He threw 
himielf to the back of his Chair^ lifted up hb 
Eyes to Heaven, figh'd, and cry'd out. Das Gott 
trbarme^ i. e. God help us. Then tranfportcd by a 
Fit of Zeal, he turn'd about to me and afk'd me 
what had induc'd me to cmhrace a Religion which 
he treated as Idolatry ? I told htm that I did not 
think he need to give himfelf any Trouble about 
my Converfion, fince according to hisSyftem I was 
damn'd when a Calvinifi as well as when a Catholic.

I own thnt T had much 
ado to help laughing outright at the Minifter's im- 
pertinent Zeal ; yet I had the Difcretion to contain 
myfelf, for I had a mind to fee to what length he 
wou'd carry his rLiiiclii) \i Kant. He faid indeed a 
great deal, and hecaufe T made no Anfvvcr, he 
thought he had convinced me, if not fouch'd me to 
the quick. He was adually applauduig iiimillf for 
the good \Vork he had wrought upon my Soul, 
when I told him that he ought not to conclude 
from my Silence that he had convinc*d me ; that it 
neither eonfifted \\ith my Character nor my Temper 
to dilpute about Reliy,ion, that I left every Alan to 
his own Opinion, and that I knew which to adhere 
to. li'hat Blindnefs is here ! cry'd the Doctor a- 
gain, H^hat a mad Papifi are you?

The fanat'cai Doctor cuncluded his l\xcl:imations

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Popery \ and then he went away, leaving the Com- 



Formerly the Preachers had the Pleafiire of vent- 
ing tfadr Qioler in the Pulpit, but the King by a 

wife Decree, which indeed ought to be followed in 
all Countries, has confin'd them to the Preaching of 
theGofpel, and to treat of Controverfial Matters no ' 
farther than is mcerly neceflary for the People's In- 
ftrudion. For the reft, the Parfons need not fear 
being fbon fupplanted, for the Saxons m hearty 
LttiSerans ; and if they tolerate the Catholics 'tis ' 
becaufe they can't help it. They have excluded 
them from Offices in the Courts of Judicature, 
and from the Privilege of enjoying Lands ; but 
they have not been able to keep them out of Places 
in tiie Miniftry, or at Courts nor from Employ- 
ments in the Army, which ate three very engaging 
Articles to make Prolelytes among the Gentry. 

Thus, Sir, you have all that I can fay to you 
relating to Drefden and Saxony, *Tis now high time 
to put an end to my JjciffxuL I kils your hand, and

BEFORE I write you an account of \v';at 
became of me when I left Brefdrn, i fliall 
endeavour to give you the: [xitci; g'/ncr you 
defire concerning chelate Count j:u-i:'?Af:^, Prime 
Mtmfcr ttd Vek-Marihal o( Saxony. T 
snon MS of a ffood Extradaon, being deiccnded of 
a Family which pfetencU to derive its Origin from 
that of Flemming^ which has been of a- i.ut rablc 
Rank for a long time in Scotland^Siuedt n^ c many^ 
and Poland. My Lord JVigtmrn is tlie Chki ot that 
Family in Scodand. 

Jam€S^Henry Count Jk Flemming^ wliofe Four* 
traituie and Chanider you ddire of me, was bom 
the 8th of March i66j. His Father was Pre- 
Mtni of the Regency of Stargard^ the Capital of 
Prujjian Pomcrania^ who had three Sons, of whom 
this Count was the fecond. He had an Education 
fuitable to his Birth. He ftudy'd hril at Francfori 
upon the Oder^ and afterwards at Utrecht under 
the celebrated Gr^gvius^ where he learnt Latin to 
Inch a degree that he always fpoke it with very great 
I'.loqucnce. After he had finilhM liis Studies he 
eiitei*d into the Service of Brandenbourg^ wiiere the 
Baron dc Span^ his Uncle by the Mo therms fide, was 
VVIf-Marlhal. His firft Preferment was to a Pair 
of CokxifS ; but In a little time he had a Coxtmcny 
given him, which he commanded at the Battk of 
Orbaffan in Piedmmt^ In 1694, he entered as a 
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Ueutcnant-CoJonel into the Service of Johri'Georgc 
IV. Eledor of Saxony \ upon whofc Death, ami 
the Succeflion of Fridiric^Augi^m^ Flemming ob* 
tain^d a Rtgiment, and acoompany*d the new E- 
ledor into Hmgary, where he commanded the 
Emperor^s Army againll: the Infidels during the 
Campaigns of 1695, and 1696. There it was that 
Hemming idil'd in a Duel the Baron de Lovely who 
was Laeutenant-Colonel in the Service of Saxony. 
In 1697, he was (ent Into Prisndt where, hf the 
Intereft of his Coufin^gemum, the Daughter 
of Vdt-Marfhd Spm$ of Berlin, Wife of M. 

Brebentau Palatine of Aiaricntour^^ who died 
Great Treafurer of Poland^ and by the Credit of 
BenediB Sapieba he had the Happinefs of getting 
his Mailer chofe King of Poland, This Negoti* 
ation obtain'd him the Pod of Major-Generali and 
kid the Foundation of his Fortune. In 1700, he 
was made a Lieutenant-Genera], and in that Qua- 
lity laid fiege to Rtga^ which the King of Sweden 
obKg'd him to raife. In 1702, \\tmd.vv\ '^ Sapieba^ 
a Daughter of one of the chief Noblemen of L/- 
ibiumia. He was wounded the feme Year at the 
Batde of CliJikboff,9t which time the King of Sweden 
being every whm vidorious, demandra that the 
King of Poland ftiou'd deliver up Flemming to him. 
But upon this he retired to Brandinhourgy till King 
Stanijlaus had made Charles XII. eafy. Jrlemmmg 
being retum'd to Saxony, fought a Duel with M. 
di Schulembourg, who giving him a Fall, iniifted 
that he fliould beg his Life ; but Flemming got 
out of this ugly Scrape by a fcurvy Joke, and 
Scimlembourg gave him his uk. The latter was a * 
younger Lieutcnant-Gt-neral than Flemming, but in 
every rcfpcifl Rival, and wou'd iuivc been a 
Marihal if his f ortune had been as good as his ^^a- 
lour. At the Batde of Frauenfiad in 1705, where 
be was dcteed by the Swedes^ ScbidinAmg quit* 
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ted the Service of Saxmy and went in to that of Venice. 

By this means Flemmw^, who liad now no Rival 
left, was made a Marlhal, and happened to be at 
Drejden when the King of Sweden made that ftranee 
Vifit to the King of Foland\ at which time, if 
giifius had been as ungenerous zs Memtning^ Charles 
ifMfd have been detained. Himy Pec^e accufe 
Hemming of having perfuaded the King his Mafter 
to deliver up Patkul : This I can't pretend to af- 
firm, but that there was a mortal Antipathy betwixt 
him and the Minider of Ruffia is certain j for the- 
latter having prefented a Memorial to the King of 
Poland^ fettmg forth the wretched condition of the 
Mufcaviie Tioops in the Fiiy of Saxof^^ conduded 
it with thefe Latin Wotds, 

Dixi, £T Salvavz Animam. 

Which Memorial, when Flemming had read, and 
foimd himfelf not very well us'd in it, he took a Pea 
and underwrote theteWcMdSp 

Maledixisti, £t Damnaberis. 

After the Difafter which Charles XII. met with 

near Pultowa^ Flemming contributed very much to 
the Re-eftabiiiliment of King Au^uftus m Poland, 
He confirmed the Alliance betwixt his Matter and 
the Czar^ made Peace with the Confederates, and 
concluded another Alliance with D^iwitfrit. The 
Czar and the King of Denmark honoured him with 
their Orders of Knighthood, and he had that of 
Poland before. He went AmbafTador to the un- 
fuccefsful Congrefs at -5n/;{/^£;/V, and was afterwards 
at Hanover to attend George I. King of Great Bri^ 
tain. When the King of Sweden rctum'd to Po* 
merania^ Flemming left no Stone unturn*d to draw 
die King of Pmjfia into his Mafter's Alliance. He 
had fome Yeats before procuf^d him the Sequeflra- 
tion^f the 1 own of Stenn^ and 'twas lucky enough 
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for him that the Pride and Obftinacy of the King of 
Sweden ohUged the King of Pruffia to declare hiniielf 
his Enemy, At that time Flemming was rather a 
Courier between Drefden^ Berlin^ and Warfim^ 
than an Ambaf&dor and Prime Mintfter, which 
Dignity he ciijoy'd after the Death of the Prince de 
Fiirjlembcrg his Predeceflbr. When the Peace of the 
North was fettled, Flemming went Ambaffador to 
Vienna^ where he concluded the Marri^e of the 
Eledoral Prince of Saxmf with the Archdutchefi> 
ddeft Daughter to the Emperor Jofepb^ tfao* the 
Cbntmft Yad been iettled before by the Count de 
Pf^ackerharth^ who it may he faid had the Pains to 
Jiegotiate it, and Flemming the Glory of finilhing it. 
At this time Count Flemming had rcfign*d all the 
Salaries of his Employments in Saxony^ and only 
ceferv'd to himfelf the private Perquisites and the 
Fianchife of the Poft-Offices ; and his Journeys^ 
which were very frequent, were all at the Expence 
of the King. It was about this time that he caus*d 
his Marriage with Sapteba to be diflblv'd, and 
marry'd one Radzevil., by whom he had a Son, 
who was but a Year and a half old when the Count 
d'fAztViemiaj to which place he wasreturn'd with 
the Chamfl-er of Ambai&don He left aU his £* 
Date to this Child, without making any Intail on 
his Family ; fo that when his Son dy'd, who did 
not long furvive him, his Eftate went to Madame 
de Flemmifig^ who by marrying again carry'd the 
Bulk of it into another Family . They fay that his 
Inheritance was worth fixteen Millions or Crowna» 
exclufive of what he had expended during the 
Splendor of his Fortune, which kfted tUrty XeaiSp 
or thereabouts. Whether Richelieu and Mazarine 
got greater Eftates, I cannot fay ^ but in Germany 
there is not an Inftance of one fooner acquired, 
more refpiendent, and better fupportcd than his 
wa8» He was Prime Minifter^ Yelt-Marftial of 
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Saxmiy^ and Mafler of theHorfe of ldtlmania% \sf 
which Offices he gained immenfe Sums. He made 
confidemble Purchaies in Sikjia and foUmi^ bat 

very little in Saxony. Whether he left any thing 
to the King is not faid ; the* he ought really to have 
made him ibme Reftitution, and he might naturally 
have given up with a good Grace what he cou'd 
not but forefec wou*d he taken by force ftom his 
Heir. As it was juft that his Suoceflion ihou^d 
pais thro* the Pulsatory of t^Cbambre Ardente^ the 
King eftablifh'd one, which *tis faid has adjudged 
eight Millions to his Majcfty, and the lame to his 
Widow i which is a very fair Dividend. 

QcmitFUmming was taller tiian ordinary, but « 
famdfbme Man ; he had very regnkr Features, a 
lively Eye, a difdainfid Sneer, a £iughty Air, and 
he was really proud, and beyond meafurc ambi- 
tious. He was generous to a degree of Oftentation, 
and always alm'd to do fomething to be talk'd of. 
He was vigilant, laborious, inde^tigable, allow'd 
himfeif little Sleep ; and whenever he took a 
Debauch, a Nap of two Hours iet htm to rights 
again. It was no more for him to go from aDe,- 
bauch to Bufinefi, than from Bufinefi to a De- 
bauch ; and he never fatigu'd himfclf, but difpatch'd 
the great eft Affairs with fo much Eafe as if they 
were only aDiverfion. He lov*d to banter, but did 
not always make ufeof the Terms fuitable to his 
CharaAer ; and Perfons who did not dare toanfwer 
him again were commonly the Butts of his RatUery. 
He was polite when he had a mind to it, but in the 
general Courfe of his Behaviour he carry 'd an Air 
fitter for a Captain of Dragoons than for a Mnrfhal 
and a Prime Minifter, He never did a thin^ for 
^y body without feme View; he fcrupl'd neither 
Omning nor even Perjury, and provided he could 
gain his Ends, all ways were dike (m to him. All 
his Life-time he tgok care to do own Bufinefe 
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firft, and then his Mafter's the King's i and I quefliori 
whether I do him aiiy Injuftice if I fay that he was 
the King of Fruffiet% Miniiler» much more Uuii the 
King of PolanSs, 

This, Sir, isall that I have to fay to yoQ concern- 

X^msatFlemning. I have told you very nakedljr 
I ahvays thought of him, and I don't believe 
that I have miftakeii his Character. Be this as it wih', 
my Decifion is of too Httle Weight to do either 
Good or Harm \ the Publick will always judge of 
him acoordinff to their bed Information, I pro^ 
oeed now witB the Narrative of my Travels. 

After I had fet out from Drefim I went to Al- 

tettbourg in hopes of finding the Court of Got ha 
there, which I had been told, intended to fpend 
the Remainder of the fine Seafbn there ; but it was 
fet out the Night before for Goibs^ where I hope 
to fee it to-morrow. 

TheCity of ALTswBOuaoistfaeCapitalofa Cbun* 
ty of that Name, of which fSt^TMLtisfSaxe-Xkiba 
is the Sovereign. This Prince has a Palate there 
which makes a handfome Appearance, but I fhall 
iky nothuig more of it becaufe I negk^ed to go 
and fee it. The Peafants of the County of AUen- 
bmtrg are the richeft in Germany^ and may almofl: 
vye with thofe of Holland. I have been affiir'd 
Aat feme of them have given 20 or 30000 Crowns 

in Marriage with their Daughters j and hke the 
Dutch Peafants, they take care to match them to 
none but the Sons of fubilantiai i'armers. 

As I left Altenhmrg I came upon a fine Caufey 
with a Row of Trees on each fide, which brought 
me to the Frontiers of the County. I afterwards 
fell into very bad Roads all the way to Leipjicy where 
I ftay'd but a very few Hours, and proceeded the 
fame day to M£rsebourg. This City was much 

more confidexable formerly, than now. It was the 
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See of a Bifliop, but >was fecukrizM by the Treaty 

of Pajfaw in favour of the Houk of Saxony, Its 
Situation is charming, with Gardens and Meadows 
all round it, and its Walls are wafh'd by the River 
Sala, The great Church which was fonnerly a Ca- 
thedral is a Gothic Building, where there is aftately 
Tomb of the Emperor Rodolph of Scbw^rtzhurgy 
who dyM after he had loft one Hand in a Battel he 
foLiglit with tlic Emperor //f;/ry IV. with whom he 
was Competitor. This Prince a few Moments be- 
fore he expir'd, took up his Hand that was cutoff, 
and holding it up to thofe who were about him, 
faidtothem, Behold this Hand , */is the fame thai 
I lifted up wben Jfrmi/d Faith and jlUepauce ta 
i»y Emperer and Lord\ htt hy your Advice and Ili^ 
fitgation I have not kept my Promife to him^ for 
which you ivtll one day give an account to God, Some 
time after this unfortunate Prince's Death, the Em- 
peror Henry IV. coming to Merfebourg and taking 
a view of Rodolpbu^s Tomb» of whidi he admur'a 
the Magnificence, certain Flatterers told him that 
the Tomb ought to be deftroy'd as too pompous 
for a Rebel •, but the Emperor fcoming fuch a piti- 
ful Revenge, made anfwer, IVou'd to God that ail 
my Enemies vjere thus pompoujly i^terr^d. 

1 he City of Alerfebourg is the Refidence of a 
Duke of the Houfe of Saxony^ who is Sovereign of 
all the Country that formerly conftituted the Bi* 
fhoprick, which enables him to keep a fplendid 
Court *. The next day after my Arrival I had the 
J lonour to pav him my Compliments, and had a 
vcrv fatisfa(ftory Reception. The Prince condud:ed 
me into a Hall which was hung with Bais- Viols 
from the Bottom to the Top, in the f?mt manner 
as an Arfenal is with Helmets and Breaft-Fiates. In 
the middle of the Hall there was a Viol which was 

di- 

• The Duke of Merfebom-g in 1731, tnd wis fucceed€4 
hj hU Uackt ^ J>al^ deSfriitiir^, 
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diftingulh'iM from the reft. It reached up to the very 
Ckling, and there was a Ladder fet which fuch as had 
the Curiofity to take a particukrView of It were obli^ 
to afcend^ for furely it was the moft ibitely Inftm- 
ment of die kind that ever was made. The Duke 
made me take particular notice of it, and was pleased 
with the Admiration which I exprefs'd of it. Hc 
regai'd me alio with fome Airs upon another Bals- 
Viol which he call'd his Favourit€y and which was 
but one fourth pait as big as the other. 

After this Cdncert I din'd with the Duke zxA 
Dttchefi. This Princefi is the Daughter of the 
late Prince of NafaU'Tdfietn^ than whom there 
cannot be a more amiable Lady. She has an Air 
ofMildnefs, Goodnefs and Prudence diffufed over 
all her Features ; and her Wit is of the fame 
Stnmp as her Beauty, amiabk without Parade and 
Oftentation. Some o( her Courtiers afiur'd me that 
her Mind is as charming as her Perfon, If that be 
true, which I am loth to doubt of, this Princefi de- 
ferves a more fplendid Fortune than what flie enjoys. 

After Dinner, I was oik; at a Match of Quadrille 
with the Ducheis, and at night there was dancing 
and I never faw anybody dance with a better Grace 
than this Prince& The Ball heU tiU the Night 
was 6ur advanced, when there was a mud Supper, 
which was no (boner over than I to^ leave of the 
Duke and Duchcfs and retir'd to my Quarters, \vith 
a defign to fet out in a few Hours and proceed in 
my Journey. At my Lodgings I found a Gentle* 
manfrom the Duke, who iaid to me, * That as he 

* was paffing by he £iw my Men packing up my 

* things, and that therefore he came in purely to 

* wifti me a good Journey. He aflured me that 

* he had a fee ret Kindnefs for me ; that I might 

* (afely take his Word ; that he was Sincerity it 

* felf ; and that he wifh'd 500000 Devils might 

^ twift his Neck if he was not heartily my Friend : 

« And 
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* And to give you proofs of it, f$idbe^ I wiUtmt 

* you vim ibnie Triflct fi>ch as aDnun tiS An-» 
^ niieed. Orange- Water, or Ratafia. Upon my 

* Word my Apothecary has what is choice good ; 

* he lives but at the end oi the Street \ Come» I 

* will fhew you the way to his Houie.* 

While he harangu'd me in this manner ke reel'd» 
bdng fo drunk that he cou'd not ftand, Idank'd 
lum tfaerefiwe for his Love, and told him that I did 
not drink Drams, but that if he had a mind to any 
Liquor ot that fort, I would fend for (bmefor him; 
and I bid my Landlord fetch it. The Aj^othecary, 
as ill luck would have it, was not yec got up. 

* Soho, here, faidmy new Friend^ there is nothing 

* to drink but Aquavitas; here, J^andlofd, aGltS 
^ of&andy. Pipes and Tobacco. You muft have 

* fomcthing, faid hiy to be doing.* Every thing 
he cali'd for being brought, my Gentleman drank 
two or tliree GlafTes of Brandv, and fnioak'd 
as many Pipes of Tobacco* I hop'd to iee him 
tumble down, and by confequence to get nd 
of him* when he took it into his head to call for 
fomeDilhet of Tea that I had ocdei'd to be nsde 
for my felf, and which made him fi» ibber that 
he recover'd his Reafon. I laid hold of this 
happy Interval (for I heard him calling out for 
Brandy, which I apprehended would occafion a Re- 
bpfe) and talk*d to him about his Maftor's fiafs- 
Viols i upon which* without much Intiettyt he 
faid to me, * You know. Sir* that every Man al- 

* moft has his particular Whim, Princes as well as 

* private Perfons. One is an Admirer of Magnifi- 

* cence, another of Troops, and a tliird of MiftrefTe*?. 

* As for my auguft Mafier* his Fancy runs only 

* on Bafs-Viols, and whoever folltcits him for an 

* Employment or any other Favour can't <io b^ter 

* thanto acconunodatehis Arfenal with one of thefe 

* Inftruments. 7 hat very large one, faid be^ which 

* you faw in the Room where all his Viols are, was 
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• prefcntcd to him by one who wutfeed to be a 

• Frivv«Coi]iiieUQr I hk Petition wis gnmted, and 
^ had ho alkfd fer any thing elfe he might hav^ 

• had it.* This officious Gentleman told me a great 
many other Particulars which let me into the very 
Chronicle of the Court of Merfebourgs but I don't 
trouble you with it becaufe the Truth is not to bo 
told at all times. 

My Equipace being ready, I Stt out for Naom« 
BOVRO, imere 1 arrived at Noon. Tfab Qty was 
formerhr the See of a Birtiop. Its ancient Cathedral 
is ftill ftanding, and tho' Lutheran^ has a Chapter 
and Canons who muft prove their Nobility both by 
the Father's fide and Mother's fide, by fixteen De- 
fients. When this Biihoprick was iecularts'd it 
was fiid that no Gsthoiic Prince oould ever be 

Kifle&d of this State. Therefeie when the laft 
uke of Saxi^ZeitSy Adminiftrator of Naumbourg, 
tum'd Catholic, the King of Poland as eldeft of 
the Saxm Family and Executor of the Pa^a or 
Conventions made between the Princes of that Fa- 
mily, took poflefHon of Naumiourg, The Duke's 
being teconciled to the Ltuberm Communion was 
to no purpofe, the King cUd not reftore his Domi» 
nions to him, but ftill poflfefles them, tho* he is more 
a Catholic than the Duke of Zi^i/s perhaps ever 
was. You know that this Prince has left a Ne- 
phew who would have been his Heir, if he had not 
beet^ a Catholic and a Ptieft. This is the Prince 
who^ I acquainted von iirom DrtfdeH^ was Biftiop 
etKinigfgraizhkBmemis. VkwBMhomtLLuiberanf 
as are all thofe of his Family. H» Uncle the Car- 
dinal ofSaxCy Brother to the Duke of ZeilSy made 
him embrace the Roman Catholic Religion when 
he was very young, and afterwards perluaded him 
to enter into Eccleiiaftical Orders, by which ftep 
he deprived his Nephew of the gk^rious Prerogative 
of bemg a Sovctiiga Prince^ and tiansferrd his 

Rights 
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Rights to the King of Poland his difiant CaoBnl 
NaunAourg is fiimous for its Fairs, which next 
Id thofe cS Liipfic^ arethe moft confideiahle in Sax-^ 
iMy. The Snburbs of this City^ are almoft all Vine* 

yards ; but why, I know not, for the Wine is fo 
deteftably bad that they give it away iii a manner 
for nothing. 

Finding nothing at Naumbourg which was worth 
my while to ftay there for, I only chang'd Horfes 
and came hither. As one approaches this P]ace» 
we meet with Com-Fields aiia Hop-Grounds in- 

Head of Vines, and the Country riics into Hills, fo 
that one does not fee the Town of Wei ma r till we 
are juft upon it. This City which is not more con- 
fid ei-able than Naumicurgy is the Refidence of the 
Duke of Saxe^iVeimar^ who has a Palace here which 
does not 'want for Magnificence, and tho* unfinifli'd, 
has an air of Grandeur. The Connoifleurs in Ar- 
chitedhire highly extol the grand Stair-Cafe there, 
which two Pcrfons nvAx allend and defccnd at the 
fame time witliout meetmg one another, and yet al- 
ways keeping each other in view. It con/ifts of two 
Flights of Stairs upon onfle Spindle^ kid one over 
the other in the &me Well of a. fipare Form. The 
Curious who have obierv*d it^ adnure it, becaufe 
there are few fuch to be feen. 

* The Great Hall which is an oval, is beautiful, 
but not lightfome enough. There are the Pictures 
of all the Dukes of Saxe^iViiwuir at full lenj|;tb, from 
the firft Duke that ever was down to the Father 
of the prefent. They are all drawn on Horfeback» 
and done by no mean Hand. 

In the fame Palace is the Dukc*s Library, which 
tho' not very large, conhib of fnndrv fcarce Books, 
'Tis open twice a week, when the Curious are not 
only permitted to perufe them, but even to ix>now 
them> upon leaving a Note with the Libmmn. 

The 
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The Duke of ff^eimar fpends very little Xlme !ii 
his CSftpital, but commonly refides at a Seat which 
he has caused to be built about a League out of 

Town. He has given it the Name of Bette-Vuey 
becaufe of the fine Profpeifl which it commands 
from the Apartments of the firft Story. The 
Houfe is fmall and not very commodious, fo that 
the chief Beauty of it is its Situation, which is very 
charming. The Gardens which are begun upon 
very sood Plans will be beautiful when finim'd^ 
as wellas the Phea(ant-Walk and Menagerie where 

there are Turkys nnd all forts of FowL 

The Duke of ff^ciniiir^s Name WErneft-Auguftus: 
He is the eideft of the Ernejiine Branch which loft 
the Eledorate when Charles V. was Emperor. He 
marry'd a Princefs of Anbalt-Cotben^ who I have 
been told, was a Lady of dtftinguilh'd Merit. She 
dy'd and left him a Son and three Daughters. 

The young Prince is about ten Years of age *. 
He can neither hear nor proiiouncc well, and is 
withal of a very tender Cuiiftitution. The Phv- 
ficians iky it figoihes nothing, and that as he grows 
up he will acouire a Freedom of Speech. But I 

5ueftion it, and am apt to think rather that thofe 
yiSzvAtA of Mfculapius will (end him into the other 
World. The only Hopes of any Male Iflue of 
ff^etmar arc touiKlcd upon this Child. The Duke 
of Stixr-Eyfcnaib who is the next a-kin has no Chil- 
dren i fo that the Dominions of Weimar and Eyfe- 
nach too are ready to devolve to the Family of Saxe^ 
Gctba. The Duke of Weimar's Subjeds teaze him 
very much to marry, but the Prince does not ieem 
to be in a Humour to fetisfy them ; for I have often 
heard liini fay tiiat lie can't beai* the mention of 
Marriage. *

* Tliit Prince dy*d in 1733. 
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No body prdcmifis to go to Bdh-^Fui without 

being Cci\t for, except only on Mondays when poor 
People are permitted to go thither with their Pe- 
titions which they deliver to the Secretary, and he 

SVes them to the Duke. Perfons of Quality whe- 
cr Foreignm or others that have a mind to ft)eak 
with the DuIk, apply for it to the Marflud oT the 
Court, but are (eldom admitted to an Audience. 

The Duke has rarely any other Company at iStV/d'- 
Vue but two young Ladies whom he calls his Maids 
of Honour, and three young Women, Citizens 
Daughteis, who go by the Name of his Chamber* 
Maidfl \ a Major of his Tioopi^ and the Officer of 
his Guard, who isa lieutenant or an Enlign. I had 
fof^ot to mendon the Bamn if BrM who is the 
Duke's Favourite and his Mafter of theHorfe. 

*Tis with thefe Perfons that the Prince paffes his 
Time. He wakes early in the Morning, but makes 
it kte before he ri&ai for he takes hisTea in Bed, 
andibmetimes playson the Violin. Atother tinus 
he ftnda for hia ArchiteAs andGardenef% with whom 
he amufes himfelf in drawin^of Plans. His Minifters 
alfb come to him while he is m Bed to talk upon Bufi- 
nefe. About Noon he gets up, and ai> foon as he is 
drefe'd, fees his Guard mount, whichconfiftsof 33 
Men, commanded by a Lieutenant or an Eniign* He 
exercifes his Soldiers himielf, and corredb them too 
when they commit any Fault. This done he tdcee 
the Air, and at two or three rf cfock fits down to 
Table, where the two Maids of Honour, the Mafter 
of the Horfe, the Major, the Officer of the Guard, 
and even Foreigners it any happen to be there, are 
of the Company. The Dinner holds a long whiles 
and 'tisfomedmes threes fbur» and five Hours before 
they rife from Table. The Glafi norer Auids ftiU 
hardly, and the Duke talks a great deal, bxit the 
Con vcrfation is commonly on Subjects that are not 

very agreeable. When Dioneris over they drink 

Coffee, 
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CaSiC^ tfter which thcDiikeredics fiM*a few Mi- 
nutcs, and then phyt at QuadriUe with hia two 
young Ladiea and uie MMor; but fimiedmes he 

does nothing but fmoak Tobacco, and he often re- 
tires to. his Chamber where he amufcs himfelf with 
Drawing, or eUe playing on the Vioiin dll he goes 
to Bed. 

There fcaroe a Week paflb but the Duke elves 
an Inviti^tion at leaft onoe cr twice ta au the 
PerfooB cf Q^ty of the Couit» mnd afl the Qflken 

of his Troops, at which time there are two great 
Tables ipread, where they dine, play, fup, and af- 
terwards dance till next Day. 

The Duke's Troops confiftof a Battalion of 700 
Men* a Squadron of 180 Troopers, and a Com- 
ply of Cadets on horfeback. His In£uitry con- 
fifls of pick*d Men. Since the fiunoos Bemord de 
Weimar who was Penfioner to Lewis XIII. King of 
France^ no Duke of IVcimar had fo many Troops, 
and really they muft be chargeable to the Duke 
whofe Revenues 'tis faid don't exceed 400000 
Crowns. This Prince has made a Tftatjr with the 
' King of Pokndf whereby he engages to affift the 
King with his Battalion whcneirer his Majefty thinks 
it neceflary for his Service 5 in which Cafe the King 
promifes to give that Battalion the feme Pay as he 
does his own 1 roops. Mean time the Duke is 
obliged to clothe them all according to the Pattern 
which is fent to him from Drefden ; nnd inderf their 
Clothes are vtiy rich, efpedallv thofe of theOffioers 
and GkIcIs, which aie bedaubed with GoU mi 
Silver Lace that a Foreigner who cumes to IVeitnar 
cannot but admire it. 

The Duke's Family is very numerous, for befides 
the Prince his Son and the thiec Piinceffes his 
Daughters, he has a StSttXy and a Mothar-in-laW9 
who is a Frincefi of H#-MMiAiirr2^ ; Meantimehe 

has 

X 
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has a numerous Court, and may boaft that fome of 
them aie Feribns of very great Merit. 

The Gentleman who is at the Head of Afiiurs is 
die Baron ii Kmhahf^ who has the Title of Prefi- 

dent of the Council ot State. He is a Perfon of a 
good Family in Silefia^ has very great Abilities, and 
withal fo much Good-nature and Modefly as are 
feldom to be met with. When he was young he 
travelled very much abnoad, where he learnt what 
was vahiable in every Country that he came to. 
He fpeaks fevcral Languages well, is a great Hi- 
ftorian, a learned Civilian, and a good Poet. Not- 
withdanding theBufinefs that goes thro' his Hands, 
and his Care of a numerous Family, he is always al- 
mofl at hisStudies,andneverbetterpleas'dthan when 
he is in his Library % yet he is no Enemy to Plea- 
lures, but enjoys them without abandonii^ him&If 
to them, and takes them as they fall in his way 
without purfuing 'em. To finifh his Charafter I 
will add what was faid of him by a Prince who 
knew him intimately : If Probity was intirely bft 
in the reft of Mankind^ faid he to me, I think Iflnntd 
bt fare to find it again in the Baron de Reinbabe. 

The Baron de Scbmiedei is Marihal of die Court 
and Diredor of the military Cheft. He is a Per- 
fon of great Piety, whofe Afpe6l is not indeed thti 
moft engaging, yet a very good Man to have to do 
with. He is a fincere F riend, loves to do a kind 
Tiling, is exad in the Duties of his Offices, an E- 
nemv to Vic^ and very much attached to the In* 
tereits of his Mafter, tho* he does not always pleafe 
him becaufe he has not the Talent of Diflimula- 
tion fo neceflary at Courts. 

The Baron tie Sludemiz a Sikfian is a Privy- 
Counfellor, and Prefident of the Chamber. He 
was formerly in the Service of the Duke ofSaxe- 
Barbie and afterwinls he entered into that of the 
Duke of Saxi^Hilbur^fl:aufcn^ whofe Finances he 
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direded for fevetal Years, in which he acquired a 
Reputation, and came to IVeimar where he was con- 
tinued in the fime Empbyment. He is a Gende- 

nian of very great Learning and Integrity, and 
having travell'd a long time in his Youth, very well 
knows how to carry himiclF. 

M. de Hering is of a noble Family in the Coun- 
try of Anbalt'Cothen^ He is the Duke's Aulic 
Counfellor, a Gentleman of Worth, and both 
Learned and Polite. He is on the point of leaving 
this Court, which will be a Lois to the Duke that, 
he will not eafily repair. 

M. de Briihi the Duke's Mailer of the Horfe and 
Favourite, is ^ Saxon. His Birth, good Qualities, 
and efpecially his fweet Temper render him very 
worthy of a Sovereign's Favour. Yet I doubt 
whether, notwithftanding lib much Merit, ht has a 
firm Footing in the Duke's Friendfhip he has too 
much Candor, too much Sincerity, and is too zea- 
lous to do Services ; and perhaps alfo too much at- 
tached to the Intereils and Honour of his Mafter j 
for tho* thefe Qualities have the Appearance of 
Virtues, yet they are ibmetimes Errors in the Eyes 
of Princes. 

Thus, Sir, have I given you the Names of the 
moft diftinguifh'd Perlons at the Court oilk'timar. 
I fet out to-morrow for Gotba, I hope for a Line 
from you at IVurtzbourg^ and don't propofe to 
write again to you till I luiow whether you are liv«* 
ing or dead,

S T Rf Gof^a, ^f/>t. 9, 1732. 

I Set out from fFeimar at 5 o* dock in the Morn- 
ing and by eight was at Erfurt^ where I 
walk'd about ^\\ Hour, and came ai to 
Gotha. 

*Tis all a flat Country abounding with C / ti. 
In time of Rain the Roads are fo bad that ibi ic- 
tlme^ it takes up a whole Day to come from Erfurt 
to Gotba. Erpurt is a City belonging to the Eledor 
of Mtniv^ is the Capital of ^thuring 'ta^ and may be 
icink'd anioi]g thofe of liic iLConci Clafs in Cirtncny, 
Its Inhabitants arc ahnoll: all Lutherans^ yet the 
principal Churches belong to the Cathclics. Er- 
furt is fortified with good Ramparts, and by a Callle 
on a Hill which ahfoiutcly commands the Town. 
There is always a good Garifon in the P ace which 
conAfts of the Emperor's Soldiers and thofe of 
MentZ 'y .ivA the Ele6tor has a Goveuior ijLic with 
. the Title oi 6 iadi holder^ who prefides in the Re- 
gency. 

Gotha, which is not near fo big as Erfurt^ 5s a 
City fituate in the middle of a fine fruitful Plain, 
fo that which way fbever one approaches it, one 
always perceives the Caftle or Palace of the Duke, 

which (lands on an Eminence by itfelf, and has a 
Prolpcfl of a vail: Extent of Counlry. This CaiVle, 
which is one of the biggeft in Germany^ was built 
hyErnc/i Duke of Cotba^ fumamed the Fious ; who 

caufed 
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caufed both that and the Tov. n to he enCompafled 
with Ditches and Ramparts. To the Glonr of this 
Prince, he undertook and finiflied theie Great 
Works, at a time when Germany was fo impov c- 
rifhcd by inteftine Wars that few of its Princes 
were able to ereft Palaces.* 

As of aii the Saxon Princes of the Ermftine 
Branch, the Duke of Gotha is the moft poweriiily 
fe his Court b of all the Saxon Courts, nesct to that 
of DrtfdiH^ the moft Numerous and the moft Ms^- 
nificent. 

* The chief Trade of this Town is in Wood, of which thqr 
have three fons. The firft they fow about Chrijlmas, the next 

in the Spring, Summer, and Har^efi, of which they have 
three Crop';, and the third grows wild. This Herb Is fiich a 
fov'crcign Baliuinic, that it cures Wounds almoll with a touch, 
il taken in ume.

The Perfon he imployedto form it, 
was Dr. C)'/r/^fl;/j Ecclefiaflical Counlellor and AffefTor in the 
Confillory of Gotha. They are for the moll Part the MSS. of 
Ecclcfiailical Authors, Ancitnc and Modern, efpecially the lat- 
ter. There is a great Number of Papers and Letters in the 
Lmiim and Otrmam Laoguaees, concerning Lmihtf^% Reforma* 
don, and fe?eral MSS. of we volgar Tranflation of the Bible. 
Tiusreisacorreder Copy than that at Leipfic, of the Works of 
LaSlantlus } another or St. AiifliiC% Trcatile of the City of Qod^ 
which belonged to /r."///^//^ Archbifhop of MerA z, about the year 
1000 ; another or the ancient Capitularies of the Kings of 
F'a/ice, with the Salic Laws, and the Laws of the Lombards, 
Almuif:s, kc. There are thirty one MS. Volumes coniaining 
the Abridgments of thcLivcs of the Emperors of the Wefi, and of 
the Eajl, their Pifturei and Medals, and thoie of their Families, 
the whole cdlleded an ic50» by James eU Straia of Memtua.

are the leaft burthen' d with Taxes of any in Gcr* 
many. To this Prince's wife Management of his 
Finances is owing not only his own Hnppinefs, 
but that of his People too, by whom he is ador'd ; 
and really he treats them more like a Father, than 
a Sovereign ; and never makes them'fenfible of his 
Power, but when he is to do them Juftice. He is 
a kind good Mailer, eafy of Accefs, temperate in 
his way of Living, gives very great Application to 
the Affeirs of his Government, loves Reading, un- 
derdands Books, and knows every thing which a 
Prince ought to be acquainted with. As to his 
P^on, he is handfome and comely \ is civil in his 
Deportment, but re(erv*d ; and therefore feldom 
fpeaks to Strangers, if he ciiii lielp it ; but ende:-« 
vours firft of all to know thofc he hasBufmefs with, 
and when he lias found out their Charader, talks 
with them upon fuch Subiec5ts as he thinks they are 
beft acquainted with. He keeps regular Hours, 
rifts at feven o'clock, firft fpends an Hour in 
Pniyer, and the reading of fomc pious Treatife % 
and then gets himfelf drefs'd, and gives Audience 
to his Miniiters, or to other Perfons that defire it. 
At Noon he dines with the Duchefs his Wife, the 
Princes his Children, and other Perfons of Diilmc- 
tion \ ftays about an Hour and a half at Table, and 
then takes a Walk in the Gardens of the Palace^ 
or if the Weather does not permit, he employs him- 
felf in his Clofet, or fpends the Time in reading 
til! live o'clock. Then he goes to the Houfe of 
fome Perfon of Diilm6tion at his Court where all 
the Nobility have an Affembly, and plays at 
Ombtt, after which he returns to his Palace, fups \n 
the manner that he dirfd,and at nine o'clock retires. 

There is a Drawing-Room at G)urt three times 
a Week when the Company meets in a great Hall,

Then a Carver cuts up 
the Vidluals, which are handed to that, and to all 
the Gaming-Tables tiut are cover'd with Napkins. 
Thoie who don't play may fit dpwn at what Table 
they like beft. The Duke, the Ducheis, or the 
Princes, generally do Foreigners the Honour to ad- 
mit them to their Table. During the Supper there 
is a Concert of Mufic, and at nine o'Clock all the 
Company retires. 

The Duke by iiis Marriage with Magdalen- Au- 
gu^a of Anhalt Zerbjl^ has feven Sons and two 
Daughters ♦ : The cidcft is the Hereditary Prince, 
who has been twice in Paris^ and once in bahf^ 
England^ Holland^ Denmark^ Sweden^ and at all the 
Courts o^ Germany ^ which Travels he hasacquir'd 
a great deal of Politenefs, and valuable Know- 
ledge. I had the Honour of making my Compli- 
ments to him both at Paris^ and the Hague^ and 
found him of fuch a Temper as induces me to 
think that the Subieds of Getba will be as happy 
hereafter under his Government, as they are under 
that oi the Duke his Father. He v>as latLiv mar- 
ried to his CouHn-German Lomja-Dorot hea of 
Snxe-Meinungen^ a very lovely young Frincefs, 
, who, with all her Graces nnd Charms, has abun- 
dance of Good-nature and Modefty.+ 

The Diike has all the Great Officers common to 
other Sovereigns. The Count de Rmaw is Great 
Marfhal, and the chief Mm at Court. They give 
him here the Charader of Favourite •, whether he is 
iUch I know not, but this I know, that he is not

him at Ratisbon in 1720 i he was not then \u any 
Place, and ex pre fled a Friend fhip for me \ and now 
fhnt I fee him here in a Poft, I find him the fame 
Ivlan as at RaUsboH^ always a Friend to his Friends ; 
which for a Favourite is a Yery great Chamber. 

Tiie Duke's Revenues am computed at a Mil* 
lion of Crowns a year, with whtch he maintains 
near -^ooo Men of regular I'roops. His I'aniily 
is large and his Livery fine ; his Guards are very 
well cloath'd his Table is ferv'd with more Deli- 
cacy than Pcofufion ; his Palace is well furnifh'd ; 
every body punftualiy paid \ and no body didb-* 
tisfied.

WH E N I came hither I had the very 
great Pleafure to find your Letters, and 
to hear that yoii ei^y perfctft Health. 
Continue, I befeech you, to wnte to me ; that be- 
ing the only Means by which you can perfiiade me 
what I wifli to be convinced of more than any 
thing in the World, that my Letters are acceptable 
to you. 

I have been in one of the moft difagrceable 
Roads in all Gtrmciny \ and the' the Country abounds 
.with Provifions of all forts, I had like to have been 
Amilhed in the PubKc Houies. 

From Gotbay I went to Eysenach, thinking to 
pafs a icw Days at that Court, but 1 found the* Duke 
?ick, and the Hereditary Prince and Princefs f ab- 
fent, fo that I had only my Labour for my Pains.

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As the Town of Eyfenacb offers nothing at all to 
View which is worth a Traveller's Attention, I fet 
out the fame Diy for Fulde, where I arrived the 
next. You know, that this City is the Capital of 
the Principality of FulJe^ the Sovereign of which^is 
an Abbot, a Prince of the Empire, and Chancellor 
to the Emprefi. The prefent Sovereign is AM-* 
fhus Baron of Bablber^^ who was chofe by the 
Chnprer cf the Abbey Cjiurcii in 1726, in the 
l oom of Ccnjlnntine Baron of Buthler^ who died 
fjddenly, jiikI not without fufpicion of PoiiiQii. 
Fulde is a diity httle Town open on all fides, and 
,has nothing remarkable but the Abbey Church, and 
the Princess Palace, which are two Freeftone Build- 
ings that make a very gnmd Appearance. The 
Apartments of the Palace arc very richly funnili'd. 
The laft Abbot beln^ a Man of ^ood Underftand- 
ing and great Views, caufed this Palace to be fo 
acKMned as to demonftrate the Wealth of the 
Abbey. • 

The Prince Abbot has a Gtand Marflial, a Ma£> 

ter of the Horfe, a Marflial of the Court, feveral 
Privy and Aulic CounfL jlors, a Number of Gentle- 
men, a Company of Horfc-Ciii irJ^ well doathed 
and well mounted, a Regiment ot foot Guards, 
eight Pnres, a Number of Footmen, and feveial 
Sets of Horfes. He gives a rich Livery, and in a 
word, his Hou(hold is ipmce and magnificent. There 
are very few Sovereigns in Germany whofe liable 
is better ferved j for there is plenty of every thing, 
particu-arly delicious Wines, of which they tipple to 
iuch lixcefs that in a very little time they are not 
capable of diftinguifhing their Liquor. There are, 
I believe, the hardeft Drinkers here in Europe; and I 
being on the other hand but a Milkfop, thought 
that Fulde was not a Country for me to pitch my 
Tent in. I dined with the Prince, went home 
<iruak to my Quarters, ilept found, and n^xt Day

fet out for IVurtzbourg^ where I am luppily arrived 
after having gone through fuch horrible bad Ways, 
and met with fuch diimal Lodging, that I wilh my 
Enemies were but condemned to travel this Rosid 
four times a Year. 

Here I make my felf amends for the Mortificadon 
which I met with coming hither. Wurtzbouiwo 
is a conhdcrable City though not very large. The 
Main divides it into two Parts. It is the ReUdcnce 
of the Prince Biihop of fVurtzbourg Duke of Frau^ 
conia. The Perfon who now enjoys that great Dig- 
nity is Cbrififffber Francis de Houtten *« He was e- 
leOed by the Chapter to fucceed JiJm Philip Fran- 
cis Count de Schmbam^ who was one of the greateft 
and moft magnificent Prelates that perhaps everfill'd 
the Epifcopal Sec of IVurixbourg. This Prince, in 
the five Years time that he has been Biiliop, has 
done more things for theEmbelliihment of^^r/z- 
hmrg than ten of his Predeceflbrs put together. He 
hasrumiflied one Part of the Town with new Pojv 
tificadons, and has laid the Bafis of a ftately Pa- 
lace which will be one of the greateft, the com- 
pleateft and moft regular Fabrics that we have in 
Germany \ he having for that end confulted the 
moft (kilful Architeds, and fent for the moft cele- 
brated Sculptors from ItiUy, A s he was a palSo^ 
lute Admirer of the Arts and Sciences, and per* 
fe6lly underftood them, efpectally Architedhire he 
chofe the beft Parts of all the Defigns that were 
prcfented to him, and from them he comjx)s'd the 
Plan of the Work, wliich %¥as executed witli 
fuch diligence that m four Years time two thirds 
of the Building were roofc His unexpedlcd Death 
put a ftop for a while to this Great Work* The 

prelent 

• His SucctfTor was Trederic Charles Count SchoM^vrm 
Bithop of Bmmherg and Vice* Chancellor of the Empire, who 
was before his Competitor. In 1734, he refigneii Uie foil id 
V^c-CluuceUor, and reiired to ius tiiihoprick. 
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prefent Biihop took it in hand again, but after hav- 
ing made confiderablc Alterations in thoie great and 
magnificent Proieds, the Work advances lo flowiy 
that when it will be finifhed no body knows. 

llic dcccaicd Billiop Schonborn has alfo caufed a 
Chapel to he built near the Metropolitan Church, 
which he has iined with very uncommon Marble 
brought for the purpofe from Italy at a very great 
Expence. Brafs, Gilding, and every thing that can 
render a Chapel fiiperb^ has been employed in it in a 
very curious Manner. This ftately Edifice is as yet 
imperfc(5l, and will require great Sums to finifh it. 

it was dcfigncd for the Burial- Place of the Bi- 
Ihop and his Family, it is to be prefum'd that the 
Iloufe of Schonborn^ now fo rich and fo power- 
ful, will not fuiFer a Monument to lie unfini(h*d 
which is to perpetuate the remembrance of its Gran- 
deur. 

The Great ITofpiml founded by a Bifhop whofe 
Name was Julius^ is worth feeing. *Tis a Rately 
Buiidiiig which looks more like the Pakce of a 
Prince than a Hofpital. Four hundred Perfbns of 
both Sexes are maintained in it. There are two fine 
Halls which are particularly made ufe of upon Holy 
^fhurfday. In the one, the Bifliop performs the Cc- 
rcniony of wafhing the Feet of the Poor, who are 
afterw^ards fumptuoufly fcailed in it and in thcother, 
he regales his Chapter, and all his Family. 

The Caftle ftands upon an Eminence on the other 
fide of the River whicn we pafs over a Stone Bridge, 
adom*d like that of St. Angela at Rme^ with twelve 
fine Statues reprefenting fo many Saints. This 
Caillc is a ftrong Place, aiii entirely conur.ands the 
Town. The Form of it is quite irregular, it con- 
fifting of feveral Buildings ere<5led by feveral Bi- 
fliops. Thofe Prelates always liv*d in it, till the 
laft, who, while he was building a new Palace in 
the Town, lodg^ in a neighbouring Gentleman's 

Houfe 
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Houfe, from whence he could fee how the Work 
went on. The Apartments of the oid Caftle 
are fpacious and noble. I found in them all that 
Furniture with which diey were adom'd for the Re- 
ception of the Archduchcfe Mofy-EUzabith^ when 
that Princefs came to Wurtzbourg in her Wav to 
the Government of the Netherlands. \ have nut fccii 
richer umiture at the i:^alace of any Jb^rmce of the 
Empire. 

In this Caftle there are two things that are well 
worth feeing ; the Arfenal and the Vault ; the one 
foil of all die Stores invented by Mars and Bellona^ 

for the Deftni(9:ion of M inkitid, and the other fur- 
iiifhM vviih every thing to l-itiate the Thirft of an 
Army of Drunkards. If ever you come hither ^d 
ihould have the Curioiity to vifit thefe Magazines 
of Mars and Bacchus^ I advife you to b^n with 
the Arfenal, efpedally if you can get ibme Courtier 
to so with you ; for thefe Gentlemen tho* very 
civil, thinks that the Icaft thing which a Foreigner 
ought to do tor them is to forfeit his Reafbn to 
them in this Vault. I am fure, I fpeak by dear Ex- 
perience. Three Days ago I told the Bifhop that I 
had a mind to fee the Giftle. This Prince was (o 
complsufiuit as to ordar one of his Gentlemen to go 
with me. My honeft Companion fearing, 'tis like, 
tliat a Convcriatloa tcie-a-tetc would be too incLn- 
choly, chofe two Topers to bear us Company, whom 
SiUttus would not have dilown'd for his Children. 
Being a Stranger to the Virtues for which thofe 
Gentlemen were eminent, I putmyfelfentirelyimder 
their DireAion without the leaft Apprehenfion of my 
Misfortune. When they had fhewed me the Apart- 
ments, the Arfenal, 1 ortificatiuns, and every thing, 
they carried me at lail into the Vault, which I 
found illuminated like a Chapel wherein I was to 
lie in State ; and indeed, my Funeral Obfcquies 
were performed in Pomp, for the Glaifes ferved in- 

ftead 
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inftead of Belb, and Torrents of Wine gu(h*d out in^ 

ftcad of Tears: At length, after the Service was over, 
two of the Prince's iF/ify5«^^j carry *d me to a Coach, and 
from thence to Bed *, that was my Tomh. Yefterdiy 
I roie agaiut but fcarce know at this Moment whe- 
ther I am quite come to myfelf. 'Tis true that 
this does not give me much Qmoem, for ever fince 
I have been here, I have followed the laudable 
Cuftom of gettitig drunk twice a-day. You per- 
ceive that I am improv'd by my Travels, and that 
I am apt enough to leani the pretty Manners of 
the Countries where 1 make any Stay. I fancy that 
you will find me very much altered for the better. 
There is nothing that accomplifhes a Man fo much 
as travelling ; judge you of this by the Life which 
1 lead here. 

I rife at ten o'clock, my Lungs very mucli 
inflam'd with the Wine 1 drank the Night before : 
I take a large Dofe of Tea, drefs myfelf, and then 
m to make my Compliments to the Biihop. The 
Baron de Pecbulfinim the Marihal of the Court in-» 
vites me to dine with the Prince: Hepromi(e8,nay, 
and fometimes fwears too that I (hall not drink. 
At Noon we fit down to Tabic. 1 lie Bifhop does 
me the honour to drink two or three Healths to 
me. The Baron de Zobel^ Matter of the Horfe, 
and the Baron de Pechtej/heimy toaftthe fame num- 
ber to me» and I am under a neceffity of drinkii^ 
to no Ids than fourteen Perlbns at the Table; io 
that I am drown'd in Liquor before I have din'd. 
When the Company rifes, I wait on the Prince to 
his Chamber- Door, where he retires, and I think to 
do the fame, but I hnd an Embargo put upon me in 
the Antichamber by the Mafter of the Horie, and 
the MarAial of the Court, who with great Bumpers 
in their Hands drink the Prince's Health to me, 
and Profperity for ever to the moft laudable Chapter 
sj Wurt?,bourg, I proteft tq thw that I am the

Bilhop*s moft humble Servant, and that I have a 
very great Veneration for the moft laudable Chap- 
ter, but that to drink their Healths wou*d deftroy 
mine, and therefore I beg they wou*d excufe my 
pledging them ; but I may as weD talk to the 
wind ; rhcfc two licalrhs muft be drank, or 1 lliali 
be reckon'd no Friend to the Prince and his Chap- 
ter. If this were all my Tafk I fhou'd he well off ; 
but then comes M. de Zoiel, one of the moft in- 
trepid Carottlers of the Age, who fqueezes me by the 
Hand, and with an Air and Tone of perfeft Cor- 
diality, lays to me, Tmt hve mr Prince fi well that 
you canU refufe drinking to the Profperity of the il- 
lujlrious Family of Houuen. And when he has 
made this moving Speech, he takes off a great Glafs 
to witnefs his Zeal for the Life of his Mafter ; after 
which an officious Heyduke brings me a Glais, and 
being infcAed with the Gouft that prevaibat this 
G>urt, affines me that this Wine cannot poffibly do 
me Harm, becauie *ris the very fame that the Prince 
drinks. By a Periuafion, 1 ouhded on fo juft an 
Inference, I have the Courage to venture on 
t'other Giafs, which is uo fooner drank but 1 reel, 
and can drink no more \ when in order to finifti 
me M. de Pecbteyheim^ one of the honefteft Gentle- 
men living, but the flauncheft Wine-bibber that I 
know, accofts me with a Smile, and (ays, Come^ 
dair Baron, one Glajs viorc to better Acquaintance. 
I conjure him to give mc Quarter, but he embraces 
me, kiifes me, and calls me Uerr Bruder^ (his d<^r 
Brother.) How can a Man withftand fuch tender 
Compliments ! At laft I put myfelf in a fit Pofture 
to run away \ I iheak rav Acal down the Steps 
as well as I can, and iqueeze myfelf into a Sedan 
which carries nic home ; where my People drag mc 
out like a dead Corpfe, and fling me on a Bed, as if 
the next thing was to lay me out. I fleep three or 
four hours» awake in a pofeA Maze, put myfelf 
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to rights again, and prepare to make Vifits, or to 
receive them ; but wh^chfocver I do, T prelently 
find myfelf in fuch a pickle again, that I cannot 
walk alone. Thete's no fuch thing as Convetfii- 
tkm here betwixt oneFriend and aooCher wtthcmt 
theBottfe ; fo that I am tempted to think tht In« 
habitants of this City are defcended from Silenus^ 
and that the old Sot left them the Faculty of hard 
drinkiiiL^ for a J egricy, as St. //«^^r/ bequeath'd 
to his Family the power of curing aF'renzy. 

I din'd yefterday with the Reverend the S€»ts 
Bemdi&ine Fryars who gave me a hearty Wdcoiiie» 
and an excellent fort of Liqaor calPd Stein ff^ein^ 
or Stone-Wine, probably becaufe it grows on a 
Rock •, which is the only time that I have departed 
from the Regimen I keep to here, I mean that I 
was not drunk. The Houfe of thefe Benedi&ines is 
one of the five Houies which form a fort of a Re*- 
public in their Order, and which, without depend^ 
mg on then* General chufe a Prefident oat of their 
number who has the dire(5^-iun uf all their Affairs. 
Thefe five Houfes are in five different Towns, viz, 
at Vienna in Auftria^ at RatiJIwji^ JVitrfzlourg^ at 
Doivay in FlaaderSy and at DicuUgarde^ near Font* 
a^MouJjon in Lorrain. 

Thde Benedi&ines put me in mind of the Re- 
verend Fathers the Jcfuits^ who have a very fine 
Houfe in this City : Thefe are they who are Direc- 
tors of the Univerfiry, and inftrudt the Youth 
with a Zeal which cannot but confound their Ene- 
mies. 

The Prince and Bifliop lives in very great Splen- 
dor, and is one of the moft powerful of our Spi- 
ritual Sovereigns. His Dommion includes leventy 

Bailywics, and his Country is the fineft and fruit- 
ful left in Germany. The only thing that is fcarce 
here is Money, and this 5s owing to their want of 

Trade, and to the greac number of Monks and 

Piicfts 
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Friefts who ingroft all to thcm^jlvs. The Bifhop 
has 50000 Crowns a-year for his Privy •Furfe. The 
Chamber is obligM to maintain him in every thing* 

It furnifhcs his Wardrobe, his Tabic, and }>ays 
his Houfhold and liis Troops, which adtuallv con- 
f^Stof 3500 Men, who are commanded by General 
Eitf the Governour of iVurtzlHmrg. In time of 
War the Bifiiop has no lels than loooo. 

The Court is numerous, and I can afliire yoix 
that upon Feftival-Days 'tis very magnificent. 
On St. ^ilian\ Day, who is the Patron of IFurtZ' 
hourg and Franccnicutht Bifhop repairs with a great 
Train to the Metropolitan Church. Six of ilio 
BiAiops Coaches drawn each by fix Horfes, begin 
the March, attended by twenty four Footmen 
and fixteen Pages ; and above four&ore Gentle* 
men richly dre&d walk before the Bifliop^s 
Coach, guarded by two Files of Halbardicrs. The 
Mafter of the 1 iorfe and the Marfhal of the Court 
walk by the fides of the Coach, the latter bearing 
the Sword of the Duke of Franconia with the 
Point uppermoft ; and the Coach is furroundcd by 
HeyduhSy and followed by a company of Life- 
Guards. 

The BIftiopof fVurtzhourg has one PaTogatlvc 
whicli the other Bifliops have not for while he of- 
ficiates his Great Marlhal bears the Sword of the 
Duke of Franconia naked and upright till the 
Confecration of the Elements, and then he puts it 
up in the Scabbard, and carries it before the Prince 
with the Point downwards ; which b a Diftindion 
I t.ikc to be altogether as extraordinary as tiint 
of the Abbot and Count (^e Gif)iblours^ the tini; 
Nobleman of the States of Brauant^ who has the 
Privilege of celebrating Mafs with his Boots and 
Spurs on . 

The Biihop's ordinary Expence Ls perfedly fuit- 
S|ble to the Dignity of a great Prince^ and his 

I Table, 
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Tabic, which is commonly fprcad for eighteen 
Guefts, is ierv'd with a Magnificence to the degree 
of Profufion ; not that this Prince afFedls Pomp, 
but becaufe he is obliged to confonn to the antient 
eftablifh'd Cufloms of his Court. This Prelate 
gives very great Application to the Affairs of liis 
Government, for which purpofe he rifes eariy in the 
Morning : When he is drefs*d he f^^ends fome time 
in Prayer, and then confers with his Miniilers, or 
with the Chiefs of the feveral Tribunals. At ten 
o'clock he hears Mafi» and afterwards goes to 
Council : At Noon he dines, and after having fate 

ail Hour and an half at Table, he retires, and 
fpends the Evening with his Family, which is nu- 
merous, and compos'd of Perions of Worth. In 
Camival-dme he makes great Entertainments twice 
or thrice a- week for all the Nobility of Wurtzbcurg^ 
and there is fometimes a Ball and even Mafquerades 
at Court. In the Winter time Pcrfons of Rank have 
Afrtmblies for Gaming *, and during the Carnival 
there's a Ball three times a- week in a Houlc kept 
by the Undertaker, at which they belpeak Places 
beforehand, and where Foreigners are admitted 
gratis* All this wou*d be pretty enough if the 
Company was not ibmedmes dtfhirb'd by People in 
Liquor, tho* *tis true that fuch arc not very chagrin- 
ing to the Natives, who are us*d to fuch Sights^ 
and the very Ladies, who elfewhere fly fuch Com- 
pany, do not feem to iiave a itaunch Averfioh to 
them. Foreigners have reafon to applaud the Ci- 
vilities both of the Prince and his Courtiers. As 
for my own part lam infinitely obliged for the Re- 
foeft they have been pleasM to fhew to me. The 
Prince heaps Ins l avoiirs on me, and the Nobility 
their Courtelies. If it were not that one is forc*d to 
drink hard, I fhoifd like the Town very welt. 
Two Days hence 1 ihall fct out for Anffacb^ and

and Bareitb to Prague, I Hiall write to you by 
tixe very firft Opportunity : Mean time I am, £«fr. 




LETTER IX. 

S I Ry Anfpach, Sept, 29, l^i^^ 

I CAME in one dajfromi^^urjtziourg to An- 
SPACH, which is twelve Miles, and pais'd 
thro' two or three little Towns not worth na- 
ming. Anjpaih is the Capital of the Margraviate fo 
caird, and the Refidence of the Margrave of Brcui" 
denkourgj Chief of the fecond Branch of ti^at Fa- 
mily fettled in Franconia. ^Tis a fmall but ptetty 
Town, and very well built. It has no Fordfica* 
dons* and is only ihut in by Walls fiiirounded with 
Walks which form a Bulwark. ' The Prince has a 
large Caftle or Palace building liere, which whert 
finifh*d will be magnificent. The late Margrave, 
Father of the prefent, had begun to build it accord- 
ing to the Models of an Italian Archite^ % but as 
he did nothing to anfwer the Opinion coneeiv*d by 
the Gemums that the ttaliuns are the beft Architedte 
in the World, perhaps becaufe he was obliged to 
patch up old Walls lor the fake of fonic Rooms ; 
Madame the Margravine Regent, Mother of the 
young Margrave, continued what her Hufband 
began, but chang'd the Archited, and makes ufe 
of the Baron de Zocbau to carry on thofe Works i 
who, tho' obliged to conform to what was done 
by the Italians has focceeded much better than that 
Foreigaer. Madame the Margi*ivaie Regent his 13ce- 
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wife caus'J foiiie noble Gardens to be laid out ; and 
tills Princefs fnares no Coft for embclliftung the 
Town of Anfpacb, 

The Margravine Regent * is of the Family of 
Wurtenhergy and may be compaPd for Beauty with 
the fineft Princefles in the World. Being left a 
Widow at twenty nine Years of Age, flie renounced 
all Pkafures, and thought of nothing but the E- 
diication of her Son, and the Affairs of her Rc- 
gency4 both of which Duties this Fnncels diC- 
charges in fuch a manner that her Subjeds bleis her 
Government) and the young Margrave cannot but 
have very great Obligations to her. 

Madame the Margravine, befides a charming 
Perfon, has a fparkling Wit and a folid Judgment, 
which (he has taken care to ailtivate by great read- 
ing, and maintains by a Piety and Charity truly 
Chriftian. There is in all her AftioQS fuch Polit&« 
he(s, and ib much G|Qod-fiature> as gain her die 
hearts of all Peribns. In fine, without flattering 
this Princefs, I can a/Ture yuu that her Life is a 
Pattern of Virtue. She is wean'd from all the Va- 
nities of the Age ; fhe wears neither Gold nor 
Lace) and has given her Diamonds, which were of 
very great value, to her Son. She keeps £> retired 
to ner Apartment that ihe is never teen hut at 
Church, at Table, or when ihe gives Audience ; 
which Ihe never refules to any body unlefs when Ihe 
5s tir*d. She is incefllmtiy em ploy 'd, and takes De- 
light in it. She is herown Miniftcr, and herCoun- 
iellors are only the Executioners of her Orders. 

*Tis pity that Germany Is fo ibon like to lofc a 
Frincels who does her Country (o much Honour : 
The Margravine is in fo declining a Conation 

that 

* ChrljVina-Charlotta (fe Wurtittberg, Margravine Dowager • 
of Brandenhourg' Anfpach^ \vi»o was RegcnL ior her Son, dy'd at 
Anfpach 'ivi 173O1 foon after (he had refign*d the Regency to this 
yooDff Margraire, and matched him |o Frtimtm-Uuifa^ itffoA 
Div^ierofuie Jting of Prujpa. 
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that tiieiVs no hopes of her Recovery. ThePhy- 
ficians have adually told ha* ib; but the Princofis 
fiir from being territy'd at the iad Tidings, re- 
cdvM it like a ChriftiaQ Heroine: God gave me^ny 
Life^ faid fhe to her Phyficians, he will take it from 
me when be plcafes^ bis IVill be done^ She continnes 
to live in the way (he always did ; and the Ap- 
proach oi Death, which ihe iees advanciug to her 
with flow Pace, pivcs her no Trouble nor Tre- 
mor ; but fubmitting to the Decrees of Providence, 
flie waits with Refignadon for that awful Momeoit 
which often makes the ftouteft Hearts tremble. 

The young Margrave is adually at Paris y fo 
that T cou'd have given you no manner of Account 
of this Prince, if I had not had the Honour to 
fee him two Years ago. He was bora tlie 1 2th of 
Majy 1712. He is ahandibme, comely, lively 
Man, has an extraordinary Memory, and if 
matures his Undcrftanding, bids fair to be one day 
a Prince of a fublime Genius. His Governour was 
M. de Bremer y a Gentleman of Livonia ; and his 
Praeceptor M. Neukircb *, celebrated for feveral 
£flays in Poetry. 

Notwithftanding the Reibmi which Madame the 
Margravine made in her Court when ihe came to 
the Regency, *tis ftill. very numerous. The Count 
de Cajiel is the firft Man at this Court, and has the 
Title of Lord Steward. His Lady commonly at- 
tends Madame the Margravine, and does the Oihccs 
of Lady of Honour without afFeding the Title. 
«M. de Bremer^ the Baron de Sechmdorf^ and the 
Baron if ZocbttUy are Privy Counfellors ; and the 
£aron de Kinjberg is Marlhal of the Court. As to 
the Troop the Margravine Regent only keeps up

The Margraviate of Anfpach is very much inter- 
(perl'ed w ith Woods, w h i c h makes it a line Coundy 
for Hunting. *Tis faid that it brings m 500000 
Oowns every Year to its Sovereign. The principal 
Towns are Anfpatb and Scbwabacb^ in which Ma* 
nufadhires are eredcd that do great Prejudice to 
the Citv of Numfhl't!)'^. 

I think I ought not to omit acquainting you 
With two things which are fondJy believ'd by the 
common People, and wliich the Landlord of the 
Houfe where I quartered affirm'd to me to be Fa&s» 
The one is, that there are no Rats in all the Coun^- 
try of Anfpach^ fincc one of the Family of the Rat- 
kllling St. Hubert palsVl that way. The other is of 
the fame Tenor, and admitted for a certain Truth 
by every Subjed in the Dominions of the Houfe 
of Brandenbourgy viz. When any one of this Fa- 
mily dies, whether Prince or Pnnceis, a Woman 
tnWhtte always appears juft before in the Palace^ I 
know not whether you ever heard any thing con- 
cerning this Prophctcfsof 111 Luck. Be that as it 
will, the Story which is told of her is this : 

Joachim II. Eledor of Brandcnbourg having a 
mind to enlarge his Palace at Berlin ^ wanted to 
buy in feveral Houfes ; but an old Woman, the 
Owner of one of thofe Houfes, refolv'dnotto iell 
it to him upon any Terms. The EleAor finding 
her fo obftinate fent her the Purchafe-Money and 
tumM her out of it upon wliich the old Woman 
fwore in a Rage that fhe wouM be an eternal Plague 
to Joachim and his Poilerity. I'hey pretend that 
the good Lady keeps her Word, and that ftie 
haunts all the jPalaces of the Brandenbaurg Family. 
Yet I never heard any body at Berlin fay they had 
ever feai her there, tho* that is the Place where fhe 
dught nati^raily to have taken up iicr head Quarters.

LETTER X. 

S I Carl/M OSobir lo, 1729. 

WHEN I took leave of the Court of An- 
fpacb^ I was honour'd with a precious 
mark of the Margravine's Goodnefs, 
viz. a weighty Gold Medal \ and now I am 
again upon my Journey* I was not many hours 
in travelling from An^acb to Nuremberg^ thro* a 
Country extremely (andy, but very well odtivated, 
and interfpers'd with confiderable Vilkges which in 
our Country wou'd be reckoa'd Towns. 

So much has already becTi faid by others of the 
City of Nuremberg, that i have very little to add 
to it. I aflureyou this Town Is the moft diiagreeable 
Place in Ewrife to live in. The Patricians are the 
People of thefirft Rank there, and lord it like the 
petty Nobles of Venice, The Government here 
too has very great Refemb lance with the Venetian^ 
and thev have a fort of l)op;e. In fhort they are 
very much like the Jb'rog in the Fable that drove 
to fwell itfclf to the Size of the Ox. Of thefe Pa- 
tricians fome are very rich, but they are fo rude 
that no body vsfits them, and they ibuve vifit 
one another. Perhaps you will afk me what T mean 
by ^x^^^mPatricians? 'Tis this j they are Gentle- 

O 3 men : 
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men : There are Patrician Families old enough to 
difpute Antiquity with any of the Nobility what* 
foever, and who were formerly admitted into a& 

the Chapters. But now the cafe is otherwife ; for 
the Nobility not only exclude them out of the 
Chapters, but difpute their Ix^irig Gentlemen j pre- 
tending that tlicy derogate from the Title by tiieir 
Magifeadcal Offices. Such is, you know, our G(fr- 
manic Vanity ; the things which are honourable in 
other Countries, arc with us diminutive: The 
Court, the Sword, and the Church, are the only 
Profcfiions that a Gentleman can follow: If he has 
not the Talents proper for one or other of thefe, or 
it Fortune frown upon hrni, lie had better be out of 
the World than take any Offices of the Magiftracy 
upon him, or enter into Tiade : He had better 
beg Alms nobly than marry beneath himfelf. But 
I lliall not here fet up fur a Cciiior of the Germanic 
Cuftoms. Let us talk of Nurembtrg. This City 
has 6 Gates, 12 Conduits, and 118 Wells. Of 
the Churches St. Laurence's is the biggeft : There's 
a great many Reliques in it, particularly a part of the 
Manger in which our Saviour was^ hid^ a piece of 
hbGarmetit, and three Links of the Chains which 
bound St. l\'ta\ St. Pnnl^ and St. John. Ai>the 
Lutherans mi\^c wo great account of thofe Reliques, 
they wou'd do well to give them to fome poor 
Catholic Convent which would thereby foon be 
enrich'd. 

You know that the Government here is altoge- 
ther Evangelical, /. e, Lutheran. The Catholics 

?iavc a fmall Church in tl:c l loufc of the Teutonic 
Order: The Cahinijls go to Church in the 1 crri- 
tory of Anfpach •, but the Jews are not tolerated 
bccaufe 'tis faid they formerly potfoned the Wells. 
They live in a Place not far from NnrtnAerg^ but 
come to Town every Morning, pying ibmething 
for their Entrance, have aa old Woman fet over 

them 
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them who is coaim<mly both their Goaid and thdr 
Guide, and are permitted to trade and trick 

wherever they can till Night, when they are obliged 
to retire. 

In the Church of the Hofpital Is kept Charle^ 
main'&Crovfnj faidto weigh fourteen Pounds, the 
Sceptre and the Globe, in fhort all the Ornaments^ 
of Empire except CbarlemaM'a Sword iaid to have 
been broiwht mm Heaven by an Angel, the fiime 
very llke^ that carry'd the holy Vial and the 
Oriflamb to France. That Sword is kept: at yhx la 
CbapelU, 

The Trade of Nuremberg is very much fallen 
€>flr for be/ides that the Toys and Knick-knacks 
which were formerly made in this City are much 
out of faihion, eTpedallyin G«fiKii^,tfaeManufadure9 

which the Margraves of Bareitb'Anfpachhsiyt fettled 
in their Dominions do confiderable Prejudice to 

Nuremberg. 

The Inhabitants of this City may be, (at leaft I 
think *emfi>) the honefteft People In the World, but 
they are the moft horrible CompUmentm that I 
know. I coufd not fet my Foot in a Shop, butthe 
Mailer, the Miftrefs, the Children and the Appren- 
tices waited on me into the very Street thanking 
me for the Plonoiir I had done them. My Land- 
lord too who law me go in and out twenty tiniea 
a day, receiv'd me always with great Cerenumy, 
and aik'd me how I did. And when I went out 
he pray'd me not to leave hb Houie long in Con* 
tempt, without honouring it with my Prefence. 

Nuremberg is the richeft and moil potent Imperial 
City next to Hambourg. The Domain of Nurem- 
berg is even much laigcr than tfat of Hambourgy 
but the latter bears the Bell for Wealth. 'Tis faid 
that Nuremberg has ieven other Towns in its Ter- 
ritory, with 480 Villages and Parilhes. Yet for 

O 4 all 
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all tlus His not a rich Gty; fbr the Patricians pocket 
all the Money, and the Citizens are poor. 

Next Day after my Arrival at Nuremberg I fet 
out for C/'ny/V(Vi-ERLANGEN, a Town in the Mar- 
^c:iv\^tQof Brandenbour^~Barei(h^h\Q\\QVf^ its flou- 
rilhiiig State to a Colony of French People who fled 
cut of France on account of their Religion. 

Forty Yeaxszgp Eriangen was but a little Village 
in the middle of a Foieft of Fir-Trces. The Mar- 
grave Chriftian giving flielter to the French who 
left their Country after the Revocation of the Edift 
of NantZy afhgn'd them Erlayigen to fettle in. 
When they cut down the Woods they built the 
Town, to which they gave the Name of Chriftian* 
Erlangen^ in Memory of Chriftian their Benefiidor. 
All the Streets are in a ftr^ line. The Frpich 
have fet up all forts of Manufactures hci%', and 
have made it one of the pretticft I'owns of Germany. 
Madame * Elizabeth-Sophia of Brandenbourg^ fecond 
Daughter of the FJ^Sbor Frc fieri c-William^ and 
third Wife of the Margrave Chriftian Founder of 
Krlangen^ causM a very handibme Palace to be 
built in riic great Squari of this City, to which 
there are noble Gardens. *Tis at prefent occupy 'd 
by Sophia of Saxe-JVeiffenfelSj Widow of the laft 
Margrave of Bareiih. This Princefs waf; to have 
dwelt ^tNetfftadty which was fettled on her for her 
Dowry ^ but as 'tis a ionefome, melancholy, fcoun* 
drel Place, the Margrave Regent was willing ftie 
ihouM live at Erlangen. The Margravine E)owa- 
ger was one of the moft beautiful Princefles in the 
World, of which Hie ftill preferves the fair Remains, 
and none can have an Air more grand. She lives

t ina^ buidy'dloonaiKr his xMarn^ge. 
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at Erlangtn "with ^all the Dignity becoming her 
Rank, Foreigners are very well received at her 
Courty and particularly by the frinceis h^rfdfy wha 
forPolitends has few Equals. 

From Cbri&ian-Erlangen I went in kis than a 
Day to Bofftherg, tho* I fby*d two or three Hours at 
FoRCHEi:! aPkcc in the Bifhoprick of Bamberg^ 
whofe Buildings appear*d to me to be old and out; 
of repair. 

The Bifiioprick of Bamberg is thefirftBiihoprick 
of the Empire. The Bifhop is Suffragan to no Arch- 
bifhop. He depends only as to Spirituals upon the 
Holy See, md receives the Pall as an Archbifhop. 

He has moreover this Diftindlion, that the Ele<5bors 
are hi^ great Officers as they are thofe of the Empire, 
and he has the Privilege of fummoning them to 
come and do the I>uties qf their Offices on the Day 
piF his Inftallation. I have not heard that any Bi* 
Ihop ever made ufe of this mighty Prerogative, for 
the Ketinue which thofe great Officers would bring 
along with them might be a Charge to him. The 
great Privileges wliich this Prelate enjoys arecoun- 
ter-balanc'd by one Mortification ; for if the Elecr 
tors happen to chufe an Emperor who has no Do- 
minions, the Bifhop of Banwcrg would be obliged 
to yield him his Epifcopal City and Palace* 'Tis 
iEiia that the Emperor has the iame Right to Rme^ 
and that if he fhould chufe that ancient City of the 
World for his Refidence, the Pope wou*d be oblig'd 
to yield him the Palace of the Vatican and to retire 
to that of St. John de Lateran, But 1 really think 
that the Holy Father and the Biibo|> of Bamberg 
will not be fo foon turn'd out 

The kte EleAor of MentZy Lotharius Francis dc 
Scbmhm who was alfo Bi(hop of Bamberg^ em- 
belHfh'd the City with a new Epifcopal i^aiacc, a 
great and (lately Building that ftands on an Emi- 

penccj 
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nence, from whence there is m extenfive Fiofpe^ 
of various Beauties. 

The City of Bamherg is very well built, and has 

beautiful Churchts. Herein is to he feeii the Tomb 
of the Emperor Henry II. and his Wife the Kmpreis 
Cunegonda, This Princefs hes at the right Hand 
of her Huftwnd, bccaufe fhe kept her Vuginity to 
her Death. Was not this abuiing the Saounent of 
Marriage? 

The Bifhop who fills the Epifcopal See of Bamy 
Icrg IS FrcdL'nc-CharleSy Count de Schonborn^ Vice- 
Chancellor of the Empire. This Prelate being Mi^^ 
nifter of State to the Emperor commonly xefides af 
ViennSf and is now there» fo that I have nothing 
to (ay to you of his Court ; but I reckon I fliall be 
able to give you (bme Account of him after I have 
paid my Refpedb to him at Vienna. 

The Neighbourhood of Bamberg is very agreea- 
able, but one comes to it from Nuremberg thro* 
a certain Forcit of Eir- Trees, it ftrikes a iMan with 
Horror to find an Avenue to it a quarter of n League 
in length forni*d by Wheeb and Gibbets. This, at 
firft fight gives a Stranger no very great Uea of the 
Honefty of the People ; but he is of another O- 
pinion when he comes to know that thefe expos'd 
JVTnIefa<5lors are for the moft jmrt Foreigners, The 
Biihoprick of Bamberg is contiguous to feven or eight 
difierent States, and the Town it felf lies in the 
greateft Road of all GermoHj^f which is the Reafi^n 
that 'tis fo infefted by Rogues ftom all Quarters. 
In the time of the Ele<5lor of Mentz^ Bamberg was 
their Ne plus ultra ^ for that Prince gave them no 
Quarter: Being an Enemy to Wickednefs and one 
of the greateft Jufticiaries that we have had in GVr- 
manjj hefentalitotheGaUows thatdeferv'dHang* 
ing. 

About a League out of the Town the Bifhop has 

a charming Plcaiurc-Houfc i but there is nothing in 
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all Germany more magnificent than the Caftle of Pom- 
MERSFELD^N belonging to the Count de Schonborn^ 
which is three Leagues from Bamberg, Francis Lo* 
tharius de Schonhom Eledor of Mentz caus*d this 
ftatcly Fabric to be built, the whole which 
foitn^a gfeac Body of Building ftuik'd by two Pavi- 
lions with two advanced Wings. The whole is re- 
gularly built, and decorated with well- fan cy'dArchi- 
te(5kure. The Entry is fupported by fcveral Colon- 
nades, where the firft thing that prefents it felf is 
t!ie gfand Stair-Cafe, which is extraordinary mag- 
nificent, and perhaps one of the beft contrived in 
EMrope, This Ent^ leads into a Salon which ferVes 
as a Paflage to the Garden ; 'tis in form of a Grotto 
adurji'd with feveral Fountains, Columas, and Sta- 
tues of Marble : The Cieling is painted as well as 
theSky-Light of die Stair-Cafe, and the Arches of 
the pnncijxd Apartments. They are all painted by 
Hands that the EleAor fent for on pinpofe fhxil 
Italy, I dcm*t give yon the Particulars ot the great 
Salon, nor of the Apartments^ becau(e it would take 
up a Volume. The whole are laid out with Art, and 
furnifh'd with great Choice, Judgment and Splendor. 

The Stables anfwer exadlly to the Caftle which 
they front. They are built in form of a Half- 
Moon with a Piavilion in the middle, which is an 
oval Salon, from both Sdes of which you fee all the 
HoHes. The Mangers arc of Marble in form of 
Shells, and the Racks of Iron neatly wrought in 
form of a Baflcet or Scuttle. 

The Salon in the middle of the two Stables is 
painted in Frefco, and looks one way to the Court, 
and the other to the Riding-Houfe, where the £« 
]e£lor usfd to fee the Horfes managM belonging to 
the Studs of his Biflioprick near Bambergj, one of 
the bcft in Germany. 

The Gardens of PGmmenfcLlcn are very anfwer- 
able to the Magnificence oi the Uuilding^: In a 

I woid^ 
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srcrdt every Thing belonging to this fine Houfe h 
.worthy of it. The Builder of it had fiiblime Idets ; 

He fpared no Coft to leave Monuments of hisGran- 
deur and Wealth to Pofterity, and has made a 
Houfc of Pcmmersfelden which really furpaflcs foire 
Koyai jPaiaces« But 'tis time to take you out of 
this fine Place and to carry you back to Bamberg, 

There is a good Number of the Nobility ieUled 
in this Town. The Chapter confiftsof Peribns of 
Quality : It has the Right of chufing the Bifliop i and 
*tis he who governs in the Abfcnce of the rrince. 
Such a Re fort as here is of the Nohility makes the 
Time pafs away agrceably » but they drink as hard 
here as at Fuldt and Wurtzbourg^ fo that it looks as 
if Drinking was an inieparable Fun&on of the £c- 
cle&ftical Q>urts. Having (bme Rehtions in thi^ 
Town I ftay*d there three Days, during which I 
had the Pleafure of Drinking every Day with one 
of my Coufms out of a great Goblet of folid Gq1(J 
which weighed to the Value of a thoufiuid Ducats. 
You can't imagine how well the Wine went down 
put of a Cup of that Value. I heartily wiihy that 
my Coufin wou*d have dealt by me as Jofefb did by 
Benjamin^ and that he had put up his Cup in my 
Portmanteau, provided he wou^d not have fcnt to 
fetch me back again, as the Govemour of E^ypt did 
his Brother; but this was what my dear Couiin did 
not think fit to do. He made me drink my Skin- 
full of Wine, and only wiih'd me my Pockets fuU 
of Gold. 

From Bamiergl went to Bar bit h thcRefidence 
of the Margrave of Brandenhourg. The elder of the 
two Branches of tliat Family fettled \n Franco; la. 
jfoJbn George Ele<5lor of Brandetibourg divided liis 
Dominions between his three Sons : He left the Er 
ledorate with its Appendages to hiseldeft Son, and 
gave the N^argraviate of Culmbacb to Cbrijiian his 
fcconJ Son, and that pf ^ijifpach to liis tliird Son. 

Chrijiian 
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Cbriftidn fdmfd two Branches, that of Bartitb 

and that of Culmbach, The Branch of Bares th be- 
came extind: in 1726, by the Death of George-pytl- 
iiarrty whofe Widow lives at Erlangen, Georgs-Fre- 
daric^CbarUs Margrave of Culmbacb his Coufin^ 
fiicceeded him. This Prince has five Children, viz. 
^ two Princes and three f Princefles. He many^d 
Dorotby of Holfiiin-Beck at Berlin in i yoo. I had 
then the Honour to fee him : He was a Prince of a 
noble Afpe<ft> very civil, good-natur'd, and tem- 
perate, and a l.over of Books and Men of Learning. 
He did an Ati of Generofity that perhaps is not 
to be parallels, and which I idate to you as the 
moft authentic Teftimony that can be of his Good- 
nature and Integrity. 

His Predcceflbr had left an empty Exchequer 
and a great many Debts i and the Margrave at his 
Acceflion to the Regency was obiig'd to pav the 
King of Prujfia 460000 Florins, upon condition 
that his Majefty wou^d renounce any Pretenfions he 
might have to the Margraviate, oy virtue of the 
Renmtion of all Rights to the Succeffion which 
had been made by tm Margrave of Culmiacb his 
Father, in favour of I'/'cderic I. King of Prujfta. 
To raife this Sum on People already overburden'd 
by the common i axes, was to feek their Ruin. 
The Margrave in pity of their mifcrable Condition, 
chofe rather to borrow this Money of the States of 
the Circle of Franconia at great Intereft. When he 
found himfelf in peaceable pofleflion of his Domi- ^ 
nions by the Payment made to tiie King o{ Prajfuiy 
he undertook to pay off not only his own, but the 
Debts of his Picdeceflbn 1 o enable himklf to do 

this,

f The cldcll of th" Princritf. , Soph!a-Cf'r^}:ana-LQ:i'f.i was 
marry 'd in i to tiic France Alt x under ^ ia "Iwr SOid Tajcft* 
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this, he began by turning off his Court, kept but a 
fmall Number of Counfellors and Gentkmen, and 
difbondfid jooo Men of the Troops which the late 
Margrave kept in pay to no purpole. He reduc'd 
his Table to die greateft Frugality ; his Clothes were 
plain, and he avoided Magnificence and Gaming. 
Some time after this, he made another Reform in 
his Houfe, and kept up hut a very fmall Number 
of Domeftics. He eftabiilli'd a Council of Regency, 
^ And to &VQ the Expence which his Rank as n Sove* 
idgn would have engaged him in whether he wou*d 
or not, he left his Dominioos, and went to live in- 
cognito with the Hereditary Prince his Son at Ge- 
neva. I believe that both of them are ad:ua]Jy at 
Alonlpcllier*, He is refblv'd not to return to his 
Dominions till all his Debts are paidoiF. Mean 
time bis Subjeds wifh for his Return with Impa- 
tience» for he has fiich a Kindneis for them, and 
governs them with fuch MildaeTs that they look 
on him as their Father and Benefador. Tliis Re- 
tirement of the Margrave from the Splendors of So- 
vereignty Is the more to be commended bccaufe *tis 
abfolutely voluntary : He was not at all oblig'd to pay 
the Debts of his Pxedeoeflbr ; for they were of fuch 
a Nature as not to be nmk'd among the Debts of 
the Government. Neverdielefi it was his Pleafiue 
to do it, and he chofe rather to abridge himfelf of 
the Charms of Sovereignty than that People, whofe 
Faith in the Government had made them part with 
their Money, ihou'd lofe their Debts. Such a glo- 
rious Adlion as this, is in my Judgmentequal to the 
Laurels of twenty ViAories : Thiswasowjng tohis 
Virtue, whereasVi6fa>ry is generally the Coiuequent 
of Chance and FortuiK\ 

You will cafily imagine that while the Sove- 
reign is abfcnt this City is not very gay. It ap- 

pear'd 

♦ The Margrave and the Prince are now returned to

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pear^d to me the more melancholy becauie I had 
^n It in the time of the late Margrave, at whofe 
Court theie was Gontinual Feaftin| and JoUioy, 
The Gty of Bareitb is inferior to Erunngen. 

The Margrave's Palace is a great old Pile, but not 
very commodious, and meanly furnifh'd. This 
Prince has a very pretty Houfe, a League from 
Bareith^ cail'd tlie Hermitage^ which was built by 
Order of the late Margrave. 

It ftands in the fluddk of a thiiJc Wood, in 
which there are a great many Pavilions built, M^th- 
out any Symmetry indeed, but very ingenioufly 
contriv'd within for the Ufe to which they ferve. 
When the late Margrave came to the Hermitage, 
he and his whole Court were in tlie Drefs of Her- 
mits* Theve were certain Hours in which the Her- 
mit Biothm went to ps^a Vi&t to the Hermit 
Sifters, who liv'd in the nviUpns. The Brothers 
and Sifters who gave each other Collations, were 
. fiibjed to certain Rules from which they could not 
be difpenfed but by the Remiflipn of the Superior 
of either Sex, who wece then the Margrave, and 
his Lady the Margravine. In the Evening they 
aiet a^un in the Hail of the Caftl^, where they 
fupp*d ; and that every thing might be done ac- 
cording to the Rules, at the beginning of the Sup- 
per certain Vcrfcs were read, or fome little Story 
composed by one or other of the Hermit Brothers ; 
then Silence was broke, and every one gave his 
Opinion upon what had been read, upon which there 
cnfiied a general Converiation. The Supper held 
till pretty ntei and was oommonly folbwed with a 
BalL No body could be admitt^ into the Older 
without the general Confent of the Chapter. And 
the Superior himlelf had no Right but to propofe 
(uch as were Candidates for Admiilion. To give 
you all the Statutes of this Society, would be too tc- 
4tious i befides I fliouid be afnud of addm| or di<- 

minifliing 
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ininifliing to them, becaufe I only have thflm' hctik

The Mai-grave has a Mother Itill alive, viz. 
Sepbia-Chr^ina Countefs of miffenJUin, who lives 
at Copmbagen with her Daughter the Pnncefe 
Royal * of Denmark. The King of Denmark grants 
her the Title of Royal Highnefs, and ouafes the 
lui^ic Honours to be paid to her as to the Piinccltes 

of his i^amily. 

The Margrave has alio three Brothers and two 
SifterSi The eldeft of the Brothers is a Majors 
Geneial and Cobncl of Foot in the Service ot the 
i mperor, and the two others arc in the Service of 
Denmark. The twoPrinccffessfcnjarry^d^one todic 
Prince Royal of Denmark, the oVm ^ George-Ah 
bert Prince of Eaft-Friejland. So that the intire 
Family of Brandenbourg-Culmhach confifts ot Prin- 
ces and Princeffes to the Number of twelve 

The Revenues of this Mai^ve are pretty n^r 
the fame as thofe of the Margiavc of Ai^b. His 
Fortrefs is the Caftle of Plajjenberg.

great Drops. 

To make amends for the Fatigue of the Mbrti^ 
ing, there is good Company to befeenhere all Day 
Jong; for Abundance of Strangers come to Carls- 
bad^ particularly the Nobility of Bohemia and An^ 
Jiria. There are public Walks and a great Room 
adjacent, where they play, dance and walk till the 
Evening. They who love to five by Ruk retini 
without Supper* 

Whoever would be well accommodated at Carls-* 
bad muR carry three things thither with him, his 
own Bed, Wine, and Cook •, tho' a Foot-boy may 
fcrve for the Cook, becaufe one is generally invited 
by the Bohemian or Auftrian Noblemeni who al-^ 
ways keep a great Tabk» and love Company to dine 
with 'em. 

The Inhabitants of Carlsbad are generally Ar^ 
mourers, who work Very neat and vaftly cheap. 
At the Scafon for ufingthe Waters, Merchants flock 
hither from ail Parts, and Carlsbad is fuperior to 
many great Towns. I had a great deal of Amufe- 
Rient during the two different Seafiins that I paft'd 
tKeie, knd I contraAed a World of good Aoquain* 
fanee, who^ I hope, will be of Service to me at 
Prague^ for which JPkce 1 propofc to fct out to- 
morrow.

^ ^ Prague t November \ f, 1 71^. ' 

I HAVE now been a Month in this City, yet 
it feems bat as a Dny ; for I find infinite Amufe- 
ments here, and a thouiand things that I like,' 
ohly I want your Company. The City of Prague 

is ancient, nnd has been time out of mind, the Seat 
of the Kings of Bohemia, 'Tis without difpute 
one of the biggeft Towns in Europe, 'Tis encora- 
pa&d with Ramparts, and as well fortified as a Place 
of that Extent can be> and commanded by feveta) 
Hills, which tis impoilible to level. This City is 
divided by the River Molie or MuUaWy into two 
Parts, viz. Old Prague and Little Prague j and du«" 
ring the Courfe of the laft Century, it fuffer'd the 
greatcft Cruelties that a City can poflibly undergo- 
HI a time of War^ The Archduke Leopold Bifhop 
Pafau furpcized and plundered the lefler Pait^ 
and woald have done the fiune by die old Town, 
if the EmpciDT Manbias King of Hmngary had 
not come iii time to relieve it. Nine Years after 
this, Prague v/as again plundered by fhofe who were 
jnoft concerned to preferve it 1 m^n tlie Impe- 
rialifb, who, after tlj^ Battle at H^eijfenberg^ near 
Prague^ wberem they defeated frederic EleAop 
Palatine whom a Pkrty had chofe King of Bohemia^ 
entct'd the City, and earned off ineftimable Booty. 
Prague was u fed no better in 16 ji, by the Eledor 
of Saxon)\ after that Prince made himfelf Mafterof 
MQbemia. The Great ff^ajftiin of ib much Note for 
* 2 •his 
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lus Glorious Aiflioiis, and his Xragu^l £xit» ttgxhf 
inePd Bokmia from At S^xau in 1632, and. todk 
Prague by Storm. Some time after tSiis the Swedes 
attacked it, and took the Icfler Prague but could 
not force the old Town, k was fo courageoufly de-. 
fended by the Students and Burghers, The S wedes 
thereupon retired, and carry'd off immenfe WesUthi 
At length the Peace of IVeftphalia reftored Txapr 
quiUity to Bohemia and tht City of Pn^ue, i¥hi(4i 
lias bam fubjecft ever Jtnce to the Houfe ofJif/lria j 
und the Kingdom which bcturc was Elcd;ivej had 
the Mortification to become liereditany. 

The Situation of Prague is pleafant in the midflt 
.bf .Gardens and fine Fields^ and 'tis adorn'd vdtbi 
jiohle Buildings, of which the Houfescf the Cg^ntp 
inihermn and Sternberg are .as .fiae^ aiiy^ 
Furniture of the former is extremely rich ; theie i^ 
a Gallery adorned with excellent Pidlures, a Cabi- 
net of choice Porcellane with entire Services of i]\6 
fineft Indian Lacca \ and another Room full of ^£n.e 
Arms and other Curiofitics, Count Sternberg's 
Houfe is not fo large^ yet better contrivM \ and iij 
fijome it felf would pais for a fine Palaqe. But theip 
]^ one built by the late Count ^fc Gallafcbi who died 
Viceroy at Naples :i that bears the Bell above all. 
You know that Nobleman was prodigioufly rich 
and magnificent. He fpared no Coft in his Build- 
iq^. 'Xis pity the Houfe is not inmcU iituate^ but i|: 
certainly- would be lb, if the young Couiit de Gal'- 
iafeb was of thevfame. Way cif Thinking #ith hii 
Father, who intended to have had five Or fix old 
Hovels belonging to it puU'd down to the grouud, 
by which nit-ans he would have had a fine Square. ' ■ 

The Convents of both Sexes are another Orna- 
jjaent of this Great City. The Houfe of th^ Rev^- 
fend. Fathers the Jefiiits piie of the moft magni- 
fied* The]r have Jhtdy qaufcd a Church to be 
huHty wluch is one of the beft adorned that I haVe 
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fecn out of Italy, If you were but here, we wouU 

fTO tocrcther and fee all thoie Buildings. I would 
carry you firft of all to the Cathedral, which is in 
lefler Prague^ on the Top of the Hill callM Ratf- 
(bih^ and from thence wc would go and take t 
View of the Caftle which is upon the fime Hill. 

The Metropolitan Chuftfa is a very andent Scruc* 
ture, which wa« burnt down by the Swedes^ and is 
only rebuilt in part. Its Magnificence and Beauty 
ccnfift ill the thicknefs of its Walls and Arches ; 
and the Architedl:iire of this Church is fuch that I 
6n£y it would appear Gothic to the wtt'^ ,,,Gotbs 
themfelves. 'Tis in thisCathedral that the Kings and 
Queens of foim/tf are coniecrated. The Afchbiihop 
of Pragu^s Office is to perform tKe UnAion upon 
both y but the Abbefs of St. George^ whofe Abbey 
is alfo upon the Hill of Ratfchin^ is to place the 
Crown upon the Head of the Queen, and in this 
Fundion ihe is affifted by the Wives of the Great 
Officers of the Crown. 

In this MetropoUtan Church are prefenred with 
great Veneration the Bodies of a couple of Saints 
extremely dear to the Bohemians. The one is St. 
tf^enceflaus King of Bohemia^ the other St. John Nc* 
pomucene. The latter was very lately canonized by 
JPope BenediS XIII. at the Requeft of the States of 
this Kingclom^ who were at the whole Expence of 
the Ceremony, which was performed in the Church 
of St. Jo^ de Lat&an at Kome with extraordinary 
Pomp. 

The Story of this Saint is very fmgular : He was 
Confeffor to the Wife of that cruel Emperor fVence- 
JlauSy who was depofed by the Eledors. That 
Prince being jealous of his Queen enjoined St. jfohif 
Tfepomcene to reveal that Pnncefs's Confeffions to 
him . He employed Prefents, Prayers and Threats, 
to perfuade the Saint to make this Difcovery, but 
di to no purpofe i upon which he caufed hrni to be 
» - caft 
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caft headlong from the Bridge into the River of 
Molde^ The Body was feen floating at fome diT- 
tance ftom the Place, attended with hve Stars 
fwlmmingon the Water ; then he was added to the 
Number of the Saints «nd Martyrs^ and his Corpfe 
was taken out of the River, and carried with Pomp 
to Prague^ where it was intcrr*d in the Church of 
Dain in the old Town, of which he was a Canon. 
His Corpfe being found fome Years ago, his Tongue 
appearing to be as freih as ever, was takui out of his 
Mouth and put into a Silver Gilt Box 5 the Body 
was endofed in a ftately Coffin, and the whole canicd 
with great Ceremony to the QithedraL An Altar be- 
ing ereded in the middle of the right Wing of the 
Ciioir, there the Saint w^.s interred in a Tomb of 
Silver Gilt ; and the Tongue put into a fort of Ta- 
bernacle where it has wrought and does ftill work 
great Miracles. . There is a great Concourfe of Peo- 
ple hither from all Parts to invoke this Saint, whofe 
Tomb is loaded with precious Gifts, and adorned 
by the Empr^ with a rich Canopy. But no body 
has given more illuftrious Proofs of Devotion to St. 
Nfpomucene than the Prince de ^chv)artzenherg * 
Mailer of the Horfe to the E mperor, and the Coiiiit 
de Martinitz Marihal of the Imperial Court 5 who 
both afcribc the Conception of their Wives, and the 
Birth of their Sons, to the Protcftion of that Saint, 
tho' I fliould have thought all this feafible enough 
without a Miracle, The Princcfe da Scbmrtxinherg 
had not been married many Years before fhc had a 
Daughter + ; her Husband had not feen her for four- 
teen Years after this,, during which ihc had no Chil- 
dren* This is no more than common \ after they 
came together again Madam is brought to Bed of a 
Son, in which thb' there is nothmg out what is very 

* He had the MlilbrtaM to be killed at he Vis huauR^ in Sv- 

hgmla^ by i he Emperor himfelf in 1732. 
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natural, yet 'tis cry'd up for a Miracle ; the Birth- is 
afcribcd to the Devotion wliich the Princefs paid tQ 
the Tomb of St. Nepomucenc tor nine Days together,, 
and to make the Saint fome amends, his Tomb and 
his Altar are adorned by a great many Vefiels of- 
Silver and Silver gilt. 

As to Count Martlnitx there feems indeed to be 
better colour for a Miracle in his favour. He had 
been married fourteen or fifteen Years, and his Lady 
ficvcr given the leaft Sign of Teemingnefs. She 
i^as in good plight of tody, her I^usband liv'd 
with her, and they went together feveral tinges to th^ 
Paths of Carlsbad^ but aU had fignified nothing. The 
^Qunt longing paiTion itcly for a Son had pei form*d 
inore than nine Jays Devotion fuccefiivciy, for he 
went the laft Holy Year to Loretto and to Rome. 
But Heaven deaf to his Cries granted him oo* 
Heir \ at laft knowing not what S lint t(> pray to^ 
|iis L.ady propos'd, that tl^ey (houkl go and worflup' 
nine days together at the Tomb of St. Nepmucene. 
I'iipy fet uut, they arrive at Lragiu^ they proftrate 
fhenifclves before the facred Tomb. Soon after, 
M iuanie de Martiniiz proves with Child, and at 
jiine iVlcnths end is delivered of a Son. You may 
(ay whatever you p1ea(e, but fuch a Favour furc 
was worth ibme Lamps of folid £|ilver before the; 
^nf« Tomb ; and the Count de Martiniix full of 
Zeal and Gratitude has ^ivcu foaie that arc very 
piagnificcnt. 

I'lie Bohemians have fo great confidence In St. 
John de Nepomucene^ that they have alnaoft forgot 
§t. l^encejlaiis their old Patron. There isnoChurcH 
where ^t jobn has not a Chapelj^ no Bridge without 
lus Effigy every body Gentle and Simple, Men and 
Women, wear his Pidurc as if it were the Badge of 
an Order, hanging toa flraw-colour'd Ribbon, and 
you Would fwear that all the Bohemtaits were 
ICnigh^ of St. Jjmis, In fhort, St. Nepmucene is^ 
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.die onljr Saint in vogue i and Frefqpts are hfaffd 
upon him to fiich a degree that if it continues 

much longer, he will be as rich as our Lady of 
. Loretto, 

The Palace orCaftle which joins to the Cathedral is 
.a ^eat Buildiiig ^mpofed of feveral Main Bodies 
without Symmetry or Architei^urB. The Apartments 
ate but' low and plain^ but here is onQ of the nuA 
beautiful Profpeas in the World, ' The great HaU 
in which the Royal pL-ift 15 kept on the Day of 
the Coronation of the Kings is the iargeft of the 
■kind, next to the fpacious Hall of Weftminfter. 
The Palace-Gardens arc large, but have nothing to 
.recommend them befides their Situation. The Tri- 
.bunals of the Regency meet in the Pglace : The 
firft of thefe confifts or Stadtholders who are of the 
Emperor's Privy Council. They are the Num- 
,ber of twelve, and reprcfcnt the Scjverciy,n, Moft 
of them are the great Officers ot the Crown, There 
muft be always two of them private Gfintlcmeg tQ 
take care of the Interefts of the Gentry againft tfee. 
Nobility \ for you muft know that the Princes^ 
Counts, and Barons, who compole the- Nobility,, 
form a fepiratc Body here, and would think it a 
Diiparagcment to be cairdGcVJ/Ztv/it*^ vtho' Henry l\\ 
King of France counted it an honour to be the firft 
Gentleman in his Kingdom, and King Francis J. 
whenever he affirmed a thing, iaidy Up0^ ibi tVord 
.rfaQaUleman. 

The Chief of the Council of the Stedtholders is 
.call'd the Urea! Bur^rnve^ whole Dignity is the 
higheft in the Kingdom. He rcprefents the Perfon 
of the Emperor, and is inferior to none hwt t'le 
Chancery of Bobtmi^ yilach ^ways attends the iinv- 
,peror. 

Tte Bridge over the Muldaw which joins little 
Prague to the old Town, is one of the longeft and 

moit fubilaaiiai Bridges In Europe^ It has on both 
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fides the Statues of feveral Saints, whfch if they 
Jiad been done by a better hand, would have prov'd 
an Ornament. There is a Crucifix alfo which is 
pretended to IXf of Gold> and to have been er ed ed 
Formerly at the Expenpe bf the jtu;s^ purfoant to 
^ Qrder of the Govemmeht» as a Paniflimcnt for 
their having crucified a Chriftiad Infiint upon Eqfier- 
Day, %o infiilt the Memory of uuf Saviour's 
Death. 

The Jews are the only Sedaries that are tolera- 
ted in Bohemia. There are feme Huffites ftill fubfift- 
ing^ but they keep fo dofe, that the Government 
dops npt feem to Vnow thi^t there are any at all. 
I was aflUred that in Prague alone there were no 
fcfs than 80,000 Jeiijs whether there arc quite io 
mnny, I know not ; but 'tis certain thiy arc very 
numerous. Their Quarter in the old City fornis 
a little feparat» Town. They have all the Trade 
in their own h^ds, follow all forts of Callings, 
an4 by their reviving all old»fafhton*d things in 
Payment, they quite ruin the Chrtftian Handicraft^ 
men. As thefe People multiply like Rabl>ets, 'tis 
faid the Emperor is going to iHlic an Ordinance 
■prohibiting any but their eldeft Sons to marry , the 
Report of which is fo alarming to the Jews that they 
would advance great Sumsp prevent its ts^uxi^ 

If we exoept Rme^ PariSy and Landen^ thdre Is 

ao City where there are more Gentry, or a Gen- 
try that is more vveakliy : Every body here lives 
grand ; and in no Part of the World do the No- 
bility keep greater ^tatei or take more Pride in their 
Subfiance. They are polite and civil to Strangers, 
whom they know to be Perfons of Quality. For 
my own part, I like them prodigioufly \ and I can 
fetcly fay it, I have hardly met* with a Foreigner 
V^'ho has not the fame Notion \ji Fyagne that I have. 
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There Is not a Gendeman in this Country but 
has feen at kaft HMand^ France and Itafy^ and indeed 
they are under feme neoeffity of travelling, for the 

Education they have at home is none or the bell. 
But they don't travel as People of their Birth and 
Fortunes ought to do. They are commonly at- 
tended by a fort of Qovemors^ who make it their 
Profeffion to ramble abroad with young Gentlemen^ 
and are for the mod part fyaUam^ Jjuxemburgbers^ 
Lorraintrs^ or Liegeois^ Soldiers of Fortune, with- 
out Education, and without Manners ; who think 
*tis enough for their Pupils to fee Houfes and 
Churches, and having not tlie Courage or the Ca- 
pacity to put thcmfelves forward, or even to fliew 
their Heads^ don't care that their Gentlemen ihould 
fceq) Company. They ttVL young Mqfier^ thiit my 
Lord his Father, who put him under their Care, 
recommended GEconomy to them that they might 
game at Affemblies, but that 'tis not well to play 
while they are travelling : Therefore the Spark is 
obliged to keep in his Quarters, or if he is perhaps 
permitted to go to the public Shews, even this Plea^ 
lure. becaufeit is not to be had without Money, 
mun be takeil in Moderation ; the Governor's Aim 
is only to crib all he can, and fink liis Pupil's Money 
into his own Purfe. This is fo true that I have known 
fomc who never eat Suppers, yet always brought 
them to Accompt j many of *em get a Profit by 
(every thing they buy, and they make fuch hard 
bargains that *tis ten to one if they don't choufe 
the Merchant as well as their Pupil. If the Gover- 
nor does not like the Place they come to, he mull 
be gone, tho' it were the moft proper Town in the 
World to form the young Gentleman ; for the Go- 
vernor o|i)y writes to the^ father or Mother that 
the Air did r\ot agree with the'r Son, and that 
therefore he had removed him. The Generality of 
thfle wxttche4 Guides niaiatain that fix Weeigs or 

three 
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three Months Stay at moft i» Aiiiicient to knew 
Paris \ a Fortnight to be thoroughly acquainted 
with the Genius of the Englijh a Month to know 

Rome a Week to fee Naples ; and fo of the reft : 
And when they have fhewn their Gentleman at 
Paris^ tiie Anat^omical Wax-work and the Ubfer- 
vatory ; at London^ the Lions in the Tower \ at 
R.mey the Ciitacombs i and at Naples^ the Liau^ 
6Aion of St. Jamariufs Blood, and Mount Vefu^ 
vius ; they think they have done great matters, 
and away they go without having made an Ac- 
Qudntancc with one Soul at any of the Courts. 
, They have feen the King of f ranee touch for the 
Evil the King of England go to the Parliament- 
lioufe I and the Pope fitting in bis filbow-Chair,^ 
diftribodng his BenediAions. With a Mind thus 
adom'd, the young Man, afte*- eighteen Months or 
two Years Abfence abroad, returns liome. The Go- 
vernor has two or three thoufand Florins, and lome- 
times more as a Gratuity, befides his Stipend. A- 
fffixix the worthy Mentcr makes a Bubble of the Fa^ 
.ther who trufts his Son with him» and behold now, 
he is ready for another Toiir. One would think 
'that, inftcad of travelling in this manner, it were 
better to fend abroad for the Plans of all the Towns, 
I am fure *twould be cheaper ^ the Parents would 
have the comfort to fee their Sons at home, and they 
would alfo have wherewithal to.f^iiiih a Uttle Box 
in the Country. 

There are no People of Quality In the Worl^i 
more addidcd to an e-xpcnfivc way of Living than 
y"^ tlujfe of Pyci^uc\ which is the Reafon that for all 
their immcnfe Revenues they are fomctimes over 
Hea4 and Ears .in Debt *, but by good Luck they 
have a Settlement which jveyents them from totsil 
TjLvin : For moft of their Lands are intail\i for ever 
pn the cideft Son of the Family, fo that he can nei- 
ther alienate nor incumber tl^Lenx witiiout; the Con- 
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£bnt of the whole Family, and of the King himfeli^ 
which Is a TTiing very hard to be obtamM. Whei| 
Hn eldeft Son of a* Fabiily has fquando:^ his Ftee- 
Irold, and nms himielf more and more ih debt^ t^ic 

Creditors, and fomctimcs the Parents themfelvcs. 
pre fen t a Petition to the King and defire a Sequel- 
tration. The King after being inform'd of the 
Lift of the Debts, and of the Majorat (which is the 
Name they give here to the Lands that are intail*d) 
names Truftees fbrthe Admimfttadon of the Eftates

\X the Spendthrift, who is aHowVI a Penfion till 

all the Debts are paid. There's another vei-y good 
Eftablifhment here for feairing the Sale of Landed 
Eftates and Mortgages. Every Nobleman gives iit 
a Particular of his Eftate to a Tribunal which \% 
call'dthe Lanitaffel^ where the fame is regifter^d. 
When a Serfon wvits to borrow Money or to make 
II Sale, the Lender or the Ptirchafer has rectiurfe to 
the LandtaffeVs Office, where he fees whether the 
Lands are incumber'd \ and if the Borrower^ Debts 
don't exceed two Third? of the Price at which 
they are rated by the Landtaffel^ he may iend his 
Money very (afely. 

Tho^ die fdbemans are birsve and good Soldiers^ 
yet diey dorf^t lovis the Service, I mean the Gen- 
try : Moft of them prefer the Qvil to Military 
Employments, and a private Life to Ports in the 
^rmy or at Court. They are fo us*d to be abfolute 
Matters at their Eftates where the Peafants are their^ 
Slaves, and to be homag^d like Petty Sovereigns by 
the Burghers at Prague^ that they don*t care to re-- 
itde at Vietma^ and to obligM like other Subjedbi 
to pav their Court to the Sovereign and theMinifters. 
As foon as a Gentleman of Bohemia comes of Age, 
he is oblia'd fo take an Oath of Fidelity to the 

mperor as his King ; which is a Law as much 
^mciing omthe Nobility as the Gentry ; and nonci 
ofemdaw to oo out of tiie JUimkImi withoiit ex- 
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J)refs Leave from the Emperor, an the Penalty of 
brfeiting his Eftate. When the Noblemen are re- 
turned from their Travels to France and Italy y they 
put in to be Chamberlains, not io much for the iake 
of engaging themfelves to Attencknce at Court as 
to procure a Precedency for their Wives, it being a 
Cunom with moft of *em to marry as ibon as thev 
come of Age. Afterwards they aim to be CoxmkU 
lors of State, and Stadtholders, and this is the Ne 
plus ultra of their Preferments. The Counfellors 
of State challenge the .Title of Excellency: But this 
28 what thofe who are not of that DenomlnadoDf 
and of as good Families as themielves, icruple to 
aJlow them, fo that generally fpeakinc they have it 
only given them by their Domeftics and Dependants, 
So that one may fay of their Excellencies what the 
Puchefs of Eibceuf of the Lor rain Family faid in 
trance concerning the Princes of Bouillon^ that the^ 
were Dmefiic Higbneffes^ becaufe none but their 
own Servants give them the Title of Hifbnefi. 

Of all the great and wealthy Famibes, thoie of 
LohkowitZy Kinjki^ Scblick^ Collobradt^ and Martin 
nitz are the only ones that make a Figure at the 
Imperial Court. *Tis true there arc fcveral other 
Noblemen at Vienna who have; Lauds in Bohemia^ 
but then their Families are not ot^inaUy defcended 
iirom that Kingdoqi* 

The KinJkPs Family Is aftually die moft Iplendid 
at Court. There are five Brothers of it in Employ- 
ments. The eldeft is the Great Chancellor of Bo^ 
hem fa *. The fecond who is cali'd Count Stephen^ 
is Great Marihal of Bohemia^ a Miniilcr of State, 
and the Emperor's Amba(&dor at the Court of 
France f , The third^ Count fhilify is the £mpe« 

roc^s

and the two youngeft are in the Army, where one 
•f thetn is a Lieutenant- Colonel. Count Philip 
was fent AmbafTador when but twenty nine Years 
old. He has demonftrated by his ConduA that 
Wifdom does not always ftay for Age, and that he 
is the worthy Son of one or the greateft Minifters 
that * the Emperors Le^d mijofepb erer had. 
The City of Pr^e is a very great Lofer by his 
Abfence, for he liv*d there with Splendor, and his 
Houfe was always open, particularly to Foreigners. 
For my own part I receiv'd fuch Civilities there as 
I /hall never forget* 

As I have told you that the Nobility of Babemia 
are the richeft in the Empire, I muft alio acquaint 
you that the Bea&nts there are mi(erable to the hft 
degree ; their Perions, and all they have, are at the 
Command of their Lord. The poor Wretches have 
oftsn not a Bit of Bread to eat, in a Country which 
is one of the mod plentiful inEurope for all forts of 
Fh>viiions« They dare not go from one Village to 
another to work, nor learn a Handicraft without 
tindr Lord's Confent. So much SuI:^6bion keeps 
the poor Creatures always trembling and humble, 
fo that if you do but fpeak to 'em they are ready to 
lick the Duft off your Feet. The Severity with 
which thefe People are us*d is really terrible, but 
*tis as true on the other hand» that gentle Ufage has 
no Effedi; upon 'em % for they are exceflhreiy lazy 
and ftubboni, and bdng moreover u^d to hum 
Treatment from Generation to Generation, Blows 
fcarce terrify them, tho* tis the only way to make 
'em good for any thing.

'Tis certain that this Kingdom is cue of the bed 
Countries in the Emperor's pofleflion^ and next to 
Hungary^ brings htm in moft Money. 

BabifHia is a Country of States, whom the Empe- 
ror as King of it, uiiHttions every Year to the 
City of Prague, TJiey coiifift of the Clergy, No- 
bility. Gentry, and Towns. The Aflembly is 
open'd by a Commiffioner of the Emperor's Nomi- 
nation^ who lays before them his Imperial Majefty's 
l3emands« The States^ fuch is their Submiffion and 
2!:eal, granttJie full t)eniand which is commonly a 
very great Sum ; yet for all this, the Bohemians wou'd 
not complain of Taxes if the Emperor refided a- 
mong them, but they are forry to fee their Country 
exhaufled to enrich the Auftrians to whom they 
. have a naturaiAvei£pn» and tlui^^iifS^^ 
hate the &i&M«uiftf. 

I own to you 'I (hall be fi>tTy to UattPr^e. t 
take the Bohemians to be the beft People upon 
Earth, and Prague to be one of thofe Towns of 
the Empire where a Gentleman may have moft . 
choice of Company. The I^adies here are very a- 
miable. Gaming, which may be called the uni ver* 
ftlPIeafute, is canry*d as high here as the^ pleafe ia 
Houfe^ of the Quality, where Allembhes of both . 
Sexes are. held every Night, with good Cheer, par- 
ticularly Pheafants and Ortolans in plenty ; and 
upon Eifli-Days, there are Trouts, Salmon, and 
Cray-Fiih ; and that there may be nothing wanting^ 
Babemia likewilb fumilhes good Wine. At the 
Eftate of the yonng Count TfsbermH at Mebug^ 
there is a red fort not inferior to Burgundy . Of all 
thcfc good Things many partake together, and 
for my part I own I am taken more with thls^ 

Fleafure 
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Pleafure than any other, becaufe we make it laft 

as long as we will, and then 'tis fuited to all Ages. 

There is a tolerable Italian Opera here. In 
Winter they have Races in ilately Sledges: There 
16 great Mafqueiading, and they dance till they are 
ready to drop to the groiind : For this end there 
are puUtc Balls which are extraordinary fplendidy 
and might be compared, if any can be compQjr'd,with 
the Balls at the Ilay-Market in London. 

In the Summer-Time when there is not fo much 
Company in Town, thefe Affembiies are thinner* 
The Gentry meet at Night in a Garden belonging 
to the Prince de Sctwartzenierg^ where they gime» 
chat, and walk up and down, after which they al-i 
ways go to fome Houie or other to fup. Whcti 
One has a mind to go to the Country, we are fure of 
a good Reception, and the longer one ftays thtf 
greater Piealure one gives to the Matter of the 
Houfe. Here they pafs the Time in Hunting ofi 
all forts. Many of the Nobility keep Packs of 
Hounds^ and others Hawks. TheGenerafity keep 
Muficians in their Service, fo that let the Weather 
be what it will, one may be always amufed in this 
Country. Befides, one en'iovs all the Freedom here 
that can be. After this, Sir, can you blame me 
for being ibrry to leave Babemia ? But *tis whae 
Vm now preparing to do» and I purpofe to go to 
Viama. 1 ou win be (b good as to let me hKwt a 
Line from you there ; for to be plain with you, to 
write three Letters for one is too hard. *Tis 
true that your*s are of ineftimable Value, and that 
therefiH^you are in the right tiot to be iaviihof 
themi tnit the fame R ea(bn juftifies me in deiiring 
them« AdieU) Sir : Love me always a little, and 
be afliirM that no Man is mor^ than 1^ (Sc. 
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L E T T E R XII.

TH £ Court of ViENNA'Confifts of fo many 
Princes and Noblemen that it cannot be 
deny'd to be the greateft and moft mag- 
nificent Court in Europe. Ncvcrthelcfs Ceremonies, 

and the E/iqueUe, a Name by which they call an* 
cient Ufages, give it an Air of Conftraint that is to 
be feen no where die. There's a univeriai Out-cry 
againft the latter, and even the Emperor fomerimes 
nems tobedifturb'datity yet'tisoUerv'dasftri&l/ 
as if it was an Article <^ Religion^ and nothing 
cou'd iet it afide but an Oecumenical Cbundl. 

Notwithftanding this, a Foreigner of Quality 
(for fuch he muft be here) finds Advantages at this 
Court which he does not meet with either at Paris 
or Lmdm^ I mean Opportunities of making Ac- 
Gualntance. After a Peribn has been to wait on 
tneir Imperial Majefties he need only be intraduc'd, 
into one fingle Family to be ibon made known to 
all the reft, with this Advantage too, that go where 
you will, they i^x:ak the Genuan^ French^ Ilaltan^ 
and Sfanijh Languages ; whereas a Foreigner at 
Paris is under a Necei&tyof fpeaking Frtncby and 
at Lmdon Englifo \ but a Man may mift very well 
at Vienna wi^ut the Higb-Duuhor German Lan^ 
guage. 

The Miiiiftcrs and great Lords of the Court arc 
Civil, Courteous, and of eafy Acccfs, efpecially to 
iuch as want ao Jt avour of 'cm> and come to Vienna 

©nljT 
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^nly for Curiofity or Bufineis. The Way of thefe 

Gentlemen is to return no Vilits but they invite 
People to their Tables which being always well 
£ll'd a Man foon gets a great deal of Acquaintance. 

'Tis a very eafy matter to be admitted to kifs the 
Hands of their Imperial Majefttes, and even to ob- 
kin a private Audience of ^em ; for there needs no^ 
thing more than to give in your Name to the Em- 
peror's Great Chamberlain and trie Emprefs*s Great 
Maftcr of the Houfhold. When you kifs their 
Hands you bend one Knee to the Ground^ and the 
Time for it is generally when their Maje(lie$ 
pa& by to Dinner. Aut private Audiences 9x6 
attended with more Ceremonies. The Great 
Chamberlain having appointed the Flour of meeting 
in his Antichamber, which is commonly five o' clock 
in the Evening, he repairs thither at that Time, and 
introduces to the Audience ; and it , he be ablent, 
^tis done by the Chamberlain in Waiting* The Cc^ 
lemony obferv*d is this : The Emperor ftands up 
tinder a Canopy, leamn^ with his Back againft a 
^able^ and ah Arm<-Chau- by his Side. A Sicreen or 
red Velvet with Gold Fringe is plac'd at the En* 
trance of the Room, fo that the Emperor is not per- 
ceiv*d at the opening of the Door. Behind this 
Screen near the Door, ftands the dreat Chamber* 
lain. As foon as the Peribn comes in fight of the. 
Emperor he bends the Knee, which he repeats aj 
he advances a little farther, and again when he 
comes near to his Imperial Majefty . To thcle Gc- 
jhuflexions the Emperor gives a Nod of the Head, 
hearkens very attentively to tlie Perfon who ad- 
drefles him, and returns a fuccindt and gracious 
Anfwen Then the Perfon kneeling with one fCnee 
6n the Ground kiiles his Majeftjrs Uand^ aftef 
which he retires, going backni^ardsand making three 
Genufledloiis as he did at Entrance. The fame 
Ceremonies are obferved at an Audience of the 

Vol*, h £mpreiS| 
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Fmprefs,who gives it (landing juft as the Ertiperof 
docs, with this Difference only thnt the Emperor 
is ail a]onc> and the l::jnprcls is attended with one of 
her Ladies of Honour, who neverthelefs ftands off 
at (uch a Diftance that fhe can't hear wliat is £iid* 

The Empcrorcommonly eats with theEmpref^and 
the Ai ch-Duchcffts. But there arc particular Days, 
fuch as the Inftallation of the Knights of the Golden 
Fleece^ when the Eniprefs hcrfclf is not allowed to 
fit down at TabJe with his Imperial Majefty. The 
Dinner !s commonly in the Emperor's Apartment^ 
and the Supper at the Emprefe's* At Dinner two 
Chamberlains hold the Ewer for their Majefties to 
walli, and the Sicward, or in his Abfciice the Great 
Chamberlain prefents them the Napkin, which is 
done after the manner of Spain^ with one Knee on 
the Ground. The Number of Dilhes at the Em- 
peror's Table is forty eight, and the ikme at the 
kmpref^s; but tho* their Majefties cat together 
they are each ftrv'd by their own Officers and Cooks^ 
They commonly drink both together at the firft 
Time ; and till they have drank, the Amhafnidors, 
Courtiers, and Ladies all wait at Dinner. After 
fhe Emperor has drank, the Steward, the Matter 
of the Horfc, the Great Chamberlain, and the Cap- 
tain of the Guards receive his Orders: The Lady 
of Honour m Waiting and the Emprefe's Stewara 
receive her Orders in like manner. None remain 
in the Room but the Officers necefiary for tlie Ser- 
vice, and fome curious People who arc not us'd td 
fee Sovereigns eat. On Sundays, Saints Days, and 
Days of Gala^ which is the Name they give here to 
Days of Feftival and Ceremony, the Dinner is at- 
tended with Mufie. I forgot to acquaint you that 
the Emperor is always covered at Table, and that 
when he puts his tlat on the Ambaiiadors puc on 
theirs, 

% At 
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^ At Supper the Lady of Honour who is in wait- 
tog ^efents the Napkin, and the Ladies of the 
Bed-Chamber not only carve and hand the Viduals 
lut tafte both the Meat and the Wine. The Pages 
the Difhcs and Plates, and fetth the Wine from 
ihe Beaufet which they give to the Ladies, and they 
to thcli- Majefticp; During the Supper as well as 
at Dinner aJl the Gentlemen and Ladies ftandup, 
fo that here neither l^rinces nor PrinceHcs have 
any Diftindion (hew'd them, but all Ranks are 
levelled and eonfbunded, and no body fits down ia 
prefencc of the Sovereign. 

On the Davs of Gala the Court is extremely gay 
and nothing ib to be feen but Gold and Diamonds* 
iThe Days of this kind that are celebrated with moft 
JSplendor are thofeof St. Charles and St. Elizabeth^ 
the Name-Days of the Emperor and Emprefe* 
The Emperor who commonly drefles very plaini 
is covered allover with Diamonds wponSt:EHzAetb*s 
Day. And as for tlie Emprefs, her Appatel is 
commonly rich, and fo loaded with Jewels upon 
fet. Charleys Day that ftie can fcarce ftand under it. 
Except on thefe Days of Gala the Court drefTes 
very plain. *Tis true that thefe Days arc very fre- 
quent* and diat cohfeduently plain Clothes are not 
Very much wore, fer if it be a Holidays or the ferth- 
Day of fonie Miniiler, or if fome Lady of Diilinc- 
tion fends but for a Surgeon to bleed her, 'tis enough 
to put the whole City in Gala, Thefe Gala^s may 
be divided into three Clafles the Coutt Gala which 
is univerfal both for the Nobles and Plebeians i 
the Grand Gala which is kept in the City is for the 
Feftival of fbme Minifter; and the thhd and kft id 

the Little Gala^ \\ hich is when the Ladies are let 
blood. A HufL>and makes a Gala here for his 
Wife, the Wife for her Hull>and, the Children for 
their PareDts, and Brothers and Sifters foroneancH 
iher i fo that to be fiiie two Thirds of Vienna aM 
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always in Gala ; whieh made a French JdAer iaf ^ 

'twould take up a great deal of Brimftone to cure 
the Aujlrians of the Gale *. However, they ta;ke 
care not to appear in this domeftic Gala before the 
Emperor and £mpreis,becaure it would be reckoned 
alDifrefpedto them. 

On the great f^eftival-Days the Emperor ffoes 
with a grand Retinue to St. Stepheffi Cathedral ; 
He takes up one whole Side of the Coach, and the 
Emprefs fits fronting him. Their Majefties are pre- 
ceded by the Chamberlains and K nights of the 
Golden Fleece on horfeback : The Pages and Foot- 
Ihenwalk bare-headed immediately after the Coach 
of the Matter of the Horfe^ and their Imperial Ma- 
jefties Coach is guarded on each fide by a File of 
Archers, and attended by the Coaches of the Arch* 
Duchefles and the Ladies. Then the Horfe-Guards 
appear with their Kettle-Drums and Trumpets, and 
the March is dos'd by the Pope's Nuncio and the 
Ambai&dors with their Train which conftfts of 
three magnificent Coaches and fix Horfes each. 

On Corpus Cbrifti Day the Emperor accompanies 
the Holy Sacrament, when tlie Streets thro' which 
theProcefiion pafl'es are cover'd with Planks. Their 
Imperial Majefties repair in the Morning with great 
Attendance to St. Stephen'^ Cathedral^ and after af- 
£ftingat Divine Service jom in the Procefllon. The 
Emperor is immediately followed by the Emprefip 
who is accompany'd by all the Ladies in rich 
Drefles, which renders this one of the moil mag- 
nificent ProccfTions in the World. 

The fame Honours and Relpeds are paid to the 
Empieis Dowager as to the Empreis Regent. She 
iias tier feparateHoufiiold, and her own Guards. 
She has an Apartment in the Pahce)bttt commonly 
lives in a Convent of her own founding in one of 
the Suburbs, and does not come to Town except on 

the great Fdlivals or for foxne extraordinary Func^ 

tion. 

? Xlu» Word in jPimi^ ^gaifid a ^M^. 
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tion. You know, without doubt, that the Emprefe 
Dowagers can never quit Mourning their Apart- 
ments muft be alwajrs hung with Bbck, and their 
CcMiches and Liveries aie of the fime Cblour : Nor 
can they be pre(ent at any Pky, Ball, or Concert. 
In fhort by lofing their Hufbands they muft re- 
nounce the Pleafures of this Life. Thefe fevere 
Obligations on a Widow are fully diicharg'd by the 
£mpreis Dowager. Being retired to a Convent 
whem ihe is almoft continually pioftmte before the 
Altars in Prayer aad Supplicationt file makes her 
Manfion a Place or Piety and Peace, and never ap<- 

?!ars in public but when Conveniency requires, 
his Princefs was always an Example of the moft 
uncommon Virtue. In the Life-time of her Huf- 
band the Emperor Jofeph^ ihe lov'd Plcafures and 
Grandeur ; but when (he became a Widow (he rc- 
noanc*d all, and only employed hetfelf in Works of 
Piety, and in the Education of the two Arch-Du« 
chcfles her Daughters, whomfhe has now the Com- 
fort of feeing marry'd to two powerful Princes of 
the Empire *. There's not a Perfon that draws 
near her Imperial Majefty but admires her eminent 
Qualities. I have not yet had the Honour this 
Journey of cafting my felf at her Feet, but thefirft 
Time I was here I had the Advantage of pay- 
ing my Duty to her at Schonborn^ where fhe 
then pafsM the Summer. I was rcceiv'd by her 
with fuch Proofs of her Kindiiefsas charmed me, 
and which I ihali always remember with {'kafuce 
and Refpedt. This Princefs is the Daughter of 
Jdm-Frederic Duke of Brun/wicrJianaver- and of 
Henrietia-BenediRini Princefi Palatine. After the 
Death of the Ditke her Father who left no Son, 
fhc went with the Duchefe of Brunfzvic to France 
where this Pxinccls was very glad to retire to her 
fkiiler the Princeis of Condc. Thelimprds who^as

prancCy where fhe leirned the Language and Po-

^in her pofleffionof the firft Throne mChriftendom. 
The Marriage of her elder Sifter to Renaud S^Efie 
Duke of Modena obliging the D jchcis of Bruvj^ic 
to leave France^ and go and fettle at MGdinc\ the 
Princefe Amelia foiiow'd her alio into Italy, Siie had 
no Reafon to be forry for her leaving France^ and 
sgeAing the Addrefles of a French Nobleman who 
had prefum^d to court her, for not long after her 
Arrival at Meima fhe was marry*d to the King 
of the Rc-}..:u:^ altLrv.uius ihc Emperor Jofepb^ 
This Emprefs is not only endow'd with the Cbri- 
jban but all the Moral Virtues, and there arc few 
Piittce(Ie8 of a more generous Soul, of greater Coo* 
imgt^ or of a Genius more fublime, more refinM, or 
more a^lom'd. There was a Time when ihe might 
be rank'd among the moft beautiful Princeflesof 
Euvopc . llili retains all the Marks of it \ 
and therewith preferves ftxh a Majeftic Air that 
whenever I behold her it revives the profound Ye- 
nerntton 1 hav<:for herfacred Perfon. 

The Emperor Charles VI. is of a middling Sta^ 
ture,and in good Plight of Body : He is of a fwarthjr 
hale Complexion, has a brilk Eye, and thick Lips, 
for which hill l\is I .iivalv in ipjenenil have been re- 
markablc. This Ivlonarch is the fecond Son of the 
Emperor Z.^<7/>(?W by EleG^cra oi Newbourg^ and the. 
fifteenth Emperor* of his Family. Behig defign*d 
when a Minor for Succeflbrto Charles II. King of 
Spain^ he had a grave £docation fuitable to the 
People whom h^ was one Pay to govern. This

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made him eonCFSuSap Air of Serioufners, which, to 
thofe who hav$ nqui the Honour of Acce(s to him, 
favours of Severity ^ yet he is affable and very hii- 
inane. He hears thofe with Attention that fpeak 
to him, and his Anfwers are full of Gocd-nature. 
When he attam'd to ai> Age hardly ripe enough for 
the Crown of Sfailt^ he inet with various Fortune in 
that Kingdpm ; but he fupported himfelf in every 
Event with an heroic Maen^ipiity, being al- 
ways fubmifllvc to the Will of that Providence 
which he knew was the Mailer of tiic rortunc of 
Kings. The AdvciTitys with which it picasM God 
to try his Patience by the Sjegeof Barcelona wiiich 
he carry 'd on in Perfon, and by the Lofs of the 
3attie of FH/a Viciofa^ only fervM to confirm his 
Conflancy, and his n^ral Integrity, a Principle 
which renders him even more venerable than the 
Splendui of his Crowns and the va.l Extent of his 
Power. Heaven, which always rev.ards Virtue, 
has granted this Monarch one of the beil and moik 
fortunate Reigns that any Emperor has Imd fincp 
Cermafiy has been the Seat of lin^pirc. He want§ 
nothing to crown his Happinefs but a Male Heir, 
which is fo much the Defire of the People, as well 
as of the E;npcror and the moft virtuous Enijuef^ 
the World ever faw, that God grant he nuy have 
one. 

This Priacelsis defcended from the auguflHoufc 
of Bf'u^/wic^ to which Eurepe is at this Time ob^ 
lig'd for two Emprefles *, one King f , and 9 
C^ieen |t. She is the Daughter of Cewis Rodclfb

T^hm 
ChmiSter of this auguft Princefi for her AfEibilky 
and Goodnefe is lb well known in the World that 
'tis needlels to fpeak of it here. You know like wife 
how beautiful and handfomefhe was vviien fhe was 
marry'd to the Emperor. And notwitliilandmg the 
Pimples in her Face and her prefcnt Corpulency (he 
may ftill be reckon'd in the number of the beautifid 
Princefles. 3uch an Air of Modefty, Mikineft, and 
Majeflv, accompanies every thing <ne does, as in- 
Ipires tliofc thai approach her with equal Courage 
and Rcfpcft. Her Duty is her Law, and her prin- 
cipal Care is to pleafe tiie Emperor whofe Wildom 
(he knows to be fufficient to govern his Dominions, 
and to him ftie therefore leaves all ASam. Indeed 
Ihe is very earned with him to ^et Favours for thofe 
who petition her, which (he thinks a Happmcfe to 
obtain, and llie btjftows them in fuch manner as is 
verv affedinrr to the Receivers. This Princefs is 
charitable, generous, and magnificent. She main- 
tains her Dignity without Conceit, and fupports her 
folid Piety without Oftentation. She was educated 
in th^ Lutheran Religion, but abjured k-sitBamierg 
when (he came thither in her Way to be marry*d 
to tiie F>mperor, then King of Spai^y and is now 
a good Catholic, yet without any Hatred to the 
Proteilants being convinced that the Love of one's 
Neighbour is one of the Duties which God moft 
flriflly enjoins upon Mankind, and that Charitabkr 
nefs and good Examples are the beft Means to re- 
concile thofe to the Church who are (eparated from 
It. 

In the <ame fublime Sentiments of Virtue does 
the Emprefs educate the ArchduchefTcs her Daugh- 
ters, and thofe young PrincefTes are like to makq 
worthy Proficients. The eldcft Archduchefs Mary 
Tberefa is brought up in the agreeable Profped of 
bring oq^ 4^y Miftr^i« of the YdSL Itominions poA 
• ' \ fefled 
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ftBkA hf the Emperor f. This young Rincds haa 
▼cry much of the Air of the Empreft her Motheri 

and if Heaven defigns her for the Sovereignty 
of the Empire, God grant flie may alfQ refemble 
her in her Virtues! 

The Emperor has three Sifters. The eldeft is the 
Archduchefs Maiy Elizabeth Govemefs of the 
(Ai^an) NitberUmds \ the fecond is Mary Amu 
Qgoui of Portugal ; and the third is die Arch- 
duchefs Mary Magdalen^ who 'tis Md is intended 
to be Govemefs of Tirol. The intirc Auguft Houfe 
of yltillria conlifts at prefent of the (acred Perfon of 
the Emperor and of eight Princeffes * , of whom 
three arc married ; and God grant it may be aug-r 
mented by the Birth of a Prince j for without fet- 
ting up here for azeakms Subjeft, I don^t think that 
the Houfes of Auftria and Bimrhan ought ever to be 
extinct, both of them having made the Fortunes of 
an infinite Number of Gentlemen. 

The EmperoPs ordinary Paftime (when he has 
a Defire to unbend his Mind from Aflfairs of State, 
to which he applies with all the Eameftnefi of a 
Monarch that Jovea his People) is Hunting, or 
Shooting at a Mark \ and the Emprefi is generally 
a Sharer in his Diverfions. His Imperial Majcily 
goes fometimes alfo to the Riding-Houfe, where he 
cxercifes himfelf in Riding : At other times Mufic 
is his Amufement, which the Monarch not only 
performs by Book, but ia alio a CompoTer ; and 
ttime YearsagoanOpetawasaAed heieof hiscom-* 
pofing. All the Aftors as well as the Dancers and 
the Muficians of the Orcheftre were^crfons of Qua- 
lity. The Emperor himfelf made one, and the 
two eldeft Archducheftes his Daughters danced. 
The Spedators were the Empreis Regent and the 
EmpieGi Dowager, and every Aflor had theJU.

Tho* their Imperial Majefties are very fond of 
Mufic they have icldom more than two Operas in a 
Year, viz. on the Days of St. Charles Bxudi St. fjiza^ 
^tb^ and fometimes tb«^/ame Opeias w play'd 
^giin during tKe CmbrA. M ttmp which is 
devoted to Mirth, there i^ a Ball at Court, and on 
the Flefh-days there is commonly a great Mafque- 
rade reprefenting a Country-Wedding. In the Pa- 
lace there is a very jnagnificent Theatre, which ui- 
deed is almoft the only thing there that is worth 
feeinff, for. the Imperal fiaiacc is fo wretched a 
Manfion that few Monarchs are lodged worie than 
the Emperor. The Furniture too is old-faihion'd 
find not very rich, which is fomewhat unaccounta- 
ble, becaufe the Wardrobes are full of coftjy Pieces 
of I apeftry, ftatcly f idures, and other fine Gpod^ 
whicJi probably they are reftrained fiom makij^g ule 
0f by the EtiptetU. T^e Emperoi:'^ PkfQirer 
Houies are no better than his Palace in the City. 
The Caftle of the Favorita which is in one of th^ 
Suburbs, is a great Building full of Turnings and 
Windings like the Street which it looks into, and 
has more of the Appearance of a great Convent of 
Capuchin Fryars thui of the Dwelling of a Prince 
who is the Head of fo many Sovereigns. The Gar* 
dens are as mean as die Houle, and only confidera- 
bk tor their Extent. Laxembourg is ftilJ very niucii 
inferior to the Favorita ; but the Court is there no 
more than a Month or fix Weeks, during the 
Hunting of the Heron, The Minifters that are 
obliged to attend the Empeipr thither have HcHifes. 
there» which though not very grand, are conuno* 
dious. When a Perfon goes to Laxembmrg to pay 
a Vilit to the Court he is under a NecelVity of re- 
turning to Vieyina for a Bed, which is a very great 
Inconvcniency. 

The 
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, The Emperor Jofeph had begun a very iiiie 
Houfe at Schonborn about a League from Vieiina^ 
but did not liye to &iiik k } sad the Emprefs 
jfmlia to whoin the Emperor gave it, inftead of 
inrrying on tjie Works which her Husbiod ha4 
begun, lets it mn to rtiin ; which is great pity, for if 
that Building had been finifh'd tlic Emperor wou*d 
not have had a Verjailles^ but he wou'd at leaft have 
had a Mafiiion-Houfe fuitabie to his Dignity. 'Tis 
ftid that a new Palace is going to be built for the 
Emperor \ which, if tniet %were to be wifh'd that 
better AriihiteAs may be employ'4 in it than tho6 
who have had the Direftion of the new Stabks and 
of St. Cbaylij^ Church, which arc Buildings lately 
ere<5lcd with verv great Expencc, but without any 
•^Taiie. U he S tables are a Range ot Buildings of a 
yaft liCttgth, divided into feven Pavilions which 
lippear at iirft fight to be fo many different Houfcs. 
The middkmoft Pavilion which isdefignM to lod^e 
the Kfefter isS the Horie is mudi ht^ior than die 
other fix, which fmk. gradually on the two fides. 
Nor are the inner Rooms better contriv'd *, for the 
Jtiorfes Aand all in one Row, and the Stable is fo 
narrow withal, that one is every minute in dai^^qr 
fiom the Hoties Heels \ wfaidi is purely owing tq 
^Iodi£setbnof theAtchiteft, who hviring ground 
enough and to ^aate might (at the <ame jBxpence 
have made fomething grand a ad noble. 

Whetlier the fame Architetfb that built the Stablea 
had the Diredion likewiie of St. Charles's Church, 
;s what 1 know not ; hut if th^y are two different: 
Mm their Head^pieces are very jnuch alike. Thia 
•Chufch would fcthaps have been admired in the 
Days of the Gctbs^ but in ib refined an Age as the 
prdent, one cannot look on it without being forry 
,^or the Sums of Money laid out in it. 

This bad Taile as to Buildings prevails too much 
•t VimmtL jiot .but that tbcic iiotela and eveii 
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Palaces in which the Rules of Architecfhire are ob- 
fcrv'd, but then the Builders are got into fuch a way 
of ornamenting and chaiging their Houies with 
Scuplture as' is altogether contrary to the noble 
Simplicity of the ancient Architefture. The Pala^ 
of Prince Eugene of Savoy is ftately, but fituate in a 
narrow Street with a very little Court before it. 
The Stair-cafe is very well contrived were it not too 
much confin'd. The Apartments of the firft Story 
are as well laid out as the Ground wou'd admit of. 
We enter firft into a fpacious Salon adom'd with 
mat Pidures leprefentii^ the chief Vidories of 
Prince Eugene over the Preneb and the Turks. In 
the two Rooms next to this are very rich Hangings 
wherein the Maker Devos at Bn<ljcls has very cor-, 
redlly delineated the whole Military Science. The 
Bed-chamber beyond that has a Set of Furniture of 

f;reen Velvet richly embroiderM with Gold and Silk, 
n the fime Room there is a Luftreof Rock Cryftal 
which is (aid to have coft 40,000 Florins. All the 
other Furniture is extraordinary m:ignificent, and 
wou'd be cry'd up at Paris it felf, where it muft be 
allow'd a Taiie for fine Furniture prevails more than 
any where. 

The Pahce of Ucbtenfein is bi^er than that of 
Savt^y and not lefi magnificent *Tis worth leemg 
were it only for its Paintings. I pafs over the Ho- 
tels of Schzuarizenbergy Daun^ Diedrichftein^ HaV' 
rach^ and feveral other noble Edinces, left my Let- 
ter fliou'd fwelliiito a Volume. 
- The Palaces of the Suburbs arc infinitely more 
grand than thofe of the City, and they have both 
^ Court-yards and Gardens. The moft noble am the 
Palaces of Trautflbeim, Ro^ano^ Sthwartzenberg^ 
•/lltheim^ and Eugrni: of Savoy. Thh laft efpecial- 
Iv is a fupcrb Strudlure with magnificent Gardens, 
a fine Orangery, and a Menagery ilor'd with the 

moft uncommoQ Creatures that the four f$xts of 

th? 
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the World can fiinuih. *Tis in this fine greit Houfe 
that Frince Ei^enifs^ts the beautiful Seafcm of the 
Tear. There is not fi> fine aSight asan Aflemblyat 

this Princess Houfe, for not only the outer Court, in 
which there's a fine Piece of Water, but the Gardens 
are Illuminated by an Infinite Number of Lanthorns 
made in form of a Bowl of extraordinary white Glais, 
which caft a very great Light and make a gloricxis 
appeaianoe. The Afibnb&s at this Prince's Houie 
are always very numerouSf for his Birth, Employ- 
inents and Intereil, draw a great Court to him. 

VrlncG Eugene is of a middling Stature, and well 
made. His Air is extremely ferious, and his De- 
portment grave and referv'd ^ but notwithftanding 
that Keiervednefs he is a hearty Friend to his Ad- 
herents. He is a thorough Judge of Merit, and 
loves to diflinguifli it. He is perfedtly senteel 
and ciyil, very polite to the Ladies, refpedmil and 
fubmiflivc to his Lord and Mailer, but without 
Flattery or Servility. He is generous and noble in 
every thing excepting his Apparel. He i& an Enemy 
to Oftentation, Ceremonies, and Conftraint. In hk 
youthful Days he lov'd Pkafures, but he abandon'd 
them asibon as he wis animated with a Thirft for 
Glory. He was bom in France^ but left that King- 
dom in 168^, out of dilguft that he was no more 
taken notice of, and came to Vtc?ina juft before the 
^urks laid flege to it. He made the Campaign as 
a Volunteer, and diftinguiih^d himfelf in fuch a man- 
ner that the Emperor Leofdd g^ve him in De^ 
ctmber folbwing that Regiment of Dragoons which 
ftill goes by his Name. When the Siege of Vienna 
Was rais'd, he krv'd In Hungary under Dnkc Charles 
of Lorrain^ and Maxtmilian Emanuel Elec^r of Ba- 
'Darin, The firft time that he obtained the Command 
of tlie Imperial Army was in 1697, when he began 
with the Vidory at Zenta whereby ^2,000 Turks 
kft their Livess a Lofi which they could not re- 
cover ^ 
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ioofrer^ end whkh put them upon fiiittg ibr tfe 
Peace tfast Wtts *gmtted to theni st CttHsmtx in 

1699. The Prince afterwards commanded in Iialy^ 
Germany^ Flanders^ and laftly in Hungary \ and 
wherever he went Conqueft attended him* To give 
yoQ a £)etail of his Atchievements would be to ao* 
tidpote the Hiftoty which is to immortalize tbem^ 
and to which you will not take it ill if I refer you* 
As to the Dignities and great Employments of this 

Prince, he is Cl:ict Counlclior ot the Council ot 
Conferences ; Pre fu lent of the Aulic Council of 
War ; Commander in Chief or Lieutenant-General 

!\{ the Armies of tlie Emperor and Empire ; his 
mperial Majefty's Vicar-Genend in Italy ; Colonel 
of a R^merit of Dracoons \ and Knight of thci 
Gdden Pleece. All his Employments may be 
wortli about 300,000 Florins a year to him. Bclidcs 
this, he has a confiderablc Eftatc in Hungary and in 
the Neighbourhood of Vienna^ which brings him in 
about 100,000 Florins per Ann, more. He holdi 
thofe Lands by the Emperor's Bounty who gave 
them to him as a Reward for bis inqmtant Ser- 
vices,*

• This great General w lio was bora the 8th of OMoker 1665, 
O. S. dy'd on the loth of jlfinl 1736, O. S. fo fuddenly, that 
when his Gentleman wenc (hat Morning, as ufual, imo hii 
"Chtinber to awake him, he was fennd ^ead ia his Bed. He had 
iMsa the day before very gay with Compcny whom he e»- 
tertain'4 at Dinner, and made not the leaft Complaint of any 
Ailment, tho' he had for Tome time before been To indifpos'd 
that he did not venture abroad. 'Tis fuppofcd thrir he was 
choak'd by an immoderate Defluxion of Rheum with which he 
was now and then troub!ed. His fudden Death caft the City 
and Court of Vknna into fuch a Conlkrnation as did prodigi-

has fupported the glory of his Anceftors in a fignal 
manner •, Hungary^ Italy^ and Spain^ have been 
Witneffcs of his Bravery and confuniniate \\ ifdoni 
5n the Art of commanding Armies, niid have ad- 
mir*d him the more becaufe they favv hun always 
gainlngVidories with Armies ill paid, deftltutc of all 
Necemries, and verv much inferior to his Enemies. 
This General entered very young into the Service in 
quality of an Enfign, and advanc'd himfelf by de- 
grees. He was made Lieutenant-Colonel a little 
before the ^arks Undertaking ngainft P'icnup.^ and 
while it was befieg'd, ferv'd as Adjutant to hi^ 
Coufin E^'ncft-Rudiger Count de StaremtergythtD^ 
fender of Vienna* This Count Guid»^ amr having 
been a few years in the Sdrvice, was preferred to 
the Regiment of Foot of which he is ftill ColoneL

porttiit Seryim wliich he wi>iiii*d to the Aitgoft HiHife of 
Auftria daring the Reigns ot three fttcoeffive Emperors. A Will 
WW Ibund among his Papers, whereby he declir'd the latePriace 

Eugene of Sa'voy his Nephew who dy*d the year before at Man* 
hfim his univerfal Heir. But after that time a Codicil was 
ina4e, the' never Agn'd by i'nncc Eugene, declaring for his Heir 
his Nsece Loujfa de Soijfnns of Caj ignan (who was December 
16, 1686.) then at a Nunnery in France. The Prince left be- 
hind him a numerous and curious Library of Books, many of 
whidi he bought when at Lntdm of Cbrifiofher Battnum itt 
frntr^mfttr Mtw, hefidet ii fine Qdl>tiict of Medalt and other 
Coriofitics. The Emperor hat bought his Library of hit 
Ktece for 20000 Florins. 

Since the Princess Death the Cbunt de KonigfegV\cC'?nMetit of 
the Coancil of War, has the chief Dire^ion of Military Affairs 
at this Court, and figns all Difpatches and CommilTions which 
that Prince fign'd as firft Prcfident of the laid Council, for^thiny- 
threc years. Hui Regiment of Dragoons is given to Pnnce 
CkMrhi of Lurrmm^hox the Honours he held a^ General in Chief 
pf the Empeioi^s Forces, and hit Imperial Majefty*s Vicar-Ge* 
Mial in irn^i are like to conclave vacnt bgr icalbnof the Peace* 
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When he was very young he was made Great Gmi- 

mander of the 'Teutonic Order. I do not mention 
his Exploits to you, becaufe they are fo much ce- 
lebrated by Fame that you cannot but know them. 
This General tho* very much advanced In years^ 
tetaiiis all his Juvenile Ardor, and wou^d fttll be 
Very capable of commanding. 

Having menrionM twd of the Emperor's greateft 
Generals you will not be forry, I faficy, if I ftiou*d 
give you (bme Account alfo of his chief Minifters. 
They are five in Number, and are call'd Cmnfellors 
of the Conferences, Prince Eugene of Savoy is the 
firft Counfelldi-, bat Ivithout the Title of Prime 
Minifteri that being ^ Dignity liot knoWn at the 
ImperkI Court; 

Tht CuuiU Lcivis de Zinxoidorf^ Chancellor of the 
Court, and Knight df the Golden Fleece^ is the fecond 
Counfeilor of the Conference. He is a Nobleman 
defcended of a Family which has been for a long 
time eminent in Ati^ria. His Mother was a Prin- 
^ of Hoj^ein "Who mairied td her feccted Hufbahd 
the Marfhal Coant de Rahifin Governor of Tranjyl^ 
i'a?iiiiy but dy'd a few years ago in a very advaiic'd 
Age. I had the honour to know her the iaft time 
I was here y her Houfe being the Rendezvous of all 
People of Rank. Count Ztnzendorfvm in the Mi- 
aiftry in the Reign of Leo^U. He was that Em- 
peloids Minifter I^enipotentiary mirancii while the 
Marflud i2f ^/AiriwasatK/MJftf with theiameChanic* 
ter from Lciuis XI \^ At the Death of the Emperor 
yofepb^thc Coun t dc Zinzendorf was that Prince*s Am- 
ballador to the States-General, in which Charader he 
was confirmed by the Empreis Elem&ra who was 
Regent during the Ahfence of King Cbartes* He re- 
paired from tilt Hague to Frankfort to affift at the 
Coronation o( Charles VI. and officiated at the Ce- 
remony as Vicar to the Great Treafurcr of the Em- 
pire^ a Dignity which i$ Hereditary iu his Family^ 

Al 
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At the Congrefs of Utrecht which was opened not 
long after, the Count de Zinzendmrf affifted as die 
£mperor^s firft Ambaifidor. He afterwards went 

to the unfuccefsful Congreft of Soiffons^ and from 
thence to Verfaillcs^ where he fucceeded fo well with" 
the Cardinal de Fleury that he kept him tight in 
thofe pacific Sentiments which the Enemies of his 
Tranc^uiility, if not of his Glory, um^d to make 
him give up. The Count is now returned hither, 
and umoft the 6nly Man that afts in the Province 
of foreign Affairs. His Intereft is very great, for 
befides the Eftcem which the Emperor has for his 
Perfon and Services, he is related to all the mo ft dif- 
tinguifhed Perfons at Q>urt, and fbidly attached to 
the Interefl of Prince Eugene of Savoy ^ of whofe In- 
tegrity and difinterefted Zeal for the Emperor he is 
very fenfible. The Count de Zinzendarf is pretty 
tail and has a happy engaging Afped. His De- 
portment is noble. He is pretty referved but civil. 
He is very polite to Strangers and his Houfe is opea 
to tliem. He keeps the nobleft and moft elegant 
Table at Vienna, He is magnificent in every thing 
he does, and all his AAions lavour of the Man dt 
<!^ality. He is Father of a numerous Family* 
TKe lecond of his Sons is a Cardinal and Bifhop ut 
Hungary *. Another is Knight of Malta, and Lieu* 
tenant-Colonel. As thefe are the two with whom 
1 am beft acquainted, fo they are the only ones I 
Hiall mention. 1 know not whether 'tis pofTible foi^ 
a Man to be more Uprightly than they both sUle. 
The Chevaher has more Mettle and Life than A 
dafcoH : He is very blunt in his ninitty Sallies, buc 
the variety of them pleafes, and their novelty and 
juftnefs are furprizing. 

The Count Gundacker de Stareinberg, PrefidcnC 
of the Chamber of Finances, and Kmght of tbf 

* He it DOW Bifliop of Brtttmw, a Dignity wbich gives hitt 
A dtftiiigiiiai*d Rank in ClMi fiochy. 
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Golden Fleece, is the third CounfcUor of tfi<* 
Gonfcrences. His Integrity is very much cry'd iip^ 
and he has manag'd the t inances in fuch a nuuiner 
as to guard againft the Public Hatred. 

The Count de Schoniamy Bifhop of Bamberg and 
tPitrtziourg^ Vice-ChanceOor of the Empire, is the 
fourth Counfellor of the Conferences *. You know. 
Sir, that the Schonborn Family has given us (everal 
worthy Gentlemen but! may venture to fay, with all 
due Regard to the Memory of thole great Men, and 
without flattering the Vice-Chanccllor, that of all the 
Family he has the greateft Capacity for fiuitnefsy the 
moft generous Temper, and the moft engaging and 
moft civil Behaviour. As this Prelate has not his 
Equal at Vitunu for Grandeur and Riches, fo he has 
not his Fellow for Magnificence. The Emj^ror 
has a hnguiar Efteem for him. The Vice-Chan- 
cellor has the Chancery of the Empire under him, 
and no body above him but the Empetor, and the 
Eleftor of Menlz^ who is the Great Chancellor 
of the Empire. 

The Count de Konigferk, A'icc-Prefident of the 
Aulic Council of War, is the fifth Counfellor of the 
Conterences« This Nobleman, whole Extradiotx 
is from a Famrly of Diftindion in the Empire, is 
one of the taileft and handfomeft Men at Court : He 
is the Emperor's Ambai&dor Extraordinary at the 
Court of Spain, His Family has for a long time 
paft been attach^ to the Huuk of Auftria, He 
ftudy'd at IvfanfoJi^ and was defipn'd for the 
Church ^ but he quitted the Band, took to Arms^ 

and

vour with their Catholic MajefHesj neverthe^efs he 
makes fuch earned Application to be recalPd, that 
^fiudhewill obtain his Requeft, and that his Ne^ 
phew*, who is the Emperor's Minifter Plenipo* 
tentiar)' to the States- Generai, is already nomuiatcd 
to relieve him -f ;

The Affairs of Bohemia are in the Province of 
Count Kinjku the Chancellor of that Kingdom^ 
who has a Vice-Chancellor under him, with a great 
many Aflleflbrsand Counlellors. . 

1 lie Council of Spain confills of a Prefident, Vice- 
Prefident, and Coi:nfeliors. Its Authority extends 
over aij the Kingdoms that were formerly (ubjcdl to 
Spatnyhut yielded to the Emperor by the Peace. The 
Count de Monte-SantOy a Grandee of Spain^ Brother 
to the Count i& Ciff^^^j, Conftahleof C^/f, is 
Preiident of this Council || ; in which Office he fiic- 
ceeded the Archbifhop of Valentia^ who quitted his 
See to follow the Emperor u )iom he had acknow- 
iedg'd for his Sovereign in Spain.

The Counti^ Mtrcf being kilFd at the Battle 
ef Pmrma, the 29th of Juney i7|4t tbe Einperor fenc the 
Count Kcnigfeck to haJs^ and gave Jtim the Commnnd of his 
Army, which was in a very (hattcr'd Condition, anJ which 
the Count Konigfuk fct to rights again, in lucb a manner Z3 
10 command Refp<id even from hi j> Fncmics. 

II Hi-' Name and Title is Jofcph dt ^tivaj Minefes, Mar^ucfe 
di Viliafir^ Counc it MouU'^anh* 
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the Count de IFurmbrandt \ a Vice-Prefident, who 
is the Count de Metfib \ and of eighteen Counfel- 
Im, amone whom there muft be fix Proteftants, 
and of theft one muft be a Calvinift. This Tru 
bunal judges of all Civil Caufes between the Princes 
and private Men of the Empire. Its Authority 
terminates with the Emperor's Life ; and 'tis on 
this account only that the fupreme Tribunal of 
ff^etzlar^ which fubfifts even during the Vacancy of 
the Inmenal Throne, challenges Precedence of the

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fcAion 0f the Fortifications, the Arfenal, and the 
Garifon. This Garifon confifts of a Regiment of 

Foot, compob'J of veteran SoldiciS, oi* the Burghers 
and Artificers of Vienna ^ from whence this Regi- 
ment never ftirs. The Empluyments in this Corps 
are very lucrative ; but as they dou't lie in the 
Road to the Temple of Honour, they are not much 
folicited by Perfons of any confiderable Extradion, 
Yet this' Regiment, as little eftcem'd as it is, per- 
forin'd very good Serviccij during iJic Sicgc of 
Vienna by Kara Muftapbay Grand Vizier to Ma- 
homet '\Y. It aded then under Erncjl- Rudi^/r 
Count dc Starembergy who was Commandant 
in the City; and both the General and hi$ 
Gariibn acquired very great Glory by the ReAftance 
which they made. But perhaps with all their Bra* 
very they couM not have prevented the Place from 
being taken, had it not been for the Avarice of the 
Grand Vizier who hop'd to be M after himfelf of 
the vaft Treafures that he knew were in the City, 
and w:is therefore againft ftorming the Town, for 
f^ left if it were carry'd by wat means, tho 
Soldiers wou*d have ihaPd the Plunder. 

The Siege of Vienna being foreign to my purpofe,^ 
I (hall fay nothing of it. You know that it was 
raifed by the AfTiftance that was brought to it by 
the brave John Sobiejki King of Poland \ who de- 
feated the Turks on the 12th of September^ ^^^3,% 
and returned home laden with Glory and Booty, 
having made himfdf Maflsr of all the Grand ViziePs 
Equipage. Upon this occafion he (aid a pleaiant 
thing in a Letter which he wrote to the Queen his 
Wife, who had not a very implicit Faith in the Max- 
ims of Seneca on the Contempt of Riches ; ^ You

♦ Grand Vizier has made me fole Heir of all he had,* 
You need not be told that this was the fecoii4 
time the Turks were forced to raife the Siege of 
Vienna \ for Soliman the Sultan befieg'd it in the 
Reign of Charles V, but with no better Succel^ 
than Kara Muftapha, *Tis true that the Difapr 
pointment he met with was not fo fatal in its Con- 
fequence to the Sultan as the other was to the Vizier 
of Mahomet IV, who was ftrangled at Belgrade when 
Mahomet was there : And the Head of this Minifter 
|s ftiU to be feen in the Arfenal at Vi^n^, The Tranf* 
Jation of this Iturklfl} Reliqup hither from Belgrade 
was pretty extraordinary. Some Years after JCar^ 
Muftapha had been ftrangled, when the Germans 
took Bel^rade^ the Soldiers being inform'd where the 
Grand Vizier was bury'd, open'd his Tomb in hope$ 
of Treafure, but found nothing except the Body in 
its Shirt, on which there were (bveral Arabic Cha- 
rafters, and an Alcoran. The Govemour being 
told of it, rememberM that this very Grand Vi- 
zier, when he laid Siege to Raab, which he was 
oblig'd to raife, faid, That if he took the Town 
he wou'd have the Head of its Bifhop cut off, whq 
was then the Count Leopold de Collonitz^ and fend 
It to the Sultan, to be reyeng'd of that Prelate foF 
faking Money out of tlie Convents, ^d encouragingj 
the Garifon therewith to make a vigorous Refift- 
ance. The Govcrnour of Belgrade remembring, \ 
fay, the Menaces of the Grand Vizier, thought it 
wou'd be a very agreeable Prefent to the Count de 
Collonitz^ now a CaidinalS to fend him the Vizier'^} 
Hea4 ai^d Body too, together with th^ Shirt and 
Alcoian ; and he put up the whole very neatly 
In a Cryftal Shrine, adom'd with Silver Plates, 
and fent it accordingly to his Eminence •, who not 
jinking this odd Prefent a proper Relique to be dc- 
pofite^ in his Chapel, gave it to the Arfenal here at; 

Vienna^ 

If was yocleiQ (he Qudl^ QoUwitTi AB|) of Vipii^a^ 
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yknna^ where I have both (een the Mofliilmati and 

felt him. I vvou'd fain have pluck'd fume of the 
Hairs of his Mullachio, but the Guardian of the pre- 
cious 1 reaiure watch'd my Fingers too narrowly. 
They fay that a piece of the Halter by which a Maa 
hangs hunfelf is lucky, and why mayn't there be the 
fame Virtue in the Muflachio of the Grand Vizier ? 
Be it ib or not, 'twill always deferve an honourable 
Station in fume Cabinet uf Rarities. 

Since the Siege of Vienna this City is mucJi in- 
larg'd. Its Fortifications arefo augmented too that 
if the Turks ftiou'd ever be prompted by their ill 
l ate to befiege it again* they wou'd find a flonter 
Reiiftance^and a greater number of their Muflachios 
findged than they imagine. 

The Emperor has lately given new Luftre to his 
Capital, by prc\ ailing with Pope 5^»e</;<^7 XIII. to 
erecfl it into an Archbifhoprick. Several Biiliops, 

Earticuiarly the Archbiihop of Pajfaw^ have difmera-^ 
er'd their Diocefes to aggrandife its Juriididtion, 
The Cardinal de CoUomtz isthePeribn whoatpre- 
lent enjoys this Dignity, vAAdi gives him the Char 
rader and Rank of a Prince. 

The Ro7nan Catholic is the only Religion cxcr- 
cis'd In I 'unna^ and in all Ji{ftria \ hut the Mini- 
fters of the i^roteftant Crown'd iieads have the Li-r 
berty here, ^ well |s elfewhere, of keeping a Cha- 
peL When the holy Sacrapient or the Viaticum is 
carry*dto any (ick Perfon, 'tis always attended by 
Guards who oblige all People that meet it to kneel. 
I have feen the Emperor, when the Viaticum was 
paHing by, alight out of iiis Coach and accompany 
It to Church. This Prince, and indeed ail thofe of 
his Family, always paid a very great Devotion to 
the holy Sacrament of the Altar. Of this PbiUp IV. 
^ing of Spain gave a very edifying Proof; for this 
Monarch going the very day that the King his Father 
dy*d,from the Palace of Mudnd 10 the Monaftery of 
^.y^f^nimo dfil]^J[o in a dQf(;CQa(;h,thathe might 
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be inccg. alighted OQt of it to accompany the Vm.'^ 
ticum which they were carrying to a fick Man 1 

whereupon the Conde Duke d^OHvarez told him. 
That the King his Father was fo lately dead that 
he ought not to have been fecn in public. My 
Lordy faid the King, this Cuftom cannot excufe mc 
frim faying that IVorjhip to God which I owe him. 

It may be fiud of the auguft Hoofe of Asfiria^ 
That as few Princes equa^l them in Piety, fo therp 
are few that equal them in Birth. There may be 
Families that have been longer grac*d with the 
Diadem ; but of thefe there arc very few that have 
fuch great Alliances. There is no King, and not 
many Sovereign Princes but what arc related to 
them \ and there are very few Kingdoms to which 
the Houfe of Jtijlriah^snot given Queens. *Ti9 
now 300 Years that it has been Miftrefs of the 
Empiie; and fince Albert II, it has given thirteen 
Emperors to Europe ibcccffively. One of the Prin- 
cefl^ of Aujiria had fo many great Relations that 
I cannot help mentioning her. This was the Em- 
preis ik&ry, Wife to the Emperor MaximiiioM^ Son 
to Ferdinand 1. This Princefs was Sifter to Philip 
II. King of Spain, and the Daughter, theWife^ 
the Daughter- in-Liw, and the Mother of five 
Emperors i the Grand-daughter, the Daughter, 
the Sifter, and the Aunt of four Kings of Spain ; 
and the Mother-in-law of two Kings, viz, Charles 
IX. King of France^ and Philip IL King of Spain. 
A modern Author (ays that the Origin and Kin- 
dred of this Princefs infinitely furpafled thofe of 
ylgrippina^viho^ according to the Report of J'ac if us^ 
was the Daughter of GerwanicuSy the Sifter of Ca^ 
ligula^ the Wife of Claudius^ and the Mother of 
Nero, But when I confider how perfcd a Matter 
you are, both of Hiftory and Genealogy, I ought 
to beg your Pardon for my Impcrtinc^^ wi troubling 
you with thefe Liftances. 
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What lemains for me now, b to communkate 
lame Remsurks ta yoii which I have made tipon the 

jluftrians in general. I (hall begin with the Wo- 
men, whom I fhall paint to you, as Burrhus fays, 
>vith the Freedom of a Soldier, ivho is not the beit 
Limner. 

The Womeiihere, as in all other Countries, are 
either handfoqie or ugl/. In general they are ntther 
liandfeme than pretty, for they are daJI Beauties. 

They arc all tall and well lliap'd v they v/alk well, 
but wlicn they curt'fy, do it in fuch an aukward 
manner, that one woii'd think their Backs were in 
danger of bceaking. In their Prefs they aife^ 
Finery rather than a good Fancy. Two or three 
excepted* dmrA none that lay on the Red, much 
lefi the White, and Patches are very littie worn \ 
in a word, they have nothing about them that de- 
notes Coquettry. As to their Humour, they are 
reckoned frank, tho* rfot eahly made familiar ; they 
are naturally vain, and like all our German Women, 
pretty reierv^d, and not fo fond of Gallantry as 
they are of Gaming, Luxury, and Magnificence* 
Such is their Indolence that they concern them- 
felves no more about their Houihold Affairs than if 
they were Strangers. They know no Books but 
their Prayer-Books, are extremely credulous, and 
give into all the Externals Religion : This makes 
their ConveHatian fometiroes inHpid ; and unleis 
nowand thenaLoverStory iallsin, RainandFair- 
Wcathcr are thdr gcneml Topics. They hare at 

leall as great a Conceit of Vienna as the PanJIans 

have of Parts \ for out of Vienna they think there's 

no Salvation. But ail thefe little Defers arc re- 

putkl by an unfiommon Greatnefs of Soul, and Get 

nerofity. They arc hearty Friends, and warm Pro- 

feAofsaf thofewhofe Interefts they efpouie. When 

they are in bve, their Paflbn is fincere , and tnftead

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nubde the Fortunes of thofe to whom they have 
taken aFancy* Upon this Head I have been tokt, 
that in the Rdgn of the Emperor Jofepb^ when 

Gallantry was more in vogue than 'tis now, there 
was a Lady, who being in love with a Gentleman, 
and having a mind to make his Fortune without the 
Cenfure of the Public, thoughtfit inan AfTembiy 
where her Spark cut at BafTet, to punt againft him. 
She iet a withdut telling a Soul how much lh» 
flak'd; Her Huiband coming into the Room 
where they were at Play, fhc role up, took the 
Marks that were againft her, threw them on the 
Ground, and faid to the Banker, loud enough to 
be heard by her Hufband, loweyw^ Sir, 40000 
Florins. The Huiband in a very great Surprize 
aik'd what was the matter } I have hen fucb 
a FooU faid (he, pointing to the Banker, as to lofe 
40000 I'lorins to Monfieur iV. , . . Tgu have rcajon 
to chide me ; but however my Debt mu/l be paid. The 
Hufband indeed grumbled very much, and iaid he 
wou'd not pay. IVhat I reply*d the Wife, won^t 
jeu pay the Gentleman F It /bail fare the worfe with 
you if you imft^ for lam refohfd to fay him in fomo 
Coin or other. The Hdbemd perceiving his Wife 
fo rcfolute, and that if he did not depofite the 
Money it wou'd fubje6l him to the Lofs of what 
was more precious, chofe rather to part with the 
Cafii ; and indeed he had no reafon to repent of it, 
for the Lady's Heart was fb won by it, that fhe 
renounced the Sight of her Lover from that Mo- 
ment, and made a very fober Wife. 

1 his. Sir, is all 1 iiavc to give you concerning 
the Temper of the Women. Let me tell you 
alfo how they fpend theu: 1 ime. They rife late. 
As foon almoft as their Eyes are open, they call for 
Chocolate, and fend to their Hufbands to know 
who they have invited to Dinner, and whether there 
13 room for any more Guefti« If the Lady doea - 

aot; 
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tiot like the Company, fhe fends notice to fome 
Lady of her Acquaintance that fhe intends to dine 
with her; but if thetc be room at home, asapolite 
Huiband always takes care to leave fome at the Di£- 
poial of his Wife, /hefendsan Invitation to whom 
ihe pfcaies. After this ihe dfdfes and goes to 
Ma(s ; for here the Ladys are all fo devout that 
there's none but what hears at leaft one Mafs 
In a day. There they read in five or fix different 
Prayer-Books^ kifs4iU thePiAures that are at the 
head of the Prayer^ and very devoutly to& their 
Beads. After the Office is over they commonly 
chat a quarter of an Hour in the Church. Then 
they go abroad and make fome friendly Viiits, or 
elfe go home to receive them. At thcfe Vifits they 
hear all the News in Vienna. During this they iiave 
all a little Box of Indian Lack upon their Knees, in 
which they thread Gold ti 1 Dmner-thne. When 
thafs over, they drink Coffee or play at ^nnze 
till Night, when they go to Court. From the 
Emprefe's Apartment they adjourn to the Aflem- 
bly, where they divert themlelves at Piquet^ or at 
^^iadriUe \ and then retire, undrefs themlelves, 
go to Supper, and thence to Bed, well pleafed to 
think with what Indolence and Idlenefs they have 
i|)ent theDay, 

The Women of the iecond Cfaiis, in which \ 
include the Gentlewomen that have no Titles of 
Honour, viz. the Wives of the Aflicflbrs, Refe- 
rendaries and Agents of the Court, difcover fuch 
an Air of Plenty and Profperity as is remarkably 
furprizing. Their Houfes are richly furnifh'd, and. 
their Tables well ferv'd. If a Referendary has a 
mind to a nice bit, no body muft offer to take it ; 
and the beft of every thing is what they are lure to 
lay hands on. Belly-Cheer is one of thofe things 
which the Auftrians generally think of moft : They 

require a great many Diihcs» and thofe weU-cramm'd. 

' They 
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They are fo very much accuftom'd to this Profiifioit 
of Eatables that I have known ibme young People 
fai Aii/iria affirm they don't know what good Eat- 
ing is in Bronte^ becaule they don't icrre up a 
couple of Loins of Veal in one Difti. Different forts 
of Wines are what they arc aifo very much us'd to, 
which certainly is very cxpenfive becaufe foreign. 
Wines pay coniiderable Dutys ; yet nothing lefs wiJl 
ierve them than eight ortenfixls of Wine, and I have 
been at Houfes where there haiTe been iio k& than 
eighteen. Thef place a Note under e^^ety Pbtd 
expreffmg the fevcral forts of Wine at the Beaufet. 

The Burghers and common fort of People mi- 
mick the Nobility as far as their Purfes will afford ; 
and it may be iaid that ao Nation in the World 
is fo extravagantas this* 

The Allans are Hatutally prdud and haughty^ 
and expe^ all Mankind fliould ftoop to them. As 
their Sovereign is the firft in Rank among the Chri- 
ftian Princes, fo they think theirs to be the chief 
Nation m the World. Nothing is more vain nor 
more infupportable than a yoimg Auftrian^ whofe 
Father is m any Rank at Court. They are in- 
toxicated with Pride and Preiumptton i and as they 
know themleives t!6 be rich, and their Fathers to be 
great Lords, they think they may defpife ail the 
World, and lay afide that courteous and polite Beha- 
viour which would fo well become their Birth. Yet 
what I here obferve to you concemmg the youn^ 
People is not £> univerlally true as not to admit 
of great Exceptions, which is the Gaft of every 
thing aflerted in the general. 

The Court is not without Ladies who arc much 
to be valued. The Emprefs Regent honours with her 
Confidence Madame the Countcfs dc Fucbs^ whoie 
Hufband was Minifter of State to the Emperor^ 
and his Plenipotentiary at Ha$itbimrg^ where he 
dy'd. This Commft is to the Count de 
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Maiardj Sttwaid of the Emperor's Kitcheas. She 

is a very polite Lady, and is fo fer from being cn- 
vy*d for being a Favourite that all Pci fons of Di- 
ftmdtion agree (he deferves it, becaufe fhe fupports 
it with Modefty, and makes no other Ufe of it but 
to do good. 

Madamoifelle de Klenck has a very great fhace ia 
d&e Favour of the Empiels Dowager, which I txke 
to be a Reward due to her long Sovices, and to 

her Merit. She Is chief Maid of Honour to that 
Princefs, and has been engag'd to her ever fince fhe 
has been at Vienna. If the CharaAer of a thorough 
Gentlewoman may be attributed to any of the Sex, 
Madamoifelle de Klenck deferves it more than any 
odier, it bdng impoffible foc^a Pcrfon to have more 
Integrity, and more Gcneroflty. 

The Countcfs Dowager of Allhcim^ of the Pig-- 
fiateUi Family, in regard to whofe Rank I ought to 
have mentioned her firft, if I obferv'd a very ftrid: 
Order in my Writings, is a Native of Spain. 
The Count d^Mtbeim marry'd her at Barcelona. 
Her Beauty was the more admir'd in Spain beaufe 
Ihe was ^r. This Lady has a noble Air, and has 
ft Genius capable for Affairs of tlie greateft Confe- 
quence. Their Imperial Majcfties pay her great 
Dillindion, and all the Courtiers honour and re- 
fpeA her fo that now in her Widowhood fhe con- 
tinues in good Credit, and almoft as much Autho- 
rity as flie had when that great Favourite her HulV 
band was living. 

The Nobility of ylnjlria^ and of all the Em|:>e- 
ror*s Hereditary Dominions, are fo fond of the 
Title of Count that the Gentlemen buy and follicit 
it as eagerly as if it was a great Eflate. *Tis well 
for them that the Difpatch of their Patents does not 
coft much I for the greateft Privilege which this brin^ 
them is all a Chimaera. Thefe Counts may be feid 
to hold the hmti Rank among iheaiiucat Counts 

of 
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of the Eihtnre as the King's Secretaries in Franci 
do among the Gentlemen of good Families. 

As for Gentlemen, they arc lb common here that 
there are fcarce any others to he fcen. AH the 
Agents of the Court, and all the Referendaries pro- 
cure themfelvesaTitle, tho* I know not why j for 
neither they nor their Wives dare to rank them*- 
felves among the Prime Nobility. This Madnels 
of theirs to be enobled is fo common, and fo cafy 
to be gratitkd, tiiat 1 have known a Man, who was 
fomicrlv Mellenger to the Emperor Jcfeph^ pur- 
chafe the 1 itle of Baron ; and his Children begin to 
mix with tht Grand Monde, 

Thefcy Sir, were all the Remarks that I made 
upon tlie jiuftrians. I muft give you a few Parti- 
culars concerning the EmperoPs Perlbn. I hav^ 
already laid fomcthing to you of his Charader : 
What follows is to fhew you how grateful he is, 
and how friendly. Virtues which arc the more to be 
efleem^d in him becauie they are not the moft 
miliar to great Men. 

The Emperor Ihows all poffible marks of Gra- 
titude to thoie Spaniards who adhePd to him while 
he was at Earcckna. He has loaded them with 
Wealth and Honours and if it's poffible for one's 
native Country to be forgot, he has put them in a 
Situation to forget theirs. This pj^icular Good- 
nefs of the Emperor extends to all that followed his 
Fortunes in «S/^;>r; whom he diftinguilhes upon all 
Occafions, and does them good preferably to his 
other Subje<fts. As to Fricndiliip, no Monarch 
ever had more for any Favourite than Charles had 
for tlie late Count d^Aitbcim^ his Mafter of the 
Horfe. This Nobleman was the Emperor's Page, 
when he was only Arch-Duke ; and he attended 
that Prince to Spain^ where his Care, his Services, 
his Aifiduity, and above all his Honefty and his In- 
tegrity, won him the intire Confidence of the youns^ 

Mo- 
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Monarch. When this Prince became Emperor he 

rewarded the G)unt with Honours, Wealth, and 
Dignities. He luv'd him as long as he liv'd, and 
his Memory is ftill dear to him. As foon as he dy*d, 
the Empecor dec^r^d jiimfelf Guardian to his Chil-* 
dren* g^ve Orders in what manner they ihou^d be 
brought up, and now treats them much more like 
his own Children than his Sutjeds. But what 
wou'd you (ay of the Emperor's tender Love for 
the Emprefs ? Some time ago this Princefs being 
dangeroufly il!, the Emperor not only fent for 
his Phyficians, and conjuPd them to employ ail their 
Art to iave her Life, but promised them Rewards 
Suitable to that Service, a|id aftually watched with 
her ieveial Nights to lee her tike the Remedies 
they prcfcrib'd. Does not a G)njugal-Love fo 
perfedl, deferve to be rewarded by the Birth of an 
Archduke? Adieu, Sir. If I were Emperor, you 
(hou*d be my Count ^ Altheim ; but in the Q>n- 
ditton I am in, you are the Perfon whom I honour 
moft of all Mankind; and am> &c.

S J MitMUb, Jm, J, 17JO. 

As I came hither from Vienna, I ftay'd two 
Days at Lintz, the Capital of Upper An- 
firia. This City lies on the f)anube^ over 
which there is a wooden Bridge, 'Tis a little 
Town, but well built, and has fine Churches* Its 
Inhabitants are thriving, and they drive a great 
Trade in Linnen Cloth. *TfS the'Rcfidenceof a 
great n:any Peifons of Quality, and of the Regency 
of the Province, of which the Count de ^mrbeim 
is the Cliief. This Nobleman lodges in the Im- 
perial Palace, which ilands upon an Eminencey and 
commands the City. The Building is commodious 
enough, but not (o magnificent. The Empeior 
Leopold ftay'd here during the Siege of Vietma\ till 
Hot tainking himfelf fafe in It he retir'd to Paf- 
faw. The Neighbourhood of Lintz is very agree- 
able. All the way hither from Vienna the Danube 
IS lin*d on both lidcs with Vineyards j but from 
Lintz to this Place, inftead of Vines» there are 
Plantations of Hops. 

Munich, in the German Tongue Muncben^ 
flandsin the middle of a large Plain, and in the Cen- 
ter of Bavaria^ of which it is the Capital City. The 
Walls of it are walhed by the River Ifer \ 'tis a fmall 
Town, but better built than fortified, for withia 
thife few Years feyeral fine Houfcs haye been 
X nus'd 
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rais'd in it. 1 he Eledor's i'alace is one of the 
biggeft Piles of Building in Europe^ but it wants a 
great deal of being fo handibme a Stnidxire as MtfcH 
and (everal other Authors have reprelented it ; for 

its Magnificence confifts principally in its Bulk. The 
chief Front, which looks towards a very narrowStrcet, 
has the Refcmblmce of a fair Convent *, to which the 
Image of the Virgin Mary over the great Gate con- 
tributes not a little. That for which 'tis held In moft 
Efteem is the great Arartment which is call'd the 
£0!irp^^j Apartment The Connoifleurs in Painting 
admire the Pidures in the great Hall, which repre- 
•lent bo:h Sacred and Prophanc Hillory, and are per- 
formed by the Hand of Cart dr. The Chimney-piece 
in theikme Room is very much cileem'd : Among 
other fine Figures with which it is adorn'd, there's a 
Statue of Porphyry that reprefents Virtue holding a 
Spearinthe Right Hand,and intheLeft agiltPalm« 
Branch. In 1 6 3 2 , when Gufiavus Adolphus K ing of 
S'Ji cdai m-xdiQ. Iiiniiclr Mailer ct Alii>i:J\ he thoueht 
tills fo beautiful a Room that he was lurry he could 
not get it tranfported to Stockholm, In the Reign 
of Ferdinand Mary^ Grandfather to the prefent' 
£kdor) great part of the Palace of Munich was 
reduced to Aihes, ^hich Accident was, 'tis faid, 
the Occafion of that Prince's Death 5 for being at 
Srruui/ingcn Nvhcii he rccL-ivcd the lad News of rlx- 
'Fire, he took Horfe immediately and rude with fuch 
Fury to Munich that he received a Fall which in 
a little time prov'd his Death. 

The prefent Eledor Cbarles-Albert^Cajetan has 
embellifh'd the Palace with a new Apartment, which^ 
tho' not fo big as the Emperor's, exceeds it in Mag* 
nificence. *T is adorn'd with noble Pidures, an- 
tique Bulls, and Vafes plac'd upon * Tables of very

• In tlie Beginning of the Year 1750, this Apartmcm w*tt 
burnt down by a Fire which broke out in the Night-time ; fo 
that the Eleftor and ElcOrcfs had like to have been burnt iu 
ihcir Beds, W iw&ice any af ihc armurc wa& ijiv*d. 
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freat Vi^ue *» and among other Things there's the 
^idhire of the Virgin done hj St. Luke. 
There's a iecret Paflage from the Pakce thro^ 

Jittle Galleries to all the Churches and Convents in the 
Town. The neareft Church is that of the Tbeatins, 
which togetiier wltii their Monaftery was built by 
Maria-Adelaide of Savoy Wife to Ferdinand-Mary. 
The Fryars of this Convent muft be twenty feven 
in number! ^nd ail Men of Quality. They fubiift 
by charitable Donations ; but dare not a(k Alms, and 
muft wait for fuch Provifions as Providence lhall 
plciife to fend them. When they have fuffer'd ex- 
treme Want at any Time for three Days together, 
they are permitted to ring a Bell as a Token of their 
Diftrefs; but it has been obferv'd that this never 
Kappcrk*d above twice fince their firftEftabliflimenty 
becaufe the EleAors are too charitable to let them 
want. The Tomb of the Princes oi Bavaria is in 
the Church of tht-fj; honcll Fryars. 

The Church of our Lady is the parocliial Church 
o{ Alumch. In it is the ftately Tomb of the Em- 
peror L^^/j of Bavaria who dy'd of Poifon. *Ti8 
adomM with a great many fine Figures of Bnifi and 
Marble. In this Church the EleAor on the 24th of 
April laft inftituted the Order of St. George^ by 
Authority of Pope Benedi£l XIII. i'hc Ceremony 
was pcrionn'd w ith ^ vaft deal of Pomp, and the 
Eledlor of Cologn omciated at the High Maiii. 
The Promotion confifted of three Grand Priors, 
Itx Grand CrofTes, a Commander, and fix Knights. 
Some time after this firft Promotion the EleAor 
made a fecond, in which he appointed one Grand 
Crofs, and nine Knights, 'lis (aid there will 
fpecdily be a third Promotion of eight more Knights^ 
rhe whole Number being to conlill of forty ^. 

The 

* The Order confiiU tc prefcnt of aGrandMaflcr who is the 
Eie£tor, .md two Grand Priors, who are rhe Electoral Prince 

and Duke FtrMnandt fix Uraod Croi&i) aioc ComaiAAd€iit 
^nA fevfrai Knighu. 
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The Eledor intends to annex Comnianderies to 
his Order. They who are admitte<i into it muft 
give Proofs of their Extraction from fixteen De* 
Kcnts ; and thisi$ fo ftridly obierv'd that his moft 
Serene EleAoral Highnefs, as Grand Mafter of the 
Order, has rcnounc'd all Power of granting any 
Difpenfation from it. According to the Statutes of 
this Order all the Knights are ob]ig*d to beCatho- 
Jics, to defend the Faith and the Church, to pro* 
tedt Widows and Orphans, and to pnuftife all the 
Chrifttan Virtues. Tne Badge of tne Order is a 
large Sky-blue Ribbon bordered about the breadth 
of an Inch with a black and white Stripe; and at 
the end of the Ribbon hangs a Crofs enamel Pd with 
blue, in the middle of which there is a St. George, 

The Church and Convent of the Reverend Fa- 
thers the Jefuits are two very ma^ifioent Strudures. 
The Roof of the Church which is one iingle Nave 
IS a Work of Skill and Ingenuity, wherein the 
Apertures are contriv'd with very great Art ^ for 
which reafon, the Curious look upon this Fabric as 
a Mafter-piec€ of Archite<5hire, 

The Church of the Reverend Fathers oiSuAufiin^ 
the' but of a moderate Size, contains Beauties that 
are not always to be met with in greater Fabrics. 
The PiAures with which it is adorned are highly 
efteemM, and good Judges agree tliere are few that 
-can parallel them* 

Tho'theHoufes of A///;/;V^are all very well huilf, 
there are tew that can be caiPd Hotels or Palaces. 
The Count Piojas a Piedmmtefe has cauF^'d one to be 
built of late Years which is a confiderable Stru^re 
with regard to the true Proportions of its Outfide, 
and to the ingenious Diftribution of the Apartr* 
ments, which liave fine Decorations and good 1^ ur- 
niture. 

The Court of Bavaria obferves moft of the 
Cuftoms of the Court of Vienna in matters of Cere- 

s 3 »«H»y, 
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nicny, but as for the reft, their Way of living 5s 
dijfrercnt , here being more Freedom, and more Di- 
verfion. 

The Eledor Charles- Albert delights in Pleaiiires 
and bodily Exercife, and acquits himfelf therein 
with a Grace. He is a comely Perfonage, and has 

a grave, noble, and majeftic Air, fo that he is taken 
for a proud Man •, yet few Princes are more gra- 
cious and more civil to Strangers, and to his Sub- 
jeds alfo he is eafy of Accefs. He was full of Life 
and Spirit when he was a Prince, and now that he is a 
Sovereign is become iedate and moderate. He is 
genteel, talks Frtinbj Italian^ and Latin well, is 
Mafter of Hiftory, and perfectly acquainted witli 
the Intereft of Princes in general, and that of his 
own Family in particular. He ilicks to Bu(ine{$, 
and above all feems to be very eameft in redreiTing 
his Finances which he found in great Diibrder 
when he acceded to the Elcdlorate. The ELdor 
was born the 6th oi /luguj}, 1697. He is Son of 
Maximlian-Emafjffe/ famous for his Victories and 
for his Difgnice, and 'Therefa-CuHegunda'SobteJki^ 
Daughter of Sohiejki King of Poland, When 
Charles came into the World he had a Brother liv- 
ing who was born of the Arch-Duchefi Mdry-Maxi* 
mlian^ Emanuers lirft Wife. I his young Piincc 
who all EirrC'pe expc<5^ed wou*d l)e the SuccefTor of 
Charles II. King of Spain^ dying at Brujfels the 6tJi 
of February^ 169^ , Charles thereby became the E- 
ledtoral Prince : He was bred up at Munich with 
four of his Brothers, but both he and his Brothers 
i'jncridci'd Prifoners to the Emperor Jcfepb after 
the Battle of Hochjlet^ which fuhjedcd all Baz-an'a 
to his Imperial Majerty. That Monarch had the 
young Princes remov'd to Graiz where he caus'd 
them to be treated in a manner not fo fuitabk to 
their high Birth as to their decayed Fortune. When 
ycfeob dy'd, iiis Succeflbr C^^rr/rj VI. us'd thePrin- 
• . * ces 
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ces with Icfs Severity, caus'd them to be honoumhjy 
attended, and lent them Maftcrs to inftrud them ; 
and upon the Peace of Ra^adt which reinftated the 
Elodor MmimiUani'Emafmel in his Dominions, the 
fences his Children were rcAor'd to him. They 
imiflfd their Studies' at Munich^ after which the 
Icftor fent the four el deft to RomCy where the fe- 
cond, whofe Name was Duke Philip^ dy'd not Jong 
after he had been chofe Bilhop of Munjter and Pa- 
dirbmrn, Charles returning from Italy went to Vi^ 
made the Campaign of Belgrade^ and ibme 
Years after that, he marry'd Mttry-^Amtlia'Annt of 
Auflria, the hte Emperor 7<?/^;>i>^s{econd Daughter. 
In 1725, Charles and his three Brothers were at 
Fontainhleau^ at the Marriage of Lewis XIV. and 
next Year he fucceeded his Father who dy'd atiV&- 
nich lamented as he wasador'd by his Courtiers. 

The Elei^refs who Is a little Woman, very much 
refembks the £mpre& her Mothec, and has more 
Vivacity than is common to the Princes of the 
Houll (ji Aujiria. Snc prefers 1 lanting to all other 
PJeafurc^, and there are kw Days but fhc partakes 
of that Diverfion with the Eledor, who, as well as 
the Princes his Brothers is fond of it. 

The Eledtcff has by his Marriage two * Princes 
and two Prinoeflles. The eldeft of the Sons who 
has the Title of the Eledoral Prince k called Maxi" 
milian-Jofeph^ and was born the 2Sthof Aidrci^ 
1727. His moft ferene Eledloral Highnefs's three 
Brothers are "Dyjik^Ferdinaudy the Eledor of Cologn^ 
and the Bifhop of Freifingen and Ratijhon^ Of thefe 
Princes Duke Ferdinand is the only one who re- 
iides at Mumd. His moft ierene I-Iighnefs is a 
Lieutenant-Genera), and has a Regiment of Cuirat 
Tiers in the Emperor's Service. 1 Ic is alfo a Knight 
of the Golden Fleece^ and Grand Prior of the Order 
of St, George, He xnarry'd Mary-Anne^Caroline of 

S 4 NeW" 
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Newhurg, hy whom he has two Sons and one 
Daughter. I have already told you that he wia 
educated with the Ekdor his Brother^ with whom 
he made the Campaign of Belgrade^ ttavell'd fevc* 
ml times to Italy^ and hft of all to Franci^ where 
thofe Princes were admir'd for their Splendor, their 
Politenefs, their good Tafte, and their fine Under- 
ftanding. One flban't find a Man more affable than 
Duke Ferdinand who is even ador'd at Municb^ 
and is dearly bclov*d by the Eledor his Brother* 
The Duchefs his Wife who is the beft-natui^d Prin- 
cefs in the World makes grand Entertainments, 
and is particularly civil to Strangers, 

The Bifhop of Fretfw^efi and Rattf})oyt fpends 
more.of his l ime at Munich than in his Diocele. 
He is a Prince of great Penetrarion, Spirit arid Vi* 
vadty, is^ ^nerous, ^ liberal^ and charitable* ex- 
tremely civil, and *tis impoflible to be acquainted 
with him without adding Love to that Refpe6t 
and V'cncratioii which are due to his Birth and 
Chara(!:ler. He entcr'd very young into Orders, 
and was confecrated Biihop by his Brother the £- 
iedor of Cdogn. *Twas thought at firft that he 
wou*d have made but an indifieteat Ecclefiaffict 
but he has demonftrated that he knows how to re- 
concile the Gravity of a Prelate with the Magna^ 
nimity of a Temporal Prince. 

The Court of Bavaria is without dispute the 
moft gallant, and the politeft in Germany. We 
have a French Comedy here together with Balls 
and Gaming every Day, and a Concert of Mufic 
three Times a Week, at which all the Company is 
mafk'd \ and after the Concert there's Gamiiig and 
Dancing. Thcfe public Aiiembiies, at which the 
£ledor and the whole Court are preient, bring in 
a great Revenue to the £le Aor^ Valets de QbmSre ; 
for befides the Money which every one pays at 
£ntriUice, t,hey a^c alio piiid iur the Cards, and are 

con* 
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conoem*d in ahooft ftU the Banks ; lb that tfaofe 
Domdtics have almoft all the CaSx of the NobiIhy» 

with whom they don*t fcruple neither to rank them- 
felves. Bcfides thefe noifv Pleafures we have others 
that are more tranquil, I mean thofe of civil Society. 
Of this kind there's more here than in the other 
Towns of Germawf ^ but more ilill among the Fo- 
reigners d»t are in the Ekter^s Service than among 
the Bavarians % for thefe are generally proud, tho' 
*tis certainly more owing to their Opinion that it 
gives them a good Air to be fo than to their Tem- 
per ( and they aftually become more fociablc when 
they are madeienfible that their grand Airs are not 
aftoniihing. 

The Title of Coimt is as common here as at Fi- 
€ffmf , and the Bavarian Counts have no greater 

Privileges than thofe of Auftria^ for they are as 

much Subjefls as the meaneft Gentlemen. I find 

that thofe in Places, and who bear any Rank at Court 

m much more polite than others. The Counts de 

Unrbeim^ T^ring^ and Freifing who have the chief 

Employments are fii dvil tbit I believe there's 

few Forrigners but will give them their Encomium. 

The Elejftor has a very large Houftvold, and a 

number of great Officers, 1*11 mention fome of 

them to you. 

The Count Maximilian de "Torring-Seefeldt is 

Stemrd of the Eledor's Houfhold, a Mimfter of 

State» and Knight of the GQlden Fleece. This 

Nohkman who k advanced in Years, is good-na- 

tur*d and civil, fpcaks little, is naturally grave, not 

fond of Pomp, and lives rctir'd in the middle of a 

Court, but when he makes any Entertainment 

do^ it with Grandeur. He never once abandoned 

the £le(R:or Maximilian Emanuel his former Mafter, 

but followed him in his Fortunes both good and 
i J 
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The Count Sigifmond de Thirbiim is Great Cham- 
berlain, a Minifter of iitate, and Grand Croix ot the 
Order ot St. George. He is very tail, and tho* 
his Air is not the moft aifabie, he is courteous and 
dvil* He lives very nobiy, and does the Honours 
of the Court very hSudfomely ; ooniequendy he is 
generally beloved and efteem*d. He was Governor 
of the Eledor, who, contrary to moll: Princes that 
are not apt to retain an Eftecm for thofe who once 
had the Care of their Education, gives great Proofs 
of his Regard for the Count de Tbirhem^ 

The Cdunt MammiluM de Fugger is Grand Mar- 
flud ^. As he does not five ztMmiieb^ I have no- 
thing particular to tell you of him. 

T\\^ Count Maximilian de Prexffffo^ Madcr of the 
Uorfe, Prefident of the Chamber of Finances, a 
Minifter of State, and Grand Crone of the Order of 
St. George is a very polite Nobleman, but ferkms 
mid grave to the laft degree. *Tis difficult fer any 
Mail to be more attached to his Religion, to have 
more Candor, and to be more uj^rieht than this 
Minifter. His Probity has brought Envy upou 
him, but it has procured him the Eleftor's intire 
Confidence, of which however the Count makes no 
farther Advantage than is requifite for his Maftet^s 
Bufinefs. l ie is accus'd of being clolc-fifted,and of 
difluading the Eledor from giving Gratuities ; but 
*tis agreed that he is very charitable to the Poor. 
'Tis a hard matter for a Minifter who has the Di- 
redfcion of the Finances to pleaie every body, and 
he is commonly the Butt of public Cemiire. 

The Count ^/d? ReMerg Grait Huntfman-f, Mi- 
nifter of Stitc, Prefident of the Council of War, 
1 .icu tenant General, and Grand Croix of the Order 
of St. George^ is Commander in Chief of the E*

• The prcfcnt Grand Marflml is the Count Gaudtrntx dtRtti^ 
hcrg^ a Grand Croix of the Order of St. G^^or-r 
f The fiaron dt Frtifing is at prcfent Greai Uumiinan. 
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ledor's Forces : He accompany'd the late Ekdor to 
France where he acquir*d the Repuution of aa ex- 
perienc'd Ikilfiil General. 

Ignatius-Jcfeph Count de Torring is a Minifter of 
State, Grand Mafter of the Artillery, and a Grand 
Cit>ix of St. Georwi. He followed the late Eledw 
into France y mi after that Prince was reAof^d he 
went as Miniilcr Plenipotentiary to the Imperial 
Court, where he negotiated the Marriage of the 
prefent Eledor with the Archduchefc, youngeft 
Daughter to the late Emperor Jofepb, 

I cou'dtell you of many other Perfbos of Dif- 
dndtion at the Court of Bavaria^ only I fear that 
being too particular wou'd tire your Patience. The 
Minifters who bear the greatcft Sway arc the 
Counts Maximilian de P>'f.'yft}tg and de 'Torri):<7^ and 
M. d' UnerUL The firft is Diredor of the Jbinan- 
ces I the fecond has the Province of Foreign Af- 
fiurs I and the third takes care of Affairs Domeftic 
and Military. Thefe tliree Minifters are the Arbi* 
ters of Bavaria^ and to them the Tribunals of the 
fcveral Provinces muil apply, 

Bavaria is divided into four CniUuns or Provin- 
ces, viz, the Cantons of Munich^ Burgbaujen^ Land^ 
firut and Straubingen. Each of thefe Provinces has 
a Regency or Parliament ; and an Appeal Iks from 
Sentences therein pafi'd to the Eledor's Council of 
State. 

'Tis certain that Bavaria is one of the Left States 
in the Empire. *Tis faid that it brmgs in feven - 
Millions of Florins, and I have been aflured by 
Perfons who have Opportunities of being intbrm'd 
of the State of the Finances that there was a time 
when the late EleAor received eleven Millions pr 
Ann, The Riches of Bavaria arc owing to the 
Exportation of Salt and Corn, and to the Confump- 
tion of the Beer brew*d in the Country, which is as 
good as any in the World, firal^ and the Country 
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of SaltzbmrZy have almoft all the Com which they 
fpcnd from Bavaria^ and the EJedor has a Horjii 
for every Sack that is exported. Another thing 
which IS a 1 reaiure to Bavaria is the Fir-Trees, a 
Wood that ferves for every Ufe that can be ima- 
gin'd, whether for Building, or for Houihold-StdF. 
There is not a Province in the Empire where Pro- 
vifions are cheaper, and in the mean time there's a 
vaft Home-Coiifumption ; for hefides that the Ba- 
varians love good iiating and Drinking, the Country 
is very populous •, and 'ds computed that the Inha- 
bitEiitii SAbmkb akme m .boVe40,ooo. 

Of all the Soveragns in Europe^ next to the King 
of Irance^ the Elector of Bavaria has the finefl 
Pleafure-Houks, for which he may thank: the Elec- 
tor his father who iiad a wonderful good Fancy 
and Judgment. 

Nymphenbouro a (hort League fromMunicb\» 
a charming Place. The Caftle is to be (een a great 
way off by reafon of its Situation in the middle of 
a great Plain, fo that from the Apartments of the 
fecond Story one difcovcrs a vaft Tra<5l: of Coun- 
try, and an infinite number of Rural Beauties that 
are in the Neighbourhood of Munich, Mary-Ade-- 
hide de Savoy (Mother to Maximslian-Emamal) 
who was extremely fond c( the Arts and Sciences, 
and knew them perfedly well, was the Per Ton who 
bid the Founciatiofis of that Caftle. The Man that 
ihe cnipJoy'd to build it was an Italian Architcft 
whom file fent for out of Italy for the purpofe. 
But all this Palace confifted only of one great Pa- 
vilion. Maximilian^Emanuel thinking the Gaftle 
too fmall, caiifed feveral Manfions to be added to it, 
together with fine Stables and grand Gardens in 
fnort, he put the whole into that magnificent Con- 
dition we fee it in at this day. His moft ferene 
Ekdoral Highneis lets the Pavilion ftand in pure 
rcfpedt to the Memory of bis Mother who buiit it^ 
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but 'tis pity he does i for 'm much higher than th« 
reft of the £dificey and is no good Qnuunent to 
the main Building. In order to give you a more 

perfed Idea of this Houfe, I will tell you that It looks 
towards a great and niagiuficeat Canal tcrnunated at 
each end byalpaciousBafin adorn'd with Water- work* 
and double Rows of Trees on each fide which forxi» 
the Avenues. We enter into the Caftle by an A- 
Icent of MarbkSteps : The firft Room we come to 
. is a very great high Salon adom*d with Architec-* 
ture of Piaiftcr of Parts very well executed. From- 
each fide of this Salon tliere is a PafTage into fevt raJ 
Apartments of which I fhall not llop to give you 
the Detail, becaufe I don't think it in my power 
to convey a fuitable Idea to you of the Richnefi of 
the Furniture, and all the fine thmg^ that are in it. 
Imagine only that the hte Ekmr who had an 
exquifite laite, and a noble Soul, fpar'd no 
Coft to adorn thefe Apartments. I pais to the 
Gardens which one enters from the Great Hall by 
a Defcent of Marble Steps. The firft thing that 
ftrikes the Eye is a Parterre of a vail Extent^ at the 
Entnuice of which there is a great Baibn ornament- 
ed with a Group of Figures of mill'd Lead gilt 
with Water-Gold reprefenting Flora receiving 
Flowers from Nymphs and Cupids. At the end of 
tlie Parterre there is one of the moft agreeable 
Woods in the World, which is cut by three W^alka 
in form of a Goofe's Foot. The middlemoft fronts 
the great Pavilion of the Caftle, and has a lai^ 
Canal in the middle of it of which one aui't fee the 
end : *Tis terminated 1)/ a fine Cafcade form'd by 
feveral Blocks of Marble, and adorn'd with hne 
Statues. The fecond Walk on the right hand leads 
one to the Mall which forms a Semi-Circle, and is 
one of the fineft and longeft I ever law. At the 
Entrance of this Mall there is a Pavilion call'd Pa^ 
godebourg {(u^GaJik of ihiPagO(k 'ds twg Stories 
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high, and built in fbnn dP the Pagodes Temples. 
I believe diere never wasjuiy thing prettier. AU 

the Furniture of this little Palace is Indiart^ of a 
charming Conti i vance and Elegancy ; and the whole 
is fo well laid out that notwithliaiiduig the fmall- 
neis of the Houfe, the Eledor has every Conveni- 
ence in it that can be defit'd. Over-againft Pagode-^ 
bourg on die otlier fide^ of the Cand in the third 
Walk \sBadenbourg{thtCaJile ofBaths)wh\ch isamote 
confidcrable Building, and Ii;is all the Beauty of the 
Modern Bagnios. 'I'he Baths arc fpaciousand lin'd 
with Marble. There is an Apartment confifting ot 
feveral Pieces adorned with Stucco, and Pidures re- 
mfisnting FiHUs in the Bath, Diana in theWater with 
her Nymphs, and theodicrSubjedfeof theFable. The 
whole Apartment glitters with Gold, and the I ur- 
niturc of it i*? rich, and of a charming Fancy. This 
beautiful Iloufe is iurrounded with hne Pieces of 
Water adorned with Cafcades and Statues. The& 
Baths wou*d moft certainly deTerve a nuticular De« 
fcription, and I am angry with myfelf for not being 

able LQ give it, 

*Tis certain that next to the Gardens of Fer- 
failles y there is none fo magnificent as thofe of 
Nymphenbaurg ; which is a Place that Art and Na- 
ture feem to have joined their Forces in order to 
render noble and agreeable. 

The Callle ot Scblt'iJJjeifH is a more rcQ;ular Build- 
ing than that of Nymphenhourgy and niAkcs fo grand 
an Appearance that i don't know any Houie in 
Germany tlrnt can compare with it. The great 
Stair-cafe and the Salon m the laige Apartment are 
' the only Pieces in their kind. They are 6c*d with 
Marble, and paiixlcd iii a mull coiiecl and beautiful 
manner. 

Taco^ h'urfienriet and Starenberg are Houfes fit 
for the Solacement of a Great Prince, and will be 
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Teftiittomes to Poikrity of the ElcAo^ Maximilian^ 

EmamePs grand and happy Tafte. 

Of all the Eled^or's Houics Nyinphenhcurg is that 
where the Court rclKies moft. It as well a Huiit- 
ing-Houle as a Pleaiui-e-Houfe, by reafon ofaFark 
in the Neighbourhood which is eight Leagues in 
Compafs^ and cut out into a great number of fin^long 
Roaos. Here the Ele^orcomes to rouze theStag ; 
and there is a little Park adjoining to the Gardens, 
which, as well as the adjacent Fields, abounds with 
Pheaiants, Partridges, and ail other Game of that 
fort. 

When the Coast is at Nymphenbmtrg the Eledrefs 
has a Dmwing-Room there three times a Week 
where there b Gaming, and when that is over the 

Ladies flip with thcu" Eledoral Highnefies, who 
fomaimes admit Gentlemen of their Court to their 
Table, but commonly nil Forcign-^rs. Thev who 
prefer taking the Air to Gaming, had open Calalhos 
every Evenmg drawn by t\yo 1 torfcs, at the bottom 
of the Steps on the fide of -the Garden : A Gentle* 
man drives the Cahfh, two Ladies ride in if, and a 

Gentleman ilands behind. i\uJ iucli as prefer the 
Water find very neat Gondolas finely gilt upon the 
Canal at their Scrviee ; fo that there is no want of 
any thing to add to thePIeafures of ail forts in this 
inchanting Place. 

Werel toenumetate to youallthevariousPleafures 
of this Court Ifhould never have done. For the pre- 
fent I (hall confine myfeif to theie already mention- 
ed, I am refolved to fet out in three or four days 
for Stutgard, I ihall lie at Augjbmrg^ and at Ulm, 
A Froft which has held for a Month without ccaf- 
ine has made the Roads fo hard that i hope I fliall 
rou along finely. I expeft to hear from you at 
Stutgard, Pray take care that I be not difappoint- 
cd, and believe that I am very fuicerely, i^c.

THERE is nothing retnarkabie between 
Munich and Augshurgtxaept it be the fine 
Abbey of Furstenpbldt^ which is in 
Pofleffion of the Bemardm Fryars. It was Ibunded 
by Lewis the Severe Duke of Bavaria to attone for 
his Wickednefs in putting Jean of Brnbant his 
Wife iinjuftly to Death. The Hiftory of Bavaria 
relates the Fadl thus : Joan was a very beautiful 
Princeis. Her Husband who was doanilffly fond 
of her being obliged to take a Journey^ put Eer under 
the Guard of one of his Aunts. While he was gone 
Joan v> rote frequently to her Husband, and fomc- 
times to his Prime Miuiiler and Favourite. One 
day flie put her Letters into the hands of a Do- 



were directed \ hut the Man made a Miftake, and 
gave the Letter which was for the Duke to his Fa« 
vourite, and that which was for the Minifter to the 

Duke. Lewis thought that his Wife's S 
too obliging to aSubjed, and waseven mad with Jea- 
Joufy. He firft kill'd his Favourite, and then ta- 
king Horfe pofted to Donawert where his Wife 
was. He came to the Caftle in the Night-time, 
murdered the Porter with his own hand, put his 
Aunt and all with whom he had left his Wife in 
tharge to Death ; and then like another Herod^ 
caufed the unfortunate Joan to be beheaded. The

Lewies head tuniM gray, tho* he was but twenty- 
eight years old j which Accident made him fenfible 
ot his Guilt and of the Innocence of his Wife* 
As lu$ Barbarity was great fo was his Repentance. 
He went on foot to Rome to beg the Pope's Abib- 
lutiofi for his Sins,- and obtained it on condition that 
he wou'd caufe a Church to be built, and found a 
Mo nailery in his Dominions. Lewis returning 
from Rome founded the Abbey at Furftenfcldt. 
The hrft Eitablilliment was only for eight Fryafs % 
but the Piety of the Princes of Bavaria having 
wrousht upon them to beftow their Favouts npon 
this Honie» it now m^ntains thirty Fryars anci an ' 
Abbot, whom the Monks have the Prerogative to- 
chufe out of their own Body. Thefe good Fathers 
are adtually eredling a very (lately Church, and they 
enjoy all the Conveniences of JLifc. 

The Country between Munich and Augsbourg ia 
kvd and intermixed with Woods and Plains. Auos-^ 
BOVRO which is a Bifhop^sSee, and an Imperial Gty« 
is the Capital of Swabia^ and one of the biggefl: and 
handfomeft Towns in Germany » A finall Branch of 
the Leek palles thr3* it, and fupplies it with plenty 
of Water. The Streets of Augsbourg are broad, (tnut 
and light fome \ the Houfes well built, and many 
of *ttn full of Paintings. The Inhabitants look up- 
on /li"i'Ajius to be the Founder of their City. *Tia 
true that Emperor fent a Colony thither, but the 
'J own was founded before. It is not (aid what 
Kamc it went by beture the Name of Augufta 
VinitUcQfum was given it to diilinguifli it from the 
other Towns that bore tlie Name of Augufta^ The 
clearing up of this difficulty is what I ihall leave to 
the Antiquarians^ and confine myfelf to the Tranf- 
a«5tions at Augsbourg for about two hundred years 
paft. What will render this City for ever famous, 
IS the Confeflion of Faith which the Proteftant 
Princes prcfented here to the Emperor Cbarlts V.

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in the year 153a The' the Pfoteftants weve at 

that time very powerfiit in Augshourg they cou'd 

not keep tlicii ground, for they were drove out by 
the Bavarians but Guftavus Adolphus reftored them 
in 1632, iince which time they have kept their 
Footing there, and (hare the Government with the 
Roman Csthoiics. In 1687, theEmperor, SpMi^ 
the United Provincee, and the Eleftori of Saxcny, 

Brandenboarg^ and the Palatinate concluded that 
famous League at Augshourg againft Lewis XTV. 
who was beginning to inforce the Claim of the 
Duchefs of Orleans his Sifter-in-Law to the Succef- 
lion of the Eleftor Palatine Cbarki'Ums^ who 
waa that Princefs^a Brother. In 1690, Jofepb 
Archduke q{ /liijiria King oi Hungary y the eldeft Son 
of the Emperor Ltf(?pc/i/, was confecrated and crown'd 
King of the Romans at Augsbmrgy at which Cere- 
mony the Emperor, the Emprefs, the Ele<5bors of 
Mentz^ Colegn^ Triers^ Bavaria^ and the Palatinate 
Were peribtully prefisnt. 

In 170;?, the Elecftor Max/ milieu of Bazaria, 
made himfelf Mafter of Augsbomg in one Week's 
time. This City had demanded and obtained a 
Neutrality, but having afterwards received an Im* 
periat Garrifon the EleAor made ufe of that P^ 
tenee to lay Siege to it. He causM the Fortiiica^ 
tions to bedemoliih'd, forefeeing, no doubt, that he 
fliou'd not be able to keep the Place. Augshourg 
was fet free again by the Battle of Hochftet^ and ftill 
enjoys its Freedom under its own Magiftrates,. 
the Biihop having no Authority in the City as 
to Temporab. The prefent Kmop is of the Fa^ 
mily of Neuhourgy and Brother to the Eledor Pah- 
tine. This Prince has the fmie Goodncis of Tem- 
per which is fo natural to all his Family, As his 
Biilioprick is not one of the moll confiderabie in 
Germarrf^ fo his Court is none of the biggeft> but 

his 
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his Houlhold is well regulated, and every thing con- 
duced in it with Order and Splendor. 
• TheChapterof thedthedtal confifts of Perfbns of 
Quality who are obltg'd to make Proof of theJr No- 
bility. The Canons have the Prerogative ot chu- 
fing tiieir Bifhop, who like all the Prelates of Ger- 
many is a Sovereign Prince. He dwells at Jugf- 
hourgy tho' he ought to refide at Dillingen. The 
£pifcopal Pakce is old, and not very commodious : 
It joins to tht Cathedral which is a Goibic gloomy 
unwieldy Fabric, but its Ornaments arc very rich. 

The nioft confidcrable Building is the Town- 
houfe, a very iubftantial Pile built all of Freeftond 
except the Portico,which is of Marble. The Rooms 
are very fine, and the great Hall efpecially is to the 
laft degree magnificent The Walls are covered with 
Paintings, being fiich Emblems and Devices as have 
relation to the Government. Nothing can be more 
beautiful than theCieling which conlifts all of Com- 
portments whofe Frames are carv'd and gilt in an ex- 
traoidinary manner, the whole enrich*d with Pic- 
tmts and other Ornaments perfe&ly well difpc^'d. 

Before theTownhouie there^s a very (lately Foun- 
tain, where, among other fine Figures of Brafs, the 
Statue of Atigujlus which is reprefcnted in a moft 
noble Attitude is highly efteeni'd. 

The City of Augjbourg is in my Opinion fome- 
thing like Antwerp with regard to the Spacioufnefe 
of the Streets and theSubftantklnefs of itsBuildin^ ; 
and formerly when the Venetians were Mafters of all 
the Commerce, it refembled it in Trade j for Aiigf- 
hourg was then the Staple for Merchandize, which 
was from thence tranfported to a great part of Eu- 
rope. But fince London and Amfterdam are become 
the Warehoufes of the whole World, and the Com- 
merce of VenUe decays, the sreateft Trade ofAugf- 
itirg confifts in Goldfmiths Wares, with which this 
City furniflies Gc>7//*<//v, Poland^ and in general 
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almoft all the North. Theie Wares are much 
cheaper here than elfewheie, and -when thePattems 
are furnilhM People are well ferv*d. Notwith- 

ftanding theDecay of its Commerce there ruv ^LVLi^il 
very rivh Famiiks j l^ut whether any can do what 
Fi4^<^ir did to the Emperor CharUs V. is a Queftion. 
Hiat Monarch pailing thro* Augjhourg lodg'd at 
Fugget^s I loufc, who entertained him like an Em- 
peror. The Fewcl he -burnt in every Chimney 
was Cedar, and after the Repaft which was extra- 
ordinary fumptuous, Fuz^cr took liBonJ tor a very 
conlKkrable Sum which the Emperor ow'd him, and 
threw it into the Fire. 

The Nobility aflemble commonly every Even- 
ing at the three Kings Inn where I quarter. There's 
a very fine Hall well lighted, where they game, club 
foraSupjer,and after Supper dance. Be r.otlcanda*!z*d 
that the Nobility have their Aflembly at an Inn, 
it being one of the I^ft Houfes in Germany and the 
mod fuperb Inn in jLurope. There's very good At- 
tendance. I have fupp'd at it twice, and one can- 
not be better accommodated in any Houfe whatib- 
cvcr. 

From Au^flmrg I came to UtM another Impe- 
rial City. Tho* ali Country is even, \et 'tis 
vcn- tirefome to Tnivellers becaufc of the Pave- 
ment of the Cau^e^ s , but Thanks to the Snow 
which has lcveli*d the Ways, I have not been much 
incommoded ; tho' on the other hand I had like 
)to have been ioft in the Snow, fuch a quantity of it 
having fallen for two Days that one could not di- 
ftinguifh tiie Roads. I io\md my felfataPoil- 
Stage where my (n'ide, tho' he was a Man that had 
grown grey in the Bufniefs of Poiliiion upon the 
IkmeRoad, didnot know the Way. I wasinDan- 
ger every Moment of tumbling into fome Ditch, 
when \\A as we enter*d a certain Valley my 
Poiliiion fouiided a Horn to give uotite to any 
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'Carriages or HoHes that might happen to meet us 
to make way, when a Voice from the Hollow cail'd 
out to the PoftUion, ff^s thatt Stephen f Obi 

cry'd the Poftilion, Is it you^ Chriftopher ? God be 
thanked that I met wilh you I Then turning towards 
me, heTaid with an Air of Satisfadlion, No^^v you 
are out of all Danger^ for berths a blind Man that 
will conduSf us to the Place we are going to, I 
thought the Droll jok'd with me, but we had not 
gone many Yards ferthcr before I really faw a poor 
Wretch who colli J notfee, yet offer'dtG be my GuiJ. , 
and promis'd he would condud; me very well. I abar- 
don'd my leit to him, and he walk'd fo fail before 
my Chaife that the Horfes follow'd him in a gentle 
Trot till we came iafe to the Stage. There he told 
me that 'twas fifteen Years ago that he loft his 
Sight by the breaking of animpofthumc in his Eyes, 
after having fuffer'd luch liorriblc Pains for two 
Months that he blefs'd himfelf for the Lofs of his 
Sight 9 fo that when iaik'd him if he was not very 
much concern'd at it, he faid that at firft it made 
him melancholy for feme time, but that he always 
comforted himielf by the Remembrance of the Tor- 
ture he had undergone in the Lofi of his Sight, and 
that he thou^^ht it were much better to be blind and 
to hive his Health than to fee, and fufFer the Pains 
tiiat he had endur'd i but that now he was fo us'd 
to his Condition it gave him no Concern. In- 
deed, when I aik^dhim, if he (hould not be very 
glad to recover his Sight i he laid. Yes, if it were 
pofTible ; but that if he muft undergo the Hime Pains 
to recover it as he had felt in the Lofs of it, he had 
rather by a thoufand times continue blind. When 
I told him of my Surprize that he lliould find out 
the Way better than thofe who fee, he told me 
that fince he had been blind he came regularly on 
Sundays and Saints Days to the Place where we 
were to hear Mais, and that therctorc the Road 
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was becoinc very familiar to him. He added, that 
he fomctinies went alone to beg three or four 
Leagues from his Village which was a quarter of a 
League from the hollow Way where I met with 
him. I fcnt the Nfan away, after giving him Ibme 
Relief j and could not but admire the divine Pro- 
vidence, which tho' it had afflided the poor Wretch 
with what to me feems more terrible than Death, 
gave him Strength to bear his Misfortune with 
tience. 

The City of Ulm is not above half as big as Au^- 

bourg^ but is much better fortify'd. 7^he Danube 
which wafhes its Walls, becomes navigable at this 
Place, and a Boat goes from hence every WeekfoJ: 
Vienna^ which 5s a great Eafe to People who arc 
not in a Condition to lay out much Money } for it 
cofts but a Cretitzer^ which is one Penny a German 
Mile. Tho' tlie City Ubn maintains a very nu- 
merous Garilbn, and is very well fortify'd, and fur- 
nilhed with a good Arfenal, the Eledor Maximi- 
lian of Bavaria took it by Surprize in 1702 , it be- 
ing a Place neceflary for him to iecure his Domi- 
nions on that Side, and to fecilitate the Paflage of 
the French Troops that were to join his Army. 
General Thungen robb'd him of this Conqueft the 
loth of SepL 1704, after about a Week's Siege. 
Then it was that Ulm became again fubjec^l to its 
Magiftrates who are all Lutberans. The Catholics 
cannot enjoy Offices, but have jfcveral Churches. 
This City drives a great Trade in Linncn, but few 
of the Gentry live here except the Patricians who 
are not more fociable than thofe of Nuremberg and 
Augjbourg, 7' he Burghers and the Women in par- 
ticular go drefs'd like thofe at Augjhmrg. To fee 
them go to and come from Church is next kin to 
feeing a Mafquerade, and 'tis certainly one of the 
Xiioft diverting Sights in this City, where really 1 
did not give my &lf tune to be tir'd^ for I fet out 
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again the very next Day after I came, and arnved 
in this Town, where 1 liave iigw refted my felf 9 
couple of Days. 

Stutgard lies in the middle of a Valley fur* 
rounded with Vineyards. *T'b pretty large, has 
Streets broad and ftrait, but the Houfes are of 
Timber. 'Tis the Capital of the Duchy of fVir^ 
tember^y and was formerly the Refidence of the 
Sovereigns of the Country; but Eber hard-Lewis 
the preient Puke of IVirtemberg eftabliihed his 
Seat lome Years 4go at * Ludwigjbourg^ a new City 
and a ne# Palaoe of his own building. 

The Duke's Caftle is an old Stradhire of Free- 
ftone, composM of four Piles of Building, flank'd 
at each Angle by a Tower. The Walls of it are 
wafh*d by Ditches which give it the diiagreeable 
Air of a Prifon. The Duchefs who is the Duke's 
Wife, and Sifter to the Margrave of Baden-Dourlacb 
has an Apartment in this ndace, You know chat 
this Prinoeft and her Huftiand dont Eve weH to- 
gether. The Prince -f about twenty Yeais ago 
preferred a Millrefs to her||, who certainly^ has 
neither the Beauty, nor the Merit of the Ducheik. 
The Piinceis is remarkably patient under the In- 
difference of a HuAxuid, and the Contempt of the 
moft haiijghty Rival that ever was. The Sequent 
VifitB paid nJer by her only Son are all the Comfort 
ihe has. The Court negledls her, no body dares

S I R'i Lmdw^JUurgi t. 1730. 

Til E Duke of fVirtemberg is a Prince of a 
middlinc^ Size, and before he grew fo fat 
was very well ftiap'd. He is genteel, af- 
fable, and well-bclov*d, and few Princes treat their 
Courtiers with more Familiaritf. He has been one 
of the beft Dancers of his Time. He alio fits per- 
fedly well on horfeback, and performs all bodily 
Exercifes with infinite Gracefulnefs, and incompara- 
ble Dexterity. He takes pleafure fometimes in 
driving his own Coaches, and I have feen him drive 
ei^ht Horfes without a PofttlUon» and manage them 
with as much Eafe as if there was but one Horfe in 
t'le Harnefs. He is a Prince that loves Magnificence, 
is generous, gallant, and amorous. Tho"tis above 
twenty Years that he has kej)t one and the lame 
Miftrcfs, he is as paflionatcly fond of her, and gives 
as ftiining Proofs of it as ever. During the laft 
War his moft Serene Highnels commiuided the 
Army of the Empire on the Upper Rhine, He has 

aa 
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an only Son marry'd to Henrietta of Pritjfw^ 
Daughter of the Margrave Philips Brother to Fre* 
deric I. King of Pruffta. This young Prince is 
called the hereditary Prince. He is mort of Sta* 
ture but handlbme. He has one of the beft Tem- 
pers that can bcdefir'd in a Sovereign, being hu- 
mane, good-natur'd, affable, nnd civil. It may 
be faid that the Father and the Son are the two po- 
litefl: Men at the Court of fVtrtemberg, The Fa- 
ther has fpent feveral Years in Holland^ Lorrain^ 
Geneva^ Turin^ Italy^ and Prance. When he re- 
turn'd from his Travels he went and marryM at 
Berlin, He has an only Daughter who is very 
amiable. The hereditary Prince is vaftly fond of 
Grandeur, Dancing, flays and Mufic : He fatigues 
himfelf very much, and commonly rides feven or 
eight Hories in % Morning. His tender Conititu- 
tion and the little Care he takes of it make me ap- 
prehenfive he will not live to be an old Man 

The hereditary Princefs has an Air of Grandeur 
and Majefty fuitable to her Rank. She is tall and 
handfome, has a noble Mien, and tho^ ihe is not a 
regular Beauty, 'ds certain that ihe has a very good 
Liook. She is extremely grave, and does not teem 
to take a great Share in the Pleafures of the Court. 
She feems to be mod of all taken with Drefs, and 
her Apparel is not oiily fplendid but well-fancyM, 
Hci- Royal Highnefs, which is a Title given her 
becaufe fhe is the Daughter of a King's Brother, is 
extremely gracious and 'civil to all Mankind, but 
particularly to thofe whom ihe knew at the Court 
of Pn^a, She does me the Honour to difcourft 
with rnc foinctinics. 1 find fhe thinks very jufUy, 
and that her Sentiments are very agreeable to her 
Birth. This Princefs is of the Calvimji Religion, 
and ihe keeps a Chaplain who preaches to her in 
her own Apartment ; fo that now while the Prince

TheCounefe delVurben is the firft Lady at Court 
next to her Royal Highneis. She has been the 
Duke'a foie Favourite for a long tune. She is Gra^ 
venitz by Name, and is defcended of a noble Fa- 
mily in Mecklembourg, The Duke firft f«ll in love 
with her when fhe was but a Girl. She had the 
Afliirance after ihe had been fomc Years in Favour 
to infift that the Duke ihould get a Divorce from 
the Duchefi his Wife, by whom he had a Son, 
and many her. When the Ducheis was infonnM 
of her Rival's Demand ftie fued for the Emperort 
Protedion, and obtain'd it. That Monarch figni- 
fied to the Duke that he would do well to remove 
his Favourite, who was therefore oblig'd to retire 
to Swifferland. 1 he Duke who could not bear her 
out of his Sight, followed her thither and AayM there 
with her for fome time, but at laft being obliged to 
return to his Dominions, and not being able to take 
Madamoifelle de Gravenitz to him without re- 
viving the juft Sufpicions of the Ducl^, he look'd 
out for a Hufband for his Miftrefs« The Count 
de Wurben a Gentleman of a good Family, and in 
mean Grcumftances, but a very eager Stickler for 
theFavours or l orr-jnc nt any rate whatrof\'cr, made 
an offer to nmrrv Madamoiieilc de Gravcnilz, She 
was beftowcd upon him with a Fenfion of 24000 
Florins, and the CharaAer of the Duke's Envoy Ex* 
tpaordinary to the Imperial Court. He engag'd never 
to make ufe of the Hufband's Prerogative and never 
to require of Jiis Wife to leave the Court. Upon this 
Condition lie ohtainM even before he fet out for Vienna 
the Office of Landtboffmeijlcr or I-ord Lieutenant 
of IVirtemberg^ which is the highell Dignity in the 
Country, When the Marriage was concluded. 
Madam ds U^urben returned to Siutgard^ where ihe 

had 
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had Lodgings in the Palace. All her Aim was to 
infuitthe Duchefs^ in hopes of provoking her to 
commit fomething ib outragious as might embfoil 
her with the Duke, and make him tdblve norar to 
iargbrt her ; but this Princefe equally virtuous and 
prudent, and ahrafs patient, bore aU thii Mordfiea- 
tion without murmuring. The Miftreff, who could 
not endure to fee her in the Palace, obtain'd an Or- 
der from the Duke for her Retirement to the Eftate 
which waafettled on her for her Jointure 1 but the 
Ducheft would never comply to it, &y!ng, that if 
flie had not been unfortunate enough in the Lofi of 
her Hu(band flie would not retire to her Jointure. 
This Refulal, how reafonabk iocver it was, aflroiitcd 
the Duke who acquainted the Duchefs that he did 
not look upon her any longer as his Wife, and ffm 
orders that ihe (hould be treated no longer as a 
Sovereign. During tfaie^ Medam Je fVurlntn be- 
came a Widow ; whereupon all the Hopes l ev iv'd 
that file had prefumed to entertain when a Maid. 
She perfuaded the Duke to leave Stuigard^ and to 
found Ludwigjbourg. As fooii as this Houfe was 
in a Condition to be occupy'd the Duke and his 
Miftteft came and liv'd In it. Thcre^s no fort of 
Intrigue which this Favourite has not try'd to put 
herfelf in the Duchefifs Rank, but hitherto ihe has 
not been able to fucceed. Mean while fhe enjoys 
all the Honours of a Sovereign. *Tis at her A- 
partments that the Q)urt is kept. Whenever the 
Duke plays 'tis there, and thnre it is hediet^. In 
ihort me is treated in every thing upon a par with 
her Royal Highnefi. Her Excellency (which is 
the onlyTitlc given to this imperious Favourite fince 
the Death of her Huiband) is drawing on to huy 
Years of Age, and yet carries a mighty Sway. She 
employs all the Remedies imaginable to cancel the 
Injuries which Time has done to her Complexion, 
andalfo to conceal her natural Teanper; for Artifice 

and 
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and DiffimukdoQ ate the ConipDimds of her Cha* 
nAer. She is b eager in amaiung of Riches thait 
flie makes it her chief Bufinefs. While (he pretends 

a mighty Rcfpe<5t for the Duke, fhe cxpe<5b like 
anotJier j^flarte that every Knee fliuiild bend and 
Xremble betbre her. As Ihe is the Refci voir of 
Favour, greater Court is made to her than to the 
Dulce hmifelf, and Woe be to thofe that dare to 
xlifoblige her ! I mirflown however that ihe knows 
how to behave as well as any Woman in Germany^ 
when ilic has a mind to (hew her Politenefs. The 
worfl; on't is that fhe is not always fo inclin'd ^ for 
fhe has been fo long us'd to give herfelf great Airs 
that they ate become habitual to her. The prin- 
cijpai Offices of the Cdurt are diftributed among her 
Kindred or Creatures. Her Brother the Count di 
Graveniiz is Grand Marfhal and Prime Minifter. 
J hardly ever f:iw a handlomcr Man : I muft alfo 
do him the juilice to declare that he is as civil as his 
Sifter is haughty. Some Years ago the Duke ob- 
tained for him the Dignity of a Count of the Em- 
pire, in which Quality he was admitted alio at the 
Dyer, and he has a Seatthere on the Bench of the 
Counts of Swaiia, f I is A Lithority is never opposed 
but by his Sifter, to whom he will not always be 
obedient. 'Tis faid their Divifions have fometimes 
gone fo far that the Favourite has done all in her 
power to turn out her Biothert and he has try*d 
all Ways in his turn to remove his Sifter, but the 
Duke has always been fo good as to reconcile them. 
The Prime Minifter and his eldeft Sou arc lionouiM 
with the Order of Prufp^a, There is no Court in 
Europe where there's iuch a Variety of Orders and 
Kibbons. The Duke bears alternatively the Danijb 
Order of the Elcpbanl^ the Pruffian Order of the 
Black Eagle^ and his own Order which is that of 
St. Hubtrt. 

The 
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' The Hereditary Prince has the Order of Pfvffia 
and that of the Duke his Father. 

Th^ Ymct Charles- Alexander wiears xS^ftFUece^ 
and the Order of Wtrtemierg^. Prince Letvis hk 

Brother wears the Folijh Order of the IVbite Eagle, 

The Baron de Schunck heretofore the Duke's Mi- 
nifter ot State, and at prefent Great Bailiff of aBaily- 
wic, is Knight of the Order of Danuebng. 

I ihould never have done were I to g^ve you the 
Names of all the Knights of the Order of StMubert^ 
and the many petty Sovereigns that haye been the 
Grand Mailers. 

The Duke's particular or Cabinet-Council is com- 
posed of the Hereditary Prince and the Counts de 
Graven it Father and Son, the Baron de Scbutz^ 
and M. de Polinitzf. There are many other 
Couniellors of State, but not being admitted to the 
Cabinet-Council they are not in fo much Efteem 
as the others. 

His mort: Serene Highnefs keeps the Fftimatc 
of his Forces to himfelf. I think that he nas now 
4000 Men without reckoning his Life- Guards, 
which are two Companies, the fineft of all the 
Guards in Germany, One of thefe Companies is 
commanded by the Lieutenant-General Baro!i de 
Phul^ and the other by a Count of IVit^enjlein. 
They are drefs'd in yellow, and are only diftlnguifli'd 
by th& iracing of theu: Clothes and their Bandeiiers,

• He wasVek-Maiflial of the Emperors Forces, and Gover- 
nor of Servia and Belgrade. He is one of che famous Generals of 
oar Age» on whom Prince Eugent kt a great Vaioe. When he

A Numbtr of Gentlemen of the Bed-Chamber, 
and Gentlemen of the Court. 

I'wo Captains ot the Guards, 

A confiderable number of Counfeliors of State 
and Aulic Counfeliors. 

Twenty Pages, all Men of good Famifies. 

And finally a great many Foutmen, and Officers 
of the Kitchen, Pantry, and Buttery. 

The Duke's Stables are the beft fumi(h*d of any 
in Europe. One ihall not fee finer Horfes, or any 
that are better manag'd* The Hunting Equipage 
is alfo very magnificent; and I don*t know one 
thing that is wanting. His Highnefs keeps a Com- 
pany of Frericb Coincdians to whofe Performance 
every body is admitted gratis. We have often 
Balls, Mafqugrades; and Concerts gf Mufic. There 
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k tn AffemWy at the FaTounte's Houfe every day, 
wheic the Cbmnuiy plays at Piauet, Quadrille, and 
Pharo; fo that ncre ate all the Pleafures of a great 
Court. The Duke's Table h fervM with very great 
Coil and Delicacy, ajid is communly fpread for 
fixteen Guefts. The Duke iits at the upper end, 
between her Royal Highnefs and her £xcellency. 
The Gendcmeti aft pWd according to theRanfc 
which they derive from their Employmenta, and 
the Ladies according to the Offices which arc borne 
by the Hufbands, 

There's a Ceremonial obferv'd here which is not 
'known in any other Court, viz. the Duke's Mini^ 
f!ers give place to no Foreigner, unlefi he be a 
Minifier like thcmfelves to fimie Prince^ or un- 
left he be ft Count of die Empire. Thefe have 

fo dillinguifh'd a Rank at this Court that all who 
are not Counts muft give place to them. A Count 
of the Empire, tho^ he be a Cadet in the hundredth 
Generation, a Lieutenant or an Enfign, as it fome- 
times happens, in the Duke's Service, takes place of 
all Minifters and great Officera who are not Counts. 
This is a Regulation which her Excellency made 
after her Brother was created a Count, to the end 
that her Family might have the more Honour, and 
that the greater Reiped: might be paid to her own 
Dignity of Counted without a County. 

I have told yon diat the Duke had transfert'd his 
Refidence from Stutgard to Ludwi^Jbourgy and the 
reafon which made him abandon the Capital of his 
Dominions j but why he preferrM thcScituatiouot his 
new 1 own to a hundrea others that he might have 
chofe more agreeable, is what 1 cannot account for« 

LuDWiGSBOURO Is remote fromany River, great 
Roads and Forefts. The Duke at firft only built 
ft finall Manlion-Moufe with two advanced Wings, 
fo difpofcd that the Court lay between the iioujc 
and the Garden » but he has fmcc made great Ad- 
ditions ' 
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ditions to it, uid is aAually building a large Mui^ 
fion between the Court and the Garden, to which 

the Wings of the former Building are to be joined. 
One Frifoni^ an Italian^ has the Dired-ion of thefe 
Works ; in which it appears that he is a much bet* 
tcr Mafon thiui an Arch i toft. The new Building 
funs foiar out that itdifcovers all the ££Redsof it* 
The Front of the Manfion confifls of three Stories, 
including the Ground-Floor i but on the Garden 
fide there are only two of a moderate Height, fo that 
one wou'd take this Building rather tor an Orangerxe 
than for the Palace of a Sovereign. The great 
Stoir-cafe is dark, the Apartmenls want Light, the 
Chambers are long and narrow, and have very few 
Out-lets. However, this finglu Building was under- 
taken by Fr//^^A^i for 700000 Florins, exclufive of feve- 
ral Ibrts of Materials with which he was furrulbed. 

The old Manfion, which fronts the new, is not 
near fo large, tho* it is three Stories high every way. 
The Apartments are fmall and too inconvenient to 
•live in, yet no Coft has been fpar'd to adorn them j 
Carvini', Gilding, and Painting being empJoy'd in 
them wiih more Profulion than Tud2;ment. The 
r'uniiture is rich, but of a very odd Fancy . I'he beft 
thing in all the Palace is the Chapel^ which would 
every where be reckoned afine noble Strudure. But 
notwithftanding all the Faults which are oblcrv'd 
in the Palace, it muft be dlow'd tha^ whoever lives 
to fee it finiih*d will - find it a magnincent Piece of 
Work. In tlie Gardens there are icveral TerraiTes, 
which rifing by degrees one above another^ intirely 
bound tlie Profped of the Palace. 'Tis certain that 
when the Duke's Architedte <aw this Prince reiblute* 
Jy determln'd to build ai Lud'jn^Jhourg^ ought 
r>t leaft to have advis'd him to place his Palace at 
the very Spot where his Gardens end : In tliis cafe 
it would have flood in the middle of a Plain, the 
Apartments would not have been cramped by the 

But- 
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Buttrcfles, with which the Palace is encompafs'd, and 
the Gardens wou'd have had a gentle Defcent ; and 
for a very httle Expence there might have been a fine 
Piece of Water at one end, betwixt them and a 
Coppice^ which is a .Walk for Pheaiants. 

The City of LuSwigJbourg is as irregular as the . 
Palace; and its Sciiuation, which is very difedvan- 
tagcous, will always render It w very incommodious 
Town, becaufc of the unevtnnefs of the Ground. 
Moft of the Houfcs are of Timber, and (lightly : 
built } for thofe who build them do it with an lit- : 
will, either out of Neceffity, or to pkafe the Duke 
who feems to be fond of building. This Prince 
has ruin'd Stutgardy and will never make a uocd 
Town of Ltidivior f!wur^ \ for if the Court was ab- 
feat from it but one Year, 'twou'd be one of tlie 
mcaneft Villages in Wirtemberg, This Town is in 
nq refpe^fc very agreeable^ The Nobility here don't 
6em very fond of Strangers, and there are no En- 
tertainments but what are made by the Duke. 
No body here, not even tlic Prime Minifter keeps 
a Table and all the Expence of the Courtiers is in 
their Drefs, and their Horfes. Yet there is not a 
Prince of the Empire; nvho gives hand fomer Salaries, 
except the Eledors ; fo that the Cafe is the very re- 
verfe here to what it is at almoft all otherCourts, for 
here People grow rich, whereas elfc where they are 
bcggar'd. I have known Perfons that came to this ' 
Court in mean Circumftances, and in a few Years 
eot Eftates. The Duke is by nature generous and 
beneficent, and wou'd be more fo if his Liberality 
was not curbed. He has given (everal Gentlemen 
Materials for building gratis , and the Houfcs 
were no looner up but he pLi\.has'd them, and ^aid 
as dear for Vm as if he had not contributed a Shil- 
ling towards railing them. I have been afiur'd thkt 
his moft Serene Highnefs's Revenues amounted to 
four Millions of Florins. *Tis certain that he is

1 lie Lutheran is the only Religion tolerated in 
the Duchy of PVirtemberg^ tho' the Duke has per- 
mitted Fnfom the Diredor of liis Buildings toered:

lace V which Chapel however is defign'd to be do* 
molifh'd as foon as the Works arc finUh'd • But I am 
rather inclin'd to think that the Court itfelf will one 
day have a Catholic Chapel ; for if the hereditary 
Prince fliou'd happen to die without Male-IfluCy

Princcfs of Tour and 7}ixis whom ]il marrv'd at 
Bj ujjels fkostliQm brought up in the Catholic Faith.

Since I w votc liic above, the Coui^rcis IVurben 
is fallen under Difgrace, which i have been told 
happened by this means. 

The Duke*s Carriage to his Miftrefs had been 
cold for fome time, when the King of Prtiffia came 
to Ludwi^Jbourg and exhorted him to be reconctM 
to his V\ lie, ill order to get Heirs. The Duke 
cou'd not perfiinde hinifclf' to take the Duchefs 
again \ but however the King's Rcprcfentations 
prevaird io far as to put him quite out of conceit 
with his Miftrefs. He juft kept up a bare Ac- 
quaintance with ber> and that was all ^ which ihe 

I pet- 
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percdv'd, and made no fcruple to try the moft ex- 
traordinary Methods to maintain herielf in Favour. 

The Duke having been blooded in her Prefence, 
file fecretcd a Napkin ftain'd with his Blood. What 
Ufc fhe propos'd to make of it I know not, but 
ihc carry'd it to her Apartment. The Duke's 
Valets dc Chambre mifTmg the Napkin acquainted 
their Matter of it. M. de Roder^ a Gendeman of 
the Bed-Chamber, and a Favourite of his Highnefs, 
faid that no body cou'd poflibly take it but the 
Countefs, and that to be fure (he did it for no good. 
The Duke order'd M. de Roder to go to the 
Countefs's Apartment and enquire into the Fadt, 
Rader afk'd for the Napkin. The Counteisdeny'd 
her having it ; but ii^ifr affirmed he &w her take 
it, upon which flie was in a Faffion with him, and 
told him (he wou'd make him repent of his Ill- 
manners to her. Roder made anfwer, that all the 
Airs fhe gave herfelf were out of Seafon, that her 
Reign was over, and that he wou'd oblige her to 
return the Napkin* The Countefs not us*d to be 
talk'd to at fucji a rate, was frightened, and reftor^d 
the fatal Napkin, which completed her Ruin. *rhe 
' Duke, when informed by his 1 avoui ite of what had 
pafsM, fent an Order to the Counteis not to ftir 
irom her Apartment : And this Prince fetting out 
(bon after for Berlin^ charg'd the hereditary Prince 
his Son to command Nbdamoifelle de JVurben to re- 
tire to her Eftate. The Countefs obey'd, and being 
indulg'd to carry what (he had a mind to along with 
her, retir'd to a Territory of hers depending im- 
mediately on the Empire, not many L eagues from. 
Ludwigjb<mrg^ There it was that ihe heard of the 
Duke*s Reconciliation with the Duchtfs, upon 
theDuke's return horn Berlin. This News ex- 
tremely fhock'd her, becauie fhe always flattered 
herfelf that the Piincc wuu'd return to her : And 
perceiving now that fhe had no I iupcb of being re- 
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ftor^d to Favour by thepowerof her own Charms, ihe 
Iiad amind totry what (he cou'ddoby Iknownot 

what Charm in the Magic Art. To carry her Point 
fhe was under a neceliity of having a Httle of the 
Duke's Blood and fhe wrote to his Valet de Cham- 
bre^ promifing him great Rewards if he cou'd pro- 
cure ncr Ibme. What does the Domeftic but cany 
the Letter to the Duke ? who immediately gave 
Orders to Co\on!t\ Streifberft toarreft theOmntefi, 
and carry her to fome Place of Security. The Co- 
lonel taking a Detachment of Soldiers along with 
him, contrived it fo that he came to the Countefs's 
Scat at Night, and immediately iurrounding the 
Houfe, knock'd at the Gate, but no body making 
aiifwer he thundePd ib hard at the Gate, that at 
length Madame deSitltman the CounteiVs Sifter put 
her Head out at the Window, anda{k*d who it was 
that dar*d to make fuch a Noife. Streiihorji told 
her his Name, and faid he came thither by Order 
of the Duke. Madame de Sultman made anfwer 
that the Countefs was not well, and cou*d not be 
lixjke with. The Colonel, who knew the contrary* 
laid, that if tliey did not let him in he wou'd break 
open the Doors ; upon v> hich they thought fit to open 
them. During this the Countefswas got to Bed j and 
Streithorjl entringher Chaniber found her there with 
her Sifter and her two Brothers-in-hw, the General 
N. , mASultmany who was formerly at B*r/«f Equerry 
to the Countefe of IVai itul/trg^ and at ter wards 
Privy-Counfellor to the Duke of M^irtemherf, The 
Colonel havmg figmfy*d his Order to the Lountefs, 
flie afFe^ed to be m a dying Con ditloji but faid that 
if (he was able enough to g^tup fhe did not intend it, 
ihe being at home, suid in a free Houfe of the Circle 
of Swabidy from whence ihe did not think the 
Duke had Aiuhoritv to remove her. The Colonel 
thrcaten'd that his Cirenadiers fr.ou'd pull her out of 
Bed i aud the Lady fccuig that ihe muii obey, 

thought 
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thought fit to rife. She fell on lier Knees to Sireit^ 
borft ; but the hard-hearted Officer was deaf to her 
Cries, and conducted her to a place of Security 
where ihe isclofely confined, and like to be a Frifoner 
as long as the Duke lives.

I Deny that any Man can be happier than I 
am at this JiinAaie« You have wrote an ex-^ 
cellent long Letter to me y you aflure me that 

you are well, and that you have ill 11 AfFedion 
for me ; what more is there wanting to com pleat my 
Joy ? I am preparing to make you the beft amends 
I can, and inflead of a Letter to write you a Vo« 
lume. 

I came in one Day fiom Liifwlgjhourg to CARts- 
RouHE, which is the Rcfidcnce of the Margrave 

of hadai'Dourlach. The Name Carlfrcuhe fignifics 
Charies\ Reft. The prefent Margrave Charles of 
Maden-Douriacb was the very Man that laid both 
the Plan and Foundation of this City, and its 
Caftle. Nothing is fb pretty as the Dilpofition of 
the whole : I wilti I were able to give you an Idea 
of it. Imagine the Margrave's Houfe to be at the 
Entrance of a great toreft, in the Center of a Star 
form'd by thirty two Walks, the chief of which 
behind the Palace is three German Leagues in 
kngtb. Two laige Wings advance from the main 

U 3 Body 
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Body of the Houfe^ which deviating from each 
other in proportion as they lengthen^ the whole 

together looks like a Theatre. Behind the princi- 
pal Building there's a very high Odogon Tower 
which commands all the Walk*^, The vSpace be- 
tween the two Wings forms the Court, and then 
come the Gardens and Parterres, at the end of 
which there's a Semi-Circle of Honfes of an equal 
Height, bulk Arch-wife, and tteec Stories high ih- 
cluding the Ground-Floor. Between thefe Houfes 
there run five Streets, the niiddlcmoft of which 
fronts the Palace. At the end of the three chief 
Streets oppofite to the Palace are three Churches i 
one belonging to the XMiberans^ ano0ier ,to die 
Calviniftsy and a third to the Raman Githolics ; to 
whicli three prevailing Religions of the Empire the 
Margrave gave equal Liberty of Conference when 
he founded the new Town. 

The chief part of the Town lies behind the 
Houies that front the Palace, This properly fpeak- 
ing confifts but of one Street^ which is of a prodw 
gious Length. All thefe Houfes as well as tiic 
Margrave's are of Timber, fo that you are not to 
look for fine or fubftantial Buildmgs at Carlfroube ; 
but the Contrivance and Diftribution of the whole 
taken together is really wonderful. I took the 
Freedom to tell the Margrave that I was furpriz'd 
that he had not at leaft employed Brick in the 
building of his Palace, and of the Houfes which 
form the Half-Moon about his Gardens. * I was 
' willing, f^i^ tb$ Frtncey to make myfelf a Place 

* of Kedrementy and to build without putting the 
^ Burthen on my jSubjeds. I .choie moreover to 

* have the Comfort of enjoying what I buHt. If X 

* had us'd Bricks it u-ou'd liave coil me a great deal 

* more Money \ and I cou'd not liave finilh'd my 

* Buildings without laying an extraordinary Impoft 

I upon my Country* It wou'd have taken me up 

* abun* 
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* abundance of Time too, and. perhaps I fliou'd ne- 
' ver have had die Satisfadion of feeing an end to 
/ my Labours. Another Reafon was, that my 

* Country is fo fcituate as to be liable to be the 

* Theatre of Wars, and I am not in a Condition 

* to niake this a ftiong Place, nor cou'd 1 en- 

* compfs it with Walls. Do you think thcre- 

* fore that I ihou'd have been juftified in laying out 
''a great deal of Money on a Place to fee it burnt 

* down before my Face» as I did my Houfe at 
Dmrlacb^ and my other Houies which the 

' * Prencb reduc'd to Afhes. I am but a petty So- 
.* vereign; I have built a Houfe according to my 

* Conditio!!, and I had rather it fhou'd be faid of 
/ me that I have but a mean Habitation, and 
_* owe no Money, tlian that I have a ftately P4- 

* lace and am oyer Head and £ar8 in Debt/ 

I have given you this account of what the Mar- 
grave faid to me, becaufe I thought it wou'd let 
you into an Idea of his Charader. This Prince, 
to whom I was introduced on the very day of my 
Arrival herp, took the Trouble himfelf to fhew 
me his PaliMXy and all about it. I thought the A- 
partments very well laidout, but there is not room 
enough to lodge the hereditary Prince, who lives 
in one of the Houfes in the Semi-Circle frontii^ 
the Palace. 

The Pheafant-Walk, which joins to the Caftle, 
is the prettieft thing in the World. 'Tk a very 
Jarce Inclofure, diiiios'd in various Walks planted 
wim Fir«Trees eut m the fiiape of a Fan. Therms it 
great Balin in the Center always full of wild Ducks. 
*Tis encompafs'd with four Pavilions, made in the 
Form of 'Turkifh Tents. Two of the Pavilions are 
Volarys, and the two others Summer-Houfcs, with 
Window-Curtiuhs of Green Cloth. There are 
So&aand Couches, s^er the manner of the Eaftem 
iCoimtries. In this Place of Retirement and'Refl 

U 4 • • • the 
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the Margrave fpends fome Hours every Day, and 
he Is generally accompany'd by u>me young 
ladies whom he teaches Mufic ; fo that they per- 
form agreeable Concerts. 

The Margrave was in the right to give his Houfe 
the Name of Cbarles*s Ri/l^ for he leads the moft 
tranquil Life here that can be. Far from being infa- 
• tuated with vain Grandeur, he iias. the Charms of it, 
without the Check and Conftraintof it. This Prince 
is of a very robuft Conftitution, ^dtho' h^un^der- 
went a vaft deal of Fatigue in his Tbuth, he is as 
frejli-culoui 'd and as vigorous as if he was but forty 
Ytarsof Age. He travelled when he was a young 
Man into the principal parts of Europe ; and during 
bk Father*s Life-time was feveral Years in the Ser- 
vice of Sweden. When he returned to his Dottii- 
nions he fervM in the Army of the Empire on the 
Upper Rbine^ under his Cbufin Prince Lewis of 
BndtH. Tho* the Margrave is very fat, yet he uics 
a great deal of Exercife. He rifes in Summer at 
.five o' Clock in the Morning, and walks in his 
Gsudcns till the Heat of the Weather obliges him 
to retire within Doors % then he does Bufinefs with 
"his Councilors, or elfe employs himfclf in Expe- 
riments of Chymiftry, and fometimes'fce draws. 
He commonly dnusat four o'clock, and is attended 
by Waiting- Women, ol whom there are no Icis than 
threefcore, tho' no marc than eight w ait upon one Day. 
Theie, when the Margrave goes abroad, attend him 
on*Horfeback, drefs'd like Hufjars. The Generality 
of thefe Damfels undcrftandMuifC aitd Dancing ; 
they alfo perform Operas at the Theatre of the Pa- 
lace, and are Muficians of the Chappcl. They 
have all LcKigings in the Palace. After Dinner is 
over the Margmve grants Audience to his Subjeds ; 
and upon particular Days of the Wcek hea^s all that 
come. Few Princes render Juftice ihoie fpeedily, 
god more puiiAuaUy« Sometimes he goes a Hunt* 

ing. 
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ing. He makes very light Suppers, and retires 
early to Bed. He delights in Agriculture, and h 
one of the greateil Florifts living. This Prince is 
never unempby'd. There are few things which he 
does not know, and very numy which he under- 
ftands to PerfeAion. Hb Convmation is as agree- 
able as any I know. He fpeaks feveral Languages 
well. His Behaviour is obliging and courteous. 

He loves Foreigners, treats them with Diftindlion, 

' — «... 

and loads them with Civilities. Upon Sundays and 
Holidays he eats with the Prince his Son, and the 
Princeis his Daughter-in-law. His Table, which 
is then fpread for fixteen Guefts, is ierv*d with more 
Delicacy tliau Profuhon. 

The hereditary Prince*, only Son to the Mar- 
grave, is pretty fhort, and has not the Life and 
Spirit of his Father* He is very complaifant and 
civil, and feems to me of a ^ood-natur'd Difpo* 
iition. He has been at Parley m England^ and in 
HoUaniy where he marry'd the Daughter of the 
unfortunate Prince of Najfau^ who was drown'd 
in 1 71 1, as he was pa fling the Ma rr dyke to the 
Hague ^ to adjuft with Frederic 1. King of Frujfia^ 
luch Differences as related to the Succeflion of the 
late King ff^illiam of Greai Britain^ to which they 
tK>th laidQaim.* The hereditary Princefi ieems to me 
to be well behav*d and (he makes very handibme 
Entertainments. The Court aflcmbles at her Houfe 
every day, viz. at Noon, and at five o'clock in 
the Evening i and there they dine, game, and fup. 
Foreigners are very well received there, and both 
the Ladies and Gendemcft are very civil and com- 
plaiiant. 

The Grand Marfhai, and his Brother the Great 
Huutfman, are Perfons capable of making a 
Figure with Diftindion in the greateii Courts. 

The

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The firft marry 'd a kgitixnated Daughter of the

The Baron iVx/^r, Prefident of the Regency, 
and Chief of the Council, is a Peribn of fignal 
Merit, and capable of any Bufihefs, be it ever ib 
great. 

Generally fpeaking the Margrave's Court is ex- 



Nobility, and feeks to do them a FleaTure. He 
has none but Perfons of Quality in Jiis Service. 
Tis great Pity that this CDurt does not come to- 
gether again. The Margravine, who is Sifter to 

the Duke of JVii'temhergy refides at Douriaib^ raid 
never comes to Carlfrouhe hut when *tis a Holiday, 
or when fome foreign Prince is there. This Prin- 
cefe is actually very much indi{jpos*d, fo that I don't 
think I ihali have the Honour of kiffing her Hand. 
The Margrave alio educates at his Court three young 
Princes his Nephews, the Sons of his Brother. 
They are under the Governmeiit of the Baron de 
Covimng^ who takes very great Care of their Edu- 
cation. 

As to the Maig|«ve's Revenues, I cannot be 
;pofitive what they ar^ becMife I found that People 
who ought to know beft, vary in their Calculations 

not a little ; fome afliir'd me they were 400,000, 
(bmc 500,000 Florins, and others much more. 
Be it as it will, 'tis certain that the Margrave lives 
nobly, that every body is welt paid, and that the 
Subjeib are not over-bUrthen*d. Farewell, Sir, I 
fet out to-morrow for RaftadU w3l Audi write to 
youas foon as I can, Gfr.

IT took me up no more than four Hours to go 
from Carlfroube to Rastadt. As foon as I 
alighted there I notified my Arrival to the 
GnuidMaribalt withaKequeil thathewou'd procure 
me the Honour of paying my Compliments to their 
Hi^nelfis of Badat-BaatH. I had foranfwer, that 
the Margrave was out a Hunting, and that there- 
fore I cou*d not have an Audience before no.i duy. 
I had patience to ftay; and having by Good- luck 
fome Books at hand, I fpent all that day in Read- 
ings and the next day too, but did not hear a Word 
firomtbe Grand Marfiial. Mean tuneas I did not 
comber to Rqfiadi purely to read, and as *v$ aTown 
does not afford much Amufemetit, iince a quarter 
of an hour is enough to know all the Streets, I was 
very chagrin. I lent a fecond MeflTage to the Gi*and 
Marlhal, but had the fame Anfwer as before. I 
thought it improper to infift any farther, and gave 
over all hopes of feeing the Court of Rqftadt^ 
However I went to fee the Mamrave^a Palace^ 
which his Father the late Prince Lewis of Baden 
buUt from the Ground. It is very much like to the 
Palace of Sf. Cloud near Parts ^ and ftems to be a 
Building conduded with more Re^uuiarity than I 
obferv*d in feveral new Houfes m Germany left 
folely to the Dtre&ion of knoiant Mafons, who 
without a Tafte for Building have the Afliuance to 
^ themfelves Arcluucts. . 

The 
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The principal Stair-Cafe is large and light fomc. 
The Apartments have all the Conveniencies thejr 
can admit of. Thoie which are contiguous to the 
grand Stair-Cafe are diftributed into teveral Paiti* 
tionSy for Shew and for Conveniency. They are 
painted, gilt, and gaily fiirnifli'd. The Mar- 
gravirie Dowager to Prince Lewis put them rn this 
Condition againft the Marriage of her Daughter to 
the Duke of Orleans j and the Furniture is indeed 
rich and well ^cy'd. The Keeper fhewed me 
the Clofet tn which Prince Eugene of Savoy and 
MaHhal Villars fign'd the Peace in 17 14. *Tis 
pity that this truly magnificent Palace has no 
Gardens to it. There's Ground mark'd out for that 
purpofe, and if Prince Lewn had liv'd they wou'd 
tave been finifh'd. 

After hitving feen the Apartments and the Cha* 
pel, which is fmalJ, but exceedingly adom*d, not 
knowing what to do with my felt I went to a 
Billiard - Table fronting the Palace, where I found 
fome Gentlemen of the Court as idle as myfelf. 
They treated me as a Foreigner, and were com- 
plaifant to me. A young Fellow of a ^ood Ap- 
pearance, and who fecm*d to have an Air of Po- 
litenefs, having refused as well as myfelf to play, en- 
tered into a Converfation with me : And by degrees 
that Syin^>athy of our lempers, which was a 
Stranger to the Laws of Reafon, made us talk to 
one another with as much Freedom as if we had 
been old Acquaintance. I comphin'd to him that 
tho' I had been three days at Raftadt I cou*d not 
get an Opportunity of paying my Duty to their 
Highneffes of Baden, He told me that I need not be 
(iirpriz'd at it i that fince the Death of the late Prince 
Lewis^ the Margravine his Dowager, who was he* 
reditarv Princefs of Saxe-Lawenfmtrg^ had intro- 
duc'd into her Court the Ceremonial of the Eaftem 
Princes i that Ihe never appeared but m a full Divan, 

and 
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and that flie did not pennit any 01^ whatfoever to 
come near to her Son except the Balhaws and Der- 
vites who were of the Council. The young 

Gentleman's manner of accounting for this matter 
made me fmUe, and put mc upon afking him 
fcveral Qneftions. * How! faid /, according to 

* the Charader I have had of the Margravine, fhe is 

* very much of a Chriftian) and or that virtuous 
^ Heroine which the wife Man, if he had been ftilt 
^ fiving, wou*d have proposed to us for a Model. 

* Indeed, faid the Gentleman^ the Charadter you 

* have had of her is right enough : Ths Margravine 

* has Piety and Virtues that render her valuable; 
^ but flie has a Haughtineis, and a certain FarticU" 

* larity in her Temper, which is hardly to be pa- 
' tallelPd. For inflance, if ihe had received you it 

* wou*d have been ftanding under a Gmopy by an 

* Arm-Ch^r, with as much State as the Emprefs. 

* She wou'd have alk*d you two or three Quellions, 

* after which fhe wou'd have afllir'd you of her 

* Protedion, and then have diimiis'd you without 

* detaining you to dine with her, as is the manner 

* of all the Princes of the Empire \ but 'tis not the 

* fiiihion here, continued the Gentleman, The Mar- 

* gravine commonly dines in private, and we who 

* are of her Court don't fee her but at Mafs. The 

* young Margrave our Mafter wou'd like well 

* enough to (ee Company, but his Mother giving 
^ him to underftand that fhe does not care for it» 
^ he conforms to her Pieafure. The young Mar- 

* gravine, who is the Daughter of the Prmcc de 
^ Schwarlzenhcurg^ lias no iVuthurity, b^caulc tho' 

* naturally obliging and civil fhe durft not put her 

* good Qualities in practice, bccaufe the Margra- 

* vine Dowager reproaches her that fhe does not 

* know how to carry it hke a Sovereign ; by which 
^ means this poor Princels is oblig'd to be poud a- 
^ g^nft her Inclination. If you were to fee her 

* you 
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* you wou*d be cfaarm'd with her for ihe is tall and 

* handibme, of a lively £ur Complexion, but not 

< languid, and has a very nobfe Air. When 

< the Mai^vc iiiarry*d her (he was an only 

* Daughter, and the Prince fs of Schwartzenbourg 

* her Mother, who had not lived with her Hufl^iaud 

* for near fifteen Years, was not like to have any 

* more Children. But the Event has proved con- 
^trary^ for the Prince and Princeis of ^^i'tCMir/ZAi* 
« bimrg are reconciled, and the Princefi has had a 

* Son, who has fruftrated the Hopes of our young 

* Margrav ine of being fome day or other one of 

* the richell Heireffes in the Empire. This has

* obey knows not what is the Piealure of com- 

* manding. There's the lame likelihood of his

* him, as for the Ad\'^ntages fhe is capable of doing 

* han \ for Ihe is very rich, and has a nobJe liltate 

* in Behemia^ which Ihe wou'd perhaps give to her 

* youngcft Son, who is Cuu>n of Cofcgne and Augf- . 

< bourg^ if the Margrave difobfiged her ; tho* Ibe- 

* lievL it mull: be a great Offence indeed that W0U*d 

* provoke her to difmherlt him, becaufe he was always 

^ her Darling, and perhaps too the moil dutiful of 

' all 
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< all her Children. Such is her Tendemels for this 
^ Son that when there was a Talk of his going 
^ abroad flie woa'd needs go with him ; and ihe 

* adually accompany'd him all over Italy, Some 

* People were indeed fo ill-iiatur'd as to fay that 

* 'twas not out of Love to the Prince, but becaufe 
^ (he was afxaid he wou'd wean himfelf from her 

* Qxnpany, and break quite away from her, *Tis 
^ fiud however tfaatfheisgoing to quit theCourt>and 

* to retire to Etlingen, which b the Place affign*d 

* for her Jointure. We all wifh it, not that wc 

* have any reafon to complain of this Princefs, but 

* becaufe we hope then to have a gayer Court. 

* For the reft, to do the Margravine Dowager 

* Juftice, (he has manag'd her Son's Finances with 
^ a great deal of Oeconomy. When the late Prince 

* Lewis dy*d he left a heavy Debt upon theCotin- 

* try, which was alfo ruiu'd by the late War. But • 

* the Margravine Regent has paid off all, and Co 

* happily retriev'd the Government and the Fi- 

* nances that when her Son came of Ageiheg^ve 

* him Gonfideiabk Sums, and the Country was in a 
^ better Condition than ever.* 

There the Gentleman concluded. After putting 
feveral Qucilions to him I learnt that the Duchcfs 
of Orleans had been promisM in Marrinc^c to Prince 
Alexander of Tour and Taxis *, that the Pre(ents 
were made for the Wedding, and that the fime was 
very ibon to be celebrated : But when the Duke of 
Orleans aftually (ent M. d^Argenfon his Chancellor 
to Rajladt to demand the Princefs in iXlaniage, 
the Margravine her Mother thinking this a better 
Match beyond Comparifon, call'd back the Promife 
(he had made to the Prince de la Tour^ and con- 
cluded the Treaty with the Duke of Orledks, The 
young Margiave marry'd his Sifter by Proxy, in 

pre- 

* He has ft nee marry'd a Princefs of Bnmdewbmrg-Baniibt 
who has cmiiiac*d Uic Catlioiic Rcligioa, 
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prefcnce of M. d^Argenfoyi^ and the Princefs was 
conduced to Strajbourg^ where finding a Set of Do* 
meftics fent from Ptfm to receive her, iheturn'd 
off all her German Servants and proceeded on her 
Journey to Cbalmu^ whither theDitke of Orkans 
went to meet her. 

The feme Gentleman from whom I learnt all thcfe 
Particulars told me likewifc that the young Mar- 
grave, before he marry 'd the ^nncQiiofSchwartzen' 
hmrg^ was to have had the Daughter of King Stanif 
ImUf but that the Margravine broke off the Mar- 
riage-Treaty which was very lar advanced, becauie 
the King was not able to pay down a hundred 
thoufand Crowns ready Money for his Daughter*! 
Dowry, it was undoubtedly owing to that Prin- 
cs&'s happy Star that the King could not raife the 
Sum, for m fiich cafe his Daughter would net 
now have worn one of the mt Crowns in the 
World. The Gentleman told me moreover that 
the Margravine was mortify'd to the laft degree 
when fhe heard that the Princefs whom fhe had re- 
fused tor her Daughter-in-law was become the 
Queen of France. She was apprehenfivc too that 
this Princeft or the King her Father would tdce 
revenge for the Slight fhe had put upon their Al- 
liance, and (he wrote a Letter to King Stanijlaus to 
congratulate him on an Event fo glorious to him, 
and to recommend to him the Duchefs of Orleans 
her Daughter. lintreatyau^ Ssr^ fetdihe, 
vail mib $be ^een your Daughter to honour my 
Daughter and all my Family with her Favour. I 
will prefume to fay that both I afij Mine deferve it 
at your Hands for the Refpe5l «r have always 
had for you. This Letter, which was asfubmiifivc 
as the Margravine's ConduA had been haughty, was 
received with very great Civility by King Stanijlaus^ 
who, after having read it to the Queen his Wife, 
could not Jjelp faying, / am much obliged to the 

Mar^ 
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Margravine for this Letter, and he retumM her a 
Very engaging Anl wer. *Tis my Opinion that at 
that Time, inftead of bearing the Princefs any Ill- 
will he took it very kindly of her that ihe had re- 
fused his Daughter for a Daughter-in-law. The 
dBcious Gentleman would perhaps have inibrm'd 
me of other Particukr^ concerning the Court 
Rajiadty if the Margrave's llcturn from Hunting 
had not oWig'd him to go to the Caille. I thank'd 
him for the Trouble he had given himleit, and 
went and fliut my felf up at my Quarters. 

I fet out next (ky fotStrasbour^y and in lefs thaA 
five Houtsanf ved at Kbhl. ^Tis all an evenCbun* 
try, and admirable Roads. We ttiavel thfo' the 
Doniinions of Spire^ the Bifhoprick of Strajhotirgl 
and the County of llanaii. At Kebl I paid a Vifit 
to the General Baron de Roth the Govemour of the 
Piace^ who entertained me at Dinner, and made me 
exceeding welcome, but fo ply'd me with Liquor 
that I mought mv ielf at Puldi or IFuftxbiHtrg. 
After Dinner M. de Rotb (hewed me tHe Fortifica<< 
tions which I found in Jt very bad State. Tiie 
Commandant told me that he had taken a world 
of JPains to repjrefent it to the Dyet of the Empire 
at Ratijbonm^ but that he might a& well have 
tftUc'd to fo many deaf Men. 'Tis certain that if 
Care be n6t taken, the RSine will wafh away ttie 
Fort one day or other,' and carry it to Holland. 
The Marfhal de Bourg faid to me a while ago whea 
we were talking of Kehl^ that M. de Roth would do 
well to f^fteu his ort with Chains to the Citadel 
tf Straflnmrgi 

Therms only a Bridge over &e Rhjaie it pa!s 
fiom Kebl to Str asbouro the Capital of Alface^ and 
formerly an Imperial City. The French made 
themfelves Matters of it in September 1681, whett 
they came to the very Gates of the Place before the 
Town had Notice or their Marcht and when it was

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in no Conditioii to make rdiflance \ for whethef 

they thought they had no need of being upon their 
Giiard, or vvhcrher the Chief Burgoniafters had 
been corrupted, the 1 own wanted but every 1 hing. 
The Gipitiilation was figned on one fide by the 
Marauis de LouvoiStBiid die Baron de Monclar Com- 
manoant in Alface \ and on the other, by eight De* 
puties of the City, which was fecured in all its Pri- 
vileges, Prerogatives and Cuftoms, both eccle- 
fiaftical and civil. The Bi(hop was nevertheleis 
jrellored to his See, and the Canons to the Cathednd, 
which had beloi^ed for 152 Years to th^lMtbmtns, 
Lewis XIV. made his entry into Strashmrg the 
2;?d of Ocfober following, and immediately o«icr*d 
a Citadel and other Works to be ereded, which liave 
fince been fo augmmted that Strasbourg may now 
be rankM among the moft important Places of Eu- 
topi. The Marftial Coimt de Bmirg commands in 
it, and has one of the King's Lieiilienants under him« 
who is always a general Officer.

The Marihal Count de Bwrg preserves a flately 
Mien in an advanced Age^ and one may ealily j>cr- 
ceive he 'n:is been a very fine Man in his Time. 
He was Page to Philip of France Duke of Orleans^ 
Brother to Lrtvis the Greats and to that Duke's 
Favour his Advancement to Military Employ* 
ments is very much owing, tho* 'tis true that he 
has dulinguilhed himfelf in tiic Service. On the

fOom of M. li Blancy and W.1S fuccccdedaa Intendant of Alface 
by M deHariix, formerly Intendant of Mitz} and when the

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a 6th of Auguji 1709, he defeated near Rumerjheim 
the Count de Mercy^ who commanded a flying. 
Camp of 9000 Men detach'd from the Army of 
the Empire, then under Command of the Eledor 
ioS Hanover^ afterwards George I. King of Great 
firitain. This Vidory gained M. de Bourg the. 
blue Ribbon. Kjng LmwV XV, gave him the Staff 
of a Mariliai of France^ and confirmed him in the 
Government of Strasbourg, The French Officers 
accuie this Marihal of Pnde, but tor my part, I 
have all the Rcafon that can be to loi^e him for his 
Civility* 

M. Dangervitiiers is really mdrt engaging than 

the Marfhal, and is therefore more beloved by 
the Officers. He is affable and civil, complaifanr 
tb Foreigners, and lives with a vaft deal of Splen- 
dor. I he Princes of the Jtmpire that border upon 
Alface like him very well, and think he is mord 
candid, and le& haughty than his Predeceflbra. 

There^s not many of the Nolnlky fettled iii thi^ 
City, and of thefe few th:it are wealthy •, and there- 
fore they live very much retired. The Canons of 
the Great Chapter who ought all to be Princes: or 
Counts, are not of very great Service, becaufe moii 
of 'em holding other Benefkres^ <mly cornie to Stras^ 
iourg to paft away three Months there d[ their Re* 
fidence, and by confequcncc they aie here as Stftui- 
gers. 'i\hc bell: HoLifes therefore arc the Intcndant's 
and the Kin^^s Lieutenant's. Thereat^ always a 

freat many Officers here who are indeed amiable 
ellows, and know how to ferve, and to be good 
Company too upon occafion* The Commandant^ 
of the Corps are in Yetrtf, and Officers of Expe* 
rience, and the reft are clever fmart Youths whoi 
long fadly to be fighting, and would fain niakel 
you believe the four Corners of the World will 
quickly be on fire. I have not feen finer Infantry

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are very fine Gentlemen too in the Cavalry, but 
then they arc not near fo well mounted as oatsf. 
You know the Cry with us is that the Fruub are 
ruined, and not able to do any thing more. How 
the Cuie (lands with them, I really know not, but 
if one may judge of it by Appearances, it cannot 
beio. No Troops were ever better cloaChed, better 
paid, more fpruce, nor finer. The Officers ane 
iplendid % thev game, divert themielves, and eat 
and drink well, which does not ieem tome to be the 
Life of People inWant. Upon thefe Terms, Iwould 
be content to be in fuch Want all my Life long. 

The Garrilon maintains a Company of Come- 
dians who are paid by the Captains^ and command- 
ing Officers, for the Subalterns are admitted gratis. 
The Theatre, which is one of the preCtieft in the 
Country, is m«matn'd by the City. 

A ^lan that has a Tafte for a plain home-bred 
Girl may here find Amufement and good Blood. 
'1 is obi'erv'd that the Lulheran Women are the 
moft beautifiil, and the Sex at this Place is (aid to 
be Yery induig^t, and very tnAabk ; lb that^ 
(hodd be apt to think* a Man need not be Viery 
open-hearted to them. 

Tho* Strasbourg may bc reckon'd among the 
fineft 1 owns in France^ one can't fay there's a fingie 
Houie in it thnt is magnificent^ or makes a grand 
Appearance. TheCathedral is a very ftately Build- 
ing of Gotbic Architefture % its fiunous Spire is one 
of the moft lofty^ and of the neateft Workman/hip 
of any in Europet Miffon^ wlio 'tis like always 
carried his Plummet and Foot- Rule in his Pocket, 
becaule he never fails to give the Length and 
Breadth and Height of a Things &ys that 'tis 574 
Foot in height \ and I believe he is not miftaken, 
Erkhin de Stemtach who was the ArchiteA, fintfllM 
it in the Year 1449. *Tis faid that Lcvus X J V . 
had a mind to have a Spire ereded upon the fecond 

% Towec 
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Tower which feems to have been built with that 
View. He ordered M. if Vauhan to draw a Model 
of it, and to compute the Coflv which he found 
would amount to leveral Millions of Livres. The 

King thinking that he could employ that Sum to 
abetter purpofe, contented himfelf with making a 
Prefent to the Cathedral of tlie Ornaments, and all 
the Priefts Veftments for celebrating Ma(s upon the 
ieveral annual Feftivals \ the whole of which is ex- 
tiaordinary fiimptuous, and becoming the Magnifi- 
cence of one of the greateft Kings in the World. 
•Twas in the Cathedral otSirafiourg that the Duke 
of Orleans the firft Prince of the Blood of France 
marry'd as Proxy to Lewis XV. Mary Lefcinjki^ the 
Daughter of Ktne Stani/kus* This Ceremony, at 
whidi I was prelent, wad more magnificent than 
what was oblcrv'd at Fmiainiteau at the Queen's 
Arrival ; and the Concourfe of German Noblemen 
and Princes hither upon the Occafion was prodi- 
gious. The Cardin-il Je Rohan^ as Bifhop of Stras- 
i^^g't g&ve the Nuptial Benedi<^lion. Nothing 
can be mier than the Speeches which his Eminency 
made upon that Solemnity : As they fell into my 
hands, I think I ought to communicate them to 
you. You will find them 'verbatim at the End of 
this Letter. Poland in this In fiance, made a wor- 
thy Reftitution to France^ which many Years ago 
cave the Voles a King who was afterwards the un- 
totunate Henry III \ and they have now in their 
turn given a Qieen to Rrence. But Gennany may 
boaft that the Queen derives from the Empire that 
Fund of Virtue w hich is the Source of her Happi- 
Hefs, and makes her ndmir'd by the Univerfe. 
France had for a long time left off fending to our 
Climates for her Queens.

Armand Gafton Cardinal de Rohan was eleded 
VQiopofSlrashm^th^iothotj^il^ 1704*9 
received the CardmaPs CSap from die Hands o^ 
Lewis XIV. the i8thofA%, 1712. The Year 
following he fuccceded the Cardinal de Janfon as 
Great Almoner. The Emperor granted him the

thQ 

* The famotn OunEUnal ff^fUam Egem Hi furfimSttrg Biihop 
^Btraihomrg dy'd the lOfch April 1 70^, and iMttluumsdiatel/ 
fiiccecded by the Abbot di RAmh who was chofe Cotdjutor 

f Sirmshtyrg was an Epifcopal See before the Year 376, for 
one Amaud Bilhop of Stratbomrg was then prefcnt at the Council 

Cologne. The Chapter is compofed of 24. Members, 
12 Capitulars, and 12 Domicilairs, whomuft beall Princes or 
Counts. From 1592 the Canons were Lutherans^ and C.-itlio- 
lics till 1 68 1, when Le-wii XIV. having taken Strasbourg ciia- 
bUihed a fiifhop there whofe See was a( Mtl^eim, and caafed 
the Ckthedrel to befcflond tothe Gttholic Onmi ; end not- 
withftaBding the cofKruyDiTpofitioiii ^jfthttTttatfoffFefiphaiia,

Ziaf^inrReligioa ii lolcniediii this Qtf • 
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the loth of ^7239 and in 1724, he obtained 
a Seat in the College of Princes at the Aflcmbly of 
Ratisbc'fi. This Prelate who is coiifiderable for his 
Qirth and Dignities, is much more io for his great 
Soul, h!s polite and obliging Behaviour, and for an 
Air of Grandeur which accompanies all his A Aions, 
He b a comely Peribn, as are indeed all of his Fa- 
mily. Being noble and magnificent in every thing 
that he does, he Jives wherever he is like a great 
Nobleman, but particularly at Saverne, I found at 
his Palace the Duke and Duchefs of Tallard, the 
Duchefc la Meilleraie^ Madamoifclle de Mehfi^ 
the Prince and Princds of Birkinsfield^ M. pa^- 
gervtUierSy thelntendant of Sirajiourg^ theOmnt 
Tind Princeis of Han auy and in fliort a great many 
Offic'TS of Diftinftion. Thev had all convenient 
Lodgings and Accommodation in the Cadle^ and 
Gammg, taking the Air, Hunting, Muiic, and 
Good-Cheer were then- conftant Diverfions. 

The Siihops of Strajbwrg have refided for a 
long time at the Palace of Saverne y which was al- 
ways a convenient Houfc \ but the Cardinal de 
Rohan lij^s made it very confiderable. The outfide 
of this X^dace is not fo magnificent as the infide. 
The Entry which leads to the chief Stair-Cafe is 
lighted to great Advantage, and has feveral Out- 
lets that have a convenient Communication with 
the lower Apartments, which are hi^h, and very 
finely en ibeliifhM. The principal Srair-Cafe is very 
grand, and leads to a ftately Salon with moft cu - 
rious Decorations. It has a double Apartment 
which is rendered as commodious as poffibie ; ana 
the Furniture coi^fifls of Eh^broidery of Gold and 
Silver, wMch may' be thought perhaps tpo rich. 
The Queen, who lodg'd at the Cardmal's Houfe 
when fhe came to Saverne^ was charm'd with the 
Splendor of it, and the extraordinary Refped witl| 
^hich fli9 attend^ here. ' 
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The Cardinal de Rohan defigns that this rich 
Furniture lhall remain annex'd to the See \ for 
which his Succeflbr will certainly have very great 
Obligations to Um 1 But his Eminence was not (o 
much obliged to his Predeceflbrs ; for when he was 
chofe Blftiop he found a Houfe very much out of 
order, and Icarce a Chair in it, whereas 'tis now fit 
for a King. His Eminency is about making very 
large fine Gardens, which are in very great For- 
wardnefi, and perfedly anfwerable to the Grandeur 
AndBeauty of the Palace ; and atthe end of them 
there is a ftatdy Canal which coft infinite Labour 
and Expence. The whole of it is the more mag- 
nificent becaufe Saverne ftartds at the foot of very 
high Mountains ; and in digging the Canaf the 
Workmen often met with Rocks which they were 
forcM to blow up. 

At the CardiiuPs Table there's both Abundance 
and £legance ; and his Eminency entertains in fuch 
a manner as really charms his Guefts. All his Do- 
meftics follow his Example ; and *tis certain that 
they are all very diligent, and that there is not a 
Houfe in France^ or in Europe^ where there*s better 
Attendance. His Eminency^s Houihold, and all 
his Temporal Afibirs in general^ are direAed by 
the Abbot it Rffotamiy Couiliellor in the Parliament 

of Pans. 

The Cardinal is one of the richcft Noblemen in 
France^ and without difpute the moil expenfive. 
He has built a Hotel at PariSy and furnifii'd it 
fumptuoufly. He has made confiderable Works 
at Saverm^ and kid out a great deal of Money in 
Plate, Furniture, Piftures, antique Veflels, and 
Bufls, Medals, and Books. Some tmic ago he pur- 
chased of the Prefident Menard the famous Library 
of the illuftrious Meffieurs de Tiou^ formerly one 
of the moft celebrated in France s and he daily in- 

riches 
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riches it with all the mod curious and imcoxninoa 
Books and Manufcripts. 

Befides all thefe Expencet, the CarcUfiai intends 
alfi> to build a new epiicopal Palace at Stra/hurg * 
where he is indeed butindiflferently lodged at |>re- 
fcnt. The Marquifs Je N. . . talking of the Cardinal 
de Rohan\ Expence, faid, TJjaty to be fure^bis Emi- 
nency had found out the Pbilofophefs Stone, I think 
fo too, and that he has done it by procuring him- 
felf five or fix hundred thoufimd livre^ a-year id 
good Benefices. 

From Saverne I went to Hague nau, and to 
Weissenbourg, formerly Imperial Cities, and now 
fubjed to France^ but Places of little Confequence. 
King Staniflaus after the Death of Charles lUl. 
King of Swedefti being forced to quit Deux^Pwts to 
which he had retired with his Family, came and re* 
iided at IVeiJfenbourg ; and here it was that he rc- 
ceiv'd thefirft Propofals that were made to liimfor 
the Marriage of his Daughter with King Letmsl^Y , 
I came and took up my Quarters at Landau, one 
of the mod fcoundrel Places in the World, but 
the beft fortify'd ; and fiimous for having ftood out 
feveral Sieges. The Emperor Jofeph took it when 
he was King of the Romans. The French retook it 
a little before the figning of the Peace at Rajladt^ by 
which Treaty it was left in their hands. They 
maintain a good Garrifon in ity and have added ic- 
Veral Works to it; 

From Landau I pafs'd to Brhousel, with art 
Intention to pay my refpeds to the Cardinal de 
Schonbcrn Bifhop of Spire who refides there, but I 
did not fucceed better there than at Ra^iadt ; for 
his Eminency excused himfelf from me be- 

diufe he was going a Hunting, and put me on till next 
day % but I did not think it worth while to waiti; 
what had happcn'd to me at the Court of Budeti 
being too frcfh inmyMemoxy. i wassUiaid of the

into the bargain, there bcinn; nothinc^ to eat : Be- 
£de&, my Landlord told me that the Cardinal made 
even thoie People who came to him upon Bufinefis 
cbmce Attendance for three or four days. I find to 
myielf theiefore that he had much more reafon to 
make me wait, who came to his Court out of meer 
Curiofity. I refoiv'd therefore, as any Gentleman 
ought to have done in the like cafe, and took the 
^«)ppartunity of the Cardinal's Abfenoe to go and 
view the Qutiide of his Pahce. 'Tis a great Struc- 
tuie not yet intudy finifli'd* which tlw Cardinal 
has hitherto cmy'd on finin the very Foumktion ; 
but if Imuft be fmccrc with you, all thefe Works, 
confiderahle as they are, have been form'd upon 
pitiful Plans. It has coil a very large Sum of 
Money ; and I &ncy thatin the time of theancieiAt 
^Monies it wouM have been reckoned aveij fin^ 
Strufture. The chief Beauty of it lies in its Si-* 
tuation ; for a great Variety of agreeable Objcda 
are difcover'd from the Apartments. The Gardens 
are alfo fo new that one can fcarce know the Plan of 
*cm 1 it feems to me tliat they are not of an ex- 
traordinary Taile, and that they wou'd be mudl 
more fuitable for a private Man than for a So- 
vereign. 

The Cardinal de Scbonhorn is a keen Sportfman. 
He lias Game enough in his own Birtioprlck, for 
the Country fo abounds with all forts that the 
Fields are ruin'd by the Deer. The Pcaiants are 
fo hard put to it to pre&rve their Com that they 
are obliged to watch it day and nig^. The Car- 
dinal often makes Hunting-Matches for the Stag 
and wild Boar, in which they kill hundreds; at 
fuch times the Peal ants are obliged to take a certain 
quantity of Meat, tor which they pay lb much a 
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Pound, according to a Price that is reguhted.' 
The Biihoprick of Spire is one of the fruitiullcft 
Ptovinces in Gtmany^ but the Inhabitants are ex- 
tremely poor; for their Provifions fie on their 
liancis, and they have icarce wherewithal to pay 
the great lilies due to thtf'r Sovereigns. 

The Dignity of the Bill^op of Spire is elcflive, 
as are ail the Bilhopricks of Germany which arc 
not in the hereditary Dominions of the Houfe of 
Auftria, The Bifhop is Soveitign of the Country^ 
but the City of Sfirt hail pardcular Privil^es> 
have all the Imperial Cities. Tou know it wa^ 
at ^pire that the Emperor Charles V. eftablifli'd 
the Imperial Chamber, which is as it were the Par- 
liament of the Empire. The Fm/^i? having dc- 
ftroy*d Spin when thcv nvag'd the PalaisMaf^^ the 
Chambtr or fuprcme Tribunal was transferred to 
Wetzlar in jyiettermia^ where indeed it ieem*d to be 
more in the Center of Germany^ and fecur'd from all 
manner of Infulti 

Damien-HK^o Count de Schonhorn Cardinal, is at 
this prefent Biihop of Spn-'\ and Coadjutor of C«i- 
ftance. He is alio grand Commander of the Teir- 
lonic-Order. He was heretofore a Member of the 
Emperor's Privy-Cbundl, and his Plen^xytentiary 
to the Circle of Lower Saxony. Clemtnt XL of tte 
Albani Family honoured him with the Purple. 
He is defc ended of a Family in which Merit has 
happen'd to be back'd by Fortune. The Cardinal's 
Father was the firft Count of it. He was 
aUb one of the EnspeM's Privy-Council^ and 
Brother to Lofbarius^Pi^imch EleAbr of Mmtz and 
Bifhop of Ba77iber^^. The Cardinal hasacfhialiy a 
Brother who is Elc;'lor of Triers^ another who is 
Bifhop of IVurtzbourg and Bamberg^ wliom I have 
mcntion'd to you upon other occaftons ^ and lafUy^ 
a third w1k> is a CounfeUor of State * to the Em- 

peroTt 
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t«ror, and is now the Head of the Family- 
Mt^flieurs de Schmborn had formerly an Eledor of 
Mentz in their Family, who was at the fame timci* 
Biihdp of IVurtzhurg^ but that Prmce left theni 
ho great Eftate ; fo that they were not very rich 
when Lotharius Francis^ Uncle to them all, wai 
chofe Eledtor of MtiUz, But this Prince procjr'd 
them both Wealth and Honours, and rendcr'd the 
Count de Schoni/oniy who is Court fcllor of State i 
tp the Emperor, one of the richeft Noblemeti in 

. From Brbottf4 to Hetdelherg there*s one of the 

fincft Countries 1:1 tlic World, |.1j::: a1 with Fruit, 
and cf^xiciaUy Walnut- Trees, which bring in a great 
Revenue. 

The City of Hjbidelberc, upon the iV^r^^r; 
is very much pent up by that River, and a Chairt 
q{ Hills, (o that *tis not lioir lb broad as 'tis long; 
This City is the Capital of the Lower Palatinate; 

and was formerly tiic Rcildencc of the Eleftors. 
Here is a Univerfity which was founded in 1346, by 
Robert Prince Palaiine^ who was chofe King of the 
Romans. No Town has fmarted more by the 
Scourge of War. Since the Difgrace of Frederic 
Eie^or Palatine^ whom the Bohemidns. chdfe fcf 
their King^ it has been taken, pluriderM, or burnt 
four times. In 1622, tlic Emperor'o General ^lUly 
put 500 Palathies in it to the Sword, and at the 
iame time the Emperor carry'd off the famous 
Library, which he gave in prt to Urban VIII; 
who caufed it to be placed in the Vatican^ where 'tis 
ftill to be^ feen. In 1634, Heidelberg was beiieg'd 
twice. John de H^ertb took it for Lewis XIV. hat 
not being able to carry tiie Caftle He retir'd. Not 
many days after, the Marflials de Force and Brezi 
forc'd the Quarters ot the Germans^, and took both 
the Town and Caftle. The French took this City 
% third time ia 16889 and again in x693> whictt 
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was the laft time. Sword in hand ; at what time 
thev committed Cruelties ftiockin^? to remem- 
ber, and of which there are woful Marks ftill 
left in Heidell crgy and all the Towns in the Pala- 
tinate. This City was beginning to recover itfcif 
by the Eledot^s refidmg Siere, when it braught 
a more heavy Difgrace upon itlelf than all the Mi(^ 
fortunes it had fuffer'd by the War. The Cafe was 
thus : 

The great Church of Heidelberg fince the Peace 
of JVtiftphalia belongs half to Rman Catholics, and 
half to the Cahifi^s^ of whom the former have 
the Choir, and the others the Body, and nothing 
but a tliiii Partition feparates the two Communions. 
The Choir not being big enough to contain the Ca- 
tholics when the Court refided at Heidelberg^ the 
FJe(5tor proposed to the Calvinifis to yickl him the 
Body^ or the Church, alledging that not only the 
Choir was too (canty, but diat he (hou*d be very 
glad that the Church in which the Palatine Princes 
lie interr'd were altogether Catholic. He promis'd 
at the fame time that another Church fhouJd be 
built for them larger and finer than what they were 
to yield to him. The Calvinifts Md that the great 
Church had been granted todiem by the Treaty of 
Munfter that all the Princes who were Guarantees 
of the Peace of JVefiphalia were engaged to prefcrvc 
them in the Enjoyment of it ; that therefore they 
could not give it up without violating that 1 reaty^ 
whicli was thdr Security, and without rendring 
themfelves unworthy of the ProteSion of the Pro- 
teftant Powere. The Eleftor in order to remove 
tliofe Obftacles, conllnted that the Powers who 
were Guarantees of the IVcJlphalian Treaty of Peace^ 
in which the Church he defir*d was exprefsiy men- 
tioned, fhould be Guarantees of the Church which 

he promised fliould be built for them : Butall theie 
Olfas how leafonabk foever wot not accepted hj 

the 
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the Calvinifts. The Ekdor being thereby incens'd^ 
made ufe of his Soveitigti Authority, and took hj 
feree what they were not willing to yield to him t 
whereapon the Cahinifis had recoorfe to the Pro* 

teftant Princes of the Empire, the Lutherans 
as well as the Calvinifts^ who conftituting but one 
Body and one Communion wlien the CathoIic«^ are 
to be oppos'd, united together, mid engaged in their 
Quarrel the Kings of Great Britain^ Denmark^ 
Sweden^ and Pn^dj and the States-GeneraL Thefe 
Powcis caufed the Catholic Churches in their Do- 
minions to be Hiut up, fequerter'd the Eftates of 
the Convcnls, and made fuch Clamofs and Menaces 
that the EIec5lor was oblig'd to reinftate the Calvi- 
n^s in the Nave of the Church but he was fa 
angry with the Inhabitants of Heidelberg for tfacif 
DifrefoeA to him thsit he removed his Refsdence 
to Manbeim. The Burghers were not vefy forty 

at firft for the Departure of the Court ; for being 
accuftom'd to its Abfcnce, they flattered themfelves 
that the Tribunals of the Regency, whichj fince 
the Acceflion of the Newbourg Family to the Elec- 
temlte, had conflantljt been kept at Heiddberg^ would 
remain there ftilL But they were (boii thrown into 
the utifioft ConAemation when riiey few thoft Tri- 

bunals follow the }LlL(!:lor. They went arid call 
themfelves at the Feet of their angry Sovereign^ 
. and alking his Pardon for having affronted him^ 
tjiey offend him the Church which was the cauid 
of his Difpleafurei ahd conjured him to return to 
dieir City. But sill their Supplieationd were fivhy 
lefs *, the Eledor was ftedfaft in his Refolution to 
puniili Heidelberg^ aiiJ auandoii'd it for ever. Hei- 
dclberg having no Trade, and ilibhftlng only by the 
Court, or by the 1 ribunals of the Regency, of 
^hich it was totally deprived, falls now into decay, 
and will^ no doubt, ^er *tis long dwindk to little 
m* nothing; 

Y 2 Tlie 
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The ElcdoPs PaUce is higher than the Cty, and 
fitaate in fuch a manner that there's a Profpedfc 
from the great Apartments quite through the 
Opening b^ween the Mountains, by which the 

Tfecker runs into the Plain. The Palace is built 
of Free-Stone, and is a magnificent Stnj(5lurc. 
The greateft part ot it was burnt by the French 
when they deftrovM the Palatinate : The Lodging* 
Rooms tnat are fubftfting are very fubftantial, tho* 
not built in the modem TaAe. The Apartments 
are larere, but want Ornament, efpccially iince they 
have been ftript of their Furniture. The Gardens 
were formerly reckon'd the tin eft in Genua} y , but 
there's fcarcc any thing left of them except the Place 
where they flouriAied. If one may juog^ of what 
they were by their ^tuation, they muft Jiave been 
very pleaiant^ by rea(bn of the extenfive Profjped 
they afforded into the Country. 

I do not intend to detain you with an account 
of the famous Tun, Mtjjon having given a more 
cxadt Defcription of that than of many Towns which 
he treats ot You will in his travels find a Cut 
of thfe Vcflel, which will give you a more per- 
fcd Idea of it than any Narrative whatlbcver. 
The Eledor Jobn-JVilltam^ the Predeceflbr of the 
prefent Eledor, gave a Companion to this I un, 
which is not altogether fo large, but . much more 
adom*d. They are both full of Wine. I remem* 
ber that in 1719, when I was at the Palatini 
Court, the Eledorafk'd meat Table whether I liad 
feen the Great Tun ; and upon my faying that I 
had not, that Prince, than whom there was not a 
more gracious Sovereign in the whole World, told 
me he would cany me to it He made a Propoial 
to the Princefi his Daughter, who was marry'd to 
the hereditary Prince of Sultzbacby to go tnither 
after ]3innLT \sasoverj which fhe accepted. The 
Trumpets led the way, and the Court followed in 

great 
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great Ceremony. When we had mounted the Platr 
rorm which is over tiie Tun, the Elcdor did me 
the honour to drink to me out of the IVilkom^ 
which was a Silver gilt Cup, of a large dimenfion. 
He took it off clean at one Draught, and having 
cauled it to be repteni(hed» ient it to me by a Page. 
Good Manners, and tiic Refpe^k I ow'd to the E- 
ledor's Coriirnands, not permitting mc to refufc 
the Chalice, 1 begg'd heartily that he would fuffcr 
me to drink it off at feveral Draughts \ which W£S^ 
indulged me ; and the Eledlor talking in the mean 
time with the Ladies,! took the Opportunity of his 
Abfence, and made no (cruple to deceive him, for 
I returned great part of the Wine to the bottom of 
the Tun, threw a part of it on the Qrouu4> and the 
reft, which was the leaft part of it, I drank. { 
thought myielf well off that he did not perceive in 
what manner I bubbled him ; for 1 faw he waf 
very well pleased with me. Then feversti other 
great Glafles went round, and the very Ladies 
wet their Lips, which was the thing that efFedluaUy 
contributed to demolifti us. I was one of the fiHt 
that was overpowered. I perceived thofeconvuhive 
Motions that threatened me if I drank any more, 
therefore I fneak^d off and made the beft of my 
way down from the Platform. I was endeavouring 
to get out of the Vault, but was ftop*d at the Door 
by two Lirc-Gi::ird Men, who with their Carabine^ 
crofting each otlicr, cry' J, S:ancL, i here's no coming 
ibis way. I conjur'd them to let me pafs, and told 
them that 1 had very important Keafons for my 
Departure *, but I might as well have talk'd to th^ 
Wind. I found myfelf in a terrible Quandary : 
To get up again to the Head of the Tun was Death : 
What would become of me I could not tell. In 
ftiort I crept under the Tun, and there hoped to 
hide myfelf ; but it was a fruit lefs Precaution : 

There's no avoi^ga Man's Deiliny. It was my 
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Fate to be carry'd out of the Vault, and to know 
nothing of the matter. For the EleAor perceived I 

V.MS a Dcfci tcr, and I heard him fey, IFhcreis he ? 
WhaCs hcccuic of him ? J. el him be looked after^ and 
brcught up to me dead cr alive. The Guards at the 
poor being examm'd faid that I came that way in 
order to get out» but that they fent me back again. 
All thefe Inquiries, which I heard from my Hole» 
made me burrow myfelf the more. I crept under 
the Coverr of a couple of Boards I met with by 
chance, wiA^re nothing but a Cat, Devil, or Page 
could pofliL lyfind me out. But a little Page, who 
was indeed both Devil and Page too, ferreted me, 
^nd baui'd out like one that was mad. Here be is I 
Here be fs ! and then I was taken out of my Co- 
vert. You mav imr.:: ine what a fiily Figure I made. 
} was carry'd before mv Jiidne, who was the E- 
]e<5lor himfelf. But I took the Liberty to challenge 
bpth him and all the Gentlemen in his Retinue, a^ 
being Parties in the Caufe. jflas! wy little Gentle^ 
man^ faid the Prince to me, Teurefufe us forymr 
Judges \ I will appoint you ethers then^ and ive jball 
fee ivhcihir you ^-citi row<^ off a?iy bc^ier. He no- 
minated the Princefs his Daughter, and her Ladies 
to try me, and the Elecflor was my Accufer, 
After pleading iny own C^uie they put it to the 
Vote, and I was condemned unanimoully to drink 
as long as I could fwallow. The Ele(5lor faid, that 
as he was the Sovereign he would mitigate my Sen-* 
tence^ that I lliould that day drink four Pint 
Glafles of Wine, and that for a Fortnight runniqg 
I ihoutd tip off the like Glafe to his Health imme- 
diately after Dinner, Every body admirVl the 
leftor s Clemency, and whether I did or not, I 
was fain to do as they did, and to return him 
Thnnks Then I underwent the heavieft part of 
iny i>enterice \ I did not lofe my Life indeed, but 
for fpme Houis I loi^ both my Speech and my 

|(eaibii4 
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Reaibn. I was canry*d to a Bed, where when I 
pune to myfelf I was told that my Accufos were in 
the fame Pickle as I was ; and that none of them 

went out ut die Vault in the fame manner as they 
enter'd it. Next day the ElcL^lor was fo good as tq 
mitigate the remaining part of niy Sentence, atid ex- 
cused me from the Penance to which I was cod- 
demn'dt - upon my promiflng him that I wou'd 
make one at his Tat>}e for a Month to come.

LETTER XX. 

5 I Mmnbeim, March 17. 1730. 

IN going from Heidilbcrg to Manheim we 
leave the Necker on the right h?.?id, but 
keep aimoft all the way by the fide of that 
Riyer. Tis three Leases from one City to the 
other, over a fruitful Plain. Manheim lies between 
the Rhii:c:ind the Necker, in a marlhy Country, 
whicli h:is always been reckon'd very unwholefome. 
About touricorc Years ago this City was but a 
Village. Frederic Elcftor Palatine, who was chafe 
Kins of Bobmia^ caused it to be fortify'd, and built a 
Oftflfe or Citadel there, which he cail'd Fredericjbaurg. 
At the (ame time a Town was built, of which all 
the Streets run parallel, the chief that partes thro* 
the middle of the Town was planted with Trees 
after the manner of Holland. But the French ha- 
ving taken Manheim in 1 693, r$z*d it to thcGround, 
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and by the Treaty of NtKie^uoi It was flipu late d that 
Manheim fhou'd be dcniolifhcd which wa.s done 
actordi:r. ly. J^bn-PFilUam o\ Ntiibourg^ the kll 
Eledor, bcf^an ai ain to fortify JVIanbeim^ according 
to the Plans laid down by the famous Cobmi % but 
thofe Works were fufpended, fo that no more than 
two Bullions and a Courtain vVvTC finifh'd. When 
the prefent ^ \:^o\' Gharies-Pbifh czx-nt to live at 
Jilanbcim he cai:s*d th.ofe Works to be relumed 
whkh his Brother had difcontinued, and to be 
carry'd on with fuch Diligence tliat in a few Years 
}'.e put the Place in a ftate of Defence *. The For- 
tiUw.^tijn.: : rc ali fac'd witli B.ick and Manbeim is 

■ (iovf one of the bell Maces in all Gennuny. 
' This City has three fine Gates, of which that of t,|ic 
Jyfecker is the moft magnificent, and the beft adorn- 
ed ; in which one fees beautiful Baflb-relievos, after a 
Plan very happily executed. ThisGate openstowards 
a long and ■ fpacious Street, at the end of which 
ftands tlie Elcdur's Palace, one of the largeft and 
molt fubflp.ntiiil Buildings in Europe, It were to 
be wifli'd indeed that the Architecfture had been 
more regular: Never had any Archited more Ad- 
vantage, f or he built if new from the Fpupdatipn^ 
was notftintedfor want of room, and as he Tet 
ho Limits to his Expjnre, I fliou'd have thought 
that a mafterly hand laignt have protluc'd fonie- 
thing curious. Nevertheieii there are Faults ui the 
BailJ* ig whxh are (hocking to fuch as have the 
leaft Skiil in Archite<5hire } infomuch that th^y 
-who have a Tafte for that Science are forry that a 
B^iildiiig which has been fo expciihv c has been no 
betttr CGI id died. The Situation of this Palace is 
indeed verv fine, at the end of the City, and of a 
very noble lirge Street, which like all the reft funs in

before it, confifts of a large number of Locteing* 
Rooms, with a great high Pavilion in the middk, 

and two advanc'd Wings, with ample Pavilions at 
the ends •, where two other VLry cxtcnlivc Wiags 
rife on both fides that are likewifc terminated by 
Pavilions, behind which there are other Lodging- 
Rooni8« The infide of the Palace is formed by two 
great Courts, which are to be feparatcd by an ogea 
Gallery or Tcrrafs, the Model of which is very 
much adorned with Architedlurc i but I can't think 
it will luuk well when *tisdone. The Apartments 
are adorn'd with fine noble Floors and Ciclin^s, and 
have the fineft Profped; in the World XaSfirc^ 
fraitckendably IVorms^ and all the Country in ge* 
neral, as far as the Mountains of Alfact^ which con* 
ftfts wholly of Towns and Villages. All this fine 
fruitful Country is wijterM hythcRbine^ which paflls 
behind the Palace of Manhuth^ and wafhes its For- 
tifications. Upon this beautiful Canal there are to 
be the Gardens of the Palace, for which (here are 
intended two Courtains and a BaAion. 

rris almoft inconceivable how the Eledor w^ 
able to get all the Works about Manbeim finifhed 
in To few Years i for in ihort I remember to luivc 
fecn Partridges where there are now Houfes and 
Palaces. The whole 1 own is laid out in a moft 
regular and charming manner *, and 'tis without dif- 
pute one of the prettieft Towns in Europe. *Tis 
pity the Houies are not higher: The reaibnthey 
ailed gc for it is, ths^t Manheim is a fortifyM Town, 
and that by confcquence the Houfes ought to be 
low. I know not what Authority there is for 
this, lince Strajiiourg^ Metz^ Luxembourg^ and 
UJIe^ are Places of much more Importance than 
Manbeim^ and yet the Houib are as high there 9s 
they are in other Towns. 

' Th^ Palace is commodious, and yet, for what 
ruiuu I ^^ow notp th^ Jtllcdcj docs not live 
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in it *. Some fay that he has been told of fo msmy 
Faults in it as have quite put him out of conceit 
with it, and others that 'tis becaufe a certain AAxo- 

loger prophefy*d he would die there ; but I am 

apt to believe that the latter reafbn is no more th;m 
a Joke, and I dare to fay that the F.lcdor is too 
wife a Man to credit it. Mean time this Prince 
dwells in a Houfe belonging to a Jew, to which fe- 
veral other private Houfes are join*d but for all 
thiat the Lodgings are vtrj bad. 

There can't be a better-natur^d Man than Charles'- 
Philip of Nezvbourg^ Eledlor Palatine. He is the 
beft of Maflcrs, and the mo ft a i fable of Princes. 
He is reckoned extremely handfome, and one of 
the chief Pnnccrs in his Time ; and he has anoble 
AfpeA. His Behaviour and Converfiition engage 
one to love htm, and to pay one's Court to him 
out of pure Inclination. He fcjrmerly was loiul of 
Pomp and Plenfiire, but fince the Lofs of his only 
Daughter and his Son-in-law, who died within 9, 
few Years one of another, he feemstobe no longer 
taken with what was heretc^ore his Amuiement. 
The Etef^or has been twice marry'd, viz, firft rq 
Louifa-Charlotte Princefs of Radzeville^ and fe- 
condJy to Therefa-Lubomir/kf, both Polijb Ladies. 
The former ieft him a Daughter that was marryM 
to Jo/eph-Cbarles FrincQFalafine of SuUzbacb^ but 
di^ in 1728 \ as did her Hufband the Year ibl* 
lowing. This Princefs had fiich Beauty and Merits 
that (he was the Comfort of her Father and the A d - 
miration ofhci Acqiiiiintance. Slic left three young 
VrinccfTcs, whom the Kledlor caufes to be educated 
at ins Court, where they are now all that he has to 
delight him; but then they ince&ntly renew to 
him the forrowful Remembrance of a Daughter 
who was extremely dear to him.

t He aduaUy lodgcstheR wtm. 
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The Death of that Princels has been a vety 

freat Afflidtion to the Eledor, and chang'd the 
ace of the PaUaine Court. Indeed as to AfFa- 
' bUity, and to the Goodnels of his Tt inper, he is 
ftill the fame Ekdior, but he has no longer that 
Gaiety of Humour which his Daughter's Company 
fa]s*d in him } for (he bad a thouiiuid different A- 
muiemenfs for him, and Pleaiures and Merr im e n t 
every where accompany'd her. The Ekiftor cats 
always in private, except on Holidays, and when 
there's any foreign Prince at his Court. After he 
has been in public at Mafs, he commonly flops in 
one of his Apartments to chat mth the Courtiers^ 
or to play at Billiards till Dinner-time, After Din^ 
ner he goes to Bed, and lies there two Hours ; then 
he rifes, and after having caus'd himkif to be 
drefs'd he gives Audience to his Minifters, and to 
fuch private Feifons as want to talk with hiim. 
He is very attentive to thofe who fpeak to him, 
and nnfwersthem with Good-nature and Kindneis. 
He feldom refufes what is in his Power to grant ; 
and when Reafbns force him to a Denial, *tis viiible 
that he is uiicaiy, and jic refufes in fo civil a man- 
ner, that People go away at leaft comforted if not 
contented. At Hx o*ciock in the Evening the 
whole Court meets in his Eledoral Highnefs's A- 
partment, where there is Play till nine o'clock, and 
then the Eledor retires, makes a very flight Sup- 
per, and goes to Bed in good time.

'tis no matter for my own part, I affirm nothing, 
being not willing to imitate the Martjuis de Brdon* 
ViilierSy who in his Memoirs of the Regency va- 
lues the Revenues of all the Princes of the Univerfe 
with as much Afliirance a$ if he had been Super* 
intendant of every oite'sFinances. The Eledor has 
about 7 or 8000 Soldiers, exclufive of his * Guards^ 
His beft Places are Manbeim^ JuUtrSy and Duffeh 
dorpk The three Rehgioiib tulerated in the Kmpire 
have Churches here* and the J civs a large Svi^agogue* / 
They are very numerous at this Place, and two 
thirds of the Houies belong to them, as being ei- 
ther built by them or mortg^g'd to *em« Some of 
them are very rich, and dnve a great Trade with 
the Jews at Metz^ Frankfort and Amfierdam. *Tis 
certain that tliey Uo a great Injury to the Chriftian 
Merchants, and that they are not honeftcr here tlian 
eliewhere.

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LETTER XXI. 

S I R'i Frankfort^ March 21, 1750. 

AT my Departure from MoBbeim I jpafi^d th^ 
Rbin0 over a Bridge of Boats, and in three 
Hours time arrived at Franckendahl, 
tvhlch was formerly fortified, hut after having fuffered 
by the general Conflagration in the FalaiinaU^ was 
dilmantled by the Peace of Nimegum^ and fo it has 
remained ever fince. It ftill beus tlie Marks of 
French Fury ; and a great many Hou&s that were 

burn'd have not been rebuilt. 

I'here's the fineft Country in the World be- 
tween Franckendahl and Worms, I came hither 
at ten o' clock in the Morning» and ipent the 
reft of the Forenoon in icemg what was moft 
remarkable. H^&rms is not the Place now that 
it was before the French bmn'd It. Its moil 
wealthy Inhabitants inftead of reMilding their 
iioufes, retir'd to Frankfort and Holland^ fo that 
the Chapt^ of^orms which is wholly composed of 
Peribfis of Quality, is now the chief Glory of the 
Town. The Bilhop of it is the Elcdter ♦ of Mentx^ 
who was chofe July 12, 1694. This Prince Ivdn 
built a new Epifcopal Palace, the Contrivance of

That Doctor is there reprefcnted asapixaniii; before 
the Dyet of the Empire which met at fVorms An. 
1521, You know that he was cited to it by the 
Emperor Cbarlis V. His Friends, to difliiade him 
from appearing) put him in mind of John Hufsy who 
notwithftanding the Safe^CbnduiS); that had been, 
granted him by the Emperor Sigifmond^ was burnt 
by a Decree oftheCouiu ii of Conftance. Jjjtber^ 
without being intimidated, faid, that th<^ be was 
fure to be tngagd with as many Devils as there were 
Tiks upim ebe Houfes ef^ Of msy be was refeli/d t9 
go. He went thither accordh^ly and appeared the 
17th of April before the Dyet, where he offered 
with a Courage deferving a better Caufe, to main- 
tain his Dodrrine and his Writings agaiiift all that 
ihould go about to demoiiih them from the Holy 
Scriptures. 

. The City of IFmrms (lands in the middle of a fine 
fpaciousPlsun, abounding with Com, Vineyards, and 

Fruit-Trees. A Wine is produced here which is calPd 
Lieben-lrauen-Milcb^ i.e. Our Ladfs Milk. The 
Rhine is about three or four hundred Paces from 
the 1 own, but 'tis faid it formerly ran clcfc by the 
Walls of it* Which Way ibever one ccmes to 
W&rmsy one perceives at a great Diftance the four 
Towers of the Cathedral which are all built of red

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there before us ? They are of the f mm^ and aregshg 
thither as mil as we. Tou are in the rights reply'd 

the former, let us drink the good Fryars Healths. 
They had a Gourd Bottle full of Wine, of which 
they dmnk every Drop, fo that they did not over- 
take the imaginary Capuchins till next Day. 

There is not a finer Country than that between 
Worms and Oppenheim, a little Town upon an 
Eminence, on the left Side of the Rbine^ to which 
we pafs over a flying Bridge. The Road from Op- 
penheim isunpaflable for near two Leagues, becaufe 
*tis commonly overflown by that River; but after- 
wards the Way is perfedUy good to Frankfort. 'Twas 
very late when I came to thb City, but by good 
luck the People of Frankfort who formerly (hut 
their Gates at Sun-fet have lately chofe to keep 
them open till ten o' clock, fo that for paying a 
Trifle one may enter the Town. 

Iknow not whether I need giveany Account of the 
City of Frankfort. It has been fo often deicrib*d» 
and is fb well known to the World, that I fancy 
every body knows what fort of Town it is, tho* 
they have not fecn it. Frankfort is famous for its 
two yearly Fairs, viz, at Eajler and Michaelmas, 
It fuffer'd much by a great Fire in 1619, but the 
whole has been ftiice rebuilt, and the Houfes are 
finer than before. There are few Places upon the 
whole more diiagreeable, and few Towns m G^- 
mnny wliere the Common People are more un- 
poli(h'd. The Burghers are not to be match'd for- 
AfFededncfs, and their Cohverfatlon is infupport- 
able. The Magiftrates are all Lutherans ; neverthe- 
lefs the principal Churches belong to the Catholics. 
The Calvinijls may live in the Town, but cannot 
hold any Employments, and are oblig'd to [;o for 
AVorfhip to Bockenheim in the County ot IlanaUy and 
to caufetheir Children to be baptiz'd in the Lutheran 
Churches. The great Church in which the Cere-* 

moBf 
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mony of the Emperor's Coronation is pcrform'J 
is dark, and by no means proper for fuch an auguft 
Solemnity. You know that y^/v la Cbapelie is pro- 
perly the Place fet apart for the Coronation of our 
l&mperors, and Frankfort for their £leAion. But 
jince MaxtmiUan I. no Emperor has been crown'd 
at Aix, Frankfort being fituate in the Centre of the 
Empire is much more commodious for all the Prin- 
ces, but particularly for the Spiritual Eledlors and for 
theEle^tor Palatine, who may lend for their Equi- 
jMges by Water and return them back by the fame 
Convenience. When Charles VI. was crowned at 
Frankfort in 1 7 1 1 , tliere was an extraorcUnary Con«- 
courfu of Pniicesand Noblemen. Certain fpecula- 
tive Gentlemen made two Kenuiks on this Occa- 
fion, fioni which they prefag'd two Things. The 
one was, that the Emperor made his Entrance into 
this City in clofe Mourning for the Emperor Jofepb 
his Brodier ; whereupon they laid that Charks wore 
Mourning becauie he fbrefaw that he (hould be the 
laft Emperor of his Family. The fecondwas, that 
as Charles return*d from the Church inveftcd with 
all the Marks of Sovereignty, Charlemam\ Sword 
had like to have dropp'd out of theScabbard ; which 
the Eiedor of ^ ners of the Lorrain Fjunily obferv- 
ing, catch*d hold of the Sword, and put it in again 
before it was quite fallen out of the Scabbard. 
Upon this, tlic Lime Calculators of Nati vines faid 
it was an Omen that the Emperor would never have 
a quiet Reign, and that he would always be in a Si- 
tuation that would oblige him to draw his Sword 
for his Defence

In the Houfes of the Per ions that I have niention'd 
there's an Aflembly of both Sexes every Evening ; 
but take them one with another they are very thia 
except at the Fairs, when there's a vaft Retort of 
'Nobility and Gentiy« Moft of the Eleftots and 
frinces of the Em|Mi« have their Agents at Prank-^ 
fort^ to whom they give the I itic of Refidents ; 
but thofe Gentlemen are not a jot the more refpedted 
for it, moft of them being Merchants of the City of 
Frankfort it felf, who foliicit the Title in order to be 
exempt from the Authority of the Senate, and from

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Hifiory o/GERTRUDEa Marcoman Lady. 

TH E Hiftory of Gertrude^ of which I pro- 
pofe to give you, my Princefe, a Relation, 
^ properly the Hiftory of the Extm<5l:ion of my Fa- 
mily ; for the &tal Faffion ^ my Brother King 
Malcolm for that Lady, i» in til appeanmce the 
Reafon that there are no more left in my Family 
than three Priticefles*, and my felf. 

There was fuch a Harmony in Sentiments be- 
twixt my Brother and me that it united us in the 
ftrideft Friendfhip. We had been brought up to-, 
g^her in Belgium where the King my j^dicr 
had been obliged to take Refuge, that he might be 
nearer at hand to receive Succoui b i rom J King 
o{ A!hto>t^ Father ui the Queen my Mother, againd 
the Romans y who after a long an4 bloody War had 
turn'd him out of his Donunions. That King ar 
pius'd him a long while with fair Promifes \ but the 
Mifunderftanding which there wsis at that Time be-; 
twe^n him and the States of his Kingdom, added to 
a certain fiKiolence in his natural 'I'cmper, hinder*d 
him from feeing the F/lei5l of them and the King 
my Father did not live ioitg enough to be Witnefs of 
the Peace which the Romans were at length oblig'd 
by his Allies to conclude. This was not iin advan^ 
tageous Peace for Malcolm my 'Brotfaer^ becauie in 
order to obtain it he wasobligM to yield a Part of 
liis Doniiniur.s lu tliePrinec o.' t\\c ^ Boye/ts^ an Ally 
of the Romatis^ and uponthd^ Te^ms he was left ii\ 
quiet poflciiiun of the reft.

]\ The Vpptr PaUtinate yielded to th« Ekdor of Mavaria 
\iy the Treaty of Wefi^alia* 
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When my Brother &w hunfelf eftablifli'd on the 

Throne, he thought of marrying. His Minifters 
propos'd the Princefs of the Catti as the fitted 
Match for him, and afTur'd him that befides her il- 
luftrious Extradion he could not marry a mote 
beautiful Princefi » or one of a better Temper. 
My Brother who only altet'd his Condition for 
Reaibnsof State, was willing enough to foUow 
their iVdvicc, and accordingly efpous'd her. The 
Marriage at firft prov'd very happy ; the Queen 
his Wife had her lliare of Beauty, and tho' her 1 em- 
per was very diiferent from what it had been re- 
prefoited to my Brodier, yet fhe (b cunningly dif- 
gui^d it for fome time that thisPrince thought him- 
felf very happy in his Choice. But their Agree- 
ment was of a iliort Duration ; the Queen's true 
Humour foon difcovered it felf : It appcar'd that 
fhe was lil-natur'd , and intolerably high-fpirited y 
of an odd fullen Temper, always ready to con- 
tradid, and fr^uently futged to Chagrin, of 
which flie herielf knew not the Quife, and which 
ftc vented upon all that approached her without 
Diilinc^tion. The King my Brother was ofa Tem- 
per quite the reverfe : He lov'd Diverfions, was 
civil, affable, naturally gay, beneficent \ and 1 don't 
fpeak it out of Partiality in iavour of a Brother 
whofe Memory is ftill dear to me, but I'll be bold 
to iky, that if he had not been quite fo choleric, he 
would have been the moft accompli (h'd Prince of his 
Time. Neverthelcfe he bore with his Wife's ill 
Humours very patiently at firft, and cndeavour*d to 
reclaim her by gentle Uiage i but whenheiaw that 
all the Pains he took were to no purpole^ he re» 
folv'd at length to ieek out fome other Amuiement. 

The Beauty of Gertrudty Maid of Honour to the 
Queen his Wife, had for a long time fmitten him, 
but hitherto he had only dilLuvcr'd his Palhon to 
h&t by hisGkucei), lor fear of dii|juAing the Queen. 

Qcrtmk 
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Gerfrude who peixreiVd that my Brother did not 

look upon her with IndilFerqnce, afFeAed to Ihuii 
every OpporLunity that Prince might take of re- 
vealing his L.ove to her. But P'ortune favouPd my 
Brother, who being one da^ with his Queen iii her 
Apartment, when the Diicourfe fell upon Jewels, 
perceiy'd that the Princefs had left off wearing a 
certain Bracelet of which he had made her a Prefent, 
and afking her wjiatHie had done with it, the Queen 
told him that fhe bclie\ 'd fhe had laid it up in a 
Calket of which Ihe had the Key in her jPocket. 
She made one of her Maids iietch it, and open'd it, 
but theBracekt was not there, at which itefeem'd 
imeafy. This my Brother obfiaiF*d, and talung a 
Pleafure in making her more uneafy, he laid to hur, 
tho' in a manner thatihewM he did not think as he 
fpoke, that ihe had undoubtedly ionie Gallant in a 
Comer, to whom (he had either given that Brace- 
let, or who had llole it from her. Thefe Words, 
tho* delivered in jeft, made a deep Impreflbn up<m 
the Queen, and as it was lier Nature ioon to take 
fire, ftie >\as iKjng to tlic quick at what he had 
faid, and forgettmg the Refped flie ow'd to the 
King her Hufband, was in fuch a Paffion with 
him that (he let fidl feme Wards that . were very 
affronting. My Brother who was naturally mettle- 
Ibme and fiery, and far from expeding any fuch 
Treatment, made her anfwer, that if fhe con- 
tinued to forget her felf after that manner, he would 
find ways and means to humble her. Upon this 
he went out of the Room abruptly, and paffiog 
through the Antichamber, met uit fair Gertrude. 
Such was his Difguft that inftead of being upon the 
ref^rve as he had been, he had a long Converfation 
with her, and found her fo fprightly and good-na- 
tured that he was compieatly charm*d with her. He 
declared his Love to her, and fhe was fb artfiil that 

tfatf 
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tW fhe gave him no Hopes, yet ihe did not rebuff 

him. 

When mv Brother was retiVd, Cerinide went 
into the Apartment of the Queen her Miilrcfs, who 
plac'd her whole Confidence in her. That Princefe 
no fooner iaw her but (he made a thouiand Com* 

i>Iaints of the King's Treatment of her. Gertrude 
ccm'd to fympathize in her Refentment, and be- 
lieving tiiiit the Queen tould not kil to know that 
the King had talk'd with her in the Antichamber, 
flie told her that the Prince having met her m her 
Paflage gave her an angry Account of what had 
pafled ; and thatftie haddone all flie could to pacify 
him, but to no purpoie : At the fame time (he blamed 
the King's Proceeding j and encouraged by the 
Liberty which the Queen gave licr, told lier that if 
Ihe who was but a private Gentlewoman was fo 
treated by any JriuH^nd, ihe would never pardon 
himtfao* he were a King. Slie added feveral other 
Sayings which inftead of pacifying this filly Queen» 
did but exafperate her the more. 

In the mean time, Malcolm^ who was impatient 
to know the Succefe of his Amour, wrote a Letter 
to Gertrude which he fcnt her hy one of his chief 
Domeilics, together with a rich Diamond Equipage. 
But the artfiil Gertrude whofe Aim was to draw 
on his Faffion, rather than to gratify it, was far 
from yielding to his firft Attacks^ and tent him bock 
the Diamonds, tho* with a modeft and refpedful 
Anfv/er, wherein fhe defir*d him to talk no more 
to her of Love. My Brother was too deeply fmit- 
ten to be repuls'd % he doubled his Prefents, was 
alTiduous, and eager in hisCourtfhip; ^das'tisvery 
rare for a King of his amiable Porfonage to meet 
. with bng Refiftance, Gertrude abated of her Shy- 
nefs by Degrees, and at length difcovered that (he 
was not infcnfible of Love. Their Correfpondcnce 
which did not exceed the Bounds of Honour, was 

kept 
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kept fecret for a confiderable tunc, but made the 

■greater Blaze when it was known. Malcoltn being 
one day with his Wife, happened, wii ho ut perceiv- 
ing it, to drop a Letter which the Queen took up, 
and found to be the Hand-writing of Gertrude^ 
The Letter being written in Latin made the Queen 
tiie more curious to know what was in \t\ and ihe 
gave it to Hlt Coufin, Prince ValamiVy defiring him 
to unfold the Contents of it to her. This Prince 
was fo imwife as to fatisfy her Curiofity, and ac- 
qiTP.inted her that Gertrude by this Letter aflUr*d 
the King that he had gain'd her Heart. You will 
eafily imagine how much the Queen was ruffled 
when (he heard of this Intrigue : She could not con- 
tain herfelf \ and without giving ear to the Argu- 
ments made ufe of by Valamir^ fhe ran immediately 
to Gertrude^s Apartment in the Palace, who by 
good luck was gone abroad. The Queen thifvking 
her Caiket was in Gcrtrudf% Clofet caused it to 
be broke open, and finding it there, opened it, 
and took out all the I jucrs, of which feveral 
that appear M to be from the King her Hufband 
left her no room to doubt of that Prince's extraordi- 
nary PaiTion for Gertrude^ and of the Intimacy there 
was between them. My Brother was quickly in- 
ibrm*d of what the Queen had been doing, but con- 
ceal'd his Uneafinefs, fhew'd his Wife no manner of 
Refcntment, and only fent a Caution to Gertrude 
not to return to the Palace. Malcohn^ Silence de- 
ceiv'd the Queen, who indeed was not a Lady of 
very great Penetration, fo that (he flatter*d herielf 
the King n ight poffibly be ignorant of theOutrage 
fhe had committed; and upon this Suppofition fflie 
ihought it hci' heft way to ilhTcnibk licr Hatred 
and Wrath again ft Gertrude. She pretended there- 
tore to be very uneafy for fear ot what had hap- 
pen'd to her,* caus'd a Search to be made for her 
feveral days, and feem'd very much dejeded at her

Abfence. She hop'd by all thde DemonftmtioM 
of Friendfliip to decoy her bock to the Pahce, m 

order then to be complcatly revenged of her. 

Thus Matters flood when the King of the Suevi^ 
the Brother-in-law of the Queen my Sifter-in-law^ 
came to Court with the Queen his Wife. Thift 
Prince having oWerv*d the Queen's Melancholy on 
ievenU Occahons, aik'd her the Reafon of it one day 
as they fite at Table. * You muft not be furpriz'd, 

* faid Malcolm, to (ec the Queen my Wife out of 

* Temper 'tis her common Infirmity, and very of- 

* ten (he herfelf knows not the Can fe of it. Mv Ail- 

* ment is but too real (reply'd the Queen in a great 

* Pet;) and (thenaddreffing herfelf to her Hufl^nd) 

* fiud ihe, it does not at all become you whofe dt£> 

* honourable Amours have been the only Caufe of 
•my Diforder, to infinuate as if it were but imagi«> 

* nary.* This Anfwer made in (b public x manner, fo 
nettled mv Brother that he turn'd pale for meerVexa- 
tion, and not being able to curb his Pa^n, forgot* 
hb Dignity fo far as to ftrike her ; upon which tha 
unfortunate Princefs rofe from Table» and tettr^d in 
Tears to her own Apartment. My Brother, who(» 
PafTion was always as foon over as it was eafdy 
kindled, was forry in a very few Moments after for 
what he had done, made his Excufcs to the King 
and Queen of the Suevt, and rifmg from Table, went 
with them to his Wife's Apartment, where he aflc'd 
her Pardon for what had pafs'd. This Atone*- 
menf, which the Queen did not expeft fe feon, 
touched her to the quick : The King and iTie em- 
brac'd each other, and excliafig'd their Promifes to 
forget as well as to forgive every Offence. But 
would you believe it? that fickle, fantaftical Crea- 
ture my Sifler-in-kw changed her Mind all on a fud- \ 
den, and when her Hufband came in the Evening 

with an Intention to fpcnd the Night with her, (he 
abfolutely reiu;>'d lu Icc Imu bed witli lici laiki's lie 

WOUI4 
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-would refolve to deliver up Gertrude to her. AM» 

£olm^ who was il ill afham'd at what he had done \i\ 
his laft Fury, receiv'd lb violent a Propolitiun with 
;aiore Patience than he would have done upon an-- 
other Occafion. He endeavour*d by fair Words 
to pacify lus Wife, afiiiring her that nothing crimi- 
nal had ever pafi^d between him and GertrMe^ and 

•that tlio' he had corrcfpondcd with the Girl by Let- 
ters, it was not out of any Love he had for her, fo 
much as to know whether it was true that (he wrote 
OS good Latin as he had been told fhe did. Tho' 
this Speech of his was not very probable, yet as 
People are eafily iridin'd to believe what they wifli 
to be true, the Queen fufFer'd herfelf to be at laft 
perfuaded, and was reconciled to her Hufband 
without infusing any farther on the Sacrifice ihe at 
iiril demanded. 

The Emperor being come to fpend fome Time at 
Pluibmirg^ {immion*aan Aflembly thither of the 
Princes of the Empire. My Brother went thither 
with the Queen his Wife ; but the Confequence 
was that they were more embroil'd than ever i and 
my Sifter-in-law was fo unadvifed as to let C^Jar 
and hisCowt be Witnefles of certain Brawls, which 
ibr her ownlntereft as well as her Hufband's, ihe 
ought to have carefully confin*d within the Limits of 
her own Uouftiold. *Tis true that my Brother 
had no very great Refpedl for her, and he lov'd 
Gertrude more than ever. Being hindred by a 
flight Indifpofttion fiom going to M^ntpayen where 
he kept her at one of his Houfes, not a Day pais^d 
but he fent an Exprefs to know how fhe did, and 
the Queen*s ill Temper, who no doubt iiad better 
have try'd good-natur'd Methods to reclaim him^ 
only mcens'd him agaioft her, and made him th^ 
fonder of Gertrude. 

The Aflembk of the Princes of Germatiy being 
over, and the Emperor retum'd to Rmcy my Bro- 
ther 
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doniy :uui gave orders for his Queen to follow him 
next Dav. But for a Rcalon which I never could 
• dive into, the Piinccfs inftead of obeying him ftay'd 
a Month longer at Pluibourg^ without vouchfafing 
to let the King her Huiband know the Reafon of 
her delay *, and not only lb, but when Ihe came to 
Mmtfayetiy Ihe had the Afltirance to go with a bold 
Face to her Flulband's Apartment, without know- 
ing how iic would take it : But the Prince who had 

J'uft Reafon to be angry, forefeeing that fhe was 
ike enough to take fuch a (lep, had given orders to 
reAife her Entrance ; wherefore flie was oblig'd to 
retire to her Apartment, whithera GapCaiti of the 
Guards came in a Moment after, to tell her from 
the King that fhe was a Prifoner. 

This unhappy Princeft bore her Difgnice very 
weakly. She repented, but too late, of having 
been fo im pru d ent as to contravene the Orders of the 
King her Huiband ; and hoping to work upon his 
Good-nature, fhe wrote him a moft lubmiffive Let- 
ter, begging his Pardon for her Difobedience, and 
intreating him to rcftore her to her Liberty. My 
Brother fent her an Anfwer, wherein he only gave 
her the Title of the Princefs of Cattia. He told 
her • that having coiifider'd theDifagrecment there 

• was betwixt his Temper and her*s, he reiblved to 
' be divorced from her, and that Ihe would do well 

• herfelf to give herConfent to it •, which if fhe did 

• with a good Grace, he would reflore her to her Li- 
^ berty and fettle a Revenue ou her fuitable to her 
' Rank.* 

This Anfwer was a Thunder-ftroke to my Sifter-^ 
in-law ; Ihe rav*d and tore like a mad Woman. 
She wad for a long while like one out ofhcrSenfes, 

but recovering them at length by the help of her 
AVomen, and confulting^ with thofe that had the 
greatelt ihare ot her Conhdence, ihe ient the King 
I word 
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wprd that he was Mafter, and might make ufe of his 
Authority, but that ibe would never confent to the 
IXvorce. 

My Brother who had fix'd his Refolurion, and 
law no other Way to get poileilion of Gertrude than 
by marrying that Girl who had prefum'd to fet fo 
high a Price upon her Favours, took off the Maik^ 
notify 'd his Defign to thb Court, and in a few days 
after, the Marriage was performed in the manner 
that you know is praftis'd in Germany by Princes 
who marry beneath themfelves, which excludes the 
Children by fuch Venter from fuccceding to the Fa- 
ther's Eftate. As ibon as he was marry'd, he reAoPd 
the Queen to her Liberty, and acquainted her, 
« That by the Advice and Confent of the Priefb 

* of hb Kingdom whom he had cauled to be ai^ 

* fcnibled, he had marry'd Gertrude, That the 

* Thing being done and pal^: Remedy, he hop'd fhc 
« woukl refolve to make hcrfeif eafy. That how- 

* ever, he would always treat her as a Princefs > 
^ that flie fhouU be welcome to continue in her A* 

* partment at the Pklace ; that fhe (hould have her 

* Guards to attend her, and that he had fet ajxirt a 

* fufficient Fund for her Maintenance ; but that he 
' expected llie would be fo complaifant as to ac- 
^ knowledge Gtrtruit hereaftter for the lawful 

* Queen.* 

My Sifter'*in*law who then (aw that her Difgrace 

wasinfallible,gave herfclf up to Complaints and Tears, 
wrote to the King her Hulband in the moit mov- 
ing Language, and imploPd the Affiftance of the 
King her Brother: But all was to no puipofe \ ihc 
was obliged to fubmit to her Misfortune, and to be 
patient under an Affliftion which fhc had partly 
fcroughtupon herfelfby her Folly. 

While all tiiis pafsM, my Brother was at one of 
his Seats not far * from his Capital, where he caus'd 

• A( S{lf^ii^eit a League fxem fitfiitlbfri. 
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Gertrude to be treated as a Queen, and not long 
after carried her to Mantpayen where the fight of her 
Royalty was a ftefh Mordfication to the Queen my 

Sifter-in-!aw. f lowever, the unfortunate: Princeft 
not yet defpairing of the means of reclaiming her 
Hufband, was refolv'd to make the laft Attempt to 
turn that Prince's Heart. She drefs'd herfelf in 
the mod gay and rich Apparel that fhe could get, 
and taking her Children along with her, went 
to meet the King her Hufband in the Room next 
to the Hall where he was at Table with GcrtrudCy 
and thro' which he mnft neceflarily return. When 
he appear'd, Ihe threw herfck with her Children at 
his Feet, clafp'd his Knees, conjur'd him with 
Tears in her Eyes to look with Pity on an unhappy 
Princess whom he had formerly thought fit to make 
his Wife, and to confider that the Affront he put 
upon her by ciivurcing her, wuuld be a Reproach 
tothofe very Children of whom he had been lb rbnJ 
My Brother fcem*d to be melted at fo moving a 
Spedacle, look'd for Ibme Moments on his Wife 
and Children with Tears in his £yes, and h^ was 
juft ready to rai(e her from the Ground, when 
Gertrude who was at his Heels, fearing what mif^ht 
be tlieConfequcnceof the Confufion that fhe faw him 
in, talk'd earneftly to him in the Tufcan Language, 
faying. Remember^ my Lord, what you framh i 
jwr. Thefc few Words wrought fo much on the 
unfteady Mind of my Brother that he only hfted 
up his Hands to Heaven and went on, mewing 

by the Trouble he was ujidcr, how little he was 
Mafter of his Reafon upon this Occafion. The 
Queen my Siiler-in law remained for a while fpeech- 
le^, but rury and Defpair quickly feiz'd her Soul. 
She rofe up and ran into her Clofet, where fnatching 
up a Dagger* (he came back again with an Inten- 
VoL. L A a tion 

• Twu A Piaol which the Qxmii$B»k$dt OuKch^dfrom 
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lion to ftick it into hcrRivaPs Heart. But the Rage 
fhc was in having fo coniounJed her that fhe had 
not a Thought of concealing that Inftniment of her 
Revenge, it was percciv'd by one of the chief Cour- 
tiers who pluck'd it fipom her juft as fhe was going 
into the Clofet where my Brother was with Gertrude, 
That Prince hearing a Noife (o near him ran out, 
and demanded what was the matter. * *Tis I, (faid 
the Queen vxry couragioufly) * who was coming to 

* revenge my felf and vou to© on the Monftcr which 

* difunites us •, but that Tray tor there (faid Ihc, 

* pointing to the Man that had wrefted the Dagger 

* out of her Hands) has depriv'd me of the only 

* Opportunity that I could call a Plealurc.— Prin- 

* clIs, [Lid tilc King to her ycp,^ cahnly) don't in- 

* dulge your fclf any longer in fuch extravagant 

* Paflions, if you are unwilling that I fhould ufe 

* you roughly/ Then he retired with Gertrude^ 
and my Sifter-in-law returned to her Apartment in 
a Temper which you may eaiily imagine. 

Cloahts^ who now governs the Empire, being at 
that time proclaimM Emperor, tJiis Princels inacic 
her Complaints to him, and defirM him to reconcile 
Malcolm to her. But C^far having excus'd him- 
felf, my Sifter-in-kw who could no longer bear the 
t^reience of her Rivals retired to the King her Bro-» 
llier, there to wait the End of her Misfortunes* 
My Brother liv'd afterwards very lovingly with his 
new Spoufc, and had by her four 5n_); ,b and as many 
DaugiitLTs. But Death having at laft robb'd him 
of a Perfon fo dear to him, the Prince was fo afHi<^led 
for the Lofs of her that he fpent two Years in con-^ 
tinual Sorrow, and at length himfelf paid the fame 
Tribute to Nature.

The 
King my Nephew was marry'd, but he was of fuch 
a melancholy Temper, his Humour was fo diife^ 
rent from the Queen's, and there was fb Iktle Love 
betwixt them, that iiC died without IfTue. With 
him I have feen my Family utterly extin(5]:, its Do- 
minions transferred to the Power of a Prince who is 
hardly related to us, and my Country abandoned to 
the mod difmal Defolation. For my Niece having 
marryM Meroveus^ Brother to Aricvtfto King of thd 
Gaulss the latter who is an ambitious Prince and 
goes to War upon every the kaft Pretence^ af- 
ferted the Rights of liis SiikT-iu-law without Dchy,- 
and pleading that ihe ought to fucceed to the In- 
heritance ofthe King her Brother, notwithftanding 
the Salic Law eftabliih'd in Germairf^ he fent a for-^ 
inidable Army into the Dominions of my deceafed 
Nephew, where the Gauls nt firft meeting with no 
Refiftance, committed enormous Cruelties, and ex- 
tended their Fury even to the Violation of the 
Tomb of the Kings my Anceftors, w hofe dead 
Bodies were il^ripp'd and expofed to the Caprice ot 
the unruly Soldiers: Caiamities, which perhaps 
would never have happen'd^ had it not been for 
my Brother's fatal Paflion for Gertrude ; becaufe in 
all Appearance if he had liv'd in a good Underftand- 
ing with his lawful Spoufe, he would hav^e had 
more Children by her, and I ihould not have had 
the Vexation to fee the Throne of my Fathers pot 
lefs'dby a forei^ i Family.

End of the Hiflory of Gertrude. 

I have not fcrupkd to give you this Hiilury, becaufc 
all the Perfons who are Subjedls of it are dead. I 
wrote it very iniich in hafte, for the Diverfion of 
the Princefs a* y/— , fo that you muft not be fur- 
priz'd if you don't meet with all that Exa^nefi 
which there ought to be in this little Narrative ;

SIR, Munich, April 2, I73O, 

SINCE you received my laft I have done 
aiid fcen a great many Things. On the 
23d of March I fet out from Frankfort for 
Darmstadt» the Capital of the upper County of 
Catzemllenbogen, and the Refidence of Emefi-Uwis 
Landgrave of Heffe- Damfiadi *. 

This I owa is extremely fmall, and only cnctofed 
with Falllfadoes. If the Prince's Palace had been 
finilh'd according to its Model, it would have been 
one of the greateft and moft magnihccnt in Europe, 
and there might have been Lodgings tor the Em- 
peror, and S the nine Ekaors of the Empire. It 
would have been bigger than the Town, and havp

The old i^alace is 
much more commodious than it fecms to be ; its 
Apartments being convenient, and richlvfiimifli'd. 
The Landgrave does not live in the ralace, but 
leads a very retired Life in a liulc 1 ioufe upon the 
Square where he is never feen but upon Sundays and 
Holidays. Tie amufes himfelt in turning of Ivory, 
making Chymlcal Experiments, and in Drawing, 
He loves Hunting above all things whatfoever^ 
He delights in Agrtcultupe^ and in Mu/ic, and it 

may flrid;ly be that he never ur.cniployM, 
He has very great KnowlLdi;e natural ap.d acquir'd. 
He has fecn a great many Countries, and tho* fixty 
Years of Age he^ ftill looks well, and his grey Hairs, 
not to call them white, give him a venerable Air« 
He fits a Horfe very well, walks well, nnd Teems to 
enjoy perfed Health. His Wife W'as Dorothy of 
Sy^Jndenboiirg'OnoItzbacb^'who 6^\zdm 1705. They 

iky that he lately married N de Spiegel the 

Widow of Count Seibelfdorff a Lieutenant*Genetai 
in the Service of fiavaria. Be that as it will, the 
Marriage is not public, and the Ladv ftill goes by 
the Nam: of her former Hufband by whom fhe 
has Children. *Tis true that the Landgrave pays 
her very great Piilindion, and indeed ine is very 
HmTable. 

'J his Frince commonly dines at a little Table 
fpread only for four People ; but on Sundays and 

1 lolidays he goes to the Palace, and dines with his 
Son at a Table cover'd tor fixtecn Guefts, and lups 
with the Ladies who are never fecn at Court but 
upon thofe Days. *Tisa very hard matter to come

to that of his only Son the hereditary Prince. The 
Hunting-Officers are the only Pcrfuns that have the 
Privi'e/e of Accefi to them; for which reafon this 
1*^ not one of the moft entertaining Courts *, and a, 
Man is under a nectfl'ry (jf throwing htmfelf into 
the Town, where indeed there are a great many 
People of Merit who are civil to Foreigners. 

I'hc hwrcdirary I'n.iLc Lt Zcr/, the oi^.ly Son of the 
Landgrave, who wiis born the 5th of April 1691, 
is a handfome Man, has a noble Air, dances well, 
mounts a Horfe well, has Vivacity, Spirit, and 
PoliteneTs, but is often thoughtfUl, melancholy, 
and goes for Retirement to the Woods, where he 
is paffionately fond of Hunting ; but is apt to crrate 
himfelf Uneafinefs, and docs notki^.ow how lodiA 
fcnihle it. Tho' he has all the Q^ialities neceflary 
to fhine in Company yet he fees but very little^ 
He married Charhtta-Chrijlina of Hanau^ who dy- 
ing in 1726, left him three Sons and two Daughters, 
the eldeft of which was then fevcn Years of Age. 
By virtue of this Marriage the Prince is Heir to the 
Count of Hanau^s Eftate in Alface^ and to all his 
Freeholds in general, which will be a very rich Sue* 
ccffion. 

Neverthelefs the Court o(Dam^ad$ is very nu- 
merous. The Landgrave has a great many Coun- 
fellors of State, Gentlemen of the Bedchamber and 

Court, and a greaur Number ftill ol OffivCis ol tl.^ 
Venery, and Hnntfmen. There is not a Provir.cc 
in Germany more proper forHuntintr, nor in Europe 
where there are more Deer. *Tis a fiat even Coun- 
try, and a gravelly Soil intcriperfed with Woods 
thro' which there are cut noble Roads. I have 
ften the Deer come up clofe to the Pallifedoes of 
the Town, and at their Rutting-time I have heard 
them cry as I lay in my Bed. This p;rcat plenty 
, of Deer is extremely troublefome to the Peafants who 
areabroad day and night to watch their Fields. The 

A a 4 Land* 
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Landgrave and the hereditary Prtnce are To Jealous 
of their Game that they reckon it as bad a Crime as 

Murder for any one to kill a Deer •, and t];o' 'tis an 
eOnblitli'd Cuftoni among alnioll SlW Sovereigns to 
puniih with Severity ail tliofe that kill a Creature 
which God however certainly created for the Ufe of 

Mankind, yet there is no Prince who obierves 
this Law more ftriftly than the Landgrave. 

1 cannot give you a more certain Account of the 
Revenues of this Prince than of thofc of all the o- 
ther Sovereigns. *Tis (aid that he has 5 or 600000 
Florins /^r Ann, I am not very well informed of 
the number of his Troops, for I have only ieen his 
Regiment of Guards which is in very compleat Or- 
der. His Horfe-Guards are alio very fine Troops, 
and commanded by the General Miltitz^ who is at 
the fame time Grand Marfiial of the Court, the 
Honours of which he performs in a very handfome 
manner. 

Tho* the Soil at Darmftadt is very gravelly, it 
produces excellent Pulfe. I have feen Afjiragus 

at the Landgrave's 7 able, tliree of which weigh'd 
a Pound, tho' indeed they were not altogether fo 
nice. I remember that m a tbrmer Journey which 
I made hither in the Month of December ^ there 
were brought to the Landgrave in feveral Pots of 
Porcellain, a Dwarf Cherry-Trec laden with Cher- 
ries \ Strawberry-Plants, an Ahiioad-Trce, and m 
fhort, the Fruits of all the Seafons. 

The intended Hunting- Match, for what reafi>n 
I know not, was put off ^ and as I came hither only 
to fee it, I ftaid but one Day and went to Hanau 
The Count and the Prince^ of Hanau were but 
Jately returPiM iVom Alface, The Town of Hanau, 
is fituate on a large Plain to the right of the Mailt, 
* ris divided into two Wards, the old and the new 
Town : The latter is much bigger than the former : 
It was built by the IValltm Proteftants^ who, du* 

ring 
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ring the Duke of Aha*s Perfecution wnAtt Philip IL 
King of Spain^ quitted the Netherlands and camo 
to fettk at Hamu^ which they fortify*d, and built 
in itich a manner that all the Streets run paralie]. 
The Count keeps feveral Companies in pay, from 
which he makes Detachments for the Quota he 
is obliged to furniih, as a Member of the Circle 
of the Upper Rhine. 

The ff^alboHS who are fettled at Homm have efia- 
bliflied feveral Manufiidures there, elpedally Wool- 
len Stuffs. The Calvinifts^ the Lutherans^ and the 
Jews are tolerated here, and as for us Catholics, 
we may go to Mafs where we pleafe. 

The Count's Palace is in the old Town : 'Tisani 
ancient Building, and makes no great Appearance^ 
bat the Apartments are commodbus, and vervrichly 
fiimi(h*d. The Count has a very pretty PieaAire- 
Houfe a quarter of a League from Hanmi^ call'd 
Philipsruhe, (i.e. Philip's Repofc) and built by 
the late Count dc Hanaa^ Brotlier to the Count Re- 
gent *. 'Twas at this Seat that I found the Count 
ofHanau, There was a very numerous Attendance^ 
and I heartily wifti'd I could have ftaid there a few 
days. Few Princes in the Empire live more cle- • 

gantly than the Count lic llamui. The Lady wlio 
direds the whole Houfhoki, and keeps all things in 
wonderful Order is the Princefs "t" who is of the 
Family of Brandenbeurg-Anfpach^ and Sifter to tha 
(^een of England. At this Court you have all the 
Liberty that can bedeiired. When you firft come 
a Chamber is provided for your Lodging, and a 
Footman ordered to v.ait on you. Every Morning 
an Officer comes to know what you Vvlll pleafe to 
have for Breakfail ^ and there's every 1 hing to be 
had that you call for. If afiterwards vou have a mind 
to go out a Hunting, you fend to the Great Huntf- 

man

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nuuifor a Guide and to theCount fbr Horietout of 

liisStables. If you come back too late for Dinner at 
Court, you are ferv'd very elegantly in your own 
Apartment. In the Evening when you are retir'd 
from Company, a Butler takes care to provide you 
with Wine and Beer. The Servants of Foreigners 
diet with thofeof the Count. His own Table 
which is commonly for eighteen Guefts is fenred as 
well as moft, and a fecond Table is ferv'd with the 
fame Magnificence. The Count has a very great 
Family, and lives every way like a Prince i and in- 
deed 'tis his own Fault that he is not one, for he 
has had the Imperial Diploma for it a long while, 
but he does not care to make ufe of it ; laying, he 
had rather be the firft Count than the loweft Prince. 
He is the hii Male of his Family. After his Death 
the County of llcrfiati relapfes to the Laiuicxrave of 
Heffe-Cajfel^ accordmg to the 1 reaty of Confrater-t 
nity made between the feveral Fanulies of Saxony^ 
Heffe^ and Hanau^ which imports that the iaidFa- 
milies fliall iucceed one another. The King of Pa^ 
land as Eledbor of Saxony ought to have had his 
Share in the Succeflion to the County of Uanauy 
but his Majeiliy by a Treaty yielded liis RIl^His to 
the Landgrave of CaffcL As to the Lands m Jl- 
facty and the Freeholds, they revert, a§ I told you 
before, to the Children of die hereditary Prince of 
Darmfiadt. 

The Cuufit of feems to be much older 
than he is in re ili'tv. He is a very civil Nobleman, 
and Hunting is a ])iveriion of which he is extremely 
fond, fo that to kill a Deer upon his Lands is au 
unpardonable Crime ; and the lefler Game, fuch as 
Rabbits, Hares, and Partridges, are eauaily his 
Care. All thefe Creatures fpoil the Fields 5 but 
they ferve for the Count's Amufement, while the 
poor Peafant is obiig'd to pay his Tax^aad dares 
. iiot ipeak a Word.

From I lanau to Munich I never m^ide a flop ; 
but after having travell'd thro' IVurtzbourg^ Nu- 
rmbmtrg, and Augjbaurg arrived here laft night* 
and propofe to fet out ag^n to-morrow, and after 
two or three days ftay at Saltzbourg lhall proceed 
by the Way of 'Tirol to Faiict\ where 1 beg you 
would not fail to let me hear from you. 

I am juft come from attending the Ob(equies of 
nerefa^Cuneguttda Sobiejki Eiedlorefe of Bavaria^ 
Mother to the Elcdor. This Princcfs died lately 
at Venice^ to which City fhe redr'd eighteen Months 
ago, and her Corpfe is forthwith expected to be in- 
terred in the 1 omb of the Elcdloral I amily. She 
has left, as 'tis laid, near fix millions ol Florhis, 
which, fmce fhe has made no Will, are to be equally 
(har'd between the four Princes her Sons. She lias 
moreover left a Daughter who is a Nun in a Con- 
vent of this Gty. In 1 7 1 9, when ihe took the 
Habit, I was prefent. She chofe this retir*d Life 
again ft the Will of her Father the Eledor, who 
did ail he could to diffuade iier from it ; and fhe Iiv*d 
in great Reputation for her Piety. But to return to 
the Obfequies of the EleAmfi : The Ele<^lor and 
Eledoreft afliAed at them, together with the £lec* 
tor of Cohgney the Duke Ferdinand^ the Bifhop of 
Freifingeny the Duchefs Ferdiii^int!^ and the two 
Princes her Sons. Thefe Princes had Cowls upon 
their Heads» and great Cloaks, which iS nor one of 
the moil becoming Dreiles. The Family of Bava- 
ria obferves a very fingular Cuftom, which is, ne- 
ver to give a black Livery , nor to line their Coaches. 
I think this reafonable enough, for it does not look 
very well in a po(npous Funeral.

Al' my Departute from Munich I wmt and 
din*d at Everjberg^ a Village belonging to 
the Reverend Fathers the Jefuits, who 
Iiave a Houfe there which is a large one, and thatfs 
all 'tis good for. I went and lay at Wasserbovro a 
Town of Bavaria built upon a Rock, fo encom- 
pafs'd V irh the River Jnn that 'tis a perfeA Penin- 
inla. Mountains and Rocks hang over this Towii 
as if they would crufh it, and indeed the Place is 
not worth much Defcription. It was fettled as a 
Dowry on the £ledofels nerefa-Cmigimia SM" 
ijki who dy*d kft Month 5 but this Princefs would 
never live in it, nor indeed do I know any other 
Prince that would. 

After having pafs'd the Inn * over a very ilendcr 
wooden Bridge I climb'd a high Montain, got doMOi 
another^ afcended a third, and fo I travelled all the 
way up Hill and down Hill till I came within two 
Leagues of Salizbourg, where the Country becomes 
more paflable. 

TheCity of Salt zBouR Gas well as the whole 
Archbifhoprick takes its Name from the River Saliz 
which paflesthro' theCity andCountry. It rifes infi- 
rm/ and lo(esit(elf in the Iwf. TheMountains that are 

abouc

Bav'g^e at UalU, and lofcsicTslf ia the DmuA$ aear Pa/ait, 
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about the Town make it not near fo broad as *th 

long, tho' take it all together 'tis not a large Town. 
•Tis very well fortify'd, and has a Caftle which 
fianding on an Eminence forms as it were a Citadel. 
Tis (\iriiifh'd with a good Arfenal^ and all manner 
of Ammunition^ and I have been affiir'd that of 
Gunpowder alone there are no le& than 20000 
Quintals. Some Years ago when I was here. Light- 
ning fell fo near this Magazine that it wanted but 
half a Foot of penetrating to the Powder, which 
if it had touch'd 1 fancy I ihou'd never have wrote 
to you more. There is always a Guard of fifty 
Men at the Caftley and the Gariibn of the Town 
confiils of 600 Men who are lodged in theCafems. 

The City of SaUzbourg contains finer Edifices than 
many great 1 owns. It has a magnificent Cathedral 
which was confecrated the 24th of Septeinber 1628, 
by an Archbiftiop who was of the Family of the 
Counts de Lodron. 'Tis a vaft Stru&ure of Frec- 
ftone, and has a ftately Front which mav be reckoned 
the compleateft in Germany. The (kilful Architedi: 
by whom it was directed has very much copy'd 
the Front of St. Agnes^s Church in the Square of 
J^avona at Rome. It has four Marble Statues bigger 
than the Life which reprefent St. Peter^ St* Faui^ 
St. Rupert f and St. Virgilim^ of whom the two 
latter were the firft Archbifhops of this See. The 
whole Church isaclorn'd in the infide with Pilaftres 
of the Corintbiayi Order. 'Tis built in the Form 
of a Crofs with a very high Dome which fcparates 
the Nave from the Choir. The high Altar which 
is at the bottom of the Choir is of Marble, as are 
the two Chapels that form the Crofs : The Pave- 
ment of the Church is of great Squares of Marble of 
various Colours. *Tis pity there was not more 
Inlet for Light, the Dome being the only lightiome 
tut of it. But as the Churdi is magnificent the 

Orna- 
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Oniaments of the high Altar are more (b. Upart 
the Grand Fcftivals it hears a Sun of Gold ndorn'd 
with precious Stones to t he Value of looooo Crowns^ 
a great Crofs of mafly Gold, and four golden Can- 
diefticks. The Front of the Altar, and the Taber- 
nacle are of mafly Silver of excellent Workmanfhip. 

St. Rupert iurnam'd the Apoillc of Bavaria was 
the firfl: Bifhop of Saltzbourg in 582. Leo IIL 
whom the Church honoured as a iiamt, eredied this 
Bifhoprick into an Archbiflioprick in favour of St. 
Anmld^ in the Year 798. He had for Sufiragans 
the Biftiopa of Frtifingen^ Ratiflm^ Pajfauy Brixen^ 
Gurckj Cbiemfeey Sc^gau^ and La ant. 

The Archhifhop has a Right of Nominatio?! to 
the four lail Biihopricks ; only the Nommation to the 
Biflioprick of Gurck is alternative between this Pre- 
kte and the Emperor, as Archduke of Ai^ria^ 
The four Bifhops bear the Title of Princes the 
Empire, and enjoy all the Prerogatives annexed to 
that high Dignity. Notwirhltanding this, the 
Archbilhop never gives them the Preference, and 
when he talks to them, only compliments them with 
the lL \x\tQi Euer Prtuntfcbaft^ L e. TourFHendfifif. 
Service is performed in this Metropolb according to 
the Ufage obfervU in St. Petet^s Church at Rome* 
The Chapter is composM of the Archhifhop, a Pro-* 
voft, a 13can, and twenty four Canons, all Men of 
Quality, who arc only oblig'd to four Months Rc- 
itdence, and the refl: of the Time they may go 
where they pleafe. Both the Provoft and Dean 
have the Crofier and Mitre *. l^he Archbi/hop, as 
well as the Elecflor of Cologn^ lias the Privilege of 
dreding in the Habit of a Cardinal. This Prelate 
has the Diredorfhip of the College of Princes at the 
Dyct of the Empire alternatively with the Arch- 
duke of Auftria. He is moreover Legatus natus 

The Pfovoa tad Dean of PAffim enjoy tW iiunc Pie^ 
rotative. 
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perpetuus of the Holy See, and Primate of Ger- 
many^ His Titles are thefc, * Leopold^ by the • 

• Grace of God, Archbiihop of S^tzbuurgy and 

• Prince of the Empire, perpetual Legateof the Holy 

• Apoftollc See of Rotne^ Primate of Germany^ de- 

• fcended of the illuftrious Family of die Barons of 

• Ftrmian* 

The Aichbifhop at his coming to tlie See muft: 
pay looooo Crowns to Rme for the Pall, but the 
Country generally raifes it for him, befides making 

a free Gift of the like Sum to its new Prince. The 
Revenues of this Prelate are about 1500000 Morins 
a Year. The very Salt which is carried into Ba- 
varia and Sv.'nbia brings him in 30000 Crowns. 
He is abiblttte Mafter of all his Revenues, and ac- 
countable to no body for what he lays out. The 
prefent Archbifhop is of T/Vrf, of a diftinguilh'd Fa- 
mily, but not tavuur'd much by Fortune. lie was 
born the 26th Alay 1679, and fuccecdcd Franc js- 
Anthony the Count de Harrach, His Advancement 
was ov/ing to the Dividon of the Chapter, who all 
wanted to be either Bi/hops themfelves, or elfe to ad-^ 
vance fome one Friend or Coufin. After ^, great 
many Debates and Meflages fent forwards and back- 
wards, their Choice fell upon the Baron de Firmuin 
who was at that time very infirm, which was the 
only Thing that procured him the Mitre ^ for the 
Parties that divided the Chapter united in his Fa- 
vour, becauie they thought him a Man not very 
long~liv*cl ; but they believ*d however he might 
Jive Jong enough to give each Party time to form its 
Cabals for advancing that Pcrfon to the Bifboprick 
who they thought would beft ferve their Purpofc. 
But all thofc Gentlemen were mightily miftaken as 
to the Archbiihop's Life. For this Prelate, like 
another Pope Sixtus V. loft all his Infirmities when 
he found the Mitre, and is very like to outlive many 
of his £ledors« 

This 
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I'his Priiice is ta]l» has an auftere hawhty Air^ 
feldom makes any Compliments, and talks much 
leis, except when he is hunting which is all the 
Pleafure his Life. He is almoft always alone, and 

generally eats by himfelf. In the Summer-time he 
keeps altogether in the Country where he is of very 
cUfHcuitAccefs, and keeps no Retinue, nor C ompany. 
He is accus'd of being too thrifty, and I don't know- 
but there may be ioinething in it ^ but perhaps he 
would not appear to be quite (b (aving if he had 
fuccccded any body die in the Blflioprick but the 
Count de Harrach^ the moft generous, noble, and 
moft magnificent Prelate of his Tane. The Arch- 
bifhop is naturally a Valetudinarian ; and under 
God, he is obliged for the Prefervatioii of his Lite 
to his Phyfidan Gerfner^ a Native of Vietmay a 
Mail ofgrcatSkill in his ProfefTion, and of ftrid Ho- 
nour and Integrity, who has got fo much the length 
of the Prelate's Foot that he isalmoll the only Pcrfon 
that dares to fpeak to him with Freedom. The 
Count dfArc^ &>n to the Archbiihop's Sifter is this 
Prelate's only Darling ; for to the iurprize of the 
whole Court, and Chapter, he prefers him before 
a Nephew of his own Name, a Canon of Saltzbour^ 
and oi Trent ^ a young Clergyman of great Hopes. 

TheArchbilhop ofthtLodron Family who caused 
the Metropolis to be built, likewife founded the 
Archiepiicopal Palace, the Fortifications, and the 
Stables, which were all finifh'd in the thirty two 
Years that he was Archbifliop. The Apartments 
qf the Palace being not laid out altogether in the 
modern Taile, the deceafed Archbiihop Jnlbmy 
Count de Harracb^ made a thorough Change ia 
them, and left little more than the Outfide ftanding. 
The Palace at Sahziourg is now more magnificent 
than many royal Houfcs. It contains 173 Rooms 
all richly furnifli'd, without reckoning the Halb 
and Galleries. Th^ iVr^Uihop's Apartment i$ 

(lately I 
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ftfttely : It has a great Mai ble Stair-cafe divided into 
thn?e Flights, which leads into a fpacious Guard- 
Chamber, from whence one enters into the Arch- 
faiihop*s Apartment confiding of feveral Rooms, 
wfamable Italian Maftets ItiLvc adorn'd the Gici- 
iogS'with ircry good Draughts. ' One is really fxii** 
prized to fee the Richncfs of the Furniture, and the 
mfinite Variety of other Things that are diftributed 
up and down this vail Apartment *, fuch as Marble 
Tables adomM with gilt Mouldings old Porcel- 
kin of the moft beautifiil fort ; Luftres of mgfff 
Silver, and Rock- Cry (hi of uncommon Work* 
iHMiihipv Chandeliers alfo of Silver or CryftaJ 
upon large gilded Stands, and a muhitude ui other 
Things very well worth C)f)rcrvation. 

How nugnitkentfoever this Apartment is, there's 
anothermade life of u|X)n Days of Ceremony whidi 
snfinkely furpaflcs it. I will onl^ mention the prin*- 
cipd Rooms of It. We firft enter into a great Salon 
adomM with the Pi<51:ures of no Icfs than fourfcore 
Archbilhops oi Salizbourg, Next to it there's ano- 
ther Salon ingenioufly and magnificently decorated, 
which difcovers Grandeur in every part of it. *Tis 
fumiih'd with a Suit of Hanging of Crimfon-Da- 
inaik with Gold Lace, formiim a rich Archieedure 
in PiiaftersofthieCDmpolite Order, the Prize of 
which is adorn'd with a pair of Bmckcts, which is 
a vaft Addition to the whole Decoration. The 
rich Gildiiig Ihines every where with Profufion. 
At one End of the Room there (lands in the Wall 
t firniptuous Beaiifet of Silver gilt, and at the other 
there's a rich Canopy under which the Archbiftiop 
fits when he dines in State. There's a ftately Luftre 
in the middle of the Room which confiils of mag- 
nificent pieces of Rock Crvftal. At the End of 
this grand Apartment there are two Galleries that 
deferve the Attention of the Curious in Paintings 
who will certainly pafs their Time here very agree- 

Vol* I* B b ably. 
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ably, and find a great nmny choice Pidures done by 
the beft Matters. The Chimtiey-piece of the firft 
of thefe Galleries is a great Ornament to it, heme 
of the fineft Marbk adorn'd with Bnl^ gilt wita 
M^ater-Gold. Over it thetelB a Soitue of Biafi as 
tig as the Life reprefcnting Antimus, The fecond 
GaJlery is as magnificent as the firft. The Floor, 
Cieling, Door-CSfcs, and all the Ornaments in ge- 
neral are of fine Marble. The Walls are painted ta 
Frcfco^ and exhibit Geographical Chatls or the prin- 
cipal QominiotisisjEirni^indi 
executed with very great Art and Ezj^dneTabot]! aa 
to the Painting and Difpofition of the Things tiuit> 
are the Subjects of it» 

A third Apartment which is over the Ardhbi-r 



Ifrioorto the othfn in Gmndeur and Magnificence. 
It confifts of fevml Roomaal! in a Row. In one 

Room there are all the Pi6hires of the Emperors 
from Cbarkrmin to Charles VI, The Rooms that 
follow it are hung with very rich Tapeftry, particu- 
larly one Set reprefentihg die War between PrnHpey 
and Cdfar^ which is fo wonderiiilly, well drawn 
diat the Mardial ir IXmn Gotcmour ijfMiim^i'* 
fer'd 4Q000 Florins for it to the late Archbifhop. 
I fliall fay notliing of the other Apartments, having 
treated to much of the Archiepifcopal Palace ; tho* 
if it had belong^ to a Temporal Prince I ihould 
have &id much k& of it^ but Itfaought fit to give 
you an Idea of the Wealth of a Ptelale. 

Adjoining to the Palace there is a great Building 
which ferves for lodging the Archbifhop's Do- 
meftics. The Stables are fit for a King, and if v 
Frenchmanvm^ to fee them he would be forced toowa 
that as to the Infide they are m<»e magnificent than 
fbs fo much boafted Stables of Virfiaie$. They 
hold 1 50 Horfcs in two Rows, with a broad Walk 
in the middk> and die Kogf which is pretty high 
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h fupported by two Ranges of Stone-Pillars. Next 
to theie Scabies h a Riding- Houfe covered, thcCeil*- - 
ing of which being paintra in Frefco, reprefeits z 
Toorflamenf ; and all round it there h a Gallery. 
Tis pity chat this magnificent Riding-Houfe is not 
troader. There's another Riding-Houfe uncovered 
which has not its Fellow in the World. *Tis a very 
great fquare Place, three Sides of which are lin'd 
hj very high Rock% in which three Rows of Seatsi 
are very araully cut out for the SpeAator), wheii 
there is any Caroufal, or Combat of wild Beafts. 
The whole Work is really magniftcent, and the old 
Romans would not haveDcen afhamed to own it. 

TrinUy-CoUege Church is extremely well adorned. 
The Floor is of Marble, and the Roof painted with 
a great deal of Arc; reprefentiki^ the Aflumption ot 
tlie Virgin, and the Crown blacuig on her Head by 
God the Father and by JeUis Chrift. The High- 
Altar is of a very fingular Form, but very magnifi- 
cent 1 wo Angels of Brafs, exceeding human Sta- 
turey in a Pofture of Humility and Adoration, fup« 
port a Heart of Brafs which fenres for a Taberna- 
cle. Over it is a Globe, between God the Father 
and the Redeemer. God the Father ieems to reft 
his right iiaad upon the Globe, and prcfcnts the 
left to our Lord, who puts his left upon the Globe^ 
and in the right holds a Crofs. They are fupported 
by very large Rays which Ihine with very rich 
Gilding* Inis ftately Groupe is furmounted with % 
Glory, in the midft of which the Holy Ghoft ap- 
pears in form of a Dove, extending its Rays over 
God the Father, and God the Son, The whole is 
of Brafs gilt with Gold, of a very curious Fancy. 

Near this magnificent Church is the Palace of 
Mirabel^ where the late Archbiihop the Count d$ 
Harracb^ uSed to (paid the Summer. This Prince 
who is truly magnificent in every thine, causM this 
H^ufe to be built at a great Expence &om the very

foundation r but the ArchiteA whom he employed 
fias not anfwer'd his Intention, and it appeals that, 
he did not underftand the proper Diftribution of the 

Apartnicnts. Every Part of it indeed taken d\C- 
tin<5lly, is beautiful, but there is not one in its pro-, 
per Place. The grand Stair- Caie is very iine, as 
well for its Contrivanoe' as for its rich OrnamehtSf 
but *tis placed in a Comer, and without aGuidj; 'tis 
no eafy matter to find it. The Salon, which is the 
Maftcr-piece of the Archbi/hop's Apartments, is 
worth the Obfervation of the Curious, witli refpe(3: 
to the grand manner in which 'tis painted : Marble, 
Brafs, and Gilding, feem to have been bellowed on 
it with Profufion. As to the Pilafters, the Corin- 
ibian Order i$ entirely obferved ; and there are Bair 
fo- Relievos imitating Brafe which are well defign*d, 
and make a very good Appearance. *Tis pity this 
fine Salon wants Proportion, it being much too lofty 
for its Size ; and 'tis ftill more to be lamented that it 
has not a Frofpedl: over the Gardens, the River of 
iSaUz^ and the adjacent Country, which are Ob- 
je6ls that are difcovered from the Apartments next 

to the Salon. 

The Chapel of* Mirabel is alfo very magnificent ; i 
and though but of a middling Size, is not inferior 
to the fineft Churches. This Palace is atcompanied 
with Gardens .finely a4omed with Fountains and 
Statues ; and there are feveral Orange-Trees planted 
in the Ground, wiiich arc cover'd up in the Winter 
in a wooden L>ux. 

Thus, Sir, have I given you a veiy particular 
Account of the City of Salizbourg : What remains 
for me Is to fpeak of the Archbilho^'s Houfliold, 
which will give you an Idea of his Wealth and 
Grandeur. This Prince has

Befides the OIBcets dut I have now mentionedt 

there are alfo the Great Hereditary Officers of the 
Archbiiliopi ick, who are four. 

The eldcll: of the Lodron Family is Hereditary 
Grand-Mar fhal. 

The Count de Kuenhourg is Great-Cup-Bearer. 

The Office of Mafter of the Pantry k vacant by 
the death of the Cbunt di nanbaufen^ the kft criT 
his Family. 

The Count de Tarring is Great Chamberlain. 

All thefe Offices are executed by the eldeft Sons 
ef the Families above-mentioned. 

The Archbifhop confers the Order of St. Huberiy 
which was tnftituted the 25th of Novemier^ 1 792, 
by the Archbilhop Jdm-Ernefty who has thereto 
annexed lix Commandcrics, orj^rcbcuds, ofacon- 
fidemble Revenue. 

The Archbifhops are obliged for moft of their 
Wealth to the Princes of Bavaria *. Mean time 
the Members of the Chapter of Saltzbcurg admit of

J>rivatc Ex^Dcety and 24,000 Crownt fjiv. offipating 4t three

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no Princes, that they may have a Plm far refufing 
the Princes of Bavaria, of whofe Power they are 
jealous ; in which I think they ihew more rcgud to 
the Rules of Policy than thoie of GratitiMie. 

The City of Softaim; is wortli feeing, but does 
not afford Amufement. Every one Kves here for 
his own fake, and except fome Gentlemen of the 
Chapter, and the Mafter of the Horfe, who is thc< 
Count de Truchjfes Zeil^ there's nobody to vilit* 
The latter is a Nobleman whofe Manners and Sen- 
timeots are entirely confonnabk to his Birth« I 
know nobody that is more polite ; and I have t- 
bundant reafon to praife his Civility to me. He 
IS of a Family, one Branch of which is fettled in 
Pru(jiay where it has for a long time held diftin- 
gutihed Employments, and produced SubjeAs of 
great Merit who iiave done the State good Ser» 
vice, 

I forgot to mention two things to you that are 
worth feeing, viz, the Capuchins Convent, from 
whence there's a Profpe<5l or a vaft Tra<^ of Coun- 
try ; and St. Sebajltan'^ Church-yard, in which is 
* interred the ceiehiated Paracelfus his Tomb lies 
in a Place very much negIeAed» behind a Door* 
where a Latin Epitaph iays, ^ There refts PbHip-^ 

* Theophraftus Paracelfus^ the fiimous Phyfidan, 

* who with wonderful Art cured the Leprofy, Gout, 

* Dropfy, and other incuml^le Diftempers ; and 

* who after having given all his liiiate tO the Poor* 
^ died September 24, 1 54 1 .* 

Paraee^us cured moft of his Patieiits bv Sympa^ 
thy, which made the Vulgar, /Who a« always apt 
to run into extremes, believe that he was a Ma- 
gician. He wrote fevci-ai Books, whereof one of 
the moil curious \s his Treatife of Secret Pbilofopby^ 
which reaUy contains fuch Pa^iig^ as would make 
one believe that if Paraeilfus was not a Coiijurer 
hiinfcif* he i^as «t Jeitft on^ of (he Seft*

POSTSCRIPT. 

Since the jHt 1730, tbat this Letter was wrote, greit 
volotions have happened in the ArchMlhoprick. of Saltzhourg^ 
with regard to Rdigioni for about 22,000 Perfons have aban^ 
doned this Country, together with their Eftates and their For- 
tunes, and declared themfelves of the Lutheran Communion ; 
which is very ftranze, and almoil inconceivable ! For in ihort« 
thofe People never knew any Clergy but their own Priefts, they 
Jived in a Country where there was no Controverfy about Reli- 
eion, becaufe all the Inhabitants were reckoned ilaunch Ca- 
Siolics, by confequence thofe People ooold not be inftmAcd %, 
and even the greateft pan of them could not read* Imtwerebittl 
op m fuch erofs Ignorance that they fcarce knew the P^inci- 
fles of Chrilianity. Therefore how could thele poor Peoplo 
know that they were in an Error ? 

I am not ignorant that at the beginning of the pretended Re- 
formation, ihtmmtxt Saltzburgeri that followed the Doftrines 
of Lutbir, fuch as StaupitZy Abbot of St P tier's Saltzhourii 
Paul Spiratus, f Preacher in the Cathedral ot this City ; and Ic- 
veral others. But Luther/imjm was thought to be quite fuppref- 
ftd in this Province, when it (eem*d all on a fiidden to take deep- 
er Root than ever ; tlio*» as I bid befece, I can't conceive bow 
it ihottld b»ppen. Is it poffible that the Atchbiaiopt the Curates 
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and Prif f^s fhonld rake To lit'Jc Cnre of what oug^it to have bern 
moll dear to them, 1 mean the Salvation ofSnu ■ , as that lo man/ 
Thoufands of i''ci>ple fhould pals with thera lor good Romanr, 
at the lame time Luat cticy abhorred Rom^ and its Precepts ? For 
in ihort* I fuppoic, and bchcvc 400, ti»at there have ever been 
Proceflants in (his Coimtr) , ilnce the pretended Rciormaiion ; 
it bfeiaff not in the power of Man to deftroy « Religion when onoe 
3t has had Followers in a Qonmxy 1 but the Dincnlty 11, hoir 
thole Se<5\arics (hould fobfift there, without the Knowledf^ of 
to ecctefiaflicalSclvereign; and how it was poiTible for them, not 
only to fubfill, but even to multiply, and the Priefts and Arch- 
bifhcp not perceive if. Ought not the Curates to know the 
Scntimen:. ut their Pr.nlliioners by Ccnfj:flionr Ought they noc 
to acquaint the Archbiihop their Head of it ? and ought noc thii 
Prelate and his Pritfts to cndeivour to reclaim thole that go a- 
llray, by the Example of a lively Faith, and by charitable Ex- 
hortations, and from a Companion for their Error^ diligently 
to oppofc the Pfopagacjon of it ? Bat all thi& has been negteOed : 
The rrielb, and their Archbiihop, knew not there was a Fit^ 
'till *twat too late to pat it oat; and inilead of the Good«tift- 
ttife^ Compainon, and Charity, which like Water were necei^ 
fary to extinzuifh it, they pourM in the Oil of Hatred and Vio- 
lence, and anindnred thcmfclves ro tlieir firiour. 7ca1. The 
haughty, rit;;d, and Icvcrr Archbiihop, forgetting that he was 
both a Father and an Archbiihop, anu giving way to the Violence 
of his Temper, has for ever loft thofc Sout? which he might 
have hoped to reclaim, by liiiiruLliorii> uiAy palloral, and treat- 
ing them as Children led ailray ; whereas liiis Prelate* by ufing 
the contrary Method, has caufed a great many Perfoiu todeclair 
themfelves Procefbmts, who would have died ia the BoTom of 
the Church, if the proper Remedies had been onployed, to 
bring them back to it. 

But I am perfuaded that among the Emigrants of Saltzhourg, 
there i«? avart number who ni?.:!c Reliction onlyJi Cloak to leave 
their Country, in hopes of bettering their F'ortunes elfewhere, 
and who wc rc ft duced by the enfnaring Temptation of throwing 
off the Yoai^ of SubmilFion. Be this a6 u will, thoi'e unfortunate 
Subjei^i., like the Jei'js^ are fprcad into divers Countries, as 
Germany, Holland^ and PruJJia^ where the King. I muil con- 
fefs, (as much aOtbolicas I am) has received them witbaCha^ 
rity and Grnerofity perie£lly chridian and royal ; his Majetiy 
having gi^<!g*d neither Care nor Expeoce to convince the World 
ihatas Franci is the Afylum of unfortunate Kin^s, fo thePoniv 
fliom pf Pryjpa are the Refuge of ofiprci&d Sabfcf^.

II rivelled hither all the way Aoin SaUzhourg 
With the fame^Horfes, which is w\\At I wifi 
never do again \ for travelling by Poll is always 
beft •, and though 'tis more expcnfive, yet on the 
other hand ^tis lefs fatiguing. 

Three Leagues fi»ni Salfvshourg (lands the h"ttle 
Town of Halle, which belongs to the Elector of 
Bnvana^ and is a Place conriderable for its Salt- 
Pits. It lies in a fmall Valley crofTed by three Ri- 
vera form'd by Torrents from the Mountains^ 
which bring down a vaft Quantity of floating Wood, 
that is ftopp'd at Halle by the Piles which either 
crofe or fliut up the Rivers. They lay the Wood up 
in ftore for the Salt -Works which confume a great 
Quantity of it. 

After I had been aU over the Salt- Works, I 
went and dia'd at Schncitzenrieth^ a forry Village, 

where, however, I iaPd bettor than I have done at 
many good Towns* 

When I had dined I purfued my Journey, and 

having travelled lour Leagues, entred the Country 
of I'lK-OL, the Paflitge to which is very much ftrai- 
tened, fo that there's fcarce room for a Waggon, by 
two very high Rocks or Mountains, and two Forts 
between them, one belongii^g to the Archbilhoprick 
of Saliziourg^ and the other to the County of T/roL 
Each Sovereign keeps a Ganifon in his Fort, and 
Offi^er^ tQ receive the Dutie?, 

I 
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I lay that Evening at Waht r i voen, the firfl; 
Vilkge in the Dominions of ^irol^ as one com» 
' out cf Germany. I here found a Parcel of Boys 
vunning about with iightod Touchwood m their 
hands, to the Houies, Woods, and Fields. Ha- 
ving afk'd an old Man the meaning of it, be told 
me that the Wood fo lighted was confecrated by 
the Parfon of the Pariih, and had the virtue of le- 
cunng all Places to which it was c^ed, againft 
Liffhtnine. This Coniecndon of tlie Wood is zU 
w!^ pXm'd die SatMfday befen E^rr, wh«n « 
great Pile is ereded before the Church, into which 
the Parfon throws Holy-water, and then fets fire 
to it. When the whole is well kindled, every one 
firives to fnatch a Firebnuid, with which they run 
to their Houies and Landsg but with ib fitde cate 
that I wonder they don't Set every placa they come 
to in a Flame. 

From Halle to IVahtringen the Country is every 
bit uncultivated. The Inhabitants live upon Milkj^ 
Fickled-cabbaget and Water-gruel. They have no 
Com but what comes fromBavaria. All their Sub* 
flance and Trade is in Gittlet and their Mountains 
afford excellent Pafture. 

Upon Eajler-day I heard Mafs at SL JohrfSy a 
great Village where there*s a very pretty Church, I 
was very much pleafed with the Sermon that was 
preached by the Parfon, and with the Regularity 
with which the whole Divine Service was per- 
formed. 

After Mais 1 went and diu'd at Elvan, to which 
place I came through a Valley, which in the Sum- 
mer time muil be very agreeable* but at the pre^t 
Seafon is all covered with Snow, I was not more 
edified at ff^abfringen^ than I was fcandalized at 
Elvan, to catch my Landlord, a clever, merry 
Blad cd with one of his Maids in fomething 

clfc inilead oi tdimg their Beads. My Prcfcnce was 

Co 
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lb bi bom ijpoiling Sport that my Landlord invited 
me very cWnly to do ts he did, afluring me that hia 
Houfe mM well fumiik'd with Nvmphs. In a very 
litde tiine I was convinced that wnat he faidwastnic^ 
for being obliged by the Cold to ftay in the com- 
mon Room while one was aired for me, I faw half 
a fcorc Laffes come in, wlio were all of 'em my 
Landlord's very humble Servants, and not in th© 
leaft difpofed to imitate the eleven thouiand Vii^na. 

After Dinno-, purfiiine my way throoeh Snows 
and Rocks, I went and ky at KundMl. Next 
day I got beyond the Snow, and crofled a very 
pleafant Valley which brought me to Ratenberc, 
a Town on the Banks of the Inn^ defended by a 
Caftle built on a Rock, and ftronger by its Situation 
than by its Works. The EleOor Maximman-E" 
manuel of Bavaria coming before this Qiftle on the 
jph of Jitney 1703, obliged the Garrifon, which 
was compofed of the Militia, to furrender at Dif- 
cretion. From this Fort to Infpruc I always kept 
along the River Inn^ which runs through a fine 
Vall^ bet w een high Mountains that are much 
Hceper on the right nde of the River than the left ; 
aeverthekis there are Houies on them that are in- 
habited by the Miners. I can't imagine how it was 
poflible for the good People to build in Places lb 
inconvenient ; for their Houfes look as it they were 
ftuck on to the Rocks, and as if nothing but a 
Goat or a Swallow could come at them. The whole 
Valley is very populous, and abounds with pretty 
Villages, Caftles, and fine Country-Houfes. 

At the end of it (lands the Town of Schwatz, 
which is very well built. The Pari(h Church is an 
ancient, fiur, large Edihce ; and wholly covered with 
Copper, &s moft of the Churches in Sfir^/ are with 
Tin painted green, which has a very pretty look. 
Th^ Houfes at Scbwatz are generally of Brick, fo 
xh^\ 'us very r^r^ to fee ooe gt Timber. I pbfcrv'd' 

at 
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at the Inn where I dia'd, and throughout the whohr 
Country of Tirol^ that when People came into any 
Houfet they fatd to the Mafier of tt, Hail^ J^fi^ 
Cbrift! to which he anfwered, Mirf Cbrift bi frai- 

fed^ and the holy Virgin bis Mother. Then the 
Mafter of the l ioufe ftepp*d forward, and took the 
Vifitor by his hand. This method of faluting is 
piadifed among all the People throughout Ttrcl ^ 
and the Salutation is fix'd up iti print at all the DoofS, 
with an Ad vertiiement tack*d to it, importing, that 
Pope Clement XI. had granted an hundred Days of 
Indulgence, and plenary Abfolution, in favour of 
thofe who ihouid pronounce the Salutation and the 
Anfwer. 

After having din'd at SchwatZy I contiiiued ta 
ride alone the Im % and three Leagues beyond that 
I pafsM the River, over a Bridge near FuUifium^ 

a fine Convent oi the Servitc-Fryars, and went to 
Halle, the fccond City of Tirol, The reverend Fa- 
thers the jfe/uiis have a fine Houfe here, and a no- 
ble Church, with a great Garden to it The Mint 
is alio worth feeing, where they coin a great Quanr 
f ity of Species from the Silver and Coppqr taken 
out of the Mines of Tirol. The Water is brought 
to it by wooden Pipes. They drive a great Trade 
at Ha/le in Copper, Tin, and Salt, which is 
produced there in abundance, the Vent of it being 
promoted by means of the River hn^ which be^ 
comes navigable zt Halle. 

From this Town to Itifpruc 'tis two Leagues, and 
a ftrait even Road which dcferves to be planted 
on each fide with Trees. Txspruc, the Capital 
City of Tirol^ ftands in the middle of a Valley, oa 
the Banks of the /;/», over which there's a wooden 
Bridge that leads to the Suburl?^. Jn/pruc was here* 
tofore the Rcfidence of the Archdukes, the Sove- 
reigns o(7h oly but fincc the auguil: iioulc of yftt- 
Jiria has been reduced in Germany to the Imperial 
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blanch fmgly, thi^City has been only fuhjeft toGo* 
v^rnois, who however were always great Nobler 
moh^ Cbarlis Duke of Lorrain^ who married the 
Qaeen Dqwager of ^^land^ Sifter t0 the Empertilr 
Li9pold^ and who mad^ himfelf fiunous by the Vic« 

tones which he gaiii'd over the J'urks^ held this im- 
portant Office. 1 hat Prince dying at Infpruc^ was 
Succeeded by Charles Prince Palatine of Newbourgy 
Brother to the Emprefs Eleonom^ LMfoldh third 
Wifei but he renounced the Government of Tir.9l^ 
OA his Acceffion to the £le^l»rfite«. He £v^d at In-^ 
Jprucy with great Pomp, and his Abience is ftill 
very much lamented there. Since he went away, 
the Government of 27;Whas remain'd vacant. They 
iay 'tis defigned for >the Archducheis Mary-Magda- 
len^ the Emperor's youngeft Sifter. This I know 
is what the Burghers of Inffruc wifti fof\ but 
I dmi^t think the Nobility do ; becade the Pre*- 
fence of the Archduchefe would oblige the People 
of Quality to be at very great Expence ; for they 
would be under a necefllty of goinc^ to Court, as 
well as of carrying it more civilly to their Valials, 
The Count de Konickel is the Chief of the Reecn 
cy : He has the Title of Land^upman^ whicn is 
much the iame with Lieutenant-General of the Pro- 
vince, wherein he has the abfolute Command, and 
all the Sovereign Courts depend on him. 1 his No- 
bleman is a 'TiroUfe^ and lodges in a fine Houlc 
which has been buih by order of the States oiTirol^ 
for the Refidence of their Landfiiauftman. He 
comhiAs himfelf with Dignity, and is civil to Fo- 
feigneis. 

*Twas at liifyriic that the Emperor Charles V. 
received one of the greatdl: Siiocks he had met with 
in all his Life. Por he was furprized there with his 
Brother Ferdinand^ King of the Romans^ by Mau- 
rice Eledor of Saxotrf^ who, though his Creature, 
snade War upon him neven^ielefs, on account of 
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Reiigim. The Empcior and his Brother vrere 
amr bcin^ taken that they bsA but juft time to 
mke theiF Efcapo to fVlacv^^ a Uide Town won 
the Drave in CarintUa, Thm was a terrible Ke* 
Tcrfe of Fortune for a Prince, i^ho, but a few years 
before, had a Pope and a King of France too^ hiS 
Phfoam. 

JUbximUian^Emamiel Eleftor of Bavaria was 
not more IcKtMiate at b^prue than CiartiS V. for 
though he made himfelf MnAer of it in ymm 170^9 

he was obliged to abandon it in July following, 
and to retire to Bnvaria^ after having tried in vain 
to force Paf&s which were in a manner inacceflible 
by Katttte) and guanied not only by the Fea&nfs 
wkt by regular Troops. His Defign was te hwm 
joined M. de Vendofm in the County of Irot^^ and 
by that means to have opened a Commimicatioil 
with the Milanffe. The Eleftor whilft he was re- 
treating, ran the hazard ieveral times of lofmg his 
Life and his Troopa were for the moft part kndck'd 
o' th' head by Stones which the Peafimts huriVl at 
them in the TkSS» which they were obliged tn 
pafs. 

The City of Infpruc is abfolutcly dcfencelefs, and 
were it not for its Suburbs, would be one of the 
leaft Cities in all Ctrmany ; but thofe Suburbs are 
^ery [large, and the Rdidence of Perfons erf* the 
greateft Diftindtion« The Hmfes are very coRimo* 
dious, well built of Brick, and for the moft part 
with Piazzas, which is a great Conveniency to the 
Foot-paflcngers. 1 here was heretofore great Store 
of Salt here, but for fome years paft the Pits are 
dry^ which is a Lofs to Infyruc of no kis than 
aoo,ooo Florins a-year« 

Though the City is fmall yet there are feveral 
very fine things to be feen in tt. Such is the an- 
cient Palace of the Archdukes, a vaft large Struc- 
tures tiut without Archi(c^uret qx any manner of 
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Regukritv. There arc Fu^es in it done by del!- 
fill Hknds» particularly in that called tlir GiuMf^ 
Malii iHhfie die Story xif- D^Mtnm ttprtbafitUt 
with ittiy gratt Art and BemftiM. 

The Palace has very great Gardens belonging tO' 
it» but they are not well kept-, yet there are the 
Remains of noble Fountains and brazen Statues. 
Among the latter, is an Equeftrian Statue of an Arch^ 
duk£ of Ju^ria^ who is reprefitaHed m kuga aa-tlM: 
hihf m Amour, with Breechea aftor dia FaAim 
of the Aticienta» a noflF^ and^ Htdb B0OI1. The 
Horfe feems to reft upon his Haunches, ki an At- 
titude as if he was jult ready to leap off the Pede» 

The Prince Charles of Newbourgy the prafait £• 
ladbr IVifattine, finding the oJd CafUe not 001^ 
tUoua inough, cuAd one Id be boik of Wood 1 
which was tome years ago burnt down to the ground 

by an accidental Fire. 

The Parifh Church Is of modem Building, with 
a great Dome raifed in the middle of the Crois« 
TIm whole Archite(5hire of this Edifice is of the 
•CmmUam Order. The Front is csqio^dtoan uA^ 
Tanfagiops Point of View on a Square, and k ar 
dorned with three Orders, one above another, 
which makes the Fabric to rjfe in the whole to a- 
bout I2Q Foot height, exclufive of a great flight 
of Scq38 to it, after the manner of It^y. AU the 
Parts of this Strufiure are charged with Ornament* 
of a chmfey Inycation, and very ili executed » fo' 
diat the Confbfion refulting from it is infinitely ^ 
Clocking to thofe that have a nice 1 afte of Archi- 
te^re. The In fide is more tolerable than the Out- 
iide, and is even magnificent. The whole Length 
feom the Entrance to the Foot of the High-Altar, 
is 432 Feet. The Foundation of it was kid while 
Ckarks de Niwimrg wa$ Governor of 9Vr^/, who 
pbc'd th€ &it Stga« oC it. The whole Deg»ration

<>f Mb Qnifch confifts in Pilafters of red Marble^ 
with a Vein of white, and the Chapiters are of Plai- 
fter. The Roof is painted in Frefco by Go/man^ 
Daniel OJfemy a Native of Munich^ who has fuc- 
ceeded fo vltXk as to give entire Satisfadion to 
fuch as have a Tafle io^ and SidU in thingB that 
are curious. The High- AilBrflimdaaBdertbeAftlt 
at the end oppofite to the Nave of the Church. 'Tis 
perfedlly magnificent, adorned with four great Pik 
lars of the Compofite Order, of green Marble with 
white YeiiiSy whofe Chapiters and fia&s are of Mar-* 
Ue of various Colours ; and they, fiipport a Cs^op^i 
vhich i^ ibitaTd by four Gnrvcs fiU'd with a Gloty; 

The Tabernacle and the Front of the Altar are 
of mafly Silver, charged with feveral Mouldings, 
and Foliages of Silver gilt *, and there are few Altars 
iporc fpcndidly decorated. There is a miraculous 
Image of the. holy Virgin,' wliich the Archduke L^-* 
9poId^ the Sovereign of Tirol^ kooght hitbec fnm 
J>rifien. Thut Prince made a Vifit to die Ekdor 
of Saxony^ who ftiewing him his Trcafure, defir'd 
him to chufc any Piece that he lik*d beft ; Leopold 
(inglcd out this T'igure, becaufe he was told that in 
ti)jt early days of Lutheraniim, it had. been caft three 
^nic&in the Fire, and always taken out again withrw 
oat any Damage* . The >dktchduke on his return to 
hi^ Dominions, made a Prefent of this Image to die 
P^irifti, and it has ever fince been held in great Ve- 
neration, and never failM of working great Mira- 
cles. Uuee great Lamps of mafly Silver are con- 
tinually buining before it ^ and the other X^hapeb 
liave each a Lamp of folid Silver whofe L^(ht ia 
always fluning. All this Plate was g^Men Jto the 
Church by the Eleftor Bdatine. 

l iic famous golden Roof is near the Parifli- 
Church, and ferves to cover a Balcony of the Chan- 
cery which fronts the Square. They fay that /r^- 

4iric of jiij/lria^ the Sovereign of Tirol^ caoied this 
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Roof to be made, to Jet his Subjecfls lee that he was 
not (b bare of Money as they thought him, and 
that he did not deferve the Nick-name they had 
given him of the Pennyiefs Prince, 1 hem ate ma- 
ny however who affirm tint this Roof is not of 
Gold^^ while othm fky the contiaiy. As far as I 
can judge of it, I believe 'tis of Copper only co-* 
Vered with very thin Pktes of Guld, and by confe- 
quence of no great Value. And fuppofing the 
whole Roof was of folid Gold, I don*t believe 
the Expense was very extraordinary, tfaoush to be 
fine it\rti8 by niich too gnat for ib me^ apur. 
poTe. 

The Houfe or College of the reverend Fathers 

the Jefuits, is a very great Building in which no 
Coft has been fpared. Its principal Front is 166 
Faces in length. Thefe Fathers are the Diredors 
of the Umverfity. Near to tlieir College Is thd 
Church of the Francifcans^ whofe Convent wsji 
founded by the- |mous Legacies of the Eiliperot 
Maximilian^ who on his Death-bed ordered his 
Succeffor to caufe this Houfe and Church to be built 
at Injpruc, His Grandfon Ferdinand I. Son to Phi^ 
lip the Fair, perform'd his Will, and in honour of 
his Grandfather^s Memory, raifed him a Mr rbte 
Tomb which may be ranked among the moft ftate^ 
ly Manfoleums in Europe, The Emperor Maximi" 
iian is there rcprefcnted on his Knees upon a Cu- 
Ihion, with his Hands lifted up to Heaven, and as 
it were proftrate in Prayer : He is adorned with the 
Crown^ and the imperial D^/^/sa/iV. This Figure is 
of a gigantic Size^ and admirably well done in Bra{$% 
^is ph^d on a great high Bafe of black Marble^ 
ferming an oblong Square, on an Afcent of three 
Stepr, ot red Maii)le. The whole Bafe is uiviikd 
into twenty-four Compartirnents, or fquare Tables 
of white Marble, reprefenting the memorable Ac- 
tions of A ^ Ks imti o M in excellent Bas-Reliefs* The 
Vol* I. Cc fou? 
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fear cardinal Virtues in a moiamfiil Attkude} ate 
rep«&ntBd in Bcds^ fitting on Cotnos of 
tbe Mm^ibumt ahd looking on MaxitlnliMf% Sta^ 
tue> The entire Maufeleum ftands by itfelf in the 
middle of the Church -, and the following Infcrip- 
tion is engraved in Letters of Gold all round the 
fiaie of this Monament{

All this fine Mnufoleum was executed with very 
gteat Care and Skill, by Alexander Colm^ a Native 
of Mechlin the Fidure of which itigetiious Pftin* 
ter, and that of his Wife> are kept in the Churcl:^ 
as an Ackfiowledsrment due to that excellent Ar- 
tift. 1 his Maufoleuui was mightily enriclieJ by the 
Magnificence oi breda tc Arcfnluke of Auftr'u\ liir- 
earned thci^<^/;i2j/i^ P;'i//£^,whocaufed to be placed in 
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the Nave of the Church twenty eight Statues of 
Brafs feven Foot in height, reprefcnting fo many 
Princes and Pnticeiies that wete related to the Houie 
of Ajiftria, Tiiey are iet up in two Rows from 
die ffitt Gate Id the Altu% aiid thensfoie feparate 
the Nave from the two Wings on the Sides. '1 -is 
pity that thofc Statues are in tiie i lands of Monks 
who neglect them very much, and fuftcr the Dull to 
eat into them. They would do much better in a 
Royal Palace; Soofiie of them are in great i^erfec- 
tion. i £tticy you will be glad to know the Names 
of the Peffims they reprdent.

Befides thefe twenty eight Statues there are twenty 
three others plac'd upon the Cornifti of the Portico 
which fcparatesthe Nave from the Choir : They are 
of Brafs two Foot high, and reprefent thofe Kings 
and Princes whoni the Church honours as Saints. 

I am ferther to acquaint you of the Chapel of 
thb Church, call'd the Silver Chapel, becaufeof the 
Image of the Virgin there of loHd Silver as big 
as tiie Life in the middle of the Altar, with a 
great many Images of Saints all of the fame Metal. 
The Afcent to diis Chapel is by a winding Stair- 
cafe. Hereisto be feen the iblely Tomb of Fer- 
dinand Archduke of >Aufiria^ C6unt of Tir^/, Son 
to the Emperor Ferdinand I. This Maufoleum is 
under Arch which is pretty high. Ferdinand^ 
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yrhok Figure is of white Marble, feemsto be aflcep 
upon a Bed of black Marble iais*d one Foot from 

the Ground. The whole Arch Is Ym*d with Marble 
of various Colours, forming divers Compartments 
of very curious Workmanfhip, where vou fee the 
Arms of the Provinces reduced to the Obedience of 
tbeHoufeof At^riai The different Colours arc 
Ihewn by precious Stones enchas'd in Marble, and 
fo curioufly done that the Work fccms to be cna- 
mel'd. Round the fame Arch are placVi fiveBas* 
Reliefs, reprefenting in as many Pidlures rhe me- 
morable Adions of Ferdinand. Five other Bas-Re- 
liefs contain the Images of that Prince's Patrons, 
viz. JesusChrist, St jintbony of Padua^ St.George^ 
St Thomas^ and St. Leopold. 

Near the faid Tomb ftarids that of Philippina of 
' ^fi^r/«, w ho was born ^tAugJ/jiirg^ and the Wife of 
the Archduke Ferdinand^ by whom fhe had twoSons^ 
Charles the Margrave of Hurgau^ and Andrew Car- 
dinal of Au/lria. This Mau/eleum is of Free-ftone 
and has nodiing remarkable more than the following 
Epitaph:

LETTER XXV. 

S I Vimce^ jf^Izj. 1730. 

I Wrote to you from Infpruc the very 
Day before I fet out from thence for this Place, 
to which I arrived without any Misfortune. 
About three quarters of a League from Infpruc we 
came among very tirefome and difagreeable Moua* 
tains, the higheft of which 4^ caifd the Brnmir^ a 
'Name that the Country People gave it when they 
■clear'd it of the Wood, and burnt it. I'his Moun- 
tain is much more rugged on the fide of Trent than 
' 'tis towards Infpruc *, 'tis for nine Months together 
•covered with Snow, and I found a great deal vt» 
maining on it ftill % yet *tit tnhabitea to die very 
Top. There is a Poft*Houfe, a Tavern, and a 
Chapel in which Mais is only faid when the Snows 
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are melted : It produces Corn and Hay in abun- 
dance. Near the Poft-Houie there is a confide- 
labie Spring which at firft limis a krge Bafii^ and 
then £viaes into two Tomnts imich quickly 

change into Rivers, one whereof fells into the Inm 
above InJ'pruc^ and the other, after becoming navi- 
gable two Leigues from Bolfano^ lofes itfeli in the 
Migc above Trenf. The of the Brenner is 

very painful, and fometimes impraAicable when it 
£iow9 orrains ; io that Travellers are often obliged 
to ftay feveral Days tiU the Return of fiiir Weather j 
whicli is the more inconvenient bccaufc the Inns on 
both Sides are of the word fort. 

Stertzmgen a little Town four Poft-Stagcs from 
Infprucy ims nothing remarkable \ however I was 
well accommodated there. Next Day I went and 
dinM at ^rixen an Epifeopal Cityin an a^rceaUe 
Valley, where I fouiid the Scal'on very forward. 
The Country between Brixen and Boijano is ex- 
tremely populous, and fo xnanur'd (hat the ikepe& 
Mountains are cultiirated« ' 

BoLSANo is a pretty Town well inhabited* and 
drives a confiderable Trade, having no lefs than 
four Fairs a Year. Its Situation is very agreeable, 
in the middle of a fine large VaHey full of Villages 
and Vineyards. The Air here is much fofter than 
in the reft of Tirol^ and I found Trees here in full 
Verdure while in the Oountry they were hut juft 
budded. The Vines are very carefiilly watched by 
Men who keep Guard in Huts raisM upon three 
Poles plac'd crofs-wife, and high enough to com- 
mand the Vineyards. Mi/fhrr in his Voyage to Italy 
fays, that thefe Huts or Guerites were for lodging; 
the Guards that are pofted to hinder the Bears nom 
^ting the Grapes, i know not who coukl tell him 
that there were any Bears in this Country, and if 
there arc 'tis hardly probable they would venture 

in^Q 4 Y^lt^ fo |>of ulous as that of Bolfam. The 

Wines 
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Wines of this Valley are the beft in all ^irol% but 
they muft be drank, as muft all the Wines of this 
Country, the very Year of tbdr Growth, or elfe 
they grow lufcioos, and then turn crabbed. 

The Valley of Boifano which extends to Trent 
IS throughout equally agreeable ; and is not in- 
cumber'd by thofe horrid Mountains that we were 
pefter'd widi in the Road from Infpruc. 

Trent is celebrated for the Council formerly held 
thm. I went to fee the Church of St JkSsrjf mtf/V, 
where the Fathers of that Council held their Af- 
fembly. It has nothing remarkable befides its Or- 
gans which are of too enormous a Size for a Church, 
but are a very curious piece of Work ; for they not 
only exhibit various Sounds but imitate Vocal Mufic» 
the Notes of divers Birds, and the Noife of Ket- 
tle-Drums and Trumpets. The Bifhop of Trent » 
a Prince of the Empire. The See is now vacant by 
the Death of the Count de Wolckenftein the laft Bi- 
Ihop. The Chapter has fix'd the Eledlion for 
next May. A ereat many Travellers highly extol 
the BIfhop's Pauce, but fer my own part, I was 
not fo ibitunate astoobferveany thing in it that 
was worthy of Attention. 

Throughout all Tirol the Common People are 
very ill-favour*d: Moft of the Women are difguis'd 
by Wens in their Throat*, and as if that was 
not enough they dis6gure themfelves by their Dreis. 
The Countrywomen wear Stockings which have no 
Feet, and are gathered into many &tle Folds from 
the Ancle to the Calf of the Leg : Their Shoes are 
exadlly like thofe the Men wear. Their Petti- 
coats are exceeding fhort, and ty'd up almoft as high 
as their Breafts which are very large. Witli ail this 
they have a Pair of Stays which reaches down to 

thdr 

• The People about the Alpi are very fubjea to thofe SwcS- 
by driolun^ too much cold uAwholcfooic Water. 
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their Wal^, and renders them oomplbK^ ddomU. 

Inftead of otherHcad-drefs they wear a green high^ 
crown'd Hat, the Brims of which are let down^ 
and is ns tinhccoming apart of their Drefs as ajiy of 
the reft. At JSrixen the Bhod mends^ the Women 
9ie handfemer^ the Men more genteel, and the 
People in genera! more dvilfz'd ; tho^ ttJoe Vni 
together the Tirolefe are veryhoneft People. I'hey 
are {launch zeaJous Catholics, tho' they fay that 
Ibroe of the Pcafants are Lutherans^ -The Holy 
Virgin and St. Chrifiopher are the prmcipal Otigete 
of ^e People's Devotion : The ktter is painted on 
all thdr Hoirfes, and the Roads are full of fittfe 
Chapels of the Virgin h reprefcnted in all man- 
!ner of ways. I have feen her painted in a Chapel 
{landing with a great Veil over her Head which fhe 
extended with her Arms to cover the Pope, the 
Emperor, feven Kings, and as many EleAors 
feem to he proftrateat her Knee(. 

As I left Trent I began to afeend a Moimtaii^ 
which does not become fmooth till we reach to 
Berfche7ivj\uQh is aPoft-Stage and a half from Trent. 
This Mountain is exceeding ileep, troubiefome, an4 
tirefome, and after *tis pais'd, one is in a manner 
buried among Rocks and horrid Momttains whicli 
fcem as if they would fell on the Heads of theTirn^ 
vellers j and I have been aflur'd that this fometimes 
hapf>ens in rainy Weather, when fo many Pieces 
crumble off of the Rock that it requires 4 or 50a 
Carts to clear the Roads. In fhort, ail the Way 
till one comes within a Les^ue of Bojfagno a City in 
the State of Venice is full of Rocks and Precipices 1 
but from that Town to Meflre whkh is four Poft- 
Stagt s from it, the Country is the finefl in the World ; 
and in fhort, every thing is good andpleafant except 
their Wine and their public Houfes. The Wine 
has naturally a mufty Tafte, and no 9ody, and the 
Colour is like that of die thick Wine of BwrJeoMx. 

This 
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This Country fo rixnmds in Quails that the Poft« 
MiEifter of Bojfagm afliaPd me he had taken 720 it|. 

a Morning, that he drove a great Trade with 'em, 
and fent fome of *em to the State of Venice^ and to 
Lornbardy. Whether he laid true, I know not, 
but he flhew*d me i loo live Quails which he kept 
in Wicker-Cages in a greatBam where he had hung 
^ die Cages to Packthread to keep them firom 
Rats and Cats. 

AtMESTRE one embarks for ^<?«/V^ which is about 
fevcn Leagues from it ; I made the Voyage in a 
Gondola in lefs than an Hour and half. As I tra« 
vell*d poft to Meftre^ my Gondoliers, when I came 
to yenicif carry'd me to the Poft-Office, where I 
was obliged to tell my Name, and the Buitnels for 
which I came to Venice \ but this is a Ceremony to 
which tliey who don't travel poft are not fubjed:, 
I went and took up my Lodging at the White hion^ 
highly rejoiced that I could reft my felt there after 
my ratigue, and that I had loft fight of the Alps^ 
thoie horrid Mountains which no body would chufe 
to live amongft but a Smfs or a Ttrolefcy who, as 
Cardinal Bcntrjoglio juftly obferves in his Voyage 
to S'-jjifferland, are a People made for the jilp^ and 
the jilfs for them. 

As I have been twice before at Venice^ I ferve as 
9 * Cicerone to two Bohemian Counts whom I was 
acquainted with at Prague^ and whom I happened 
to meet with at my C^uters. As 'tis cuitomary 
to do to all Foreigners, I began with fhewing them 
the Square of St. Mark^ the chief Square of Venice^ 
if not of the whole World. *Tis adom*d by the 
Palace of the Doge^ the Church of St. Mark^ and 
the Procuracies^ or Houfis of the Procuratois» 
and has been pay'd within thefe few Years with 

great

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great Squares of Frce-ftone. Wc afccndcd the fa* 
mous Tower of Sr. Mark which is a four-fquarc 
Building, by a Stair without Step. It was built 
by the D(^e Dojningo Msrofini^to lervcas aWatch- 
Tower to Ships at Sea \ and that it might be feen 
a great way off he caused the Angel on me top of it 
to be gilt i but Time the Deftroyer of all Things 
has ftripp'd off the Gold. From this Tower one 
fees the whole City of Venice^ the neighbouring 
Iflandsy and the fT trra Firma^ which all together 
makes a noble Profpeft. 

We afterwards entetM St. Marias Church, which 
is an Edifice of Grecian Architedure, pretty dark 
and not very high, but after all, full ot Curiofities 
worthy the Attention of a Traveller. As this Church 
has been deicrib'd with more Exadnefs than I can 
pretend to, I ihall treat very fiiccinftly of the chief 
Things which it contuns. The grand Portico is 
fb low that one muft even go down (bme Steps to 
enter into the Church . There is a Platform over it on 
which are plac'd four brazen Horfes brought from 
Conjlanttnopie^ to which they were firft carrv'd from 
Rome hyConJlantineyfhtn thatPrince tiansterr*d the 
Seat of the Empire from the one Gty to the other. 
Nothing is ib magnificent and beautiful as thofe 
Horfcii. I hey were heretofore all over gilt, but People 
out of mere Avarice fcrap'd off great part of the pre- 
cious Metal, and all the reft is abnoit wora off by 
Time. 

At the Enttance of the Church on the right- 
hand Side there is a fquare Stone wMch ieem*d to 

me to be of white Marble, and is faid to be a piece 
of the Rock which Mofes ft ruck m the Wilderncfs, 
whereupon there iflized out Water. If this be really 
that Stone, what that Legiilator did is fb much 
the more to be admir'd, and may be reckoned 
doubly miraculous \ firft in fetching Water to a 
}.^lace where there was none before, and then the 

bring* 
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bringing a quantity of it through four Holes no 
bigger than Vcaic iufhcient to quench the Thirft of 
ib numerous a Multitude. The Pavement of tlui 
Clinvch is very grandt being of Mtfak Work ex<» 
cee^gly dhrernfyd with Stones of various Co- 
lours, Marble and Porphyry: But the ftatclieft 
Thing in all the Church are the Ornaments of the 
Altar for the great Holidays, of which that of St. 
Mark the Patron of the Republic is the moft ftridly 
kept. St Mark^s Treafurc is then all laid opent 
whidi confifts in the rich Spoib taken Imm^^ 
perars Cw^anHniaple. jEvery part fliines widi 
folid Gold, Pearls, aiid Diamonds; lb that the 
Temple of Jerufalem excepted, I believe there's not 
a Houfe devoted to God that could ever boafl of 
& much Riches., AU this Treafure is kept in St. 
il£»^/Ps Ti>wer» andmmeof it canbetakeaoutbut 
in preienoe of one of the ftocufators^ mrho nmft 
alfo beat the Ahar when tfaeXreafiire is placM on 
it, and daie not ftir from it till 'tis put up {kfe a- 
g^in. 

St. Af^r^'s Church fervcs as a public Chapel to the 
Doge, who always is or at ledt ought to be aC>* 
tended thither by the Pope's Nuncio and the Am- 
bal&dotS) but M. iiGerfi the French Ambaifidor, 
from I know not what Punctilio of Honour, avoids 
bdng prefentat the fame Fundlions with the Count 
de Bola^nos the Emperor's Amballridor*, whom he 
caii't. endure to fee go before him. When ti$^ 
Doge goes to St Marias Church 'ds always with 
great Ueremony : He walks between the Pope^s 
Nuncio and the Emperor's Ambai&dor, and the 
other Ambafladors walk in the (ame Row according 
to the Rank of their Mailers. Tliey are preceded 
by fix Trumpets, and fix Banners are bora before 
the Doge together with a Chair or Stool of Sute,

His Serenity and the 
Ambafladors fail on tfaeir Knees in the middle of 
Ifae MflifBe, and then lepeat the fnrpm of Dmim

iheicft. The Doge does not fiedown 'till the Se- 
Mtors flPS aH^MoM) who, as they pafs by his Se> 
-renity, make him a profound Ohciiance, to which 
^he Doge makes no manner of return. Whene^^ery 
body is feated^ the Doge accompany 'd by the AoK 
-bafTadors advances towards the Altar, the Nmcio 
ArikcB up High Mm& and iays the Overture, to 
which the Doge anfwm. ' After this, the Oagt 
and the Ambafladors return to their Places, and 
the Prelate of St. Mark who is in waiting, conunucs 
the Oliice. 

After tlie Mais is over, the Doge returns to hia 
IVdace attended by the fame Traui that accompi> 
nied him to Oiurch. MThen he has afcended the 

grand Stair-cafe of his Palace he feats him(elf in an 
Ami-Chair which is plac'd over-agairift the Stair- 
cafe. After he has fate a few Moments, he difmifles 
the AmbaflTadors and the other I^ribns of hi^ Re- 
tinue, and retires to his Apartment. 

Next to St. jlf^sCbuidi is the Doge'sIWaosi, 
a vaft Building, of which you will find a Urge Ac- 
couut ill MijjdH'k Travels* 

Tbo 
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Thcprefent Doge ]& jlkifi^MBUH^9*^ aFrince 
fts muck to berefpoAed for MsMedt as for his Dig- 
nity. He is a Gaitleinau ot great Sagacity, talks 
well, is very polite, and has infinitely more Gene- 
rofity than is alcribed to thoie ot his Country. He 
isa hatidfome Maa, and has a noble AipeiSk that is 
improved by his wjiite lx>cks of Hair whicbrender 
him venetabk. Bdbm be was advancVl to be a . 
Doge, which was in 1722, he jferv'd the Republic 
with Diiliacftion in quality of Generaliiiimo. The 
vain Honours which this new Dignity has procur'd 
him have not puii'd him up* and he i^ems to think 
them rather a Burden thav .a JE^afure. Before he 
came to be Doge be was the moft fociable Noble- 
man at Venice^ and be now ices mors Company 
thai^ ever his rredeceflbrs did. He mafks hinilclf 
at pubJick Rejoicings, goes out every Night in a 
common Gondola without Guard or Retinue, and 
diverts btmfelt at his Brother's. He hasibfnetimea 
too been upon Terra Firwuht aot vahiiag it tho' he 
loft fora while all the Honoun annexed to tds Dig- 
nity as Doge ; for you know that ^his Charader 
does not go beyond the Lakes. He is oblig'd to 
be prefent at all the pubHc Ceremonies, tho' very 
much ag^uil his Inclination and Temper, wliich is 
£ar more unifivm than that of the other Italians. 

The Ceremony m which he fliines with the 
gieateft Luftre, is that of marrying die Sea, which 
without difpute is one of the fincft Shews in ail the 
World. 'Tis perform'd on Afcenfion-Day^ when 
the Doge, the Ambaffadors, and the Senate ride 
out into the Adriatic on board a Veffel call'd the 
]^U£nt(^ur^ attended by the State-Gondolas of the 
Ambftbdw gilded^ ¥ridi a vaft number of other 
6ofido]as and Galleafles which llirround the Bucen- 
iauTy the moll ftatciy VcfTcl that was ever built, 
iuid Jaiore m^mhcent than all that Hiilory (or 

em 

; Ac is dead« and focceeded by Don CarU JUxzins. 
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Rohiittce) tells us of the fiimptuoiis Veflct of 
Cleapaira. When the Doge goes on txwrd die J9ir- 

centaur he is faluted by the great Guns from the 
GaUeys, the Men of War, and the Merchant-Ships 
in the Harboiu' ; and while he performs the Cere* 
mony of marrying the Sea by throwing in a Ring 
to denote the Sovereignty of the RepuUic over die 
CSulph, there^s noChmg heard but Ketde-Drams, 
Trumpets, and Concerts of Muiic9 with the loud 
Acclamations of the People. 

His Serene Highnefs marries two other Wives 
whom be maintains with as little Trouble as the Sea* 
They are the AbbelTes of the Convents of titcyirpm 
and St. IkmieL Th» Ceremony is perfbmi'd upon 
St. Pbilifs Day, when the Doge in a Galcafe ac- 
company'd by the AmbaiTadors and the Senate, re- 
pairs with a great Train to thofe Convents which 
are fituate on the Shoar behind the Arienal. The 
'Prelate who officiates for the Day receives him 
at the Entrance of the Church, brings him die 
Holy Water, iand -conduds him to a Place prepared 
for him in the Choir where he alTifts at High Mafs. 
Then he repairs to the Grate, in which there's a 
large Opening where the L.ady Abbefs appears with 
her Nuns. The Abbefi addrefling herujf to the 
Doge intreats him to continue the Favour of his 
Proteftion to herfelf and die Nuns ; to which the 
Doge returns anfwer, that ftie and all the Convent 
may depend upon his Good-Will. Then he turns 
about and walks on foot to the Convent of St. Da^ 
niil^ where his Reception and Traniadlon are the 
fime as at the Convent of the Virgin. Thefe two 
Convents have vaj fingohr Privileges. The Ab- 
befles have theCrofier-Staff, and both they and their 
Nuns depend folely upon the Doge, and not at all 
upon the Pope or the Court of Rotm either in Spi- 
rituals or Temporals. They have ^ood Revenues 

•ad live as mu^ as om be at thor £a6. The 
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Drefi of thefe Nuns n rather gay than modeft« 

Like the Nuns at ^trajhourg they wear their Hair 
in Trefles : Their Petticoats are fb fhort that you 
may fee their Ancles ; and inftead of Stays they 
wear Jackets with Ihort Skirts, which are very be- 
coming to thofe that are of a good Shape. Their 
Necks are quite bare, only when they go into 
the Choir they cover them with Veils of fine 
white Wool, which trail on the Ground. Thefe 
Nuns are the Daughters of the Nobles, and enjoy 
great Liberty, more than 1 believe they have under 
their Father's Roof. 

The Feftival of St. Mark is always celdbrated 
with very great Solemnity. On the Day prece- 
ding, the Doge accompany'd by the Ambailadors 
repairs with a great Train to St. Marias Church, 
where he allifts at the Veipers. Next Day the 
Confraternities, who are nine in number, meet at 
the Ducal Palac^ accompany the Doge to Church 
in Proceffion^ and are pietent at High Mafi^ 
After this the Doge returns to his Fwce, and 
the Brotherhoods go round the Square. Each So- 
ciety has magnificent Images, and two Canopies 
richly embroidered with Gold and Silver \ whofc 
Polk or Supporters are of folid Silver. The Pro- 
ceffion is cloo^d by a Man dre&'d in a Gown of red 
Damaik, carrying a Poll with a moving Wheel at 
the end of it ; which ftrvcs to fupport a giJt Lion 
furroundcd with Laurel Branches, and little Stan- 
dards of divers Colours. The Lion turns round 
incefSuitly, and the Man who carries it makes him 
leap, and play a hundred Gambols : He is furround- 
cd with a Multitude of People, who cry out, God 
blefi ^,Mark. This Sight, how ridiculous foever, 
is neverthelefe amufing, draws abundance of the 
Nobility to the Square, and on that Day every 
body is mafk'd. After the Proceflion is over the 
Maikei^ go to fee the Doge's Table, who entertains

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the Ambaflkdors and the Senate at Dinaer, on a 
Table in form of a Horfe-fhoe ; which Is extra* 
vagantly adom*d with Kickihaw^ and Machines 
made of Starch, which are here calPd Triumphs^ 

Nothing of the kind can be better executed, ot 
more magnificent. As there is a great A pprehen- 
fion of a Crowd, all the Malkers are turn'd away at 
Dinner-time. They keep on their Maiks all day 
long; and after Dinner all the Nobility, or to 
fpeak more properly, the whole Qty of Venice ap- 

Sears ma(k\l upon the Square of St. Mark ; and iii- 
eed, for one who never fiw it before, 'tis a re- 
markable fine Shew. What furpriz'd me, and if I 
may fay it, made me laugh, was to fee all the 
Alaikers fall on their Knees at the Sound of the 
Afigelus ; you wou'd fweaf every body was in Rap- 
turc, yet every thing that p;oes before and tluit 
follows die Stroke of the liell is not the moil de- 
vout. 

* The Day after St. Mark^s we had another pubiick. 
Shew, and by coniequence a freih occafion for the 
Venetidns to mafquerade it. That was the Eledtion 
which the Fifhermen, who are here called the iV/- 
€olotti\ made of a Chief, who bears the Title of 
fhe Doge of the NicoloHi, Their Choice fell this 
Bout upon a Gondolier belonging to the no- 
ble Giujiiniani. After the Eledion he was con- 
duced to an Audience of the Doge of Venice^ 
drei^d in a Robe of red Satdn, and otherwiie ac^. 
coutred like a Jackpudding. He was preceded by 
a great Mob uf Pipers, Hautboys, and Fifhermen. 
J nil before him w as carry 'd a red Flag, with th« 
tffigics of St. Murk. The Doge receiv'd him 
fitting on his Throne, and attended by the Coiui- 
ciL The Complement of the Doge or the Fifher- 
men was made with great Gravity, and anfwePd 
by the Doge of the Republick m few Words; 
which dune, he retuiii'd iu the feme Order that he 

caipe* 
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tamt . This ftiam Doge has authority over aO the 
Pifliennen, is thdr Judge, gives them Licence to 
fifti, and takes care that the City be well fuppiicJ. 
with that fort of Provilion. 'Tis faid that this Of- 
fice, which is for Life, is worth above 1000 Crownst 
far Annum. He had formerly the Privilege of com- 
manding in a certain Qtiattef of the City, and af« 
fifted at all the Ceremonies where the Doge was 
prefitit: He even accompany'd that Prince ort 
board the BucoUaur^ hikI \\\\\ Precedency of all 
the AmhafHidors *, but they have loll that Right 
iince, upon what occafion I know not, they gave 
up the Precedency to an Ambailaddr from the Em^ 
-peror. 

: The Patriarch of Vmke is the fecond Peribn iii 

the State. The prefent Patriarch is of the Family 
of Gr tidenigo. The Authority of this Prelate is fb 
ftinted, that he only nominates to two or three Bene- 
fices. The Inhabitants of every Parilli chufc their 
Parfons, which is always attended with Intriguing t 
Ibr their Livings being yery hicnitive, have great 
Intereft made for them. The Patriot has a ¥nvi* 

lege of having a Gondola painted Purple and Gold, 
with a Roof or Covering of Red Velvet ; but thi^ 
Gondola muft not exceed a certain degree of 
Magnificence. You know that the Gondolas of 
private Meii nloft be black, and that none but 
AmbaAdors have the Privilege of having thdr^ 
gilded. 

Tho' the Churches of Venice have been fufnciently 
defcrib'd, I cannot help fayinfr fomething of thofe 
that I thought the moft remarkable. Without doubt 
the Front of the Church of the bare-footed Car* 
mdttis^ fituate upoti the Great Canal, is the moft 
ftiagnificent, n6t only of Venice^ but perhaps of 
Europe ; as well with regard to the Proportions of 
Architediire that have been carefully obferv*d, as 
with regard to ihe Finenefs of the Marble, white aa 

Dda Alar 
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Alabaftetf with which this beautiful Front is whoHy 
embellifh'd. The Inftde of this Church is extreme- 
ly imgnificent. The Roof is richly g^ded, and 
ciifioiifly punted. The Walb are hed widi 
Marble Pilafiers ; the Floor is of Stones inlaid wkh 
various Colours, aiid the Altm are exceeding 
ftately : But of a!l thefe different things there feems 
to be too great a number, fo that I cou^d wifh many 
of the Ornaments had been fpar'd ; for a nohle 
Simplicity wou'd have look'd much better. 

This ibrt of Simplicity ia confpiciioai in the 
Church of St. George^ one of the biggeft in Venice^ 
the Architcdure of which is furprizing. A Con* 
vent belongs to it which for Magnificence and Re- 
gularity furpafles many Sovereign Palaces. The 
great Stair-Cafe is a fine piece of Architedure^ and 
wouM become a King's rahce much better than a 
Convent. This Houfe has two noble Cloyfters 
planted with Orange-Trees, a couple of fpacious 
Courts, and two large Gardens well cultivated, 
which have Tenafles m>m whence there is aPro- 
Q)eft of the Sea^ and the neighbouring Iflaiida. 

The Capuchins, whole Churches are very plain 
every where elfe, have a very noble one nerCy 
which is called Jl Redmptore, It was built by 
order of the Republic to difcharge a Vow they 
had made in the time of a Plague. The honeft 
Capuclnn whofhew'd me the Church, madcmetidce 
^dal notice of a Crucifix of BnUs over the hi^ 
Altar, whereon our Saviour is reprefented expiring, 
with his Head leaning on his right Shoulder. My 
Guide affur'd methat when the Crucifix was pkc'dia 
the Church the Head of our Lord's Im^e was ered» 
but that it fell afterwards into its prefent Pofture. 

There are other Churches worth &eine, were it 
only for the Stately Tombs of the moft diftingiiifliM 
Families of the Republic. Such is the Tomb of 
the noble Family of Cor mi &^ in the Church of the 
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Cajetans^ where are the Marble Effigies of eight 
CardinglSp and four Doges defcended frohi that ra- 
mWj. In the Churches of St. Paul and St. John 

arc Pi6hires very much efteem'd by the Connoijfeurs^ 
and there's the luniptuous Tomb of the ValerioSj 
where the Fatiier, the Mother, with the Son, arc 
carv'd in their natural Proportion in Marble, ap* 
parell'd in the Habit of the Doge and Dogefs. 

Before I have done with the Churches, I think 
I ought to give you fome account of that of the 
Jejuits-y the Front whereof is of noble Archi- 
teftuie, well difpofcd, and the Ornaments not 
too much crouded ; but the Decoration of the In* 
jide is really grand. Nothing can be richer than 
die Qioir, and the hkh Altar. The Choir confifts 
of a fpacioiis Dome fupported by four large Pillars 
of white Marble, lined with great Flower-pieces of 
old green Marble. The Roof Is painted and gilt. 
The high Altar, which is all of Marble, is a Pa-» 
vilionor Dome fupported by ten Columns wreath'd 
the ancient Greek Marble. The Tabernacle is 
of AJabafter, incruftated with Lapis-LazuU. To 
ail this rich Wotfc are added two Angeb in their 
natural Proportion, over which arc the Effigies of 
God the Father, and God the Son. The five Steps 
leading to the Altar are of green Marble, incruilated 
with old yellow Marble fo artfully that this Work 
would esUily be taken for a Piece of Perfian 
pdftry. The Pulpit and the Baluftnde, which (e* 
parates the Nave from the Choir, are of Marble, 
and perfedly anfwerable to the Mi^gnific^ce of the 
whole Church. 

I now proceed to the Arlenal^ fo much cele- 
brated in Europe^ perhaps more for what it has 
been than what it is at prdent. Three Nobles havct 
the Management or Cuftody of it, who relieve one 
'another every Week. He that is in waiting muft 
vifit the Foils in the Night-time j ^nd the Cen-

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tincls are obiig'd each to rii^g .1 13.11 every 1 lour, 
that the Officer upon Ciuard may k.-iuw they are 
at their Pofts. No body can fee the Arfenal 
without Leave of the Nobleman In waiting, who 
never refufes it to Perfons of Rank. The firft 
thing I was fliewM were four Rooms fiill of Arms 
jK-cclIiry for the Marines, where arc \\\\o kept the 
CuiralTes of thofe Generals wlio Ji vc moll: dillin- 

guifh'd thenif J'. es in tlie Service of the Republic \ 
ut they are all fulJ of Duft* Then I was (hewed 
the Magazine of Anchors, and the Cellar to which 
the Workmenof the Arfenal go when they pleafe to 
a Fountain of Wine and Water mix'd. As much 
diluted as this Wine is,'tis fnid diat there's no lefs fpent 
here every Year than amounts to 74000 Crowns. 
This is an Endowment which was fettled by one Cor- 
naro Queen of Cyprus^ for the Relief of the Work- 
inen. riear this Cellar are the Forges, of which 
there arc twelve ; but there arc only two a<5l:ually 
at work. l ac Rope- Yard juft by it, is 410 
Paces in length, and fervcs at the fame time for a 
Warehoufe of Hemp, of which I did not fee any 
great Quantity. In another Court there were a 
great many Cannon, both Iron and Brais, a Room 
full of Bullets, a Magazine of Cordage, a Timber- 
Yard, and three great Rooms fiill of Arms for the 
Foot Soldiers. There was anotlier that fcrv'd as an 
Arfenal for the Hone, hut *twas lately burnt down 
by the CarelefTnefs of a Centinel. The Dock for, 
building and refitting of Ships forms a ieparate 
pourt, in the xnidft of which there^s a great Bafoii 
that communicates with the Sea, and is encompa(s*4 
with twenty fix Sheds covered over, which con- 
tain as many Ships, Galleys, and GalleafTes. The 
latter are Machines of a terrible Size, which have a 
fort of Battery at both ends. My Guide afTur'd 
ine that a Venetian Galleafs was not afiaid of 
twen^ five Turkijb Galleys ; This xnay be ; but I 
" • " . - ' — , wou'd 
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vfovfd venture a Wager on the fide of the In- 
fidels. In this fame Pock are the Prowes of 
twelve Turkijh Galleys taken at the famous Battle 
of Lepanto. But the moli noble thing in all this 
Pock, is the Bucem^iur^ which went out of Port for 
the firft time In the Year 1728. This fuperb Vefiel 
was built by Anttmio Carradini\ and is fo well de-^ 
fign*d, and the Ornaments of Sdilptiii c, of which 
there's a great imnibcr, lo well placM, tlmt every 
thing iseiifily diftinLniifh'd, and ftrikeswith Amaze- 
ment. 'Tis gilded down to the Water-edge, and 'tis 
faid that the Expence of it amounted to 70000 
Sequins. The Deck is covered from Head to Stern 
with Crimfon- Velvet, bedaubM with a broad Lace,^ 
and Gold Fringes. And the Infide if pofTible is more 
magnificent than the Outfide. There's a great Room 
the length of the Ship, where the Doge fits on a' 
Throne, and tlic Ambafladors and Senators on 
Seats like thofe of the Canons In the Choin The 
Cteling confifts of 6as- reliefs in divers Comparts 
ments intirely gilt. The Floor is of Walnut-tree, 
incruilcd with L bony- Wood and Mother of Pearl, 
The Rowers who fit in the Hold of the Ship are 
all of one Livery, and their Oars gilt, which 
makes a very fine Sight when all hands ftrike. 
together, 

You know that the Bucentaur never goes out but 

once a-year, upon Afcenfion-day, when the Captain 
wlio then commands muft take an Oath before he 
ftirs our of the Harbour, that he will bring her back 
again into the Arfenal. He carries nothing aboar4 
of his own, fbrunlefe the Weather be very fair indeed, 
the Ceremony is put off to another day. They 
build a new Bucentaur every hundred Years, and 
tiie old ones are laid up till thev rot. 

I juft now hear that the Poft is going off, fo thit 
lam oblig'd to defer what I have farther to lay 
of Vcttic$ till the next. I (hall be infinitely pleas'd

LETTER XXVL 

THE Common«-wealth keeps twelve Gal- 
leys in pay, and twenty Men of War. 
1 hu Ciipiiana Gallev, c:ill*d the Fuji a y 
never goes out of the Great Canal, but is continually 
at Anchor ixfore U^e Square of St. Af^r/^. There's 
<;ommonly four Galleys and as many Men of War in 
the Levant. Others lie at Anchor in the Canal of 
Zuecay which were lately drawn out of the Arienal^ 
becaufe for want of Water the Ships receive Da- 
mage. The Power of the Republic confifts chiefly 
in its Maritime Force. It maintains very few 
LM-ind Forces, and thofe they have are all kept at 
Corfott^ which is the Rampart of Venice^ and the 
pefenceof theGulph^ the Frefervation which 
IS owing to the Count de ScbuUmburg^ General ia 
chief of the Republic ; for in the laft War when the 
"Turks attempted to take it, 'twas he that ob- 
lig'd them to raife the Siege : And the Republic 
in acknowledgment of this important Service causM 
his Statue on Horfeback to be erefted in the Square 
of the OldCsiftk of Cwf0i ; and fettle a Penfioii 
upon him of 5000 Crowns a-yeor for his Lafcj, be^ 

fides his ordinary Salary. 

*Tis certain that Venice has fufFer'd a Decay both 

of Power and Commerce. The Turks have taken 

the 
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the JlfoTAi from her ; (he has little or nothing left in 
the Liwmi \ and as to her Places in the Terra 
Pirma they are jxx>r, depopulated, and meanly 

fortified. One of the main Securiries of Venice is 
her Lakes ; but for fome Years paft they begin to 
thicken fo by the Mud and Dirt brought by the Ri« 
vers which nil into theGulph, as in time mud prove 
to the very great Detriment of Venice^ becaufe Ship 
which us^d formerly to go in or out with €aie» 
can only go out now by the help of a Canal which 
has been cut for the purpofe. This Inconvenience 
might have formerly been prevented for a trifle of 
Expence, whereas now 'tis p>aft all remedy. 

The Powers of which the Venetians ought to 
be moft JaUous, axe theTknt^ and theEmjseror^ in 
whde IjcMninions they are in a manner inclos'd. 
The Great Duke of Tufcany and the Duke of Parma 
were formerly Powers which were of little or no 
Terror to the Republic ; but if thofe Dominions 
(hou*d ever come under the Sovereignty of Dom 
CarhSf the political Syftem of Italy will be ver^ much 
altePd, and ^VineiUtns will in all probability be 
oblig'd to keep fair with him. The Republic has 
for a long time obferv'd an exad Neutrality in the 
Quarrels among the Princes of Chrlftendom, per- 
haps becaufe it knows not for which fide to de- 
termine itfeif I for tho* the Senate hates the 
SfaniarJsj and cannot forg^ the famous Confpiracy 
of the Marquifiir Bedmartiit Catholic King's Am-. 
baflador; they don't much like either the Ger- 
mans or French^ whofe Power gives them Um- 
brage, And I believe, were it polTible for the Ve- 
neSuuu to hurt thofe three Powers at the iame time^ 
we fhou^d quickly fee their Republic rouze itfeif 
from that Lethargy in which its profound State*Po- 
Ucy has doz'd it. 

Since the Engdfh and Dutch became Mafters of the 
Commerce of Europe^ the Trade of yema is as much 

de- 
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decayed as its Power •, and their Manufadures ar^ 
funk extremely. The Venetians heretofore fumUh'd 
almoft all Europe with Cloth; their Looking- 
Ghfles, and thofe for Drinking, were alfo in great 
vogue, but thofe Manufeftures are fince tranf- 
planted into other Countries, fo x\v\t Venice fcarce 
furniflics anv more than //^//v. 'l is worth while 
however to go and fee the Glafs-Houfe where they 
work Night and Day, except in 4ugi^ and Sep- 
timber^ when the Heats are too violent. • 'Tts 
certain the Drinking-Glafle§ made here arc much 
ft longer than any other, but as tlu y arc blow a 
they are not near fo fubftantial as the Glafs that iii 
mix 9 however they require lets Labour, and have 
the Advantage when they are broke of being 
melted again \ the Matter of . which they are 
compofed being much more flexible than that of 

^hc run Glafs. 

The Nobles of Venice are Slaves to Policy^ Dit- 
fidence, and Sufpicion \ and Ambafladors are much 
more fo whom everyone Ihunsas fufpeAedPer-* 
fons, and whom a Foreigner can fcarce talk to 
without renouncing his Correfpondence with the 
Nobles. An Ambaflador is oblig'd to confine him- 
felf to his own Family, or clfe to amufc Inmftlf 
in the Company of Foreigners, of whom there is 
always a good number in this City v for no Noble- 
snan dare vifit him without the exprels leave of the 
Senate, who now indeed grant it much more freely 
than they did formerly. 

Cuiloms are alter'd here in very many things. 
*Twas formerly a Crime to fee a Woman in private, 
and a Foreigner did not dare to run the Vei|iture ; 
but now the cafe is quite diflfeient, for there are fe- 
yeral Houfes of Quality where I am indulgM, 
and am often tete a tete with the Miftrefs of the 
Houfe, without any more notice taken of me than 
if I were in France^ where £afe and Freedom are 

^ fo 
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fo mucli boalled. The Ladies are great Vifiters, 
and have Afi'emblies every Night, to which they 
irepair alone in their Gondola's without any other 
Attendance but a Valet de Chambre who ferves as 
their Gentleman-Uiher. They are mafk-d at alt 
public Perfomiancea, and go where' they have a 
mind to it. This eaiy -Vcccfs to the Ladles contri- 
butes not a little to make my Stay in this City a- 
greeable. I own to you that I am infinitely charm'd 
with it i there are a thoufand Things here that 
pleafe me, and were I to chufe any City in liafy to 
uve in, 'twould certainly be this, where People en- 
joy entire Liberty, provided they don't meddle with 
the State and it:^ ( Tovcrnnicnt, which uI at all too, 
I don't think u i^oreigncr has much to do with, 
liere one ism the Centre of civil Pleafuresand De- 
bauchery. God is as exemplarily ferv'd here as in 
any Place whatfoever. Few Nations obferve the 
Externals of Religion better than the Italians in ge- 
neral and the Venetians in particular, of whom it 
may be faid that they (pend one half of their time 
in committing Sin, and the other half in begging 
God's Pardon. ' 

Mafquerades are more in Faftiion here than elfe^ 
where. People go in Maiks to take the Air, as well as' 
to Playsand Balls ; and^tts the favourite Pleafure both 
ot the Grandees aiul the Coniinoiidlly. This giv».i> 
rife to many Adventures, and fometimes one makes 
Acquaintance under a Mafk which would be im- 
pradicable perhaps, were not fuch Difguifes in' 
Fafhion. I remember that the firft time I was here 
I ftruck up an Acquaintance in the Square of St. 
Mark with two of the firft-rate Ladies of this Coun- 
try. They were nialk'd, and I was in a Scarlet Do- 
mino cmbroider'd with Silver, which being a Habit 
that iiad been fcldom feen here, drew tlie Eyes of 
ail the Company in the Square upon me, and in * 
particular of two Ladies, one of whom twitching

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me by the Sleeve, f^dtome, ♦ Sir, I and the L-ady 

* here, my Friend, fancy by your Air which out- 

* ftrim our Gentlemen, that you are a Foreignav

I went and received him, and 
found him every whit as poh'te as his Lady. He 
offer'd to ihew mc the Curiofities of Fenke till his^ 
Wife was ftirrin^. We went and faw feveral 
Churches, after which he conduOedme to his Houfe 
where I fSoimd Madame Af . . . who received me 
with all the Civility poiliblc. She was a Woman 
who tho* forty Years of Age fliew'd that flie had

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been a very beautiful Lady In her time. Madame 
C • « « bappen'd to be in her Gimpany, with, 
whom ihe had been the Day before intheScpiare of 

St. Mark. I never faw a more beautiful Lady, or 
that had a nublcr Carriage. She was not yet twenty 
Years of Age hut had been marry 'd five Years to 
a Man, who tho' the moil ili-favour*d of his Sex 
had a moft amiable Behaviour. I fell in love with 
Madame C . • . as foon as ever I &w her, and 
when I beheld her Huffaand, I had Predimption e^ 
nuugh to believe that my Application to the Lady 
would not be difagrceable. But I foon perceiv'd 
that Ihe was not a Woman for my turn fhe quickly 
depnv'd me of all Hopes of Succeis *» andl no fooner 
ftw thofe Hopes vanilh^d, which are the only Sup^ 
port of Lovers, but I dropped my Amour. I had 
another in view which was attended with better 
Succefs : M. M . . . carry *d me to a Country-' 
Houfe of his towards Pc'idun^ and I don't know 
where I was ever more agreeably entertained in my 
whole Life. 'Tis at thefc Country Seats one feetf 
the yenetians in Perfedttont ^bo are quite another 
fort of People here than in the City ; for here they 
put off that grave ferious Air which they afFe(5l in 
Town, and are quite fociable, civil, courteous, and 
live with more fpiendor. As thefe Country- Houfes 
are near one another, the Gentlemen to whom they 
belong vifit each other very much) and are almo0r 
always together ^ but at Venice they live With more ^ 
Reftraint. 

I am in fome doubt whether I ihould reckon tiie. 
Mufic of the Venelidn Churches in the number of 
its Pleafures j but upon the whole, I think I ought,*- 
becaufe certainly their Churches arc frequented more 
to pleafe the Ear, than for real Devotion. The- 
Church of la Pieta which belongs to the Nuns who 
know no other F^ithcr but Love, is moft frequented. 

"i hefe Nuns are enter'd v^y youi^ and are taught 

Mufic, 
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Mufic, and to play on all forts of Inllruments, in 
which fome of *em are excellent Perforaiers. Apol^ 
hnia adhially pafles for the fineft Singer, and Afma^ 
Martins for the £rft VioGn in Italy. The Con- 
courfe of People to this Church on Sundays and 
Holidays is extraordinary. *Tis the Rendezvous 
of all the Coquettes in Venice^ and fiich as are fond 
of Intrigues have here both their Hands and Hearts 
fiill. Not many Days after my Arrival in this 
City I was at this very Church, where was a vaft 
Audience, and the fineft of Mufic. As I was going 
out, a Woman who hid her Face accoiled me, fay- 
ing, there was a Lady in a Gondola who defir'd to 
fpeak with me. Tho' this fmelt ftrong of an Ad- 
venture, which I was never very fond of, I how- 
ever went along with the Woman i and really, not 
above ten Paces fromtheSpot I found a Gondola, in 
which was a Lady whom I knew to be the Daughter 
of the unlortunate Baron de H ... of whofe tra- 
gical Cataftrophe you have heard. I own It mov'd 
iny Compaiiion, as well as Sorrow, to fee before 
my Eyes a young Lady of Rank in a ftrangc Coun- 
try and in fiich a Situation^ as made me furmife-that 
ihewas in a bad Way. But it eventoach*d me to the 
Quick, when after having niadc her Apology to me 
tor having fent for me, (he faid to mc with a Voice 
interrupted with Sighs, * For God's fake tell me

* (bme religious Poandition ! * Here the uafertn- 
nate // . . . concluded her Nari-ative. .1 Afied 
her Sentiments about Religion :. I knew Ihe had 
.been educated in the LuiheraHy but flie exprefs'd 
her Inclination to embrace the Catholic Rdigion, 
and alio to turn Nun« I promii^d to fenreiwr all 
that lay in my Power, and that fame Evening I 
fpoke to Madame M . , , who promised mc to 
enter her into Orders as foon as fhe was tum'd Ca- 
tholic. A Jefuit who has had the tutoring of her 
for near a Month gives us Hopes that ftie will in- 
ftantly be qualify 'd to take the VeiU She iicms to

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me to be very eager for it. A few days ago I ac« 

Jtisunted her with her Father^s Death, with which 
iie feem'd very much affbded, but at the fame time 
Ihe exprefs'd her Subniillion to the Decrees of Pro- 
vidence, and told me her Misfortunes with fo much 
Refignation that I have Reafon to think ihe will be 
very happy in the Retirement whicli flie is about to 
emDrace. If thb be the Cafe, I ihall think my felf 
very fortunate in having contributed by my Advice 
to her Tianquillity. Heaven grant hcv Trayers 
may prevail that I my felf may put thofe Leflbns in 
practice which I have taught her, as to theNeceifity 
of Converfioa* 

Pardon me. Sir, this long Di^refEon. As you 
knew the unfortunate . . . in nisProfperity, and 
as you are alfo informed of his Difgrace, I thought 
you would not he forry to hear of the Fate of his 
Daughter. T now refume my Remarks on Venice. 

Two Days ago I went to fee the Scuola St. Roccoy 
which are Rooms where the Fraternities of that 
Saint meet, in which are K6hires done by the 
greateft Mdlers^ particularly one in the great Room 
below, which is tlic Pidure ox the Annunciation done 
by Tinioretj a Ticce highly efteem'd. This Pidure 
is, without Contradidion, one of the fineft and 
moft affedting Paintings at Venice^ becaufe of the 
lively ExpreSsns of Surprife, Admiration, and Joy 
which appear in the VtrgMs Face, She is fitting 
in her Chamber, which the fkilful Painter has re- 
prefented as a plain mean Kuom in fume Diforder 
with old and worn out Furniture. Upon the grand 
Stair-cafe there's another Pidure reprefenting the 
Annunciativn in like manner, which !s done hy 
Titian^ and is not one of the worft of his Perfor- 
mances* The upper Rooms are adom'd with feve- 
ral Piftures done by Tintoret.^ in which he has de- 
fcribed our Lord's Paflion. Our Saviour np- 
peariiig before Pilate is an admirable l^iece i 'ris 
.really moving to fee the Modeily and Serenity 

£ e 2 of 
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of his Countenance. A fecond Pi&ute rfeprc- 
fents'our Lord carrying hisCrofs. In a third, we 
fee him faften'don it, and expiring for the Salvation 
of Mankind. Theft are ihvaluable Pieces, and are 

reckoned the compkatcil that inloret painted. 

I have alfo been to fee the chief Palaces, \vhich 
Ke for the moil part on the great Canal, and that 
call'd Reggie. They are very magnificent, but they 
are generally fo like one another that he who has 
ieen one may fay he has ften them all. They have 
little Court- Yards, lefs Gardens, and no Stables. 
Nothing goes to form a Palace at Fen fee but the 
juain Body of the Buiiduig, a great Salon in tlie 
middle, and Apartments on the Right and Left i 
and fetting afide the Marble, there are Palaces as 
magnificent eliewhere tvhich have only the name of 

alloufe. 

The Square of St.M<r7r^ is the ordinaryRendezvous 
of all the Gentry at F cntce, lliere are Nobles who 
keep their conftant Circuits here as it were, and 
who never ftir from the Place but to Bed, for they 
pafs their vhole Tune in Gaming at the Co/fee- 
Houfe, or in the Peruke-Makers Shops. The 
number of their Nobles is not limited ; and any body 
for paying down looouo Ducats may purchai'e No- 
bility. Thcfe Gentlemen compliment each other with 
the Title of Excellency^ and 'tis what they all chal- 
lenge from Foreigners. Mean time, fome of thoft 
Excellencies go to the Shambles, and to the Fifh- 
Market, and carry home tlieir Meat or their Fifli 
under their Robes, and fome are fo very poor that 
they go a begging. This I'itle is fo very common 
here that I had much ado to hinder a Lackey whom 
I hired from giving it to me, Tho' I told him that 
I was by no means Excellent^ he made me anfwer 
that he knew full well what Obligations were due to 
my Excel.'cncy, and that he would not be thought 
to be wanting in Relpedt to my i:.xcellency. A 
2 Frenclh 
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Fj^cnchman lately come iromConftantinople to whom * 
I made my Complaints, how much this Title was 
prophan'd, afTur'd me that the Venetians were ftill 
more lavifh of it o\xtoi Vcntcey fo that he heard the 
very Grooms belonging to the Baillo of the Repub- 
lic at CcnftantinoplCy compliment o^e another with 
the Title of Excellency. 

Among die l''c}iituin P.xcellcncies there are alfb 
Petits-Maitres who are known by their Doublets 
Hn'd with Scarlet, their fine white Perukes, by 
their fantaftical Step, and that Air of lolling whici| 
they giye themfelves in their Gondola's, which are 
much fmaller and nimbler than the common ibrt. 
Thefe Petit s-Maitres are great Beaus, and have com- 
raoniy more than oneMiftrefs at a time, and jndced 
there are few Nobles but have one at Icnfl. Thefe 
Creatures, excepting the little Liberty thpy enjoy, 
are as happy as Sultana's. Their Lovers treat them 
like Princeiles, and the Veneitans in general pay 
great refpeft to the whole Sex. I have leen Fau fina 
the famous Singer, Tind. Stringtidta the noted Ccur- 
tezan come mafk'd upon the Square of St. Mc-rk^ 
leaning on the Shoulders of Noblemen, and every 
Man paying them as much Obeiiance as if they had 
been Ladies of great Importance. The fame day 
that they appeal d on the Square there happened to 
be a Skirmifti between two Women mafk*d that 
were Rivals, who, as loon as they knew one ano- 
ther, fell out, went to Cuifs, tqre off each other's 
Maiks, andatkft Knives were drawn, with which 
they cut one another fo deeply that one of 'em wais 
left dead on the Spot^ 

I now tliink It high time to finifn my Letter 
which is already very long, and perhaps too full of 
Trifles. I have told you every Thing that cani^ 
uppermoft in my Mind, fo that you have a perfedli

LETTER XXVII. 

S I Ry Rm^Utm^ Mmjf 30. 1750. 

AS It appears by all the Letters from Rome 
that they are on the point of chufing a new 
Pope, I Tet out fooner from Venice than \ 
fhould otherways have done, and came poft to this 
City without flopping much by the Way, I 
pals*d thro* Padua, where I had the Honour to pay 
my Refpeds to the Prince Emanuel of Portugal^ 
who is come to refide there for fomc time, and I 
was afterwards at the Comedy, which was indeed, 
a moil wretched Performance, but the Affembly 
was gay and numerous : Among the reft there were 
a great number of Students and young Fellows, 
particularly one that made a very finical Appearance, 
who had ten or twelve Patches on his Face, a red Coat 
embroider'd with black Gawfe, a Hat, a Shoulder- 
Knot,Stockings, fr^f . the whole trimm'd with Gawfe. 
1 took him at firft for a Mountebank, but I plainiy 
faw that the Whimiicalneis of his Drefi was die 
Humour of the Country. What gave me ibme 
Amufement was, to fee a Hare which liarlequia 
had taught to play Tricks, to tumble Top over 
Tail, to leap over a Sticky and to beat a Drum 
with his two Forefeet, 

From 
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From Padua I went to Ferr ar a % City in the 
Ecclefiaftical State, where the Pope keeps a I^gat 
who is always a Cardinal. It appealed to me to be 
a hrgeGty with fpacious S tr ee t s , and Ibme finePa* 

Jaces, but it did not feem to be very popuious,\vhich 
is afcribed to the bad Air in this Country, other- 
wife one of the hneil in all Ilaly. 

TheRoadffomF^rrnratoBoLOGNA is eictremely 
level, and as good and agreeable in Summer as ^tis 
tuipailable in Winter. BdcgM is the iecond City 
in the Ecclefiaftical State, and is a large fine Town. 
*Tis in a moft charming Situation, all the Country 
round it being properly a Garden, and one of the 
moil fruitful and faireft flats in Nature. 'Tis 
faid this Qty contains near 80000 Inhabitants. 
The common People are civil and well bred> and 
none more polite to Foreigners dian the Noblemen* 

There are ftatcly Palaces here, of which I will only 
mention that of the Marquis Rinucci^ bccaufe to 
me it feem'd to be one of the moft confiderabk in 
the City. *Tis very magnificent, and of a vail Ex- 
tent The Ground-Floor contains three large A- 
partments, the firft Story five, and the iecond aa 
many. The Stair-cafe of this Palace is very 
much efteem'd for its Contrivance. In one of the 
Halls are two large Pi(5tures : The firft is the 
Confecration of the Emperor Charles V. performed 
by the Pope at Bologna : The iecond reprefents 
Frederic lY. King of Denmark giving Audience to 
the Senate of Bdognay and their complimenting 
him on his Arrival. In another of thofc Halls are 
two other curious laree Pidures •, the one of Car- 
dinal Rmucci^ having Audience of the King of Po^ 
land when he was fent to him as Nuncio ; and the 
iecond ihews the &me Cardinal reoetving the Cap 
from Liwis XIV. King of Rrance^ at whofe Court 
he was Nuncio when he was promoted to the Purple. 
The Apartments adjoining to thefe Halls are alfo 

£ e 4 adorn'd 
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adoi n'd with excellent Paintmgs and veiy ricMy 
fornifti'd. '/ ^ 

The Churches of Bologna are not lefs magnificent 
than the fineft Chuichesin Italy, I thooghttfaat of 
St Paul the m<^ worthy of Remark, which is 
fervM by Bernardine Fryars. The Roof is a- 
dorii'd with Paintings reprefenting the Hiftory of 
St. Puul, Thele Figures which are higlily efteem'd 
are the Performances of Antonio Caccioli and Rol& 
two Natives of Bolcgna^ and they have both otit- 
ijiofie themfelves. The JEUntin^ of the Dome 
where St. Paul is reprefented on his Knees ready to 
have his 1 lead ilruck off is adniirauiy fine. 1 he 
hiph Alf?r is of Marble of vinous Coiours, finifli'd 
witli a grt:at deal of Art. 1 he Seats of the Monks 
are of WaHnut-Tree, and ever them aie fevcral 
Pidures of the Life of St. Paul drawn by in able 
iHand, who was Caraclu^a Pupil. The Churches 
of ot. Catherine of Bolcgna^ and St. Michael In Bofco 
are well worth the Traveller's Obfervarion, on ac- 
count of the choice Pidhires with which they are 
adomVl, St. Michael's in Bofco ibmds upon an E- 
ininence three Miies from Bologna^ to which there's 
an Entrance thro' acovecVi Gdkry made like a Pi* 
azza. ^Twas a Work ere6M by the Citizens of 
BoIcgfUiy out of their Devotion to a niiniculous 
Image of the IMj yirgin winch is reverenced iji this 
Church. 

I'he Legated Palace is very ancient, but grand 
find magnificent. *Tis as ftri^ly guarded during 
the Vacancy of the Holy See as if the Enemy were 

at the Gates of the City. All the Avenues to it arc 
hung with Chains : The S^uifs Guards are arm'd 
with Cuii'afles: The Guard which con flfts of fifty 
Soldiers is barricaded with Fallilades and Chevaux 
de Frifc, and the Palace^Gate is defended by eight 
Pieces of Canow* 

* ' • • Y^ha^ 
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What remains for me to tell you of Bolegua is^ 
that 'tis one of the Cidea in Italy where aForeigncf 
AjmIs moft Amuiement The Nobility not only 
ftrive to give him Pleaiure^ but he has fine Paint- 
ings to feaft his Eye, and here are often excellent 
Concerts of Mufic, Operas, and Comedies, charm- 
ing Walks, and genteel Country-Houl'es i which I 
take to be ail that can be defir'd in Life* 

Etom Bologna I travelled in two days to Florence^ 
after having been dragged in my Cbaife thro^ the 
Apennines y a prodigious Range of Mountains y which 
is a thing I fhall never do again while I live ; for I 
really fuffer'd very much in this Road, and if ever 
you ihould have a fancy to come this way, I woui^ 
adviie you to carry Frovifions or a Cook with youy 
for there b not one confiderable Place in all the 
Rood. FicrenZGla^ which is almoft half way, is a 
forry little Town. From thence to Scarper ia thp 
Road is extremely rugged. One defcends a high 
Mountain pav'd like a Stair- cafe, which to attempt 
in a Chaife, you are fure of being, if I may fo call it^ 
broke upon the Wheel, and therefore I choie to 
walH down. At Scarperia the Road becomes more 
paflable, and it mends as you come near Florence. 
In our Way wc palVd thro' a Town call'd Ponte 
that ftands at the Foot of a Hli . where the Gre*4t 
Duke has a Caftle which appeared to me to be very 
well fortify'd. 

Qne perceives Florsnce a great way ofF^ and in* 
deed it makes afine point of View to m ib greit a 
City in a beautiful Valley between Hills which rife 
infenfibly, and end at lengtii ia high Mountains, 
inhabited in fuch a manner that they may be re^kon'd 
the Suburbs of J^krence. The River Arno pafles 
thro* both the Cityand the Valley. Among all the 
Oties of Italy^ Florence may juiUy be fumuned the 
Fair^ fince it has all that can be defir^d in a great 
and weaJthy 'J^own, fuch as facrcd and profane Kdi- 
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iices. Bridges, Monuments, and Fountains ; yet 
*ds not fo large nor populous as Bologna, As I en- 
tered Florence I perceived over the Gate a Table of 
white Marble with a LdHin Inicription on as 
follows:

'Twas the late Great Duke Cofmo who caus*d 
this to be engraved to the Honour of thq King of 
Denmark. ' 

The City of Florence has been fo well defcrib*d 
that I ihall pafs voy briefly over all that relates to 
the Buildings. The Square call'd Piazza del Gran 
Duca or the old Talace, contains Ornaments enough 
to enibellifh a great Town. Here you fee a fpa- 
cious I'buntain which Cojmo I. caus'd to be built 
after the Defigns of Amminati and Philip Baldinucci^ 
two of the moft famous Sculptors at that Time. 
Not far fW>m this Fountain is l»e Equefttian Statue 
of CoJmo I. which is raisMupon a great Pedeftal of 
white Marble, with this Infcription engrav'd on the 
diiefFrontofit:

On the oth^ diree Sides of the Fedeftal are very 

fine Bas-Relicft of Brafs. The firft reprefents 
Cofmo I. recogniz'd for Sovereign by the Senate of 

Florence I 
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Florence the fecond the Ceremony of Cofm(fs Co- 
ronation, and the third the {d^mQCofrno in an antique 
triumphant Car making his pompous Entry into 
Sietma^ which was fubmitted to his Government* 
Ferdinand I. de Mtdicis when he erefted this Statue 
to the Honour of his Father, employed in the Di- 
redion of it the famous John Bologna, who has 
very well anfwer'd the Opinion that had been con- 
ceived of him. 

In the Great Duke's Gallery near the Square, I 
fiiw the ereateft Curiofities, both among the Antients 
and Modems. A Bufto of Akxandtr the Great, the 
fani{;us Statue of Venus^ cut by ApollodoruSy with 
thofe of the Emperors and Emprefles of Rome^ and 
the greateft Perlonages of former Centuries ; the 
beft Originals of the greateft Painters; and a thou- 
fimd uncommon things, fuch as Diamonds, Rubies^ 
Pearls, Emeralds, SapUrs, Topaxes, Amber, For- 
cellain, Cryftal, Porphyry, CoraJ, Marble, and Gra- 
nite, the Particulars of which wou'd form a Volume, 
They are a<5hially engraving on Plates, and fe- 
veral Perfons of Quality are contributing to the 
E3q)ence of this fine Work,which is confiderable, and 
ibr which excellent Defigtiersare employ'd. This 
wou*d have been worthy of the Great Duke, and it 
feems to me that this Prince when he fees his Fa- 
mily extind:, and his Eftate pafs into the hands of 
Foreigners, ought at leaft to eternize the Glory of 
his Anceftors by publilhing an Inventory of the im- 
menfe Wealth which they have acquired, andtranA* 
mittfid to their Pofterity. 

Of all the Churches in Italy there are none more 
magnificent as to the outfide than the Duine of 
Milan^ and the Cathedra! of Florence^ both which 
are entirely lin'd with Marble of various Colours. 
A Citizen of Horence^ who pretended to know 
the Hiftory of this Cty perfemy well, afliii^d me 
that its Cathedral was bmlt out of the Impoft of 
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five which had been laid upon every Piece of 
Cloth that was then fold at Florence ^ but I 

believe you may widiout Breach of Charity take 
this for a Story. 

Over againft the Cathedral is the magnificent 
Baptistery, to which there's an Entrance thro' three 
(ktes of Bmis, fo artfiilly wrought that Michael 
J^igelo i^d they were good enough to be the Gates 
o{ Paradik. 

St. Laurence^s Chapel, which is not yet fitiifh'd, 
16 the Admiration of all Connoifleurs, and is de- 
fign'd to be the Place for the Burial of the Great 
Dukes, whoie Remains are to be depoiited in ^ 
Maufoleum of wonderful Workman/hip^ adom'd 
with precipus Stones. 'Tis 150 years \igo that 
this Chapel has been building, and y^t it wants 
two Thirds of being finifh'd. If it were lawful to 
cridcife the Condud of Princes, I muft fay it again, 
that the Great I)uke^ lyho fees that his Greatne& 
aiicl his Family rauft end with him, ought to put 
the laft hand to this Monument of the Magnificence 
of the Medicis : For can he hope, that it he him- 
felf neglecfls to tranfmit the Lull:reof his Family to 
Pofterity, his Succeffors will think to do it, who 
are nothing to him, or at lead but very little. Bu^ 
fuch is the Humour of Jolm Gafim Great Duke of 
Ttifcany ; he is fo indifferent and unconcemM about 
every thing, that he fees Foreigners difpofe of 
his Dominions, and nominate his SuccelTbr, and 
the Courtiers ready to abandon him and to worfhin 
the faid Succefibr; and yet the Proiped:, howdiu 
agreeable foever it mav be, does not feem to give 
Jiim any Uneafinefs : And he faid feme days ago, 
after he had fign'd his Lall: Will and Teftament, 
declaring Don Carlos Infante of Spain his Succefibr^ 
that be bad juft got a Son and Heir by a Dajb of hi^sl^^ft^ 
which hi had net been able to get in thirty^ four year^ 
Marriage^ 

Thus, 
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Thus, 5?ir, I have given all you will have of me 
this time toucliing tlorence^ where I cou'd ftay but 
a few days, and then made no Acquaintance, having 
only been taken up in ieeing the Curiofitics of this 
City. At my Return from Rme I propofc to come 
' hither again, and make feme ftay in order to get a 
little Knowledge of the Court ; and then you fludl 
be informed of every Remark that I make. 

From Florence I went and din'd at Caftilloncello^ 
and lay at Sienna a City in the Duchy of ^ufeat^^ 
to which Cofmo I. de Medicis made it fii^eft, not 
without great Refiftancc fwmthtSienmis. TheCity^ 
which is both an Archbifhoprlck and an Univerfity, 
is very pleafantly fituate, and enjoys a very good 
Air, *Tis laid that Italian is fpoke here with more 
Purity than in any other Town in Ita^. It feem'd 
to me to want Inhabitants, for I went thio' feveral 
Streets and did not meet a Soul. *Tis&]d that a 
great many of the Nobility are fettled in Sienna^ 
and that Strangers are fure to meet with a civil Re- 
ception here, but as I ftaid no more than one day, 
I had only a curfory View of the Town. The 
Cathedral appeared to me to be a great and noble 
Building lin*d with Marble. The Great Duke's 
Pilace is ancient, but commodious. It has a Tower 
which is look'd upon as a fmgular piece of Archi- 
tedlure. The Great Prince fs * I 'ioLiuleo^ Bavaria 
is Govemefs of Sienna, She iiv'd fonncriy in this 
City, and was mightily belov'd in it ; but fhe has 
refided for feme time at Flermci. The Square 
which is before the Palace is oval, and hollow in 
the Middle, fo that it may be laid under-water like 
the Square Na uona at Rome. 

From Sienna to Vitcrho the Road is extreme- 
ly bad, I paiTed the Mountain of Radi/ocani^fitmxc 
in one of the viled Countries in all Itafy. At the 
top of the Mountain there's a Caftle, where aOa* 

rifon 

• This Princefs d/*d in 173 1/ at f/or«v#. 
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nfon of fifieea Men is kept, with a Commanding 
Officer, whom I found at the Houie of Enter- 
tainment where I alighted. He had been a lieu- 
tenant in France in the Royal Italian Regiment, 
and Ipoke very good French, He told me that the 
Inhabitants under his Government were as bad as 
the Country, of which ibme Moments after, I faw 
a Proof* A Mule-driver having a Quarrel with 
the Dmwer, riie latter fiabb'd him with a Knife in 
the Rim of the Belly, with as much Sedatenefs as 
if he had been doing a good AdHon ; and the Com- 
mandant never caus'd the Aflaffin to be apprehend- 
ed ; for which when I exprefs'd my Surprize to 
him, hefaid he had nothing to do outof hui Fhoe; 
and that befides he did not dare to caufe theAflaftn 
to be apprehended, becaufe he had three Brothers as 
wicked as himfelf, who wou*d not fail to uke a 
Revenge if he was punifh'd. And then, faid he, 
I fhou'd have enough to do if 1 were to caufe all 
to be appcehetided who give Wounds with 
Knives. 

Aquapendente is a forry little Town, and yet 
aMetropolis. Bolsena is no better, and Monte- 
FiAscoNE the* a Biflaoprick, wou*d not be worth 
mentioning, were it not for its Vineyards which 
ptoduce exoeilent MrfcaJim Wine. ^ 
' ViTsaio, three Leagues from Mmi^afcMe^ 
feem'd to me to be a pretty Town. *Tis adom'd 
with three fine Fountains, and pav'd with great 
Flint Stones which are four foot long and two 
foot broad. This City has fome fine Houfes ia 
it. *Tis the See of a fiiihop» and its Cathedral is 
a StruAure which does not want for Grandeur. In 
this Church the Archbiihop and Eledorof Colcgn 
was coniecrated by Pope Benedi8 XIII. who came 
hither on purpofe to fave the Elet^^or all manner of 
diipute about Precedency with the Cardinals ; who 
were in their turn ib difgruntled with the Pope that 
none of them accompany'd him in this Journey. 

Mow* 
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MoKTEROSO 18 a pretty Town, but Roncigli- 
wx outdoes it I and indeed m all the Ecclefiaftical 
State there is not a pleafinter.
